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An  Alumnus  in  the  Service  Visits  Duke 


"Gee,  it  was  great  to  get  ba^k  and  see  the  people  and 
the  school.  Homecoming  is  more  than  an  expression  to 
anyone  who  has  called  a  place  home  for  several  years. 
Of  course  it  was  different,  much  different.  But  the 
changes  I  noted  were,  I  am  glad  to  say,  temporary 
changes  and  necessary  ones.  Fundamentally  the  same 
Duke.  The  military  aspect  made  quite  an  impression,  as 
did  the  absence  of  some  familiar  faces.  That  was  to  be 
expected.  The  thing  about  Duke  which  I  have  always 
cherished  most  of  all  was  still  there  in  the  personality 
of  the  place.  I  guess  you  would  call  it  a  feeling  of  calm- 
ness and  strength  and  sureness  that  has  always  pervaded 
the  entire  place,  plus  beauty  and  restfulness.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  before  the  war  is  over  even  these  will  have  to 
be  lost  for  a  little  while,  due  to  the  pressing  haste  and 
needs  of  war  service.  But  they  will  never  be  lost  entirely 
for  that  is  the  atmosphere  and  spirit  of  the  school.  And 
believe  me,  sureness,  calmness,  and  strength  seem  to  be 
physical  solids,  rather  than  spiritual  intangibles,  after  a 
few  months  in  a  place  like  this." 

The  above  letter  from  an  alumnus  in  one  of  the  armed 
services  of  the  nation  who  was  here  for  the  1912  Home- 
coming is  typical  of  many  that  are  being  received  these 
days  from  men  in  various  branches  of  the  service,  as 
well  as  other  alumni. 

Most  of  these  come  now  from  those  of  the  younger 
group  who  have  left  during  the  past  few  years,  but  along 
with  them  are  expressions  from  members  of  the  "Old 
Guard,"  those  who  have  been  away  from  the  campus 
for  years.    And  they  come  from  both  men  and  women. 

One  central  idea  is  dominant  in  all  these  letters,  no 
matter  from  what  section  they  come  and  what  period  in 
the  life  of  the  institution  the  writers  represent — that  of 
love  for  Duke  University,  appreciation  of  benefits  re- 
ceived from  study  and  contacts  here,  and  renewed  deter- 
mination to  .be  ever  loval  to  Duke  ideals  and  traditions. 


But  to  return  to  the  expression  quoted  in  the  opening 
paragraph. 

Four  words  stand  out  with  particular  force — Person- 
ality, Calmness,  Strength,  Sureness. 

And  the  more  one  thinks  of  them  the  more  he  is  con- 
vinced that  Duke  men  and  women  can  truthfully  say, 
without  undue  boasting,  that  they  do  represent  much  of 
the  best  in  the  life  of  Trinity  College  and  Duke  University 
from  their  carry  beginnings  to  the  present  time. 


define  term  referred  simply  to  something  possessed  by 
individuals. 

Yet  there  is  nothing  more  true  than  that  any  institu- 
tion or  agency  which  claims  the  right  to  existence  must 
have  personality  of  a  definite  type,  expressed  though  it 
may  be  from  time  to  time  in  different  ways. 

To  the  alumnus  quoted  above,  and  doubtless  to  many 
others,  the  outstanding  content  of  such  personality  in  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  Duke  is  expressed  in  the  three  words, 
Calmness,  Strength,  Sureness. 

Such  words  are  all  the  more  significant  in  stirring 
times  like  these  when  so  often  in  many  fields  of  endeavor 
we  find  clamor  and  excitement  where  we  should  expect 
calm  deliberation,  when  we  see  weakness  in  formulating 
decisions  and  policies  where  firmness  and  strength  are  so 
much  needed,  and  when  so  often  vacillation  and  doubt 
take  the  place  of  positive  conviction  based  upon  the 
assurance  which  comes  from  clear  and  unconfused  think- 


We  often  speak  of  personality  as  if  that  difficult-to- 


Calmness  is  a  term  that  has  been  naturally  associated 
with  Trinity  College  from  its  beginnings.  The  organiza- 
tion of  the  antecedent,  Union  Institute,  by  a  group  of 
Methodists  and  Quakers  in  a  quiet  countryside  in  Ran- 
dolph County,  incidentally  an  early  expression  of  the 
movement  for  church  unity  about  which  so  much  is  being- 
said  these  days,  suggests  that. 

There  have  been  grave  crises  in  the  life  of  the  institu- 
tion, but  each  has  been  faced  in  a  spirit  at  the  same  time 
of  calm  serenity  and  of  firm  determination,  without  undue 
excitement. 

Calmness  in  crucial  times  often  is  regarded  as  an  indi- 
cation of  lack  of  strength ;  rather  it  may  clearly  indicate 
serious  thinking  and  a  determination  not  to  be  pushed 
into  hasty  decisions  in  an  atmosphere  of  excitement. 

Sometimes  this  has  caused  misunderstanding;  some- 
times this  attitude  has  been  interpreted  as  a  sign  of  weak- 
ness or  indecision. 

But  the  results  attained  have  justified  the  course  pur- 
sued. In  the  more  than  100  years'  history  of  Duke  and 
its  antecedents,  mistakes  have  been  made,  of  course,  but 
they  have  not  been  due  to  haste  and  excitement.  And, 
after  all,  when  the  long  view  is  taken  and  the  significant 
achievements  of  the  institution  evaluated,  how  insignifi- 
cant the  mistakes  appear  to  have  been.

Makes  Strong  Appeal  for  Preservation  in  so  far  as  Possible  of 
Liberal  Arts  Education  Because  of  Its  Part  in  Maintaining 
Morale  During  Conflict  and  in  Preserving  Democracy  and 
Freedom  after  War — Gives  Observations  Relating  to  Inter- 
national Affairs  as  Grained  During  World  Tour  Last  Fall — 
Introduced  by  Governor  J.  M.  Broughton — Distinguished 
Visitor  Has  Busy  Day  at  Duke. 


An  audience  of  7,000  persons,  gathered 
in  the  Indoor  Stadium  of  Duke  Univer- 
sity, heard  an  address  on  Thursday  eve- 
ning, January  14,  on  liberal  arts  edu- 
tion  in  a  world  at  war,  by  Wendell  L. 
Willkie.  Following  the  formal  address 
which  was  broadcast  over  the  Mutual  net- 
work as  well  as  some  added  North  Caro- 
lina stations,  Mr.  Willkie  gave  a  most 
interesting  presentation  of  the  impres- 
sions gained  during  his  world  tour  sev- 
eral months  ago.  Both  the  scheduled 
address  and  the  informal  remarks  follow- 
ing were  received  with  genuine  interest 
and  enthusiasm  by  the  audience,  the  larg- 
est ever  to  assemble  on  the  Duke  campus 
for  an  indoor  meeting  of  any  kind. 

Mr.  Willkie's  appearance  in  the  eve- 
ning as  one  of  the  1942-1943  lectures  in 
the  University  Lecture  Series  marked  the 
end  of  an  exceedingly  busy  day  for  him 
while  in  Durham.  Upon  arrival  at 
10 :30  a.m.  he  was  met  by  a  group  of 
University  officials,  faculty  members,  in- 
cluding the  members  of  the  general  com- 
mittee on  arrangements  for  his  visit,  and 
student  leaders.  He  was  accompanied  to 
Durham  by  John  W.  Hanes,  former 
Undersecretary  of  the  Treasurery,  a 
native  North  Carolinian  who  holds  the 
LL.D.  degree  from  Duke;  Mr.  Lem  Jones, 
Mr.  Willkie's  assistant;  and  Mr.  B.  C. 
Crum. 

Soon  after  Mr.  Willkie's  arrival,  a 
press  conference  was  held  in  which  a 
number  of  newspaper  men  and  women 
participated.  Following  this  there  was  a 
short  tour  of  the  campus,  after  which  Mr. 
Willkie  attended  a  luncheon  meeting  of 
the  men's  civic  clubs  of  Durham.  Pro- 
fessor Malcolm  McDermott,  chairman  of 


the  Duke  Entertainment  Committee,  pre- 
sided, after  Mr.  Robert  Hurst,  President 
of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  had  conducted  the 
opening  formalities.  The  luncheon  was 
sponsored  by  the  Kiwanis  Club  with  the 
members  of  the  other  men's  civic  clubs 
and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  partici- 
pating. Mr.  Willkie  was  introduced  by 
John  W.  Hanes,  of  New  York,  and  spoke 
briefly  on  the  subject,  "What  Freedom 
Means." 

Following  the  luncheon  Mr.  Willikie's 
afternoon  was  consumed  largely  with  re- 
ceiving friends  from  North  Carolina  and 
other  states  who  called  on  him  during 
his  brief  visit  to  Duke. 

Introduced  by  Governor  Broughton 
The  main  feature  of  a  busy  day,  the 
address  at  8:00  p.m.  in  the  Indoor 
Stadium,  drew  an  immense  audience  of 
listeners  from  the  University  community 
and  Durham,  with  many  from  other  sec- 
tions. The  program  was  preceded  by  a 
musical  program  by  the  Duke  University 
band,  Robert  B.  Fearing,  Director.  Pro- 
fessor Malcolm  McDermott,  chairman  of 
the  entertainment  committee,  presided. 
J.  Foster  Barnes,  Director  of  Choral 
Music,  led  the  audience  in  singing  "The 
Star  Spangled  Banner,"  and  then  Pro- 
fessor McDermott  in  fitting  words  pre- 
sented The  Honorable  J.  Melville  Brough- 
ton,  Governor  of  North  Carolina.  Gover- 
nor Broughton  presented  Mr.  Willkie  in 
a  captivating  introductory  address  which 
was  loudly  applauded. 

Mr.  Willkie's  Address 
As  stated  above,  Mr.  Willkie  spoke  on 
liberal  arts  education  as  affected  by  the 
war.     He  made  an  earnest  plea  for  the 


perpetuation  of  the  liberal  arts  not  only 
because  of  their  value  in  the  maintenance 
of  morale  during  the  conflict  but  of  the 
part  they  will  play  in  the  enduring  peace 
which  it  is  hoped  will  follow  the  global 
conflict.  He  spoke  of  the  dangers  that 
would  result  from  the  breaking  down  of  a 
liberal  education  in  a  time  of  stress  and 
made  a  challenging  appeal  for  the  preser- 
vation of  at  least  the  essentials  of  such 
an  education  insofar  as  the  exigencies  of 
war  will  permit.  (The  full'^text  of  the 
address  appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue.) 

Mr.  Willkie's  observations  on  his  world 
tour,  which  followed  the  main  address, 
embraced  a  brief  discussion  of  the  situa- 
tion in  Russia,  China,  and  the  Near  East. 
He  plead  for  a  better  understanding  by 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  these 
allies  in  the  struggle  now  in  progress.  He 
spoke  especially  of  the  part  that  Russia 
is  playing  in  the  war  and  will  play  in 
the  days  to  follow  the  conflict,  asserting 
that  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  for  our 
people  to  maintain  a  close  relationship 
with  that  nation.  He  made  it  plain  that 
he  was,  and  had  always  been,  opposed  to 
Communism,  but  he  emphasized  the  fact 
that  Russia  is  fighting  for  freedom  just  as 
we  are,  though  naturally  freedom  does 
not  mean  just  the  same  in  all  nations. 
He  paid  a  tribute  to  Premier  Stalin  as  a 
world  leader  in  the  present  crisis,  to 
Generalissimo  Chiang  Kai-shek,  and  to 
other  leaders  of  the  United  Nations. 

Mr.  Willkie  received  quite  an  ovation 
from  the  large  audience  at  the  conclusion 
of  his  address.  The  occasion  was  brought 
to  a  close  with  the  singing  of  "America." 

Entertained  by  the  Governor 

The  distinguished  visitor  and  members 
of  his  party  accompanied  Governor  and 
Mrs.  Broughton  to  Raleigh  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  meeting  and  remained  as 
guests  at  the  Governor's  mansion  until 
they  left  on  the  12  :20  a.m.  Seaboard  Air 
Line  train  for  New  York.

I  think  it  can  be  stated  as  almost  an 
historical  truism  that  the  greatest  civili- 
zations of  history  have  been  the  best  edu- 
cated civilizations.  And  when  I  speak 
of  education  in  this  sense  I  do  not  have 
in  mind  what  so  many  today  claim  as 
education,  namely,  special  training  to  do 
particular  jobs.  Clearly,  in  a  technologi- 
cal age  like  ours,  a  great  deal  of  training 
is  necessary.  Some  of  us  must  learn  how 
to  be  mechanics,  some  how  to  be  archi- 
tects, or  chemists.  Some  will  have  a  spe- 
cial aptitude  for  medicine.  And  a  great 
many  will  have — or  think  they  have — a 
mysterious  talent  which  induces  them  to 
undertake  the  practice  of  law. 

But  none  of  these  specialties  consti- 
tutes true  education.  They  are  training 
for  skills  by  which  men  live.  I  am  think- 
ing, rather,  of  what  we  call  the  liberal 
arts.  I  am  speaking  of  education  for  its 
own  sake :  to  know  for  the  sheer  joy  of 
understanding;  to  speculate,  to  analyze, 
to  compare,  and  to  imagine. 

Look  back  across  the  panorama  of  his- 
tory. Is  it  not  true  that  the  pinnacles 
of  civilization  have  been  achieved  by  the 
cities  and  states  most  proficient  in  the 
liberal  arts  and  occupations?  In  their 
contributions  to  the  enrichment  of  human 
life,  the  Greeks,  I  believe,  tower  above  us 
all.  Yet  this  is  not  because  the  Greeks 
were  good  navigators,  which  they  were; 
nor  because  they  were  great  architects, 
which  indeed  they  were.  It  was  rather 
because  almost  all  their  leaders — and 
many  of  their  citizens  whose  names  we 
do  not  know — enjoyed  knowledge  and 
reverenced  the  arts.  The  Greek  cities 
conquered  the  eastern  Mediterranean  with 
the  sword.  But  they  conquered  posterity 
with  their  minds. 

The  onrush  of  what  we  call  modern 
civilization  has  obscured  this  essential 
truth  of  history.  People — some  of  them 
in  very  high  places — have  openly  dis- 
paraged the  liberal  arts.  You  are  told 
that  they  are  of  little  help  to  a  man  in 
earning  his  living  or  in  making  a  con- 
tribution to  his  fellow  men.  The  thing 
to  do,  you  are  told,  is  to  get  trained; 
learn  an  occupation ;  make  yourself  pro- 
ficient in  som,e  trade  or  profession.  Of 
course  this  advice  is  sound,  so  far  as  it 


goes.  But  the  inference,  and  sometimes 
the  outright  declaration  that  frequently 
follows  it,  strikes  at  the  very  roots  of 
our  society.  The  liberal  arts,  we  are  told, 
are  luxuries.  At  best  you  should  fit  them 
into  your  leisure  time.  They  are  mere 
decorations  upon  the  sterner  pattern  of 
life  which  must  be  lived  in  action  and  by 
the  application  of  skills.  When  such 
arguments  gain  acceptance  that  is  the 
end  of  us  as  a  civilized  nation. 

Today  we  are  engaged  in  a  desperate 
war,  and  we  need  for  the  fighting  forces 
almost  all  the  young  men  who  would, 
normally,  have  had  an  opportunity  to  ac- 
quire a  liberal  education.  It  is  right 
and  proper  that  these  young  men  should 
abandon  their  education  temporarily  and 
go  forth  to  fight.  It  is  right  and  proper 
that  the  universities  of  this  country 
should  turn  over  to  the  armed  forces 
whatever  facilities  can  be  made  useful. 
The  government  is  moving  very  vigorous- 
ly in  this  direction  and  no  patriotic  citi- 
zen will  fail  to  cooperate. 

But  I  must  confess  that  the  attitude  in 
which  the  conversion  of  the  colleges  has 
been  undertaken,  together  with  certain 
public  declarations,  fill  me  with  alarm. 
A  few  weeks  ago,  for  instance,  an  Ad- 
ministration spokesman  advised  all  young 
girls  to  devote  their  time  to  technical 
training  courses  in  college  or  to  leave 
college  and  go  to  work.  Now  it  is  clear 
that  we  cannot  solve  our  manpower  prob- 
lem without  putting  women  to  work.  Yet 
the  fact  is  that  there  are  millions  of 
women  above  college  age,  not  needed  in 
their  homes  or  for  the  care  of  their 
children,  who  are  still  available.  Until 
these  older  women  are  all  employed  there 
is  no  need  whatever  to  drag  young  women 
out  of  the  colleges  and  to  deprive  them  of 
their  one  great  opportunity  for  a  liberal 
education.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  a  very 
harmful  thing  to  do.  For  just  now  mil- 
lions of  our  young  men  are  being  de- 
prived of  this  opportunity,  and  the  per 
capita  percentage  of  college  attendance 
in  the  United  States  is  going  to  fall  to  a 
record  low  for  our  time.  At  least,  there- 
fore, let  us  preserve,  through  the  women 
of  America,  the  continuity  of  the  liberal 
arts. 

In  fact,  so  important  are  the  liberal 
arts  for  our  future  civilization  that  I 
feel  that  education  in  them  should  be  as 
much  a  part  of  our  war  planning  as  the 
more  obviously  needed  technical  training. 
There  will  be  a  certain  number  of  young 


men  in  every  college  who,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  are  not  available  for  military 
service.  They  should  be  given  the  facili- 
ties whereby  they  may  go  on  with  their 
education.  There  will  be  a  certain  num- 
ber who  will  be  returned  disabled  for 
active  service,  but  of  sound  and  eager 
mind.  Ways  should  be  provided  by 
which  they  may  continue  their  education. 
In  addition,  there  should  be  some  provi- 
sion in  the  Manpower  program  for  leav- 
ing a  nucleus  in  the  colleges  of  men  whose 
aptitudes  qualify  them  as  definitely  for 
our  long-range  needs  as,  let  us  say,  other 
men  are  obviously  qualified  for  medicine. 
So,  the  structure  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Col- 
leges will  be  preserved  during  the  war 
and  so,  minds  will  be  trained  and  en- 
riched for  the  humanizing  and  civilizing 
of  the  world  to  come  after. 

Furthermore,  the  men  and  women  who 
are  devoting  their  lives  to  such  studies 
should  not  be  made  to  feel  inferior  or 
apologetic  in  the  face  of  a  P.T.  boat 
commander  or  the  driver  of  a  tank.  They 
and  all  their  fellow  citizens  should  know 
that  the  preservation  of  our  cultural  heri- 
tage is  not  superfluous  in  a  modern  civili- 
zation ;  is  not  a  luxury.  That  it  is  in 
fact  what  gives  meaning  to  that  civiliza- 
tion. It  is  what  we  are  fighting  for.  And 
they  are  serving  their  country  just  as 
surely  in  fitting  themselves  to  preserve  it 
as  are  the  men  who  fly  the  planes  or  man 
the  ships  or  fire  the  guns. 

For  we  cannot  win  a  true  victory  unless 
there  exists  in  this  country  a  large  body 
of  liberally  educated  citizens.  This  is  a 
war  for  freedom — freedom  here  and 
freedom  elsewhere.  But  if  we  are  going 
to  risk  our  lives  for  freedom,  Ave  must 
at  the  same  time  do  all  we  can  to  pre- 
serve the  deep  springs  from  which  it 
flows.  Recently  we  have  been  prone  to 
think  of  freedom  in  purely  economic 
terms.  It  is  true  that  a  man  cannot  be 
free  unless  he  has  a  job  and  a  decent 
income.  But  this  job  and  this  income  are 
not  the  sources  of  his  freedom.  They 
only  implement  it.  Freedom  is  of  the 
mind.  Freedom  is  in  that  library  of 
yours,  around  which  this  campus  is  built. 
When  you  range  back  and  forth  through 
the  centuries,  when  you  weigh  the  utter- 
ance of  some  great  thinker  or  absorb  the 
meaning  of  some  great  composition,  in 
painting  or  music  or  poetry;  when  you 
live  these  things  within  yourself  and 
measure  yourself  against  them — only  then 
do  vou   become  an   initiate  in  the  world 
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of  the  free.  It  is  in  the  liheral  arts  that 
you  acquire  the  ability  to  make  a  truly 
free  and  individual  choice. 

Our  American  higher  education  for 
many  years  has  felt  the  influence  of  the 
German  university.  And  it  has  been  a 
harmful  influence.  It  has  encouraged  the 
sacrifice  of  methods  that  make  for  wide 
intell'gence  to  those  who  are  concerned 
only  with  highly  specialized  knowledge; 
it  has  held  that  the  subject  is  more  im- 
portant than  the  student ;  that  knowledge 
is  more  important  than  understanding; 
that  science,  in  itself,  can  sat:sfy  the  soul 
of  man ;  and  that  intelligent  men  should 
not  be  allowed  to  concern  themselves  with 
politics  and  the  administration  of  state. 
Such  matters  should  be  left  to  trained 
politicians.  President  Hopkins  of  Dart- 
mouth has  stated  these  trends  more  clear- 
ly than  anyone  I  know  and  has  pointed 
out  that  "it  would  be  a  tragic  paradox 
if,  as  a  result  of  the  war,  we  were  to 
allow  our  system  of  higher  education  to 
be  transformed  into  the  type  of  educa- 
tion which  has  made  it  so  easy  for  a 
crowd  of  governmental  gangsters  like 
Hitler's  outfit  to  commandeer  a  whole 
population." 

The  destruction  of  the  tradition  of  the 
liberal  arts,  at  this  crisis  in  our  history, 
when  freedom  is  more  than  ever  at  stake, 
would  mean  just  that.  It  would  be  a 
crime,  comparable,  in  my  opinion,  with 
the  burning  of  the  books  by  the  Nazis. 
And  it  would  have  approximately  the 
same  results.  Burn  your  books — or,  what 
amounts  to  the  same  tlrng,  neglect  your 
books — and  you  will  lose  freedom,  as 
surely  as  if  you  were  to  invite  Hitler  and 
his  henchmen  to  rule  over  you. 

The  preservation  of  our  system  of  lib- 
eral education  during  the  war  will  make 
an  enormous  difference  in  the  moral  and 
human  tone  of  our  society  in  the  future, 
of  the  very  atmosphere  in  which  the  peace 
is  made,  and,  since  we  are  not  an  isolated 
society,  of  all  civilization  after  the  war. 
Let  me  remind  you  of  Irwin  Edman's 
recent  fine  statement  of  the  significance  of 
the  very  word  "humanities."  "It  is  not 
trivial  art  or  playful  thought.  It  is  the 
name  for  the  whole  of  the  tradition  of 
civilized  life  which  from  the  Greeks  down 
has  accented  freedom  in  political  life  and 
individuality  and  creativeness  in  personal 
relations,  creativeness  in  art,  and  origin- 
alitv  in  the  experiment  of  living  which  is 
each  individual's  opportunity.  If  the 
humanities,  or  the  humanistic  temper 
which  they  promote,  are  permitted  to 
lapse  now,  we  shall  have  lost  the  peace 
before  we  have  gained  it,  and  the  real 
victory  after  the  war  will  be  to  the  way 
of  life,   inhuman,  tyrannical,  mechanical, 


of  those  whom  we  shall  outwardly  have 
conquered." 

In  pleading  for  the  humanities  I  am 
not  preaching  any  gospel  of  high-brow- 
ism.  The  relationship  between  a  liberal 
education  and  freedom  is  good  sound 
American  doctrine.  There  are  hundreds 
of  colleges  in  this  land  of  more  or  less 
advanced  education,  and  in  recent  years 
they  have  been  graduating  thousands  of 
students  every  year.  Naturally,  all  of 
these  graduates  are  not  proficient  in  the 
liberal  arts.  And  yet  no  matter  how  they 
may  have  neglected  their  college  courses, 
or  how  over-zealously  they  may  have 
specialized,  they  have  won  some  measure 
of  equality  with  all  the  great  minds  and 
all  the  challenging  personalities  of  all 
time.  That  fact  has  been  immeasurably 
important  in  making  our  American  doc- 
trine of  equality  a  real  and  living  doc- 
trine. 

I  regret  that  during  the  last  several 
decades  we  have  had  a  tendency  to  over- 
look this  important  American  fact.  And 
I  think  we  are  paying  the  penalty  for 
our  shortsightedness  in  unexpected  ways. 

For  instance,  there  has  been  a  trend 
recently  toward  what  is  called  "leader- 
ship"— but  what  is  really  nothing  more 
than  the  idolization  of  individual  men.  In 
Italy,  Mussolini  took  the  title  of  II  Duce 
— the  Leader — on  the  grounds  that  he  was 
the  one  man  who  could  fulfill  the  destiny 
of  the  Italian  people.  Not  long  after,  in 
Germany,  Hitler  began  calling  himself 
Der  Fiihrer.  The  politics  advocated  by 
these  men  were  totalitarian,  and  there- 
fore, antipathetic  to  our  way  of  life.  Yet 
the  over-emphasis  on  single  individuals 
has  gone  on,  even  in  countries  which  are 
fighting  totalitarianism  now.  Everywhere 
you  turn  today,  you  find  people  clinging 
to  certain  men  who  have  been  exalted  in 
the  public  mind  out  of  all  proportion  to 
their  talents,  however  great.  In  Russia 
there  is  Josef  Stalin,  in  China,  Generalis- 
simo Chiang  Kai-shek,  in  Britain,  Win- 
ston Churchill,  in  the  United  States, 
Franklin  Roosevelt.  The  stature  of  these 
men  is  in  every  case  out  of  the  ordinary 
and  they  deserve  the  high  positions  they 
have  won.  And  yet,  dare  we  say  that 
any  one  of  them  is  indispensable?  The 
moment  we  say  that,  our  world  must 
change. 

I  do  not  know  all  the  reasons  for  this 
emphasis  on  single  individuals.  But  I  do 
perceive  a  connection,  here  in  America 
at  any  rate,  between  that  emphasis  and 
the  neglect  of  the  liberal  arts.  Had  we 
more  faith  in  liberal  education,  Ave  would 
have,  I  believe,  more  faith  in  ourselves — 
more  faith  in  the  great  leavening  process 


of  democracy,  which  forever  pushes  new 
men   to  the  top. 

I  have  had  the  privilege  of  meeting 
most  of  the  great  men  of  our  time  and  of 
conversing  with  them  intimately.  I  have 
talked  with  and  know  all  the  allied  lead- 
ers I  have  just  mentioned,  and  many  more 
besides.  Yet  I  can  say  truthfully  that, 
however  impressive  their  abilities — and  I 
have  found  them  impressive — I  saw  noth- 
ing in  them  that  could  not  conceivably  be 
duplicated  in  Akron,  Ohio,  where  I  prac- 
ticed law  for  many  years,  or  here  at  Duke 
University.  I  think  it  was  William 
Howard  Taft  who  said  that  you  could 
find  a  man  fit  to  sit  on  the  Supreme 
Court  Bench  of  the  United  States,  in  any 
town  in  America  of  more  than  5,000 
population.  Possibly  Mr.  Taft  exagger- 
ated. Yet  surely  the  principle  has  been 
proved  time  after  time  in  American  his- 
tory. The  vast  American  educational 
system  has  set  men  free — free  not  alone 
to  serve,  but  free  also  to  lead.  Educa- 
tion is  the  mother  of  leadership. 

Now  I  think  there  is  another  phenom- 
enon of  our  time  which  is  linked  with  our 
failure  to  grasp  the  real  significance  of 
liberal  education.  This  is  an  excessive 
indulgence  in  the  practice  of  what  is 
known  as  censorship  and  propaganda. 
Of  course,  censorship  of  military  matters 
is  necessary  in  order  to  conduct  a  war. 
But  this  principle  is  being  daily,  if  not 
hourly,  abused  and  extended  to  many 
other  matters  that  have  no  military  sig- 
nificance whatsoever.  More  and  more  the 
doctrine  of  telling  us  what  we  should 
know  is  being  adopted. 

It  is  of  course  natural  for  men  who 
attain  high  office  to  seek  to  preserve 
themselves  from  the  ordeal  of  public  criti- 
cism and  to  attempt  to  stimulate  approval 
of  their  policies  and  so  to  perpetuate 
themselves  in  power. 

And  those  who  are  suppressing  free 
discussion  among  us  and  our  allies  have 
of  course  a  rationalization  for  their 
policy.  They  say  that  they  must  conduct 
political  warfare.  In  the  conduct  of 
political  warfare,  they  claim,  it  is  damag- 
ing to  say  certain  things.  The  enemy, 
they  tell  us,  picks  them  up,  distorts  them, 
uses  them  against  us.  All  this,  of  course, 
is  true  enough.  But  what  of  it?  The 
time  has  never  been  when  men  did  not 
seek  to  distort  the  uttei'ances  of  their 
enemies  for  their  own  advantage.  And 
what  has  won  out  in  the  long  battle?  Al- 
ways the  truth.  Spread  the  facts,  analyze 
them,  debate  them,  make  them  a%Tailable 
to  all  the  world.  There  is  no  other  form 
of  political  warfare  that  can  possibly 
win  the  great  political  struggle  in  which 
toe  are  engaged.     Truth  alone  can  win  it. 
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Is  not  this  worship  of  leaders,  this 
willingness  to  be  told  what  to  think,  this 
unquestioning  acceptance  of  unnecessary 
restrictions  on  our  freedom  of  speech,  is 
not  all  this  part  of  the  same  trend — the 
trend  away  from  self-reliant  judgment, 
the  trend  away  from  the  little  towns, 
the  trend  away  from  the  dignity  of  the 
common  man,  the  trend  away  from  lib- 
eral education,  by  which  men  achieve 
equality  in  fact  as  well  as  in  law?  We 
have  seen  these  impulses  take  root  in 
other  countries,  which  are  now  our  ene- 
mies. We  have  seen  them  carried  to  their 
dreadful  conclusions.  We  have  seen  the 
exaltation  of  government,  the  abasement, 
of  culture,  and  the  resulting  violation  of 
all  that  civilization  cherishes.  We  have 
seen  the  devolution  of  human  aspiration. 
It  is  a  tragedy  as  great  as  men  have  ever 
witnessed.  And  it  is  our  task,  a  task  in 
which  we  shall  be  engaged  for  the  rest 
of  our  lives,  first  to  stop  it,  and  then  to 
repair  it. 


There  is  much  discussion  now — and 
quite  properly — of  the  matter  of  war 
aims.  Yet  I  have  listened  to  some  of 
these  speeches  with  misgiving.  I  have 
shuddered  to  hear  a  member  of  our  gov- 
ernment planning,  when  the  war  is  over, 
to  police  the  education  of  our  late  ene- 
mies, after  the  traditional  manner  of  con- 
querors. To  disarm  those  enemies,  yes. 
To  take  whatever  measures  are  necessary 
to  prevent  rearming,  yes.  To  remove 
from  the  necks  of  the  people  an  enslaving 
totalitarian  rule,  certainly.  But  having 
done  that,  education  is  another  matter. 
It  must  grow  out  of  and  carry  on  a  native 
culture.  To  determine  the  nature  and 
manner  of  their  own  education  is  the 
right  of  men  everywhere.  And  alien 
ideals  superimposed  by  force  will  only 
produce  resentment  and  hatred. 

Too  many  of  the  planners,  I  feel,  are 
trying  to  look  ahead  by  looking  back- 
ward. Too  many  are  seeking  the  future 
in    the    past.      I    find    in    many   of   their 


speeches  an  attempt  to  solve  everything 
by  their  pet  economic  theories — the  same 
attempt  that  has  nearly  ruined  us  during 
the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years.  The  study 
and  practice  of  sound  economics  is  indis- 
pensable to  a  successful  solution  of  the 
peace.  And  yet  even  sound  economies 
cannot  define  the  aim  of  the  peace,  nor 
the  aim  of  the  war.  To  discover  that  aim 
we  must  go  deeper.  We  must  establish 
beyond  any  doubt  the  equality  of  men. 
And  we  shall  find  this  equality,  not  in  the 
different  talents  which  we  severally  pos- 
sess, nor  in  the  different  incomes  which  we 
severally  earn,  but  in  the  great  franchise 
of  the  mind,  the  universal  franchise, 
which  is  bounded  neither  by  color,  nor  by 
creed,  nor  by  social  status.  Open  the 
books,  if  you  wish  to  be  free. 

Now,  in  the  midst  of  war,  I  give  you 
as  war  aims  the  perpetuation  of  this  uni- 
versity, your  right  to  attend  it,  and  the 
certainty  that  your  children,  if  they  so 
wish  it,  can  follow  in  your  steps.

Leo  S.  Disher,  Jr.,  '32,  United  Press 
war  correspondent  with  the  AEF  in 
Africa,  was  recently  awarded  the  Order 
of  the  Purple  Heart  by  Major  General 
Lloyd  R.  Fredenall  for  "extraordinary 
heroism  and  meritorious  performance  of 
duty"  at  the  battle  of  Oran  harbor. 

The  former  Duke  student  was  aboard  a 
United  States  cutter  which  forced  the  en- 
trance to  Oran  harbor  under  heavy  fire 
from  shore  batteries.  Most  of  the  mili- 
tary personnel  of  the  ship  were  killed  or 
wounded.  Disher  suffered  11  wounds 
from  shrapnel  and  bullets,  also  15  super- 
ficial scratches.  He  already  had  a  broken 
ankle  when  the  action  began,  resulting 
from  an  earlier  injury  aboard  ship. 

General  Fredenall  pinned  the  medal  on 
Disher's  field  jacket  as  he  stood  leaning 
on  crutches.  Fellow  war  correspondents 
were  present.  He  received  the  award 
a  few  hours  before  leaving  for  London 
by  plane. 

The  Purple  Heart  citation  follows : 

"Leo  S.  Disher,  Jr.,  while  serving  with 
a  United  States  landing  force  in  the 
capacity  of  war  correspondent,  at  the 
harbor  of  Oran  during  the  eai'ly  morning 
hours  of  November  8,  1942,  distinguished 


himself  by  extraordinary  heroism  and 
meritorious  performance  of  duty  against 
an  armed  enemy  during  the  attack  on  that 
port. 

"In  face  of  withering  enemy  fire,  al- 
though several  times  wounded,  Disher  re- 
mained at  his  post  on  the  vessel  which 
was  taking  him  ashore  and  continued  to 
report  for  the  public  press  a  lucid,  accu- 
rate and  detailed  account  of  the  action, 
in  which  the  greater  part  of  the  military 
and  naval  personnel  aboard  the  ship  be- 
came casualties. 

Was  Wounded  4  Times 

"After  being  ordered  to  abandon  ship, 
Disher  swam  to  shore  and  although  again 
wounded  four  times  continued  to  perform 
his  duty  in  an  exemplary  manner.  With 
complete  disregard  for  his  personal  safety 
Disher  displayed  great  devotion  to  duty 
and  rendered  meritorious  public  service 
by  recording  the  details  of  the  attack  on 
the  harbor  of  Oran." 

Disher  became  a  member  of  the  United 
Press  staff  in  New  York  in  1939.  When 
the  United  States  entered  the  war,  he 
applied  for  duty  as  a  war  correspondent. 

He  is  a  native  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 


Before  coming  to  Duke  he  attended  River- 
side Military  Academy  in  Georgia.  He 
held  newspaper  positions  on  the  Twin- 
City  Sentinel,  of  Winston-Salem,  and  the 
Winston-Salem  Journal.  Later  he  was 
marine  editor  of  the  Charleston,  S.  C, 
Evening   Post. 

A  recent  issue  of  Colliers  contained  an 
article  by  Disher  recounting  some  of  his 
experiences.

Entered  Active  Service 

Dr.  Barnes  Woodhall,  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Surgery  in  charge  of  Neuro- 
surgery in  the  Duke  Medical  School,  has 
received  an  indefinite  leave  of  absence  to 
accept  an  assignment  from  the  Surgeon 
General's  Office  as  Director  of  the  Neuro- 
surgical Service  and  Assistant  Director 
of  the  General  Surgical  Service  at  the 
newly  formed  Army  casualty  hospital  at 
White  Sulphur  Springs,  West  Virginia. 
He  began  active  service  recently. 

Dr.  Woodhall  was  commissioned  origin- 
ally as  a  major  in  the  Duke  65th  Hos- 
pital Unit  but  was  discharged  because  of 
essential  duties  as  a  medical  teacher.

Captain  Damon  J.  Gause,  who  made  a 
miraculous  escape  from  the  Philippines 
last  fall,  reported  soon  after  his  return 
on  two  Duke  alumni  previously  reported 
"missing  in  action."  They  are  Lieutenant 
Colonel  David  L.  Hardee,  '13,  of  Durham, 
and  Chaplain  Samuel  E.  Donald,  B.D. 
'33,  of  Clifton  Forge,  Va.,  and  they  were 
both  prisoners  of  the  Japanese  at  the 
time  of  his  escape. 


Lieutenant  Colonel  Hardee 

The  information  regarding  Colonel 
Hardee  is  that  he  was  taken  prisoner  by 
the  Japanese  on  Bataan  on  April  8,  1942. 
When  Captain  Gause  left  the  Philippines 
last  August,  he  was  in  a  prison  camp 
about  60  miles  north  of  Manila. 

Colonel  Hardee's  wife,  with  their  two 
daughters,     lives    on     the    Wake    Forest 


Highway.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Roberta 
Hardee,  lives  with  two  of  his  six  brothers, 
Parrott  Hardee  and  Dr.  W.  P.  Hardee, 
residing  in  Durham.  The  other  four 
brothers  are  in  the  service.  These  are 
Lieutenant  Commander  Bacon  Hardee,  of 
Daytona  Beach,  Fla. ;  Lieutenant  Robert 
Hardee,  an  Army  Chaplain  at  Fort  Wal- 
ton, Texas;  Major  Frank  S.  Hardee,  of 
Comp  Polk,  La.,  and  William  Hardee,  a 
Navy  recruiting  officer  at  Raleigh. 

In  the  letter  to  Mrs.  Hardee,  Captain 
Gause  described  Colonel  Hardee  as  "the 
executive  officer  of  our  regiment,  and  in- 
deed a  fine  soldier  and  a  great  soldier." 
He  served  for  four  years  as  instructor  of 
the  organized  reserves  at  Winston-Salem, 
1934-38,  and  then  as  military  director  of 
Oak  Ridge  Institute.  He  left  on  Novem- 
ber 1,  1941,  for  the  Philippines  and 
fought  with  General  Douglas  MacArthur's 
forces  on  Bataan.  During-  his  Army  serv- 
ice he  has  received  three  Silver  Star 
citations. 

Captain  Donald 
Mrs.  J.  F.  Donald,  of  Clifton  Forge, 
Va.,  sometime  since  also  received  word 
regarding-  her  son,  who  was  reported 
"missing  in  action,"  from  a  newspaper 
article  in  the  Washington  Star  regarding 
the  escape  of  Captain  Gause  and  Captain 
William  Lloyd  Osborne.  In  one  para- 
graph of  Captain  Gause's  story  appeared 
this  statement : 

"There  were  many  incidents  during 
those  last  few  days  (from  April  1  to  8) 
which  will  remain  in  my  memory  always. 
Captain  Donald,  our  squadron  chaplain, 
was  one.  He  is  a  Japanese  prisoner  now. 
A  man  with  a  wonderful  sense  of  humor 
plus  a  fine  understanding  of  other  men, 
he  was  the  perfect  chaplain  under  fire. 
His  favorite  recreation  was  pipe  smoking 
and  he  used  to  be  puffing  away  all  the 
time.  He  ran  out  of  tobacco,  of  course, 
early  in  the  campaign,  but  he  quickly 
shifted  to  dried  leaves,  which  seemed  to 
make  him  just  as  happy.  Every  morning 
and  every  night  he  would  be  in  the  front 
lines,  chatting  with  the  men,  seeing  if  he 
could  help  in  any  way  and  tossing  a  con- 
servative insult  or  two  at  the  Japs  him- 
self. The  last  time  I  saw  him  was  in  a 
concentration  camp  in  Bataan.  He  was 
still  puffing  his  pipe  and  gently  trying  to 
assist  the  wounded  to  places  of  temporary 
comfort." 

Captain  Donald  received  his  commis- 
sion as  chaplain  September  23,  1938.  He 
was  called  for  active  duty  December  18, 
1939.  On  July  16,  1941,  he  sailed  for 
the  Philippines.  On  his  arrival  he  re- 
ceived his  commission  as  Captain.  His 
father  died  soon  after  Chaplain  Donald 
left  Duke.

Lieutenant  (j.g.)  Rufus  T.  (Tim) 
Brinn,  a  graduate  of  Duke  in  the  Class  of 
1040,  was  given  the  Navy's  Silver  Star 
Award  during  the  past  fall  for  his  efforts 
in  commanding  the  first  armed  crew  to  be 
organized  and  assigned  to  a  merchant  ves- 
sel in  warding  off  Axis  attacks  on  convoys 
of  war  materials. 

The  Silver  Star  was  pinned  on  the 
Duke  alumnus  by  Rear  Admiral  Edward 
J.  Marquart.  The  President's  message 
of  presentation  and  the  citation  follow: 

The  President  of  the  United  States 
takes  jjleasure  in  presenting  the  Silver 
Star  Medal  to  Ensign  Rufus  T.  Brinn, 
United  States  Naval  Reserve,  for  serv- 
ice as  set  forth  in  the  following  cita- 
tion: 

"For  gallantly  and  intrepidity  in 
combat  as  Officer  in  Command  of 
United  States  Armed  Guard  of  the 
S.  S.  Dunboyne,  during  the  early 
months  of  1942.  In  the  numerous  en- 
gagements with  enemy  craft,  sub- 
marines, altitude  and  dive  bombers 
and  intercepting  destroyers,  the  Dun- 
boyne is  credited  with  the  destruction 
of  two  enemy  planes  and  participation 
in  the  shooting  down  of  another.     In 


addition,  numberless  enemy  craft  were 
driven  off  by  prompt  and  effective  bar- 
rage.      Lieutenant     Brian's    initiative, 
his  painstaking  attention  to  detail  and 
outstanding   leadership,   exemplified   in 
the  constant  vigilance  of  his  command 
in  the  face  of  many  and  grave  dangers, 
resulted  in  the  successful  completion  of 
an  extremely  important  mission." 
In  connection  with  the  presentation  of 
the  award,  James  Thrasher,  NEA  Service 
staff    correspondent,    wrote,    in    part,    as 
follows : 

"Take  the  story  of  Gun  Crew  1-E,  the 
first  Armed  Guard  Crew  to  be  organized, 
the  first  assigned  to  a  merchant  vessel, 
and  the  first  to  be  decorated  with  the 
Navy  Silver  Star  medal. 

"They're  five  lads  from  Jacksonville, 
Fla.,  commanded  by  Lt.  (Junior  Grade) 
Rufus  T.  Brinn,  a  23-year-old  Duke  Uni- 
versity graduate  from  Hertford,  N.  C. 
They  left  Halifax  for  Murmansk  on  their 
first  voyage  last  February.  Out  of 
Rykjavik  a  storm  broke  up  the  convoy, 
left  their  ship  and  five  others  together 
with  only  a  trawler  for  escort. 

"They  kept  together  for  four  days  and 
finally  caught  sight  of  the  rest  of  the  con- 


voy. A  battle  was  in  progress,  and  the 
cruiser  that  tried  to  come  to  their  aid 
had  to  turn  back  for  more  urgent  duty 
elsewhere.  They  finally  made  a  run  for  it 
and  escaped  in  a  snowstorm,  but  not  be- 
fore an  enemy  plane  had  disabled  one  of 
the  six  ships. 

"Then  they  got  stuck  in  the  ice  of 
Barents  Sea — stuck,  with  the  temperature 
10  below,  and  submarines  ducking  in  and 
out  of  the  ice  floes  of  "Lover's  Lane,"  the 
passage  above  Norway's  North  Cape. 
Three  of  the  ships  broke  out;  planes  got 
the  other  two  and  a  submarine  sank  one 
of  the  remaining  three. 

"It  was  April  when  the  last  two  fought 
off  the  ice  convoy  in  Kola  Bay,  the  pas- 
sage to  Murmansk.  There  the  enemy  hit 
them  with  everything.  And  there  the  U. 
S.  Armed  Guard  shot  down  a  Nazi  plane. 
In  fact,  Gun  Crew  1-E  shot  down  two 
and  assisted  in  the  destruction  of  a  third, 
firing  round  after  round  in  a  hell  of  dive 
bombing  and  low-level  gunning. 

"The  wonderful  thing  about  the  Armed 
Guard,"  says  Lieutenant  Brinn,  "is  that 
you  get  to  spend  your  winters  in  Russia 
and  your  summers  in  Africa." 

Lieutenant  Brinn  received  commenda- 
tion from  Hon.  Frank  Knox,  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  on  December  19,  as  follows: 

"Subject :    Commendation : 

"1.  The  Department  has  been  informed 
of  the  service  performed  by  the  U.  S. 
Navy  Armed  Guard  under  your  com- 
mand on  board  the  S.  S.  Robin  Tuxford 
during  intermittent  aerial  attacks  on  that 
vessel  from  July  27,  1942,  to  August  5, 
1942,  during  a  voyage  from  New  York 
to  Suez  and  return.  Your  gunners  were 
able  to  keep  attacking  planes  high  and 
away  from  the  ship  and  were  able  to 
shoot  down  one  of  the  attacking  planes. 

"2.  For  your  skill  and  devotion  to  duty 
during  this  period  you  are  hereby  com- 
mended. 

"Frank  Knox." 

Lieut.  Brinn  is  now  in  New  York 
where  he  is  instructing  new  Armed 
Guard  crews  and  inspecting  ships.  He 
is  awaiting  orders  to  report  to  a  school 
in  Florida  for  further  training  for  the 
armed  services. 

On  December  9  he  was  on  a  radio  pro- 
gram over  Station  WJZ,  "Men  of  the 
Land,  Sea  and  Air,"  when  he  was  inter- 
viewed and  told  about  incidents  con- 
nected with  his  voyage. 

Lieut.  Brinn  is  a  native  of  Hertford. 
At  Duke  he  was  president  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  a  member  of  the  lacrosse  team, 
the  Red  Friars  and  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa.  He  was  a  visitor  to  the  campus 
on  "Homecoming  Dav"  in  October.

First  Lieutenant  Ralph  Gr.  Taylor,  Jr., 
son  of  Ralph  G.  Taylor,  of  Durham,  was 
recently  awarded  the  Soldier's  Medal  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  for  his  assistance 
in  saving  the  life  of  a  flying  officer  who 
was  trapped  in  a  burning  plane. 

An  article  regarding  the  award  ap- 
peared in  the  October  30  issue  of 
"Fighter  Flight,"  Army  Air  Force  news- 
paper published  at  Hillsgrove,  R.  I., 
Headquarters  Air  Force  troops.  The  fol- 
lowing is  reprinted  from  the  article: 

"The  many  friends  of  First  Lieutenant 
Ralph  G.  Taylor,  Jr.,  popular  operations 
officer  stationed  at  this  field,  will  be  proud 
to  learn  that  he  has  just  been  awarded 
the  Soldier's  Medal  by  the  Secretary  of 
War. 

"Lieutenant  Taylor  was  awarded  the 
medal  for  heroism  displayed  on  May  25, 
1942,  at  Bradley  Field.  At  the  risk  of 
his  own  life  he  assisted  in  saving  Lieu- 
tenant  Thomas  J.   Beaslev  from  burnins: 


to  death  in  an  airplane  which  crashed 
and  burned.  After  succeeding  in  un- 
fastening the  pilot's  safety  belt,  he  helped 
to  carry  the  injured  officer  to  safety. 

"Through  'Fighter  Flight'  it  is  indeed 
a  pleasure  to  give  public  recognition  for 
this  brave  deed.  A  copy  of  this  issue 
will  be  sent  to  Lieutenant  Taylor's  home 
town  paper  so  that  he  may  likewise  re- 
ceive their  richly  deserved  recognition  for 
his  heroism.  We  know  his  relatives  and 
hosts  of  friends  at  Durham,  Xorth  Caro- 
lina, will  be  as  proud  of  him  as  we  all 
are  here. 

"It  is  a  pleasure  further  to  announce 
that  Lieutenant  Taylor  has  recently  been 
promoted  from  second  to  first  lieutenant." 

Lieutenant  Taylor  is  an  alumnus  of 
Duke  University,  having  been  a  member 
of  the  class  of  1941.  His  photograph  ap- 
peared, along  with  those  of  other  men 
in  the  service,  in  a  recent  issue  of  The 
Register. 


Lieutenant  Arthur  Kepnes/34 
Killed  in  Action  in  the 
Fighting  at  Guadalcanal 

Lieutenant  Arthur  Kepnes,  '34,  of 
Chelsea,  Mass.,  was  reported  in  Novem- 
ber as  killed  in  action  in  Guadalcanal, 
Solomon  Islands.  He  was  in  the  United 
States  Xaval  Reserve. 

Lieutenant  Kepnes  was  a  graduate  of 
Chelsea  High  School,  Duke  University 
and  Tufts  Medical  School.  After  com- 
pleting his  internship  at  a  Long  Island 
hospital  last  July,  he  enlisted  in  the  Navy. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Bemiee 
Kepnes,  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  two  sisters  and 
six  brothers. 

He  served  as  a  medical  officer  with  the 
Atlantic  fleet  and  later  was  assigned  to 
the  Marine  Corps  for  duty  in  the  battle 
zone  of  the  Pacific.  He  was  under  Japa- 
nese fire  in  an  advanced  hospital  station 
on  Guadalcanal. 

In  a  letter  to  his  wife  in  August,  which 
has  naturally  brought  much  comfort  to 
the  family,  Lieutenant  Kepnes  said,  in 
part : 

The  time  is  rapidly  approaching 
when  I  shall  be  actively  engaged  with 
the  enemy   and   the  knowledge   of   mv

earlier  teachings  in  the  art  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery.  The  prospect  of 
something  actually  happening  is  looked 
upon  most  favorably  by  me.  I  antici- 
pate so  many  and  diverse  experiences 
which  I  am  sure  will  tax  my  sense  of 
responsibility,  initiative  and  ability. 
I   shall   no    doubt    be   exposed   to    the 


trials  of  warfare  of  which  I  have  the 
scantiest  of  knowledge  and  which  I  am 
sure  I  shall  handle  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  giving  to  my  fellow  men  my  all 
in  effort  and  consideration  for  them- 
selves and  for  those  back  home  whom 
they  love.  There  will  no  doubt  be 
decisions  made  which  will  hurt  me  to 
the  core  and  which  will  prey  upon  m.y 
conscience  for  many  days  in  the  future, 
but  which  I  am  sure  will  have  been 
made  because  frankly  and  sincerely  I 
thought  that  decision  was  the  best  for 
all  concerned.  I  hope  and  pray  that 
our  opposition  will  be  scant  and  that 
our  casualties  will  be  slight,  but  know- 
ing full  well  that  we  are  up  against 
a  treacherous  foe  to  whom  life  is  just 
another  ijortion  of  nature's  make  up 
and  the  destruction  of  which  means 
the  riddance  of  some  obstacle  that 
confronts  them  on  their  crooked  road 
to  triumph  over  all  mankind — having 
such  an  enemy  to  whom  virtues  of 
mankind  and  fair  play  in  war  is  the 
least  of  their  concern  I  am  prepared 
for  anything.  I  confess  I  am  going 
into  this  encounter  with  my  eyes  wide 
open,  my  mental  facilities  clear  and 
working  as  smoothly  as  possible  and  if 
the  Lord  above  deems  it  my  fortune  to 
be  spared  and  sent  back  to  my  loved 
ones,  then  I  shall  be  ever  thankful,  but 
if  on  the  other  hand  I  shall  be  one  of 
the  victims  of  this  hideous  curse  of 
humanity,  then  I  am  willing  to  go  in 
my  single  attempt  to  wipe  out  this 
enemy,  for  I  would  not  be  happy  being 
under  the  yoke  of  oppression  of  rulers 
as  these  for  my  life  is  my  love  of 
freedom  and  supreme  happiness  as  I 
would  only  have  if  I  were  surrounded 
by  the  ones  I  love  and  whom  I  would 
feel  could  be  free  to  talk,  to  act,  to 
live  in  a  free  country.

Captain  Edwards,  since  appointed 
Major,  received  a  citation  in  which  the 
following   paragraph   appeared: 

"While  on  a  reeonnaisance  in  the 
vicinity  of  Buna  village  in  an  effort  to 
locate  enemy  machine  guns  and  fortifica- 
tions which  had  withstood  the  advance 
of  the  American  forces  for  three  days, 
advanced  to  a  point  within  50  yards  of 
the  ocean,  which  point  was  far  in  ad- 
vance of  the  line  then  reached  by  our 
troops,  secured  definite  information,  and 
by  his  example  encouraged  officers  and 
men  of  the  nearby  command  to  greater 
effort." 

He  has  received  three  awards,  the 
Purple  Heart  citation  for  the  engage- 
ment in  which  he  was  wounded,  the  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Cross  and  the  Silver 
Star. 

Major  Edwards,  who  graduated  from 
Duke  in  1935  and  from  Harvard  Law 
School  in  1939,  entered  Army  service  in 
September,  1940.  He  has  been  attached 
to  General  Eichelberger's  headquarters 
for  some  time,  and  was  in  Durham  sev- 
eral months  ago  when  the  General  in- 
spected Camp  Butner.

The  medal 
was  presented  by  Captain  Philip  Sey- 
mour, U.S.N.,  retired.  The  presentation 
was  made  in  the  review  stand  on  the 
parade  field  of  the  New  Orleans  Naval  - 
Station. 

Lieutenant  Welch's  citation  was  in  rec- 
ognition of  valor  far  above  the  Arctic 
Circle. 

The  following  with  reference  to  this 
high  honor  paid  to  a  Duke  alumnus  is 
from  "The  Pelican,"  published  at  the  New 
Orleans  Naval  Station : 

"Lt.  Welch  and  his  crew  are  credited 
with  having  definitely  destroyed  one 
Heinkel  torpedo  bomber  and  with  damag- 


ing two  others.  The  ship  aboard  which 
Waller  served  ran  afoul  a  submarine. 

"A  reserve  officer,  Lt.  Welch  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  reserve  school.  He  was  'in  on 
the  little  affair  at  Pearl  Harbor,'  after 
being  on  active  duty  since  October,  1940. 
.  His  home  is  Hamburg,  N.  Y.,  where  live 
his  parents  and  two  sisters." 

"I  considered  the  awarding  of  the 
medal  as  a  distinct  compliment  to  my 
crew,"  Lt.  Welch  said  after  the  ceremony. 
"I  feel  that  I  represented  them  in  the 
awarding  for  without  their  working  as 
one  man  we  could  not  have  pumped  shells 
at  those  planes  the  way  we  did." 

Lt.  Welch  has  requested  submarine 
duty.  This  is  his  third  such  request, 
previous  requests  having  been  rejected  in 
favor  of  other  duties.

Walter  Griffith,  44,  Killed 
in  Action;  Was  Member 
of  the  Marine  Corps 


A  telegram  from  the  TJ."  S.  Navy  De- 
partment in  December  gave  information 
to  the  family  that  Private  Walter  Griffith, 
'44,  had  been  killed  in  action.  He  was  a 
resident  of  Pottsville,  Pa.,  and  was  22 
years  old.  He  had  been  stationed  in  the 
Pacific  war  area. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Marine  Corps  in 
January,  1942,  during  his  second  year  at 
Duke.  After  receiving  his  basic  train- 
ing at  San  Diego,  Cal.,  he  was  transferred 
to  a  Marine  base  in  a  Pacific  island. 

During  his  high-school  career  in  Penn- 
sylvania he  attained  much  distinction  as 
a  football  player,  and  was  selected  for 
the  all-state  team  by  metropolitan  sports 
writers.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Duke 
varsity  squad  at  the  time  of  the  1942 
Rose  Bowl  game  at  Durham. 

Private  Griffith  is  survived  by  his 
parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Levi  Griffith,  of 
Pottsville,  Pa.,  and  one  sister,  Doris. 
He  was  a  member  of  Trinity  Lutheran 
Church  in  his  home  city  and  was  the  first 
member  of  that  church  to  lose  his  life 
in  the  war.

Until  Baccaloni's 
advent,  these  had  been  relegated  to  secon- 
dary place  .  .  .  Re-created  by  this  great 
artist  they  are  now  the  dominant  figures 
originally  conceived  by  Mozart,  Verdi, 
Rossini,  Donizetti  and  others. 

For  Baccaloni's  debut  with  the  Metro- 
politan    Opera    last    season,     Donizetti's 


opera  Don  Pasquale  was  revived.  ''The 
finest  piece  of  lyric  acting  in  the  comic 
vein  that  I  have  ever  seen,  not  excepting 
Chaliapin,"  was  Virgil  Thomson's  com- 
ment in  the  N.  Y.  Herald  Tribune.

Dr.  James  H.  Scarborough, '87, 
Dies  m  Asheville  after  a 
Long  Illness  at  Age  of  80 

Dr.  James  H.  Scarborough,  Duke  alum- 
nus of  the  class  of  '87,  who  had  been 
living  in  Asheville,  X.  C,  died  in  an  Ashe- 
ville hospital  at  11 :00  a.m.  Wednesday, 
Xovember  25,  after  a  long  illness.  His 
age  was  80.  Funeral  services  were  con- 
ducted Saturday,  Xovember  28,  at  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Warrensburg,  Mo. 

Dr.  Scarborough,  who  went  to  Missouri 
more  than  forty  years  ago,  was  a  native 
of  Montgomery  County,  this  state.  He 
was  head  of  the  mathematics  department 
of  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  at 
Warrensburg  until  1937,  retiring  in  that 
year  from  active  service  and  being  named 
professor  emeritus. 

He  received  his  A.B.  degree  at  Trinity 
College  and  later  attended  Vanderbilt 
University  in  Xashville,  Tenn.  He  was  a 
York  Rite  and  Scottish  Rite  Mason  and 
for  fifteen  years  was  secretary  of  the 
Knights  Templar  Educational  Foundation 
of  the  State  of  Missouri.  Prominent  in 
church  work,  he  was  a  member  for  many 
years  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

Surviving  are  his  widow,  the  former 
Mrs.  Ethel  Corbett  Bowman,  of  Selma, 
X.  C.j  and  Washington,  D.  C. ;  one  step- 
daughter, Birma  Bowman ;  two  sisters, 
Mrs.  Leroy  Lisk  of  Candler  and  Miss 
Laura  Scarborough  of  Ellerbe;  and  one 
brother,  W.  B.  Scarborough  of  Laurel 
Springs,  X.  C. 

Dr.  Scarborough  was  always  deeply  in- 
terested in  the  progress  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege and  Duke  University.  Several  years 
ago  he  came  by  automobile  from  his  home 
in  Missouri  to  attend  Duke  Commence- 
ment. He  was  a  constant  supporter  of 
enterprises  in  the  interest  of  the  alumni 
and  the  Universitv. 


Frederick  F.  Johntz,  '37,  was  killed  on 
December  14  in  an  aviation  accident  at 
Corpus  Christi,  Texas.  He  had  been  sta- 
tioned there,  having  enlisted  in  the  Xaval 
Aviation  Reserve  on  May  18. 

He  was  the  son  of  Mrs.  Keene  Jones 
Johntz,  of  Winston-Salem,  X.  C,  and 
the  late  Albert  F.  Johntz.  He  was  born 
in  Cuba,  February  20,  1917.  He  gradu-. 
ated  in  1932  from  the  Richard  J.  Rey- 
nolds High  School  in  Winston-Salem  and 
from  Duke  in  1937.  During  1938  and 
1939  he  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
the  Winston-Salem  Journal  and  in  the 
advertising     business. 

Surviving  are  the  mother,  and  two 
brothers,  Robert  Johntz,  who  is  serving  in 
the  U.  S.  Army,  and  Bill  Johntz,  a  stu- 
dent at  Duke  Universitv.

Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  courses  of 
study  supplementary  to  war  activities,  in 
the  College  of  Engineering,  and  depart- 
ments of  chemistry,  mathematics,  natural 
sciences  and  others. 

It  is  impossible  now  to  give  anything 
like  an  accurate  forecast  of  the  enroll- 
ment for  the  new  semester  opening'  Janu- 
ary.

Navy  Cross  Is  Awarded 
To  Duke  Alumnus  Killed 
In  Action  During  June 

Lieut.  David  W.  Pinkerton,  Jr.,  U.  S. 
M.  C,  '40,  who  was  killed  in  action  in 
June,  a  report  of  his  death  appearing  in 
The  Register  some  months  ago,  was 
awarded  a  Navy  Cross  with  Citation,  as 
follows,  for  bravery  in  the  action  in  which 
he  was  killed : 

"For  extraordinary  heroism  and  con- 
spicuous devotion  to  duty  as  a  pilot  in 
Marine  Fighting  Squadron,  in  action 
against  enemy  Japanese  forces  during-  the 
Battle  of  Midway,  June  4,  1942.  De- 
livering a  dauntless  and  aggressive  at- 
tack against  a  vastly  superior  number  of 
Japanese  bomber  and  fighter  planes,  Sec- 
ond Lieutenant  Pinkerton  aided  in  dis- 
rupting the  plans  of  the  enemy  and  les- 
sening the  effectiveness  of  their  attack, 
thereby  contributing  materially  to  the 
'  success  of  our  forces.  He  displayed  the 
characteristics  of  an  excellent  airman  in 
keep'ng  with  the  highest  traditions  of  the 
United   States  Naval   Service." 


Law  School  to  Accept 
Beginners  at  Mid' Year 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the 
Duke  University  Law  School  will  accept 
beginning  students  at  the  second  semester 
late  this  month,  Dean  H.  C.  Horack  has 
announced. 

Dean  Horack  pointed  out  that  because 
of  the  accelerated  wartime  program  in 
which  the  equivalent  of  three  semesters' 
work  is  given  each  calendar  year,  stu- 
dents entering  at  this  time  will  finish  law 
study  in  two  calendar  years. 

Though  the  number  of  students  study- 
ing the  law  in  American  law  schools  has 
been  much  reduced  on  account  of  the  war, 
the  Duke  Law  School  has  suffered  less  in 
proportion  than  is  the  case  with  most 
schools. 

With  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  stu- 
dents, many  schools  have  also  lost  a  large 
proportion  of  their  faculties  but  the  Duke 
Law  School  has  provided  an  adequate 
staff  for  the  smaller  attendance  which  is 
to  be  expected  under  wartime  conditions, 
so  that  it  may  maintain  a  satisfactory 
program  and  its  standards  of  teaching. 

"Because  of  the  present  shortage  of 
lawyers  for  the  larger  offices  and  for 
governmental  service,  this  seems  a  par- 
ticularly desirable  time  for  persons  not 
required  for  active  military  service  to 
equip  themselves  for  the  important  part 
that  the  young  lawyer  is  to  play  both 
in  the  civilian  war  program  and  the  re- 
construction which  will  be  necessary  fol- 
lowing the  war,"  the  Duke  law  dean 
declared. 

Dean  Horack  strongly  advises  those 
who  are  in  position  to  do  so  to  begin 
law  study  at  this  time  in  order  to  make 
an  adjustment  to  this  type  of  work  before 
any  serious  interruption  which  may  be 
caused  by  military  service  or  civilian  ac- 
tivities connected  with  the  war  effort. 


Robert  Frost  to  Deliver 
Third  in  1942^3  Series  of 
University  Lectures 

Robert  Frost,  dean  of  American  poets, 
will  deliver  the  third  lecture  in  the  Uni- 
versity Series  for  1942-1943  on  Thurs- 
day evening,  January  28.  Not  only  as  a 
poet  but  as  a  teacher  and  lecturer  he  has 
achieved  wide  reputation. 

There  will  be  one  more  lecture  in  the 
series  for  the  present  academic  year,  this 
being  a  discussion  of  new  developments 
in  the  realm  of  light  and  color  by  Her- 
bert Thompson  Strong,  a  noted  authority 
in  this  field. 
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COLLEGE  OF  ENGINEEKING 
WAR  COURSES  NEARING 
COMPLETION 

The  Fall  program  of  night-time  War 
Training  Courses  offered  by  the  Duke 
University  College  of  Engineering  under 
the  ESMWT  program  is  now  nearing 
completion.  A  total  of  over  100  men  and 
women,  numbering  in  their  ranks  teach- 
ers, businessmen,  employees  of  public 
utilities  and  of  manufacturing  plants,  and 
officers  from  Camp  Butner,  were  regis- 
tered in  the  various  courses  which  have 
been  meeting  three  hours  per  night  for 
three  nights  per  week  since  October  26. 
Those  successfully  completing  their 
studies  will  be  awarded  certificates 
appropriate  to  the  courses  completed. 
Engineering  Drawing,  Radio  Communi- 
cation, and  Elements  of  Industrial 
Electricity  constituted  the  Fall  program 
of  courses  offered  on  the  Duke  campus. 
Courses  in  Industrial  Safety  Engineer- 
ing are  also  in  progress  under  this 
program  in  a  number  of  neighboring 
cities  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  E.  S. 
Theiss  of  the  College  of  Engineering 
faculty.

ACCELERATED  STUDENTS 
BECOME  SENIORS 

The  current  group  of  senior  students 
in  the  College  of  Engineering  is  about  to 
double  in  size  suddenly  as  the  present 
group  of  juniors  who  are  on  the  Col- 
lege's Accelerated  Program  of  studies 
complete  the  work  of  the  Fall  Semester 
and  enter  into  the  work  of  the  Spring 
Semester,  as  full-fledged  seniors.  By 
attendance  last  summer  under  the  new 
program,  which  was  inaugurated  last 
Spring  as  a  step  to  aid  in  the  national 
war  effort,  a  group  of  hard-working, 
patriotically-minded  students,  who  had 
just  completed  the  work  of  the  sopho- 
more year,  began  immediately  on  the 
work  of  their  junior  year  and  have 
made  themselves,  provided  they  attend 
this  coming  summer  also,  eligible  for 
graduation  in  September,  1943,  just  four 
months  behind  the  class  which  started  a 
whole  year  ahead  of  them. 

Similar  acceleration  on  the  part  of  stu- 
dents in  the  other  classes  means  that  engi- 
neering graduates  of  Duke  University  will 
be  pouring  forth  to  aid  the  war  effort,  not 
only  in  larger  groups  than  ever  before, 
but  in  more  frequent  groups.     Thus  it  is 


Mr.  Jerry  Hoffer,  Instructor  in  Aero- 
nautics at  the  College  of  Engineering,  is 
engaged  in  teaching  them  "Theory  of 
Flight"  in  classes  that  meet  at  night  on 
the  engineering  campus.  Each  group  of 
ten  men  spend  eight  weeks  at  Duke  dur- 
ing which  the  facilities  of  the  Aeronautics 
Laboratory  are  called  into  play  in  teach- 
ing them  such  subjects  as  the  principles 
of  gyro-compasses,  artificial  horizons, 
rate-of-turn  indicators,  de-icers,  flow  lines, 
and  wing  stresses.

The  week  beginning  January  10  was 
one  that  will  be  long  remembered  by  stu- 
dents of  Duke  University,  what  with  a 
nation-wide  broadcast  of  the  Southern 
premiere  of  an  outstanding  musical  play, 
a  concert  by  one  of  the  world's  most 
famous  violinists,  a  lecture  by  a  noted 
foreign  correspondent  who  has  literally 
roamed  the  earth  reporting  big  happen- 
ings, an  address  by  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing figures  in  public  life  today,  and  a 
nationwide  broadcast  of  the  speech. 

To  be  specific,  CBS  carried  on  its  net- 
work the  Duke  campus  premiere  of  "Hay- 
foot,  Strawfoot"  on  the  evening  of  Janu- 
ary 10 ;  on  January  11  Jascha  Heif etz, 
internationally  renowned  violinist,  pre- 
sented a  recital  in  the  annual  University 
Concert  Series',  on  January  12  Louis 
Fischer,  widely  known  as  foreign  cor- 
respondent and  author,  lectured  on  the 
situation  in  India  and  Africa;  on  January 
14  Wendell  Willkie  spoke  before  an  au- 
dience of  seven  thousand  people  in  the 
Indoor  Stadium,  and  this  important  ad- 
dress was  broadcast  by  MBS  over  a  coast- 
to-coast  network.  Duke  received  addi- 
tional attention  over  the  air  later  in  the 
week  when  Duke  songs  were  broadcast 
on  the  Fred  Waring  NBC  program  in  the 
course  of  a  salute  to  the  Army  Finance 
Schools  at  Duke  and  Wake  Forest.  Then 
Sunday  night,  January  17,  Eric  Severaid, 
famous  news  commentator,  devoted  con- 
siderable time  in  his  CBS  broadcast  to 
Mr.  Willkie's  address  at  Duke,  referred 
to  above,  and  spoke  of  it  as  probably 
his  "finest  address."

The  first  semester  of  basketball  proved 
one  thing,  that  the  current  Blue  Devil 
cagers  are  a  free  scoring  outfit  and  are 
liable  to  extend  any  opposition  they  meet 
this  year.  In  their  first  nine  games  the 
Devils  have  averaged  50.3  points  per 
game.  And  since  Bob  Grantt,  due  to  a  bad 
knee,  has  not  been  in  four  first  semester 
games,  and  Garland  Loftis,  ace  guard,  has 
been  ineligible,  the  return  of  these  two 
stars  to  action  should  tend  to  boost  the 
second  semester  totals. 

However,  the  Devils  have  suffered  four 
defeats  since  the  season  opened,  princi- 
pally due  to  their  failure  to  make  good 
on  their  free  shots.  After  losing  to  the 
Chapel  Hill  Navy  Pre-Flighters  46  to 
41,  and  to  Tennessee  51  to  33,  the  Devils 
came  back  strong  in  Philadelphia  on 
January  17,  defeating  the  high-rating 
Temple  University  cagers  45  to  44.  This 
began  a  winning  for  Duke,  which  included 
a  51  to  48  win  over  the  Chapel  Hill  Navy 
team,  a  60  to  50  win  over  Davidson's 
strong  quint,  and  a  close  45  to  43  win 
over  V.  M.  I.  On  January  11  George 
Washington  defeated  the  Devils  66  to  53, 
and  the  Norfolk  Naval  Training  Station 
ran  their  winning  streak  to  14  straight 
games  by  defeating  Duke  60  to  53.  The 
Devils   on   December   31   won    a   practice 


game    over    the    Port    Bragg    Reception 
Center,  62  to  47. 

'  Cedric  Loftis  with  101  points,  Bubber 
Seward  with  90  points,  and  Gordon 
Carver  with  79  points  are  the  team  leaders 
in  the  eight  regularly  scheduled  games 
played  thus  far.  Bob  Gantt  has  36  points 
in  the  four  scheduled  games  he  has 
played. 

The  remaining  games  on  the  schedule 
will  tell  the  story  of  the  strength  in  this 
year's  Conference  loop.  Duke  has  two 
conference  wins  and  one  loss  through  the 
first  semester.

Last  Saturday  in  New  York  a  game  of 
basketball  was  played  and  when  the  40 
minutes  were  up  the  two  teams  had  scored 
159  points :  Fordham  84,  Rhode  Island 
State  75.  The  score  of  that  game  di- 
verted my  attention  to  a  game  played 
November  28,  1906  in  the  Angier  Duke 
Gymnasium  between  Wake  Forest  and 
Trinity  College. 


When  the  first  half  ended  the  score 
was  Wake  Forest  6  and  Trinity  4,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  second  half  the  score 
was  Wake  Forest  8,  Trinity  6.  The  result 
of  that  game  looked  like  it  might  have 
been  the  score  of  a  baseball  game.  This 
is  the  lowest  score  of  any  basketball  game 
I  hare  ever  seen  in  the  State  or  South. 

There  is  something  else  that  is  unique 


about  this  game  that  you  hardly  ever 
see  now:  there  was  not  a  foul  shot  made 
by  either  team.  Wake  Forest  missed  ten 
out  of  ten.  Trinity  missed  six  out  of 
six. 

There  was  an  oddity  in  this  game  the 
like  of  which  I  have  never  seen  in  a 
basketball  game  in  this  part  of  the  South 
and  it  was  this:  Kyle  Elliott,  center  of 
Wake  Forest,  scored  all  of  the  eight 
points  for  his  team. 

P.  J.  Kiker  and  Kyle  Elliott  were  the 
opposing  centers  and  they  are  among  the 
best  that  the  State  has  ever  produced. 
There  has  been  only  one  center  to  top 
these  two  boys,  "Climax"  Glamach  of 
Carolina.  As  a  center  who  could  throw 
goals  from  all  angles  and  even  with  his 
back  to  the  basket,  I  just  changed  Glam- 
ach's  name  to  "Climax."

Strength  has  been  in  evidence  all 
along  the  way  in  the  history  of  the 
institution. 

At  various  stages  in  its  life,  pio- 
neering has  been  necessary,  and  true 
pioneering  requires  strength. 

Serious  problems  have  had  to  be 
solved,  and  their  solution  has  required 
wise  decision  and  the  quiet  power  to 
make  them  effective. 

There  were  many  acute  problems 
in  the  early  days,  as  is  always  the  ease 
with  a  new  enterprise,  educational  or 
otherwise ;  later  a  major  issue  arose 
in  connection  with  the  removal  of 
Trinity  College  from  a  rural  com- 
munity to  a  rapidly  developing  city; 
still  later,  the  so-called  "Bassett 
Case"  marked  a  crisis  in  the  life  of 
the  institution  and  of  the  principle 
of  academic  freedom ;  it  has  been 
necessary  from  time  to  time  to  take 
strong  ground  in  behalf  of  higher 
educational  standards,  but  in  all  these 
crises  the  strength  needed  to  meet  the 
situation  was  in  evidence. 


Sureness  is,  in  the  final  analysis, 
based  upon  a  firm  conviction  of  the 
validity  of  principles  and  ideals. 

It  is  far  removed  from  what  is 
popularly  known  as  cocksureness, 
which  has  its  origin  in  a  superficial 
assumption  of  superiority. 

The  sureness  of  which  we  are  talk- 
ing is,  on  the  other  hand,  an  expres- 
sion of  restraint  and  at  the  same  time 
of  accurate  knowledge  of  a  situation, 
of  proper  confidence  in  a  cause  and  of 
faith  that  the  cause  will  finally  pre- 
vail. 

In  the  case  of  an  educational  insti- 
tution such  sureness  is  concerned  with 
several  factors — academic  standards 
capable  of  standing  the  most  severe 
tests,  moral  integrity,  high  spiritual 
purpose,  a  constant  zeal  for  effective 
service  in  the  causes  of  humanity. 

And  Duke  alumni  have  the  confi- 
dent feeling  that  the  University  has 
held  an  enviable  position  at  this  point. 


One  thing  about  the  personality  of 
in  such  values  as  Calmness,  Strength, 
an  institution,  a  personality  reflected 
Sureness,  is  that  very  often  we  realize 
it  the  more  clearly  at  some  distance. 

The  alumnus  quoted  at  the  begin- 


ning did  not  feel  it  while  here  to  near 
the  same  extent  that  he  has  felt  it 
since,  in  a  different  setting. 

Again  that  is  typical. 

Often  while  still  in  college,  students 
are  inclined  to  be  impatient  when 
everything'  is  not  done  just  as  they 
would  have  had  it  done ;  they  can 
hardly  understand  why  this  or  that 
measure  is  necessary  or  even  within 
the  bounds  of  good  sense ;  they  have 
not  had  the  opportunity  to  study  the 
history  and  traditions  of  the  institu- 
tion to  the  extent  that  these  seeming- 
annoyances  can  be  regarded  as  con- 
sistent with  a  long-range  policy  of 
constructive  development.  Most  of  us 
have  had  this  experience  while  in  col- 
lege. 

One  of  the  most  cordial  letters  re- 
ceived in  a  long  time  by  the  Alumni 
Office  staff  was  from  an  alumnus  of 
the  last  few  years  who  frankly  ad- 
mitted that  he  had  to  secure  his  de- 
gree and  leave  Duke  before  he  real- 
ized that  this  was  true,  and  that  there 
was  much  more  in  the  institution  than 
appeared  on  the  surface  when  he  was 
here,  because  he  had  not  been  able  to 
get  the  right  perspective  when  he  was 
in  the  midst  of  it  all. 


the  institution,  its  present  achieve- 
ments and  its  hopes  for  the  future 
are  so  largely  founded. 


In  conclusion,  two  things  may  be 
said. 

In  the  global  conflict  in  which  we 
are  engaged  today,  the  most  gigantic 
war  in  human  history,  there  are  many 
things  to  be  done,  some  of  them  in  a 
very  brief  space  of  time,  but  they  are 
not  going  to  be  accomplished  by  those 
who  are  merely  excited,  no  matter 
how  well  intentioned  their  excite- 
ment may  be.  Neither  will  they  be 
accomplished  by  men  and  women  who 
lack  the  strength  to  face  problems 
clearly  and  courageously,  even  though 
some  disagreeable  consequences  may 
follow.  Nor  by  those  who  lack  a 
reasonable  measure  of  confidence  in 
themselves  and  their  cause,  a  confi- 
dence that  must  have  a  secure  founda- 
tion, both  mentally  and  spiritually. 

Calmness,  Strength  and  Sureness 
are  needed  in  this  crisis  as  never  be- 
fore. 

We  believe  that  Duke  men  and 
women,  wherever  they  may  be  and 
whatever  may  be  their  tasks,  will 
demonstrate  under  all  circumstances 
these  qualities  upon  which  the  past  of

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Letter  from  Another  Alumnus 

It  is  a  source  of  peculiar  pleasure  to  members  of  the 
Alumni  Office  staff  to  read  the  many  enthusiastic  letters 
written  by  alumni  during  these  trying  times. 

It  seems  that  the  close  relationship  existing  between 
the  alumni  and  the  University  is  recognized  even  more 
clearly  in  a  time  of  crisis  than  in  normal  periods,  and  it 
is  not  surprising  that  this  should  be  the  case. 


These  letters  come  from  former  students  in  all  lines 
of  endeavor,  from  various  sections  and  from  various 
periods  in  the  life  of  Duke  University  and  her  antecedent, 
Trinity  College. 

Many  come  from  men  and  women  in  the  service  of 
the  nation,  and  these  particularly  have  been  impressive, 
both  in  number  and  content. 

We  published  extracts  from  one  of  the  latter  in  the 
last  issue  of  The  Register,  and  many  comments  on  that 
communication  have  been  received  in  the  Alumni  Office, 
as  well  as  requests  for  copies  of  the  letter. 


And  there  are  others,  some  of  them  written  from  a 
slightly  different  point  of  view  but  all  filled  with  the 
spirit  of  devotion  to  Duke  University. 

Just  the  other  day  a  letter  was  received  from  an 
alumnus  of  recent  years  who  is  nowT  in  the  service  of  his 
country  and  exceedingly  busy  with  the  duties  of  army 
life. 

Yet  he  found  time  to  send  in  a  contribution  to  the 
Alumni  Fund  and  to  accompany  it  with  a  notably  tine 
presentation  of  the  obligation  of  the  alumnus  to  the  in- 
stitution as  he  sees  it.     He  said  in  part : 

"I  am  sending  this  modest  contribution  including 
$2.00  for  The  Register  subscription.  It  is  my  inten- 
tion to  continue  doing  this  as  long  as  I  live,  because 
I  feel  that  I  owe  so  much  to  Duke  for  what  the  in- 
stitution has  done  for  me.  Anything  I  can  do  to  feel 
that  even  in  a  small  way  I  am  expressing  my  real 
feeling  of  gratitude  will  be  done,  I  assure  you." 

The  number  of  former  alumni  who  have  this  feeling 
of  responsibility  to  aid  in  the  furtherance  of  the  causes 
of  Alma  Mater  is  already  large,  and  constantly  growing. 


Yet  there  has  been  ample  compensation  in  the  appre- 
ciation expressed  by  "old  grads"  of  the  efforts  being 
made  in  spite  of  these  difficulties  and  in  the  expressions 
of  abiding  interest  in  the  work  of  the  institutions  and 
of  the  alumni. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  Alumni  Office  staff  is 
deeply  grateful  for  such  expressions  from  Duke  alumni. 


Would  Seriously  Affect  Gifts 

Many  privately  endowed  colleges  and  universities,  as 
well  as  philanthropic  institutions  and  agencies,  have  been 
much  concerned  over  the  possible  effects  of  the  so-called 
$25,000  salary  limitation  decree  included,  among  other 
regulations,  in  a  series  issued  recently  by  James  F.  Byrnes, 
U.  S.  Director  of  Economic  Stabilization,  following  a 
directive  on  the  subject  from  the  Chief  Executive  of  the 
nation. 

In  the  December  10,  1942,  issue  of  the  Cornell  Alumni 
News  Provost  H.  W.  Peters,  of  Cornell  University,  pre- 
sents a  comprehensive  analysis  of  the  possible  effects  of 
the  limitation  and  a  forceful  argument  against  it.  Among 
other  things,  he  says  : 

"Studies  made  by  qualified  representatives  of  such 
institutions — churches,  hospitals,  charitable  foundations, 
the  Red  Cross,  the  U.  S.  O.,  the  Community  Chests  and 
Councils,  privately  supported  colleges  and  universities — 
all  indicate  that  if  this  regulation  is  allowed  to  stand  it 
will  seriously  curtail  gifts  from  large  donors  during  the 
next  two  years  and  may,  if  continued  beyond  1944, 
eventually  force  affected  institutions  to  limit  their  serv- 
ices or  to  appeal  for  direct  Federal  subsidies." 


Members  of  alumni  staffs,  as  well  as  those  engaged  in 
other  lines  of  endeavor,  are  facing  numerous  problems 
these  days. 


While  the  proposed  $25,000  limitation  is  eliminated 
from  the  revenue  bill  now  pending  in  Congress,  the  matter 
has  not  been  disposed  of  definitely  as  yet. 

As  Provost  Peters  says,  the  problem  is  one  calling 
for  keen  scrutiny  and  thorough  discussion  by  Congress 
and  the  people  it  represents. 

It  is  estimated  that  between  ten  and  twenty  per  cent 
of  the  total  amount  given  for  educational  purposes  by 
individual  taxpayers  comes  from  those  having  net  taxable 
incomes  of  $50,000  or  more. 

A  program  which  would  dry  up  so  important  a  source 
of  philanthropy  at  this  time  would  doubtless  have  de- 
cidedly detrimental  consequences  in  so  far  as  many  insti- 
tutions are  concerned.

For  the  past  several  years 
the  REGISTER  has  been 
publishing:  a  series  of  photo- 
graphs of  children  of  Duke 
alumni  and  alumnae  of  the 
age  of  six  years  and  under. 
It  is  needless  to  say  that 
additional  photographs  will 
be  welcomed  and  published 
as  soon  after  their  receipt 
as    possible.        • 
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Duke  University  has  been  designated  by 
the  Government  as  one  of  the  centers  for 
Naval  training  under  the  conditions  of 
the  new  Navy  college  training  program. 

The  first  of  the  men  to  be  assigned  to 
colleges  will  probably  be  enrolled  about 
July  1.  Tests  preliminary  to  this  enroll- 
ment will  be  given  on  or  about  April   2. 

The  following  information  as  to  the 
program  in  which  Duke  will  participate 
is  taken  from  the  text  of  the  Navy's 
statement  on  the  subject : 

"The  new  Navy  college  training  pro- 
gram, designed  to  produce  officers  for 
the  Navy,  Marine  Corps  and  Coast 
Guard  through  the  training  of  students 
and  recent  graduates  of  high  schools  and 
preparatory  schools,  enlisted  men  of  the 
Navy,  Marine  Corps  and  Coast  Guard, 
ahd  college  students,  will  be  inaugurated 
about  July  1  with  the  enrollment  of  stu- 
dents to  be  selected  after  tests  to  be  given 
on  .or  about  April  2. 

"The  new  program,  designated  as  the 
Navy's  V-12  program,  will  also  absorb 
most  of  the  college  students  now  enlisted 
in  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  reserves, 
those  who  enlisted  in  the  Army  enlisted 
Reserve  Corps  with  Navy,  Marine  Corps 
or  Coast  Guard  preference,  and  those  who 
hold  student  probationary  commissions  in 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 

"Students  to  be  trained  under  the 
Navy's  college  training  program  for  gen- 
eral duties  will  receive  one  and  one-third 
years  of  study  at  colleges  and  universities 
under  contract  to  the  Navy.  This  train- 
ing will  consist  of  four  terms  of  college 
work  of  sixteen  weeks  duration  each. 

"The  length  of  course  for  students 
who  are  in  training  for  specialized  serv- 
ice, including  chaplain,  medical,  dental 
and  engineering  officer  candidates,  will 
vary  from  six  to  twelve  terms.  At  the 
conclusion  of  their  college  work,  students 
will  take  specialized  naval  training  lead- 
ing to  commissions. 

"All  men  accepted  for  the  V-12  pro- 
gram will  be  ordered  to  college  and  go  on 
active  duty  in  uniform  under  military  dis- 
cipline. They  will  be  rated  as  apprentice 
seamen,  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 


"Qualifying  tests  will  be  held  on  or 
about  April  2  throughout  the  nation. 
Students  selected  on  the  basis  of  officer- 
like qualifications,  including  scores  on 
these  tests,  will  be  assigned  to  the  Navy 
College  training  program  in  two  groups. 
The  first  group  will  report  to  colleges 
and  universities,  now  being  selected  by 
the  Navy,  on  or  about  July  1,  1943.  The 
second  group  will  report  on  or  about 
November  1.  Another  group  will  report 
about  March  1,  1944,  following  selection 
late  in  1943  in  other  tests.  .  .  . 

"The  Navy  is  entering  into  contracts 
with  selected  colleges  and  universities  for 
the  training,  housing,  feeding  and  med- 
ical service  of  its  students.  Colleges  are 
selected  by  a  joint  committee  consisting 
of  representatives  of  the  armed  forces 
and  the  War  Manpower  Commission." 

It  is  understood  that  the  colleges  with 
which  the  contract  is  made  will  be  assured 
a  definite  number  of  men.  Colleges  may 
or  may  not,  at  their  own  discretion,  it  is 
stated,  give  regular  academic  credit  for 
the  courses  prescribed  by  the  Navy  De- 
partment. 

The  length  of  the  course  for  students 
enrolled  under  this  plan  will  be  as  fol- 
lows :  chaplains,  medical  and  dental  offi- 
cers, twelve  sixteen-week  terms;  engineer 
specialists,  eight  sixteen-week  terms;  en- 
gineering for  general  duty,  six  sixteen- 
week  terms;  deck  and  marine  line  officers, 
four  sixteen-week  terms;  aviators,  two 
sixteen-week  terms. 

Elective  courses  for  students  enrolled 
under  the  plan  will  be  permissible  if  they 
are  able  to  carry  such  courses  in  addition 
to  their  Navy  curriculum  and  if  the  extra 
work  does  not  interfere  with  the  proper 
performance  of  assigned  duties. 

Under  the  Navy  plan  students  assigned 
for  Naval  training  may  take  part  in  all 
college  athletics  and  other  campus  activ- 
ities provided  such  activities  do  not  inter- 
fere with  their  prescribed  hours  or  courses 
of  study. 

It  is  also  specified  that  Navy  students 
may  join  all  previously  established  col- 
lege organizations  and  fraternities  which 
are  available  to  all  students  on  the  same 
terms,  but  at  the  personal  expense  of  the 
student.      It    is    specified    that    students 


under  the  V12  program  will  be  required 
to  maintain  the  Navy  standard  of  dis- 
cipline, although  military  activities  will 
be  kept  at  a  minimum  and  subordinated 
to  academic  training. 

Commencement  May  21-22 

Arrangements  made  for  cooperation 
with  the  government  for  the  training  re- 
ferred to  above  will  not  affect  of  course 
the  already  announced  spring  schedule 
of  the  University,  including  the  Com- 
mencement on  Friday  evening,  May  21, 
and  Saturday  morning,  May  22.  Al- 
though definite  Commencement  plans  have 
not  been  completed,  it  seems  probable 
that  the  program  will  be  similar  to  the 
condensed  schedule  carried  out  for  Com- 
mencement last  year. 


Allston  Stubbs,  LL.M.  '33, 
Now  Private  Secretary  to 
Governor  J.  M.  Broughton 

Allston  Stubbs,  LL.M.  '33,  well-known 
young  attorney  of  Durham,  is  serving  as 
private  secretary  to  Governor  J.  M. 
Broughton.  He  succeeded  Thomas  A. 
Banks,  another  Duke  alumnus,  who  has 
entered  the  Army  as  a  private,  and  "the 
appointment  is  for  such  period  of  time 
as  Mr.  Banks  will  be  engaged  in  military 
duties." 

Before  receiving  his  law  degree  at 
Duke  University,  Mr.  Stubbs  graduated 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  He 
moved  to  Durham  about  sixteen  years 
ago. 

Mr.  Stubbs  has  practiced  law  in  Dur- 
ham for  ten  years.  He  has  been  part- 
time  instructor  in  the  Duke  Law  School 
and  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Duke 
Legal  Aid  Clinic.  Formerly  he  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Durham  Junior  Chamher  of 
Commerce  and  of  the  Durham  Junior 
Bar  Association.  For  the  past  two  years 
he  has  been  secretary  of  the  State  Bar 
Association. 

Mrs.  Stubbs  was  formerly  Miss  Hazel 
Mangum,  of  Durham.  They  have  one 
child. 
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Ninety  freshmen  have  registered  for  the 
new  freshman  class  which  started  its 
regular  course  of  work  at  Duke  Univer- 
sity late  in  January  in  compliance  with 
the  accelerated  war  program  adopted  at 
Duke  and  by  other  colleges  and  univer- 
sities throughout  the  nation.  Other  reg- 
istrations are  in  progress. 

Students  entering  this  class  come  under 
strict  selective  admissions  and  the  Univer- 
sity's unqualified  maintenance  of  stand- 
ards. Some  of  them  were  high  school 
graduates  who  were  admitted  through  the 
usual  requirements  and  regular  certifica- 
tions. 

A  larger  group  came  into  the  class 
through  the  new  regulations,  which  re- 
quire that  they  number  among  the  upper 
third  of  their  high  school  graduating 
classes,  with  a-  minimum  of  twelve  units 
to  their  credit,  and  that  they  successfully 
pass  the  examinations  in  mathematics. 
English,  and  aptitude  tests  given  by  the 
state  department. 

Alan  K.  Manchester,  Dean  of  Fresh- 
men, congratulated  the  new  students  on 
their  ability  to  meet  the  exacting  require- 
ments which  admitted  them  to  a  mid-term 
beginning  class  at  Duke.  Said  Dean  Man- 
chester: "The  University  feels  in  taking 
these  boys  who  have  demonstrated  real 
potential  ability  that  it  is  rendering  a 
service  in  the  war  effort,  not  only  in  co- 
operating in  the  educational  program,  but 
in  preparing  men  who  have  shown  them- 
selves capable  of  leadership  to  become 
more  effective  leaders,  either  in  the  armed 
services  or  in  the  field  of  industry."

Duke  Medical  School  and 
Hospital  Featured  in 
Phi  Chi  Quarterly 

Duke  University's  Medical  School  and 
Hospital  are  featured  prominently  in  the 
January  issue  of  Phi  Chi  Quarterly,  offi- 
cial publication  of  Phi  Chi  International 
Medical  Fraternity. 

Included  in  the  edition  are  a  brief 
history  of  the  city  of  Durham,  a  sketch 
and  campus  scenes  of  Duke  University, 
a  report  on  the  activities  of  Duke  Hos- 
pital during  its  ten  years  of  operation, 
scientific  treatises  by  members  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Duke  School  of  Medicine, 
and  biographical  sketches  of  prominent 
faculty  members  in  the  Medical  School. 

"As  a  mark  of  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  nurses  and  doctors  of  Duke  Univer- 
sity for  the  patriotism  they  have  mani- 
fested in  serving  the  armed  forces,  and 
in  the  heartfelt  hope  that  they  may  re- 
turn safely  to  serve  humanity  in  the 
peace  of  the  years  to  come,"  the  Phi  Chi 
fraternity  dedicated  the  January  edition 
of  its  publication  to  the  nurses  from 
Duke  Hospital  in  service  with  the  United 
States  Army  and  to  the  physicians  from 
Duke  serving  with  the  Army's  65th  Hos- 
pital Unit. 
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Chaplains  who  are  alumni  of  the  Duke 
University  Divinity  School  have  written 
many  interesting  letters  to  Dr.  Paul  N. 
Garber,  Dean  of  the  Divinity  School. 
Following  are  some  excerpts  from  these 
letters  which  were  published  recently  in 
the  winter  number  of  the  Divinity  School 
Bulletin: 

Chaplain  C.  L.  Heckard,  Office  of  the 
Chaplain,  Hq.  58th  Fighter  Group,  P.  0. 
Box  2414,  Southwark  Station,  Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania : 

"The  personnel  with  which  I  have  to 
work  is  the  most  important  thing.  I  was 
very  fortunate  in  being  assigned  to  this 
unit.  It  is  exactly  what  the  name  says, 
and  to  be  that  all  of  the  officers  and  men 
have  to  be  young.  My  Commanding 
Officer,  a  Colonel,  is  my  age,  twenty-eight. 
The  flying  officers  are  boys.  The  enlisted 
men  are  Grade  A  physically  and  men- 
tally. It  is  truly  a  wonderful  job  I  have, 
and  I  do  not  feel  that  I  am  making  any 
sacrifice,  for  it  is  not  a  sacrifice  to  be  a 
chaplain  to  a  group  like  this." 

Chaplain  E.  G.  Overton,  87th  Inf.  Div., 
Field  Artillery,  Camp  McCain,  Missis- 
sippi: "Since  February  1,  1942,  I  have 
had  three  months  as  Assistant  Post 
Chaplain  at  the  New  York  Port  of  Em- 
barkation, five  months  of  transport  duty, 
going  to  Ireland,  Scotland,  England, 
West  Africa,  South  Africa,  Madagascar, 
Arabia,  Massawa  in  the  Red  Sea,  and 
Egypt.  I  was  all  set  to  sail  again  when 
I  received  orders  to  report  to  the  Chap- 
lains' School,  Harvard  University. 

"Had  the  delightful  month  of  October 
there.  From  there  I  was  ordered  here. 
This  is  the  first  time  I  have  been  with  a 
combat  unit.  Needless  to  say,  I  have  had 
many  interesting  experiences  which  I 
hope  to  tell  you  about  when  I  see  you 
again.  I  can  only  say  now  that  this  is 
an  impoverished  world  needing  the  Christ 
way  of  life  more  than  anything  else. 

"I  continue  to  enjoy  the  chaplaincy, 
never  regretting  a  day  of  this  service.  .  I 
may  be  going  overseas  again  before  1943 
is  over,  but  I  don't  mind  since  this  is  our 
task." 

Chaplain  C.  H.  Peace,  Office  of  the 
Chaplain,    Hq.    216th    General    Hospital, 


Camp  Forrest,  Tennessee:  "You  may  be 
interested  to  know  that  a  General  Hos- 
pital is  an  overseas  unit,  designed  to  care 
for  the  most  seriously  wounded  and  dis- 
eased. We  do  not  receive  patients  while 
in  the  States.  When  brought  to  full 
strength,  it  is  supposed  to  carry  56  doe- 
tors,  105  nurses  and  500  enlisted  men. 
Training  these  enlisted  men,  both  as  sol- 
diers and  technicians,  is  the  main  job 
here.  Then  the  rest  of  the  doctors  and 
all  of  the  nurses  are  added  when  the  unit 
is  activated  and  ready  to  sail.  When 
functioning,  the  Hospital  is  supposed  to 
care  for  1,000  to  2,000  patients. 

"A  General  Hospital  has  two  chap- 
lains: a  Protestant  and  a  Catholic.  I 
am,  of  course,  the  Protestant  chaplain, 
and  am  now  the  senior  chaplain,  which 
gives  me  direction  of  the  work.     Here  we 


serve  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  our 
unit,  and  when  functioning  as  a  hospital 
we  shall  also  care  for  the  patients,  which 
will  be  our  main  job. 

"They  will  have  been  wounded  for  some 
time,  and  will  have  been  in  other  hos- 
pitals, and  may  be  defeated  and  wonder- 
ing why  they  should  get  well  if  they  are 
to  be  maimed  for  life.  That  will  be  our 
challenge. 

"I  have  found  the  Army  as  I  expected 
it  to  be.  I  am  being  well  cared  for,  and 
until  this  thing  has  been  settled  in  the 
right  way,  I  am  where  I  want  to  be.  I 
coidd  not  be  satisfied  outside.  I  am  also 
pleased  with  my  apopintment  to  this  hos- 
pital and  hope  that  I  shall  be  able  to 
stay  with  it  for  the  duration." 

Chaplain  E.  A.  Swann,  New  York  Port 
of  Embarkation,  Brooklyn,  New  York : 
"I  am  serving  now  as  a  Transport  Chap- 
lain and  have  just  returned  from  a  trip 
after  many  months'  absence  from  the 
States.  I  am  enjoying  my  work  very 
much  and  am  doing  the  best  I  can  with 
God's  help  to  keep  the  Christian  religion 
strong  in  the  minds  of  our  soldiers.  The 
influence  of  days  spent  at  Duke  gives 
strength  and  inspiration  for  going'  for- 
ward." 


Robert  L.  Hatcher,  '28,  Is 
Second  ViccPresident 
of  Great  Chase  Bank 

Robert  L.  Hatcher,  '28,  was  recently 
elected  second  vice-president  of  the  Chase 
National  Bank,  in  New  York,  one  of  the 
largest  financial  institutions  in  the  world. 

Hatcher  was"*  born  July  14,  1903,  in 
Winston-Salem.  He  is  the  son  of  Mrs.  R. 
L.  Hatcher,  Sr.,  and  the  late  Police  Ser- 
geant R.  L.  Hatcher,  of  that  city.  He  re- 
ceived his  early  training  in  the  public 
schools  there.  He  was  quite  popular  as  a 
student  on  the  campus  at  Duke  and  has 
visited  the  institution  frequently  since 
his  graduation.  While  in  college,  he  held 
a  number  of  part-time  jobs  and  was 
much  interested  in  student  activities. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Duke, 
he  was  with  the  sales  department  of 
R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Company  for 
more  than  a  year.  He  then  went  with 
Harris,  Forbes  and  Company,  widely 
known  investment  banking  and  securities 
firm,  his  territory  being  in  the  Southern 
states  with  headquarters  in  Atlanta.  In

Announces  Elbert  Russell 
Scholarship 


Dr.  Herman  de  Joxg   (pronounced)  day 

yong),  of  Amsterdam,  Holland,  is  one  of 
the  gains  of  America  and  Duke  Univer- 
sity from  the  universal  losses  of  this  war. 
Escaping  from  Holland  on  the  last  day 
of  the  German  invasion,  May  14,  1940, 
Dr.  de  Jong  finally  arrived  in  the  United 
States,  and  is  now  Associate  Professor  of 
Neuropsychiatry  at  Duke  University. 

In  Holland,  Dr.  de  Jong  was  Director 
of  the  Neurophysiological  Institute  and 
Head  of  the  Outdoor  Department  of 
the  Amsterdam  Neurological  University 
Clinic. 

Catatonia,  a  form  of  mental  disease, 
has  been  one  of  Dr.  de  Jong's  special- 
ties. As  a  result  of  his  discovery  of 
Experimental  Catatonia,  he  received  in- 
ternational renown  in  medical  circles. 
Also,  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  granted 
him  a  large  suni  which  made  it  possible 
for  him  to  have  a  laboratory  in  Amster- 
dam in  which  to  continue  and  enlarge 
his  work. 

Relative  to  the  war  in  Europe,  Dr.  de 
Jong  says  that  he  always  predicted  it. 
He  recalls  that  once,  about  five  years 
ago,  he  stood  before  a  window  in  Amster- 
dam with  an  American  friend  and  pre- 
dicted that  one  day  he  would  see  German 
tanks  in  the  very  street  on  which  they 
were  looking.  His  American  friend  ex- 
claimed: "My  God,  what  a  pessimist!" 

"The  reason  I  predicted  war,"  con- 
tinued Professor  de  Jong,  "was  because 
Hitler  always  said  that  he  made  an  army 
only  to  preserve  peace.  To  me  that 
sounded  like  a  baker  saying  that  he  baked 
bread  only  to  throw  it  away." 

Dr.  de  Jong  recalled  that  for  three 
months  before  the  invasion  he  constantly 
carried  with  him  his  passport,  some 
money,  and  papers  necessary  to  get  to 
the  United  States.  During  this  time,  he 
had  a  country  house  near  the  Amsterdam 
airport.  He  was  there  when  the  airport 
was  destroyed  by  the  German  bombs. 
During  the  bombing  he  took  refuge  under 
the  fireplace. 

"An  interesting  psychological  fact,"  he 
related,  "was  that  during  the  bombing 
of  the  airport  I  was  perfectly  calm. 
Later,  however,  when  I  was  on  the  boat 
and  constantly  expecting  to  be  torpedoed, 
I  was  very  nervous."  There  was  plenty 
of   reason ;    the    verv   same   boat,    he   re- 


called, was  torpedoed  just  one  month 
later. 

"Very  few  Hollanders  came  out,"  he 
declared.  "I  remained  until  I  heard  that 
the  Queen  had  left.  Then  I  made  my 
way  to  the  coast  and  was  able  to  get 
aboard  a  small  boat  going  to  England. 
The  trip  to  England  was  long  and  hard; 
and  we  had  many  interesting  experiences 
dodging  mine  fields." 

Dr.  de  Jong  says  that  his  coming  to 
Duke  University  goes  back  seventeen 
years  ago  to  a  meeting  in  Amsterdam 
with  Dr.  Richard  Lyman  who  came  to 
Duke  University  on  September  1,  1940, 
where  he  is  Professor  of  Neuropsychiatry. 
About  ten  years  later  Dr.  Lyman  was 
returning  to  America  from  Peiping, 
China,  where  he  had  been  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Neuropsychiatry  in  the  Peiping 
Union  Medical  College.  The  Japanese 
had  occupied  Peiping  and  Dr.  Lyman, 
rather  than  collaborate  with  them,  left. 
He  returned  to  America  by  way  of  Si- 
beria and  Europe.  In  Europe  he  went 
to  Amsterdam  and  visited   Dr.   de  Jong. 

The  first  work  which  Dr.  de  Jong  did 
after  arriving  in  this  country  was  with 
the  Psychiatric  Institute  and  Hospital 
(Columbia  University),  Medical  Center, 
New  York.  In  March  of  last  year  he 
conducted  a  clinic  at  Duke  on  Experi- 
mental Catatonia.  Later  he  received  an 
invitation  from  Dr.  Lyman  to  come  to 
Duke  to  work.  He  accepted,  and  on 
September  15  began  his  duties  as  Asso- 
ciate Professor  of  Neuropsychiatry. 

Dr.  de  Jong  is  most  enthusiastic  about 
this  country,  the  Rockefeller  Foundation, 
and  Duke  University.  He  says  that  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  does  not  like  too 
much  praise  and  publicity,  but  he  thinks 
that  it  is  one  of  the  world's  most  wonder- 
ful institutions,  super-national,  and  abso- 
lutely unique  in  its  universalism. 

Professor  de  Jong  was  born  on  May  1, 
1S95,  at  Sneek,  Holland.  He  received 
his  training  at  the  University  of  Amster- 
dam. Besides  his  work  in  Catatonia  he 
has  conducted  a  series  of  experiments  on 
the  nervous  system,  and  has  published 
over  a  hundred  and  fifty  articles  relative 
to  his  work.  At  present,  in  addition  to 
his  regular  duties,  he  is  continuing  his 
experiments  in  Catatonia,  and  expects  to 
do  some  work  for  the  National  Research 
Council  in  its  service  to  the  Armv. 


Dr.  Elbert  Russell 

The  faculty  of  the  Duke  Divinity 
School  recently  established  an  Elbert  Rus- 
sell Scholarship,  it  is  announced  by  the 
school's  dean,  Dr.  Paul  N.  Garber. 

Honored  by  the  scholarship  is  Dr.  El- 
bert Russell,  Dean  Emeritus  of  the  Duke 
Divinity  School,  now  a  regular  member 
of  the  faculty.  The  resolution  establish- 
ing the  scholarship  states  that  it  should 
yield  $400  a  year,  raised  through  annual 
contributions  of  alumni  and  friends,  that 
all  above  that  amount  each  year  will  be 
set  aside  until  the  fund  amounts  to 
$10,000. 

Dean  Emeritus  Russell  was  dean  of  the 
Duke  Divinity  School  from  1928  to  1941. 
Prior  to  that  time  he  was  connected  with 
Earlham  College  and  Swarthmore  Col- 
lege. 

His  most  recent  book,  "The  History  of 
Quakerism,"  won  the  North  Carolina 
Mayflower  Cup  for  1942.

Dr.  Francis  H.  Swett,  of  Duke 
Medical  School,  Passes  at 
Age  of  49 


Dr.  Francis  H.  Swett 

Dr.  Francis  Huntington  Swett,  49, 
Professor  of  Anatomy  in  the  Duke  Uni- 
versity Medical  School  since  1930,  who 
died  suddenly  at  his  office  on  the  campus 
on  February  10,  was  an  authority  in  the 
fields  of  experimental  embryology  and 
regeneration.  He  was  Secretary-Treas- 
urer   of    the    American    Association    of 


Anatomists,   and   head   of   the   Duke   De- 
partment of  Anatomy. 

Surviving  Dr.  Swett  is  his  widow,  who 
was  Miss  Elizabeth  Glen  before  their 
marriage  on  July  19,  1924,  and  his 
mother,  Mrs.  E.  N.  Swett,  of  Norway, 
Maine. 

Dr.  Swett  was  one  of  the  most  highly 
esteemed  and  capable  members  of  the 
Duke  medical  faculty.  Recently,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  own  work,  he  had  taken  over 
a  considerable  amount  of  administrative 
responsibility  in  the  school  as  a  whole. 
Dr.  Swett  attended  the  Duke-Duquesne 
basketball  game  and  had  just  returned  to 
his  office  to  attend  to  some  unfinished 
business  when  he  suffered  a  heart  attack. 

Born  at  Norway,  Maine,  on  November 
13,  1893,  Dr.  Swett  was  the  son  of  Eu- 
gene and  Carrie  Huntington  Swett.  He 
was  graduated  from  Bates  College  in  1916 
with  the  A.B.  degree  and  the  following 
year  received  the  Master's  degree  from 
Brown.  He  received  the  Doctor  of  Phil- 
osophy degree  at  Yale  University  in  1922. 

He  served  as  instructor  in  biology  at 
Tufts  Pre-Medical  School  in  1917-18,  apd 
was  a  member  of  the  United  States  Army 
Medical  Corps,  assigned  to  the  Army 
Neuro-surgical  Laboratory,  Johns  Hop- 
kins University  School  of  Medicine, 
1918-19.  He  was  instructor  and  associate 
in  anatomy  at  Johns  Hopkins  from  1922 
to  1925,  and  from  1925  to  1930  was  Asso- 
ciate Professor  of  Anatomv  at  Vander- 
bilt  Medical  School. 

Dr.  Swett  was  the  author  of  numerous 
articles  in  scientific  and  medical  journals. 

He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Advancement  of  Science, 
member  of  Sigma  Xi  and  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Amer- 
ican Association  of  Anatomists,  member 
of  the  Society  of  Experimental  Biology 
and  Medicine,  and  a  member  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  Marine  Biological  Lab- 
oratory at  Woods  Hole,  Mass. 


Dean  Baldwin  Attends 
Meeting 

Dean  Alice  M.  Baldwin,  dean  of  the 
Woman's  College  of  Duke  University, 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  heads  of  wom- 
en's colleges  and  industrial  managers,  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  University  Women,  February 
10-11. 

The  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  the  training  of  women  for 
war  work  and  the  applications  possible 
in  women's  colleges  at  the  present  time. 
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Lt.  Duncan  Myers,  '40,  of  Bradenton, 
Fla.,  a  pilot  with  the  Army  Air  Forces 
in  '  the  South  Pacific,  has  been  credited 
with  shooting  down  a  Japanese  bombing 
plane  in  the  New  Guinea  sector  on  De- 
cember 7.  He  and  two  fellow  pilots  fly- 
ing P-40  fighter  planes  encountered  18 
Jap  bombers  while  patrolling  30  miles 
at  sea,  knocked  four  of  them  from  the 
skies  and  returned'  to  their  base  without 
a  scratch.

He  is  a  surgeon  in  the  Army 
Medical  Corps  and  is  with  a  group  of 
engineers  working  on  the  Alcan  High- 
way project.  Major  Johnston  is  on  leave 
of  absence  from  the  University  of  Cin- 
cinnati where  he  was  a  physician  and 
teacher. 


Garfield  L.  Miller,  Jr.,  is  a  first  lieutenant 
in  Coast  Artillery,  Anti-Aircraft,  in  Aus- 
tralia. He  went  out  early  last  spring 
and  has  been  on  duty  in  a  combat  area 
much  of  the  time  since  his  arrival. 


Jeanne  Young,  '38,  was  the  first  Duke 
alumna  to  go  overseas  for  duty  with  the 
American  Red  Cross.  She  landed  in 
Melbourne,  Australia,  on  June  10,  and 
reports  that  her  work  is  very  interesting 
and  that  she  is  having  some  thrilling 
experiences. 


P.  A.  Sorokin  Published 
by  University  Press 

The  Duke  University  Press  has  recently 
released  Pitirim  A.  Sorokin's  latest  work, 
"Sociocultural  Causality,  Space,  Time." 
The  book  is  a  powerful  Declaration  of 
Independence  of  the  Social  Sciences  from 
the  Natural  Sciences,  liberating  the  for- 
mer from  the  false  need  of  imitation  of 
the  latter. 

The  treatise  is  a  fundamental,  rev- 
olutionary, and  pioneering  work  dealing 
with  basic  problems  of  the  social  sciences 
generally  and  of  sociology  particularly. 

It  treats  primarily  the  following  five 
problems :  First,  what  is  the  nature  and 
componential  structure  of  sociocultural 
phenomena  as  radically  different  from 
physicochemical  and  biological  phenom- 
ena. Second,  what  is  sociocultural  cau- 
sality, space,  and  time,  and  how  do  they 
differ  from  causality,  space,  and  time  of 
the  natural  sciences. 

Third,  why  causality,  space,  time  and 
other  basic  principles  of  the  natural  sci- 
ences are  inapplicable  to,  and  inadequate 
for,  a  fruitful  study  of  sociocultural 
phenomena.  Fourth,  why  is  it  necessary 
for  the  social  sciences  to  create  their  own 
methods  and  their  own  referential  prin- 
ciples in  the  study  of  sociocultural  world 
adapted  to  the  peculiar  nature  of  socio- 
cultural phenomena?  Fifth,  what  are 
the  methods  and  the  principles  of  a  fruit- 
ful and  truly  scientific  sociology  and 
social  science? 

Pitirim  A.  Sorokin,  a  native  of  Touria, 
Russia,  graduated  from  the  University  of 
St.  Petersburg  in  1914  and  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Sociology  from  that 
institution  in  1922.  In  that  same  year 
the  Communist  Government  banished  him. 
and  the  following  year  he  came  to  the 
United  States,  and  became  a  naturalized 
citizen  in  1930. 

Since  1930  Dr.  Sorokin  has  been  Pro- 
fessor of  Sociology  at  Harvard  Univer- 
sity. He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the 
American  Sociological  Society,  honorary 
member  of  the  International  Institute  of 
Social  Reform,  the  International  Insti- 
tute of  Sociology,  and  the  Roumanian 
Royal  Academy. 

Among  his  numerous  works  are  the  two 
recent  books :  "Crisis  of  Our  Age" 
(1941),  and  "Man  and  Society  in  Calam- 
ity" (October,  1942). 
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T.  Austin  Finch,  '09,  Widely 
Known  Business  Man  and 
Civic  Leader,  Dies;  Age  52 


T.  Austin  Finch 

T.  Austin  Finch,  '09,  prominent  busi- 
ness man  of  Thomasville,  died  at  the 
Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston-Salem  on 
January  11.  Funeral  services  were  held 
at  the  Main  Street  Methodist  Church  in 
Thomasville  Wednesday  afternoon,  Jan- 
uary 13,  the  Rev.  Lee  F.  Tuttle  and  Rev. 
Tom  A.  Sykes  conducting-  the  services. 
All  plants  of  the  Thomasville  Chair  Com- 
pany were  closed  on  the  day  of  the  fu- 
neral out  of  respect  for  Mr.  Finch.  He 
was  52  years  old. 

For  the  past  year  Mr.  Finch  had  not 
been  in  the  best  of  health  and  on  Jan- 
uary 6  entered  the  hospital  for  treatment 
and  observation,  after  suffering-  a  tem- 
porary heart  attack.  Death  ensued  with- 
out warning-  from  a  recurrence  of  the  at- 
tack Monday  morning,  January  11. 

Mr.  Finch  was  born  April  7,  1890,  and 
attended  the  Thomasville  public  schools 
before  enrolling  in  Trinity  College,  still 
a  part  of  Duke  University.  He  began 
work  in  the  Thomasville  Chair  Company 
in  1907,  going  through  all  phases  of  the 
manufacturing,  management  and  official 
branches  of  the  enterprise.  He  became 
secretary  and  treasurer  in  1914,  vice- 
president  in  1925,  and  president  in  1929. 
In  addition  to  his  strenuous  activities  in 
the  realm  of  business,  he  rendered  useful 


service  to  his  city  and  church,  and  in 
educational  and  social  service  activities. 
During  the  period  of  the  Duke  Centen- 
nial observance  a  few  years  ago,  he 
served  as  vice-chairman  of  the  Centennial 
Fund  Committee. 

Mr.  Finch  was  a  past  president  of  the 
Southern  Furniture  Manufacturers  Asso- 
ciation, vice-president  and  director  of  the 
Southern  Furniture  Exposition  Building, 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  American  Furniture  Mart,  Chicago, 
and  a  former  member  of  the  Business 
Advisory  Council  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce.  He  held  offi- 
cial positions  with  a  number  of  business 


enterprises,  and  in  other  fields  was  chair- 
man of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Vocational  Education,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Winston-Salem 
Teachers  College,  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Thomasville  City  Memorial 
Hospital,  and  past  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Main  Street  Methodist 
Church.

Two  new  training  courses  aimed  at  fit- 
ting men  and  women  for  jobs  vital  to 
the  national  war  effort  were  recently 
organized  at  Duke  University.  These 
courses  continue  the  series  of  war  train- 
ing courses  which  have  been  given  on 
the  Duke  campus  during  the  past  several 
years. 

The  courses  are  taught  at  night  in  As- 
bui-y  Building  at  the  College  of  Engineer- 
ing, East  Campus,  Duke  University. 
Both  courses  are  of  college  grade  and 
taught  by  regular  members  of  the  Duke 
University  faculty,  on  the  staff  of  the 
College  of  Engineering.  The  courses  are 
of  from  12  to  15  weeks  duration,  with 
two  or  three  class  or  laboratory  meetings 
weekly,  depending  on  the  subject.  At 
the  close  of  the  course  each  student  who 
has  successfully  completed  the  work  will 
be  issued  a  certificate  from  Duke  Uni- 
versity aiding  him  in  obtaining  employ- 
ment in  vital  war  industries. 

The  two  new  training  courses  offered 
at  Duke  are : 

(1)  Principles  of  Radio — Designed  to 
give  training  in  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  radio  communication  for  those 
who  are  desirous  of  entering  that  field. 
Enough  ground  will  be  covered  to  pre- 
pare the  student  to  take  examinations  for 
an  operator's  license,  provided  he  has  had 
the  necessary  practical  experience.  Ap- 
propriate laboratory  work  and  demonstra- 
tions are  a  valuable  feature  of  this  course. 

(2)  Engineering  Application  of  Math- 


ematics— Designed  to  review  some  of  the 
most  important  and  useful  fundamental 
facts  of  elementary  mathematics,  physics, 
and  engineering,  to  illustrate  the  appli- 
cation of  these  problems  to  present-day 
war-born  industrial  problems,  and  to 
teach  the  engineer's  method  of  attack 
upon  practical  problems.  The  course 
includes  a  review  of  fundamental  opera- 
tions in  algebra,  trigonometry,  and 
logarithms,  and  covers  applications  in 
statics,  mechanics,  hydraulics,  electricity, 
aerodynamics,  and  ballistics. 


Duke  Professor  Reelected  as 
Member  of  Classical  Jury 

Dr.  Robert  S.  Rogers  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Latin  and  Roman  Studies  at 
Duke  University  was  recently  reelected 
a  member  of  the  Classical  Jury  to  award 
scholarships  of  the  American  Academy 
in  Rome.  The  Committee  on  the  School 
of  Classical  Studies  makes  the  election 
on  nomination  of  the  Advisory   Council. 

The  American  Academy  in  Rome,  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  Fine  Arts  and 
Classical  Studies,  but  prevented  by  the 
war  from  conducting  its  usual  operations 
in  Rome,  is  trying  to  maintain  its  con- 
tinuity and  influence  by  awarding  schol- 
arships for  study  in  this  country. 

Dr.  Rogers  was  himself  Jesse  Benedict 
Carter  Memorial  Fellow  in  Classical 
Studies  at  the  Academv. 
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Eighty-one  freshmen  composing  the  first  war  class  and  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  Duke  University  School  of  Nursing  recently  received  their  caps  at  exercises  mark- 
ing the  close  of  their  first  six-months  training.  The  exercises  were  conducted  by 
Dean  Margaret  Pinkerton.  A  new  Duke  class  in  nursing  will  start  April  1,  in  response 
to  the  government's  call  for  55,000  more  nurses.

Speaking  February  2  at  Duke  University 
before  a  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Club, 
D.  Hiden  Ramsey,  general  manager  of 
the  Asheville  Citizen-Times,  declared  that 
the  American  people  are  "slowly  devel- 
oping the  uneasy  conviction"  that  Wood- 
row  Wilson  was  right  and  "that  if  they 
had  not  rejected  his  policies  so  com- 
pletely, the  course  of  recent  history  might 
have  been  far  different." 

"They  recall,"  Mr.  Ramsey  said,  "that 
in  1910  Woodrow  Wilson  warned  the 
American  people  that  if  the  United  States 
did  not  accept  membership  in  the  League 
of  Nations  and  collaborate  with  other 
nations  of  goodwill  in  enforcing  the 
world's  peace,  their  children  would  have 
to  engage  in  another  war  within  a  gen- 
eration. 

"Their  children  are  engaged  in  another 
world  war  a  bare  generation  from  the 
day  that  Wilson  uttered  this  somber 
warning.  The  people  are  asking :  'Is 
this  a  mere  coincidence  or  was  Wilson 
speaking  as  a  genuine  prophet.'  " 


Mr.  Ramsey  declared  that  a  reexamina- 
tion of  Wilson's  speeches  reveals  much 
to  make  one  marvel.  In  them,  he  pointed 
out,  are  prophetic  utterances  that  trace 
with  uncanny  fidelity  the  course  that 
events  have  taken  these  past  few  years. 
In  Wilson's  speeches,  he  said,  are  scores 
of  statements  from  him  that  are  just  as 
fresh,  just  as  moving,  just  as  appropriate 
as  the  day  they  were  spoken. 

"In  truth,"  asserted  the  Asheville  ed- 
itor, "no  statesman  of  the  Allied  powers 
— not  even  the  eloquent  President  Roose- 
velt or  the  incomparable  Winston  Church- 
ill— has  defined  the  perils  and  the 
opportunities  of  this  moment  more  stir- 
ringly than  this  man  Woodrow  Wilson 
expressed  them  prophetically  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago. 

"This  resurrection  of  Wilson's  fame 
has  not  passed  far  beyond  the  question- 
ing state.  His  figure  is  still  shadowy 
and  indistinct  upon  the  horizon  of  men's 
thoughts.  The  American  people  are  not 
vet  irrevocablv  certain  that  thev  made  an 


epic  blunder  when  in  their  reactions  from 
the  tensions  and  sacrifices  of  the  last  war, 
they  failed  to  realize  that  in  him  they  had 
a  major  prophet  come  to  judgment.  But 
they  are  considerably  less  sure  of  their 
appraisal  of  the  man  than  they  were  two 
years  ago.  They  are  being  mildly  tor- 
tured by  the  saddest  of  all  words :  "It 
might  have  been.'  " 

Mr.  Ramsey  declared,  "We  will,  I  am 
confident,  see  the  dead  Woodrow  Wilson 
achieve  a  triumph  that  was  denied  the 
living  Wilson.  For  Woodrow  Wilson 
was  right,  terribly  right  in  his  vision. 
If  the  United  States  had  accepted  the 
role  which  he  coveted  for  it,  the  world 
would  not  be  scourged  todav  by  this 
war." 

Wilson's  mistakes,  said  Mr.  Ramsey, 
were  errors  of  methods  rather  than  of 
objectives. 

"It  has  taken  a  living  man,  risen  to 
power  ten  years  ago  and  named  Adolf 
Hitler,  to  prove  that  another  man,  dead 
these  nineteen  years  and  called  Woodrow 
Wilson,  was  a  prophet,  perhaps  the 
greatest  projjhet  the  world  has  known  for 
a  century  or  more.  By  kicking  venom- 
ously at  the  corpse  of  Wilson's  fame  this 
evil  man  has  revived  it.  By  seeking  to 
make  a  mockery  of  Wilson's  faith,  this 
Hitler  born-Shickelgruber  is  rendering  it 
possible  for  lesser  men  to  succeed  in  fact 
where  Wilson   triumphed   only   in   spirit. 

"Thus  do  men  of  the  baser  sort  often 
serve  the  ways  of  righteousness  and  has- 
ten the  final  and  correct  judgment  of 
history." 


Jewish  Theologian  Is 
Speaker  at  Duke 

Professor  Samuel  S.  Cohon,  Professor 
of  Jewish  Theology  at  Hebrew  Union 
College,  delivered  a  series  of  lectures  at 
the  Duke  Divinity  School  this  month. 

The  lectures  dealt  with  the  Rabbinic 
idea  of  God.  Professor  Cohon  appeared 
at  Duke  under  a  plan  sponsored  by  the 
Jeannette  Miriam  Goldberg  Memorial 
Foundation  which  was  established  as  a 
series  of  exchange  lectureships  between 
Hebrew  Union  College  and  various  Chris- 
tion  theological  schools. 

Duke  is  the  second  Christian  theolog- 
ical school  to  be  invited  to  participate  in 
the  exchange  lectures.  Yale  was  the 
first,  participating  during  1939-1942. 
Each  series  continues  for  three  years. 

Dr.  Harvie  Branscomb,  Duke  Professor 
of  New  Testament,  has  already  repre- 
sented Duke  at  Hebrew  Union  College, 
delivering  a  series  of  lectures  there  last 
November.

Ensign  Robert  Patrick  Hewitt,  '42,  of 
the  Jacksonville  Naval  Air  Station,  was 
killed  in  a  crash  on  a  night  flight  early 
in  January,  according  to  information  re- 
ceived by  the  Alumni  Office. 

"Pat,"  as  he  was  familiarly  known  on 
the  campus,  was  a  Naval  aviator  who  had 
received  his  commission  as  Ensign  last 
December  at  the  Jacksonville  Air  Base 
following  an  intensive  eight-months  train- 
ing course.  Before  going  to  Jacksonville 
in  1942,  he  had  completed  elimination 
training  at  the  Naval  Air  Station  in 
Atlanta. 


Ensign  Hewitt,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
D.  A.  Hewitt,  of  Sheffield,  Ala.,  formerly 
resided  in  Asheville.  He  left  Duke  in 
January,  1942,  to  enter  the  Naval  Air 
Corps.  He  was  presented  his  commis- 
sion and  gold  wings  of  the  Navy  Air 
Force  by  Captain  J.  B.  Price,  Comman- 
dant of  the  Jacksonville  Naval  Air 
Station.  During  the  brief  ceremonies, 
Captain  Price  commended  him  for  his 
fine  showing  throughout  his  training- 
period. 

Without  sacrificing  the  intensive  in- 
struction necessary  in  every  department, 
Hewitt's  Jacksonville  aviation  training- 
course  was  an  exacting  one  accelerated 
to  meet  the  demand  for  pilots.  Courses 
in  communications,  celestial  navigation, 
gunnery,  mechanics  and  air  work  in  vari- 
ous types  of  fast  Navy  planes  gave  him  a 
thorough  background  in  aeronautics.

NEW  WAR  TRAINING  COURSES 
BEGIN 

"Principles  of  Radio"  and  "Engineer- 
ing Applications  of  Mathematics"  are  the 
titles  of  two  new  War  Training  Courses 
in  which  instruction  has  recently  begun 
at  the  Duke  University  College  of  Engi- 
neering. These  courses  continue  the  series 
of  wTar  training  courses  which  have  been 
given  on  the  Duke  Campus  during  the 
past  several  years.  Offered  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  United  States  Office  of 
Education  under  the  ESMWT  program, 
these  courses  are  all  tuition-free,  and  of 
college  grade,  although  carrying  no  credit 
toward  a  college  degree. 

Professor  Otto  Meier,  Jr.  and  Mr.  E.  K. 
Kraybill  of  the  electrical  engineering  fac- 
ulty are  handling  the  instruction  in  the 
Principles  of  Radio  course,  which  will 
cover  enough  basic  theory  in  the  form  of 
classroom  lectures  and  laboratory  work 
and  demonstrations  to  prepare  a  student 
to  take  examinations  for  an  operator's 
license,  provided  he  has  had  the  requisite 
practical  experience. 

The  course  on  Engineering  Applications 
of  Mathematics  is  designed  to  review  the 
most  important  and  useful  facts  of  el- 
ementary mathematics,  physics,  and  engi- 
neering, to  illustrate  the  application  of 
these  principles  to  present-day  war-born 
industrial  problems,  and  to  teach  the 
engineer's  method  of  attack  upon  prac- 
tical problems.  The  course  is  taught  by 
Mr.  C.  R.  Vail  of  the  electrical  engineer- 
ing faculty. 

Both  men  and  women  are  enrolled  in 
the  two  courses  which  are  open  only  to 
those  not  at  present  regularly  enrolled  in 
college,  but  who  have  completed  at  least 
one  year  of  college,  or  its  equivalent  in 
practical  experience  or  extension  course 
training.  Both  courses  are  meeting  at 
night  at  the  College  of  Engineering,  on 
the  East  Campus.  Each  student  success- 
fully completing  the  work  of  a  course 
will  be  issued  a  certificate  from  Duke 
University  aiding  him  in  obtaining  em- 
ployment in  vital  war  industries.

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DUKE  UNIVERSITY'S  WAR-TIME  PRDGRAM 

1.  An  accelerated  program  of  studies,  and  a  strengthened 
and  expanded  Summer  Session,  which  makes  possible  the  fol- 
lowing : 

a.  Earlier  graduation  of  students  now  enrolled. 

b.  Completion  of  all  requirements  for  graduation  in  three 

calendar  years. 

c.  Entering  classes  of  Freshmen  in  June,  July,  Septem- 

ber and  January. 

d.  A  compulsory  three  year,  twelve  months,  program  for 

students  in  the  School  of  Medicine. 

e.  Graduation  from  Law  School   in   two  years  and  two 

summer  sessions. 

f.  No    lowering    of    academic    standards    or    relaxing    of 

admission  requirements. 

2.  Changes  in  academic  year : 

a.  Spring  Holidays  abolished. 

b.  Examination  period  shortened.

Duke  is  one  of  the  universities  selected  as  a  center  for  Naval 
training. 
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Commencement,  1943 

Duke's  1943  Commencement,  Friday  and  Saturday, 
May  21  and  22,  will  be  the  second  since  the  adoption  of 
the  accelerated  program  of  studies  by  the  University  as 
a  contribution  to  the  Avar  effort. 

As  related  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  it  will  be  condensed 
into  a  period  of  less  than  24  hours,  beginning  at  6  :00  p.m. 
Friday  evening  and  concluding  with  the  Commencement 
luncheon  the  following  afternoon. 


of  the  results  achieved,  there  will  be  a  re-dedication  to  the 
ideals  for  which  Duke  University  stands,  and  a  deepened 
resolution  to  advance  those  ideals  in  every  possible  way. 


In  spite  of  the  curtailed  program,  last  year's  Com- 
mencement was  one  of  the  best  in  the  entire  history  of 
the  institution. 

There  was  an  abbreviated  schedule  of  exercises,  to  be 
sure,  but  there  was  sufficient  gain  along  other  lines  to 
more  than  compensate  for  that. 

It  seemed  to  many  of  those  who  attended  the  exercises 
that  there  was,  if  anything,  more  of  enthusiasm  for 
Alma  Mater,  more  of  the  genuine  Duke  spirit,  than  usual. 

And  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  second 
"stream-lined"  Commencement,  to  use  a  popular  expres- 
sion of  the  day,  will  be  equally  successful. 


Of  course,  there  will  be  some  difficulties. 

The  shortages  of  gasoline  and  tires  will  be  even  more 
acute  than  last  year. 

Some  of  the  alumni  events  will  have  to  be  curtailed 
for  obvious  reasons. 

The  attendance  will  not  be  a  record-breaker,  to  be 
sure. 

But  there  will  again  be  in  evidence,  among  those  who 
come  in  spite  of  these  difficulties,  the  same  old  spirit  of 
loyalty  to  Duke  ideals  and  traditions,  intensified  if  any- 
thing  because  of  the  increased  devotion  to  a  cause  that  a 
time  of  stress  so  often  brings. 


Commencement,  1943,  will  mark  the  close  of  an 
academic  year  different  from  any  that  has  gone  before. 

It  will  end  the  first  full  session  under  conditions 
attendant  upon  America's  participation  in  the  greatest 
armed  conflict  of  human  history. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  uncertainty  for  Duke  as  well  as 
for  other  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

New  problems  have  arisen  for  solution  and  others  are 
doubtless  ahead. 

But  it  has  been  at  the  same  time  a  period  of  unusual 
effort,  of  greater  determination  to  go  ahead  with  the  job 
at  hand,  of  increased  seriousness  of  purpose  among 
alumni  and  all  connected  with  the  institution. 

And  at  this  1943  Commencement,  along  with  a  brief 
review  of  the  problems  that  have  been  faced  and  appraisal 


It  is  hoped  that  all  alumni  who  can  do  so  in  consistency 
with  the  demands  of  the  war  effort  will  attend  Com- 
mencement. 

Many  of  those  who  are  usually  here  are  in  the  armed 
services  and  will  not  be  able  to  attend  in  person,  though 
they  will  be  here  in  spirit. 

There  is  all  the  more  reason  because  of  this  situation 
why  those  who  are  located  close  to  the  University  or  who 
can  come  without  an  undue  tax  upon  transportation  facil- 
ities should  make  it  a  point  to  attend  the  1943  Com- 
mencement. 


Mr.  WillkiVs  Address  at  Duke 

Echoes  of  Wendell  Willkie's  address  on  "Liberal  Arts 
Education  in  a  World  at  War,"  delivered  at  Duke  on 
Thursday  evening,  January  14,  are  still  being  heard. 

Comments  in  many  newspaper  editorials  and  other- 
wise from  all  sections  of  the  countrj'  voiced  the  opinion 
that  this  was  the  clearest  and  strongest  presentation  yet 
made  of  the  cause  of  the  liberal  arts  college,  not  only  as 
a  factor  of  outstanding  importance  at  this  critical  period 
in  the  world's  history  but  as  a  training  center  for  the 
future  in  the  years  following  the  global  conflict  now  in 
progress. 


It  may  not  be  without  interest  to  review  briefly  the 
attention  given  to  the  address  through  the  press  and  other 
channels  of  information  and  discussion. 

In  the  newspaper  references  to  the  matter  which  have 
come  to  the  attention  of  The  Register,  there  have  been 
more  than  100  editorials  iu  leading  newspapers  in  all 
sections  of  the  United  States. 

Several  hundred  news  stories  on  Mr.  Willkie's  visit 
to  Duke  have  appeared. 

Some  of  the  largest  papers  in  the  country  carried  the 
full  text  of  the  address. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  stations  of  the  great 
Mutual  Broadcasting  System  carried  the  address,  in  addi- 
tion to  four  other  North  Carolina  stations,  a  total  of  125. 

More  than  1,000  reprints  of  Mr.  Willkie's  remarks 
have  been  sent  from  the  University  to  those  requesting 
them. 

The  official  publication  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  The 
American  Scholar,  published  the  address  in  full  in  its 
last  issue,  and  it  has  appeared  in  other  periodicals  of 
importance.

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Widely-Known  Minister  of  Brick  Presbyterian  Church  in  New 
York  Will  Preach  in  University  Chapel  Friday  Evening,  May 
21 — Graduating  Exercises  to  Be  Held  Saturday  Morning,  1943 
Commencement  Closing  with  Annual  Luncheon  in  Early  After- 
noon— Summer  Session  Will  Open  June  1. 


For  the  second  time  Duke  University 
will  have  this  year  a  one-day  Commence- 
ment, the  1943  finals  beginning  at  6:07 
p.m.  on  Thursday,  May  21,  and  closing 
with  the  annual  Commencement  Lunch- 
eon in  the  early  afternoon  of  Saturday, 
May  22. 

This  will  be  Duke's  ninety-first  Com- 
mencement since  it  began  to  give  de- 
grees and  will  round  out  fifty-one  years 
that  Trinity  and  Duke  have  been  in  Dur- 
ham. The  institution  began  in  1838  in 
Randolph  County  as  Union  Institute  and 
in  1892  Trinity  College  was  moved  from 
Randolph  County  to  Durham.  Since  1924 
it  has  been  known  as  Duke  University 
with  Trinity  College  still  existing  as  the 
undergraduate  college  for  men. 

Commencement  Speaker 

The  Reverend  Paul  Austin  Wolfe,  D.D., 
LL.D.,  pastor  of  the  famous  Brick  Presby- 
terian Church  of  New  York,  will  deliver 
the  Commencement  sermon  in  the  Uni- 
versity Chapel  on  the  evening  of  Friday, 
May  21.  This  follows  the  same  plan 
adopted  for  the  1942  program  when  the 
Graduating  Exercises  were  preceded  by 
the  Commencement  sermon  the  evening 
before.  The  speaker  last  year  was  Bishop 
Adna  Wright  Leonard,  of  Washington, 
D.  C. 

Dr.  Wolfe  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
preachers  of  America.  He  is  a  native  of 
Missouri,  a  graduate  of  Carleton  Col- 
lege, Minnesota,  and  holds  the  B.D.  de- 
gree from  the  Yale  Divinity  School.  He 
holds  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  from  Northwestern  University 
and  Doctor  of  Laws  from  Blackburn  Col- 
lege in  Illinois. 

For  a  number  of  years  Dr.  Wolfe  was 
assistant  minister  of  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church,  of  New  York.  Fol- 
lowing this,  he  served  a  pastorate  in 
Keene  Valley,  N.  Y.,  later  being  chaplain 
of  the  Taft  School  in  Watertown,  Conn., 


for  four  years.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Evanston, 
111.,  from  1932  to  1938,  going  from  there 
to  his  present  pastorate  in  October,  1938. 
Dr.  Wolfe  is  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States;  the  Church 
Extension  Board  of  the  Presbytery  of 
New  York;  the  Presbyterian  Foundation 
of  the  Presbytery  of  New  York;  Director 
of  the  New  York  City  Missions  Society. 
He  has  been  greatly  in  demand  as  a 
speaker  at  important  religious  and  civic 
gatherings  and  is  widely  known  for  his 
pulpit  ability  and  as  a  student  of  reli- 
gious, civic  and  social  problems. 

Tentative  Program 

According  to  the  tentative  program 
arranged  by  the  Commencement  Commit- 
tee, the  1943  finals  will  open  with  an  out- 
door reception  for  parents  and  seniors 
on  the  Woman's  College  campus  Friday, 
May  21,  at  6:00  p.m.  At  7:00  p.m.  din- 
ners will  be  held  by  some  of  the  reunion 
classes,  although  no  definitely  organized 
effort  for  the  holding  of  these  occasions 
is  being  made  this  year  because  of  the 
transportation  situation  and  the  abbrevi- 
ated Commencement  program.  At  8 :30 
p.m..  as  already  indicated,  the  Com- 
mencement sermon  will  be  delivered  in 
the  University  Chapel. 

On  Saturday,  May  22,  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  be  held 
at  9 :00  a.m. ;  at  9 :30  a.m.  the  Alumni 
and  Alumnae  Councils  will  meet  in  the 
University  Union;  at  11:00  a.m.  the 
Graduating  Exercises  will  be  held  in 
Page  Auditorium,  being  moved  there 
from  the  Gymnasium  this  year  because 
of  the  smaller  number  of  those  receiving 
degrees  and  the  difficulty  in  the  matter 
of  attendance  by  parents  and  other 
friends  of  the  institution,  due  to  the 
transportation  curtailment.  There  will  be 
a  brief  message,  as  usual,  to  the  grad- 


uating classes  by  the  Governor  of  North 
Carolina,  The  Honorable  J.  Melville 
Broughton,  and  a  message  to  the  grad- 
uates by  President  R.  L.  Flowers  after 
the  conferring  of  the  degrees.  President 
Flowers  will  preside  at  these  exercises. 
Immediately  following  the  Graduating 
Exercises,  at  1 :15  p.m.,  the  annual  Alumni- 
Alumnae  Luncheon  will  be  held  in  the 
University  Union,  this  being  the  closing 
event  of  the  1943  Commencement. 

The  annual  lowering  of  the  flag  will 
take  place  at  sunset  Friday,  May  21. 

Degrees  to  Be  Conferred 

From  present  indications  about  450 
undergraduate  and  advanced  degrees  will 
be  conferred  upon  those  present  at  Com- 
mencement. In  addition,  a  considerable 
number  of  degrees  will  be  conferred  in 
absentia,  many  of  those  to  receive  such 
degrees  now  being  in  the  armed  services 
of  the  nation. 

Summer  Program 

As  usual  Duke  University  will  have  a 
Summer  Session,  the  first  term  beginning 
Tuesday,  June  1,  and  the  second,  Tues- 
day, July  13.  In  view  of  uncertainties 
incident  to  the  war  situation  a  detailed 
announcement  of  the  Summer  Session 
cannot  be  made  just  yet.  However,  the 
following  information  is  taken  from  a 
letter  recently  sent  out  by  Dr.  Holland 
Holton,  Director  of  the  Summer  Session : 

"The  University  is  making  as  active 
contribution  as  it  can  to  the  war  effort. 
Many  of  its  facilities  are  being  used  by 
the  men  in  uniform  and  more  of  them 
will  be  used  this  summer,  with  probably 
still  more  for  the  summer  of  1944.  .  .  . 

"It  is  our  intention  this  summer  to 
offer  as  full  a  program  as  possible  of 
graduate  work  for  students  who  have  al- 
ready started  their  degrees,  or  for  teach- 
ers who  can  complete  requirements  for  a 
higher  certificate  within  one  or  two  terms 
of  summer  session.  We  advise  all  who  can 
to  finish  these  requirements  promptly. 
Naturally,  we  do  not  know  what  we  can 
offer  for  the  summer  of  1944.  We  call 
the  attention  of  all  men  and  women  who 
enter  the  military  services  to  the  fact 
that   the   time   spent   in   service   extends 
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the    time    limit    within    which    they    can 
complete  requirements  for  a  degree. 

"The  first  term  of  Summer  Session  for 
graduate  work  will  begin  June  8,  and 
all  work  in  the  Spanish  Studies  will  be 
offered  that  term.  The  second  term  will 
begin  July  20.  Thesis  seminars  will  be 
offered  where  there  is  sufficient  demand, 
usually  in  the  second  term.  Comprehen- 
sive examinations  for  the  Master  of 
Education  degree  will  be  given  in  accord- 
ance with  the  schedule  published  last 
summer,  subject  to  a  slight  change  in 
dates. 

"A  full  program  of  undergraduate 
work  will  be  offered  beginning  Tuesday, 
June  1,  for  the  first  term,  and  Tuesday, 
July  13,  for  the  second  term.  This  under- 
graduate work  is  planned  especially  for 
the  following  classes  of  students: 

"  '1.    Women    desiring    to    accelerate 

graduation ; 
"  '2.    Men    trying    to    get   as   far    as 

they     can     with     their     college 

work   before   being   called   into 

military  service; 
"  '3.    High-school   graduates   not  yet 

of    military    age    who    wish    to 

enter  college  either  June  1   or 

July  13.' 
"The  Summer  Session  bulletin  will  be 
delayed  in  coming  from  the  press  this, 
spring,  probably  until  after  April  1. 
Board  will  cost  $45.00  for  the  six  weeks. 
All  women,  graduate  and  undergraduate, 
engineering  men,  and  probably  graduate 
men  will  be  housed  on  the  East  Campus. 
Practically  all  public  programs  will  be 
given  in  the  auditorium  on  that  campus, 
and  practically  all  courses  taught  there, 
because  so  many  of  the  facilities  of  West 
Campus    will    be    used    by    the    Armed 

Services."

Duke  Man  Operates  upon 
Patient  during  a  Heavy 
Gale  while  on  Cutter 

Lieut,  (j.g.)  Paul  W.  Lucas,  of  Dur- 
ham, graduate  of  the  Duke  School  of 
Medicine,  whose  achievement  in  saving 
the  life  of  an  ensign  when  he  operated 
on  the  officer  in  a  heavy  gale  at  sea  under 
exceedingly  difficult  circumstances,  was 
related  some  time  ago  by  the  Navy  De- 
partment, spent  a  ten-days  furlough  with 
his  family  in  Durham  recently.  He  talked 
very  modestly  about  the  exploit  which 
was  widely  publicized  in  the  newspapers, 
asserting  that  there  was  nothing  really 
spectacular  about  it. 

According  to  the  Navy's  announcement. 
Lieutenant   Lucas   saved   the  life   of   En- 


sign Kenneth  B.  Nelson,  26,  of  Chicago. 
The  story  as  told  by  Lieut.  Clyde  B. 
Goodwin,  of  Morehead  City,  wTas  to  the 
effect  that  when  Nelson  was  stricken  with 
appendicitis,  a  false  wooden  deck  was 
rigged  over  the  concrete  deck  and  the 
operating  table  was  fastened  to  it.  After 
Nelson  had  been  lashed  to  the  table  and 
the  anaesthetic  administered,  Lieutenant 
Lucas  performed  the  operation,  assisted 
by  a  warrant  machinist,  a  chief  pharma- 
cist's   mate    and    the    electrician's    mate, 


while  the  Coast  Guard  cutter  on  which 
the  operation  was  performed  was  tossing 
in  a  100-mile-an-hour  gale. 

Lieutenant  Lucas,  after  graduating 
from  the  Duke  Medical  School,  was  an 
interne  in  the  Marine  Hospital  at  Balti- 
more for  two  years.  Then  he  was  in  the 
Federal  Health  Service,  later  being  com- 
missioned in  the  Coast  Guard.  He  has 
been  on  active  duty  with  that  branch  of 
the  service  for  months,  with  headquarters 
at  Boston.

Naturally  there  has  been  from  time  to 
time  during  the  war  anxiety  about  mem- 
bers of  the  American  forces  and  civilians 
who  are  still  in  areas  occupied  by  the 
enemy.  The  Register  has  been  endeav- 
oring to  secure  all  possible  information 
about  alumni  who  are  in  that  situation 
and  will  publish  in  successive  issues  such 
facts  as  are  available. 

Sergeant  Alfred  Torrisi 

Staff  Sergeant  Alfred  Torrisi,  A.M. 
'39,  was  still  being  held  captive  by  the 
Japanese  in  the  Philippines  at  last  re- 
ports. He  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Mario  Torrisi,  of  Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y. 

A  telegram  to  the  parents  from  the 
War  Department  on  December  29  stated 
that  Torrisi  was  alive  and  a  prisoner  of 
war.  The  last  previous  information  was 
contained  in  letters  which  the  Torrisis  re- 
ceived from  their  son,  dated  March  2  and 
12  and  received  at  Mount  Vernon  August 
11.  They  were  written  from  Bataan, 
where  he  was  stationed.  He  is  believed 
to  have  been  taken  prisoner  at  Mariveles. 

Last  July,  Life  Magazine  published  a 
group  picture  of  American  prisoners  and 
the  parents  readily  identified  their  son  as 
one  of  the  group.  It  was  some  time  later 
that  definite  confirmation  was  received. 

Sergeant  Torrisi  received  his  A.B.  de- 
gree at  Fordham  University  and  his  A.M. 
at  Duke.  He  was  inducted  into  Army 
.service  in  1941.  First  he  was  with  an 
Army  Chemical  Warfare  unit  and  later 
was  transferred  to  the  Philippines,  arriv- 
ing there  in  November,  1941,  a  month 
before  the  Japanese  attacked. 

Donald  Schworer 

A  letter  from  his  father  gives  the  in- 
formation that  Donald  Schworer,  '38,  has 
been  interned  at  Santo  Tomas  University, 
Manila,  P.  I.,  since  December  26,  1941. 
A  friend  who  was  repatriated  from 
Manila  and  returned  on  the  Gripsholm 
reported  seeing  him  in  June,  1942,  and 
said  that  at  that  time  he  was  well  and  in 
fine  condition. 

"Thank  you  for  your  inquiry  about 
Don,"  says  Mr.  Schworer  in  his  letter. 
"I  know  he  must  have  many  pleasant 
thoughts  about  his  four  years  at  Duke 
that  he  enjoyed  so  much  and  called  the 
best  four  years  of  his  life." 


Other  Alumni  in  Philippines 
A  letter  from  the  Society  for  the  Re- 
lief of  Americans  in  the  Philippines  gives, 
in  response  to  an  inquiry  from  the  Alumni 
Office,  information  regarding  a  number 
of  Duke  alumni  who  are  there.  The  fol- 
lowing is  from  the  letter: 

"Mrs.  Andrew  Black,  '38  (Frances 
Wade  Salmon),  and  her  baby  are  in- 
terned in  Santo  Tomas  Internment  Camp. 
Her  husband  is  also  interned  there  with 
her  and  helped  build  the  road  to  the  new 
garbage  clump  in  the  internment  camp. 

"The  only  information  we  have  about 
Mrs.  Rupert  M.  Foley,  '36  (Helen  Eliza- 
beth Halsema),  is  that  she  is  interned  in 
Baguio.  Her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Halsema,  are  also  at  Baguio,  as  well  as 
the   brother,    James    Halsema,    '39.      Un- 


fortunately we  have  very  little  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  those  who  are  in  Baguio 
as  very  little  has  leaked  through  even  to 
Manila." 

News  was  received  in  Durham  some 
time  ago  from  the  Philippines  to  the 
effect  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Norwood  Car- 
roll and  their  baby  son  were  well  and 
safe.  Mrs.  Carroll  is  the  former  Isabelle 
Singleton,  '30,  of  Durham. 

Sergeant  John  Williams,  '40 

One  of  the  first  American  fliers  to  be 
taken  a  prisoner  of  war  in  German  ter- 
ritory is  John  Williams,  who  graduated 
at  Duke  in  1940.  He  is  from  Douglas- 
ton,  N.  Y.,  and  a  radio  navigator.  He 
enlisted  January  1,  1942,  in  the  Army  Air 
Corps  and  took  training  at  Scott  Field. 
Shortly  after  he  was  reported  missing, 
his  uncle,  J.  Frank  Williams,  received  a 
letter  telling  of  his  internment  in  a 
German  camp.  He  was  employed  prior 
to  enlistment  by  the  American  Sugar  Re- 
fining Company  in  New  York.  His  par- 
ents are  dead.

While  Duke  University  has  been  se- 
lected to  participate  in  both  the  engineer- 
ing and  general  phases  of  the  new  Navy 
College  Training  Program,  designed  to 
produce  officers  for  the  Navy,  Marine 
Corps  and  Coast  Guard  through  the 
training  of  students  and  recent  graduates 
of  high  schools  and  preparatory  schools, 
enlisted  men  in  the  three  services  and 
college  students,  no  statement  has  been 
yet  issued  as  to  just  how  many  student- 
trainees  the  program  will  include. 

The  new  program,  designated  as  the 
Navy's  V-12  program,  is  expected  to  be- 
gin on  or  about  July  1.  It  will  absorb 
most  of  the  college  students  now  enlisted 
in  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  or  Coast 
Guard  preference,  and  those  who  hold 
probationary  commissions  in  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Reserve. 

Students  to  be  trained  under  the  Col- 
lege Training  Program  for  general  duties 
will  receive  one  and  one-third  years  of 
study  at  colleges  and  universities  under 
contract  to  the  Navy.  The  period  of 
training  will  consist  of  four  terms  of  col- 
lege work  of  sixteen  weeks  duration  each. 
The  length  of  the  course  for  students  who 
are  training  for  specialized  service,  in- 
cluding engineering  officer  candidates,  will 


vary  from  six  to  twelve  terms.  At  the 
conclusion  of  their  college  work,  students 
will  take  specialized  Naval  training  lead- 
ing to  commissions. 

It  is  stated  that  all  men  accepted  for 
the  V-12  program  will  go  on  active  duty 
in  uniform  under  military  discipline. 

Qualifying  tests  to  be  held  on  or  about 
April  2  will  take  place  throughout  the 
nation.  Students  selected  on  the  basis  of 
officer-like  qualifications  including  scores 
on  these  tests  will  be  assigned  to  Navy 
College  Training  Program  in  two  groups. 
The  first  group  will  report  to  colleges  or 
universities,  now  being  selected  by  the 
Navy,  on  or  about  July  1.  The  second 
group  will  report  on  or  about  November 
1.  Another  group  will  report  about 
March  1,  1944,  following  selection  late 
this  year. 

At  least  one  selection  committee  is 
planned  for  each  state.  Successful  can- 
didates will  be  permitted  to  indicate  their 
preference  for  assignment  to  colleges  on 
the  Navy  list.  The  Navy  will  respect  the 
preference  of  the  student  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. No  guarantee,  however,  can  be 
made  that  a  student's  request  for  a  given 
college  will  be  granted.

Mrs.  Mahy  Duke  Biddle,  alumna  of  the 
class  of  1907,  has  just  presented  to  Duke 
University  several  valuable  objects  of  art 
to  be  seen  in  two  buildings  on  the  Wom- 
an's College  campus.  Some  of  the  items 
included  in  the  gift  have  been  on  loan, 
in  the  Alumnae  Boom  in  the  East  Duke 
Building  and  in  the  Woman's  College 
Library,  and  these  are  now  given  to  the 
institution  along  with  two  handsome 
Beauvais  tapestries. 

Included  in  the  gift  is  the  famous  oil 
painting,  "Portrait  of  Xancy  Carey,"  by 
John  Hoppner,  noted  English  artist 
(1758-1810).  This  is  in  the  lobby  of  the 
Woman's  College  Library. 

The  second  picture  is  the  oil  painting 
by  Hubert  Robert  (1733-1808).  This  is 
a  widely  known  palace  and  garden  scene, 
and  is  in  the  Alumnae  Room. 

Of  the  two  large  Beauvais  tapestries, 
one  is  to  hang  in  the  room  with  the 
Hoppner  portrait.  The  subject  is  "The 
Bath,"  the  scene  showing  two  female  fig- 
ures, birds  and  cupids,  with  a  wine  grape- 
vine border.  The  other,  in  the  Alumnae 
Room,  depicts  a  castle  landscape  center, 
with  two  figures  in  the  foreground,  floral 
foliage  and  figure  border. 

Other  objects  of  art  included  in  this 
valuable  acquisition  are  an  antique  Louis 
XVI  flat  top  writing  table,  Ormolu 
mount,  and  a  Louis  XV  carved  sofa  cov- 
ered in  red  figured  velvet. 

The  outstanding  gift,  which  has  been 
accepted  with  an  expression  of  deep 
appreciation  by  the  University,  provides 
continuing  evidence  of  the  donor's  appre- 
ciation of,  and  love  for,  the  artistic  and 
beautiful  and  at  the  same  time  her  feel- 
ing of  deep  devotion  to  Duke  and  its 
causes.  It  is  one  of  a  number  of  fine 
contributions  she  has  made  to  the  insti- 
tution in  recent  years.  In  these  mani- 
festations of  love  for  her  Alma  Mater 
she  has  maintained  the  tradition  estab- 
lished by  her  father  and  mother,  the  late 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benjamin  X.  Duke,  her 
uncle,  James  Buchanan  Duke,  and  her 
grandfather,  Washington  Duke,  all  of 
whom  did  so  much  in  behalf  of  Trinity 
College  and  Duke  University. 

University  officials  have  expressed  the 
confident    belief    that    Mrs.    Biddle's    ex- 


ample in  her  latest  gift  will  prove  an 
incentive  to  other  graduates  and  friends 
of  Duke  to  make  contributions  to  the 
aesthetic  phases  of  the  institution's  pro- 
gram. It  is  not  too  much  to  expect  that 
a  really  significant  collection  of  objects 
of.  art  will  be  developed  on  the  campus 
within  the  next  few  years.

Rev.  T.  B.  ("Scotty")  Cowan,  minister 
of  the  Religious  Fellowship  in  Norris, 
Tennessee,  on  March  5  delivered  his  final 
messages  in  the  Tenth  Annual  Religious 
Emphasis  Week  at  Duke  University,  a 
week  which  the  sponsoring  student  com- 
mittee reports  as  perhaps  the  most  suc- 
cessful ever  held  on  this  campus. 

"Scotty,"  as  he  is  called  by  students, 
presenting  religion  in  a  frank  and  basic 
manner,  received  a  sincere  response  from 
the  students  right  from  the  beginning,  al- 
though this  was  his  first  appearance  on 
the  Duke  campus. 

In  his  final  sermon  in  Page  Auditorium 
he  spoke  about  making  religion  a  force 
rather  than  a  form. 

"When  Jesus  walked  in  his  day,"  Mr. 
Cowan  stated,  "it  was  the  'good'  men  he 
had  to  attack.  The  struggle  has  always 
been  one  to  make  religion  a  force  rather 
than  a  form." 

"Scotty"  sees  that  while  there  is  a  Avar 
going  on  between  nations,  there  is  also  a 
revolution  going  on  inside  all  the  coun- 
tries. With  this  social  revolution  he  sees 
a  need  of  a  revolution  within  the  church. 

He   said    that    he   strongly   believes   in 


the  church  and  that  he  questions  the  in- 
dividuals who  stay  out,  saying  that  they 
can  find  God  in  the  mountains  and  fields. 

"The  church  is  a  fellowship  where  God 
is  in  the  midst  knitting  thought  to 
thought  and  heart  to  heart,"  declared  Mr. 
Cowan. 

He  then  pointed  out  that  the  church 
is  the  one  institution  in  Europe  which 
has  withstood  the  Axis  tyranny;  and  said 
that  Albert  Einstein  has  stated  bis  dis- 
appointment first  in  the  universities  in 
Europe  because  they  refused  to  fight,  and 
then  at  the  press  which  also  evaded  the 
issue,  but  that  he  was  surprised  to  find 
the  church  emerging  as  the  one  institu- 
tion which  stood  for  its  principles. 

"When  the  church  is  regnant  it  is  not 
simply  a  body,"  "Scotty"  stated,  "but  it 
has  a  soul.  The  form  of  the  church  in 
Russia  was  crushed  from  the  bottom  up, 
but  the  church  is  alive  in  Russia  today." 

Preceding  the  regular  schedule  of  "Re- 
ligious Emphasis  Week"  services,  Dr. 
E.  A.  Aubrey,  of  the  Divinity  School  of 
the  University  of  Chicago,  preached  in 
the  University  Chapel  Sunday,  February 
28,  and  lead  several  group  discussions 
Sunday  and  Monday. 


Lieut.  Paul  K.  Jones,  '39,  Is 
Cited  for  Heroic  Services 
in  the  Pacific  War  Zone 

Lieut.  Paul  K.  Jones,  '39,  of  the  Army 
Air  Force,  was  one  of  six  American  offi- 
cers awarded  the  Distinguished  Flying 
Cross  recently  by  Lieut.  Gen.  George  C. 
Kenney,  Commander  of  the  Allied  Air 
Forces  in  the  Southwest  Pacific.  He  was 
decorated  for  "extraordinary  achieve- 
ments while  participating  in  aerial 
flights." 

The  citation  related  that  the  officers 
decorated  had  participated  in  more  than 
fifty  operational  flights  and  missions 
from  July  to  October.  These  included 
interceptions  of  enemy  fighters  and 
bombers. 

Lieut.  Jones,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Francis  W.  Jones,  of  Salem,  Mass.,  en- 
listed in  1940.  He  was  assigned  to  Aus- 
tralia a  year  ago  with  the  first  American 
fliers  sent  there.     He  had  been  cited  for 


heroism  in  previous  dispatches  from  the 
Pacific  war  zone. 

Before  coming  to  Duke,  he  attended 
Salem  High  School  and  Lawrence  Acad- 
emy. 


Duke  Mobile  Canteen  to 
Be  Used  on  Continent 

Hope  that  the  mobile  canteen — a  fully 
equ'pped  feeding  kitchen  truck — con- 
tributed by  the  faculty  and  students  of 
Duke  University  last  year  to  the  British 
War  Relief  Society,  will  see  service  with 
the  Allied  forces  on  the  European  Conti- 
nent, was  expressed  recently  by  Com- 
mandant Lacroix  of  the  Second  Battalion 
Belgian  Fusiliers  in  a  letter  to  Dr.  Ruth 
M.  Addoms,  chairman  of  the  Duke  group 
of  the  B.W.R.S. 

The  Duke-contributed  truck  has  been 
in  the  service  of  the  Belgian  battalion 
during  maneuvers  in  England  for  over  a 
year.  The  truck  is  fitted  to  provide 
emergency  hot  drinks,  food,  and  refresh- 
ment for  hard-pressed  troops. 


Dr.  Lewis  E.  Anderson  Is 
Lieutenant  in  the  Navy 

Dr.  Lewis  E.  Anderson,  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Botany  in  Duke  University,  a 
member  of  the  department  since  1936, 
has  been  commissioned  a  lieutenant  in 
the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve,  and  reported 
to  Ohio  State  University  on  March  1  for 
indoctrination.  Dr.  Anderson  is  a  native 
of  Batesville,  Mississippi,  and  was  grad- 
uated from  Mississippi  State  College. 
He  received  the  A.M.  degree  from  Duke 
and  the  Ph.D.  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania.  A  specialist  in  the 
field  of  bryophytes,  Dr.  Anderson  has 
contributed  to  the  American  Journal  of 
Botany  and  other  scientific  journals.  He 
has  served  as  curator  for  the  Sullivant 
Moss  Society. 


Sherwood  Eddy  Speaks

The  visiting  speaker  for  many  years 
served  as  head  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  in  Asia.

Con- 
tingent in  the  history  of  all  wars  is  the 
involved  nation's  effort  to  hold  to  its  art 
and  music  as  a  means  of  keeping  in  touch 
with  all  that  is  fine  and  permanent  and 
true,  as  against  the  things  that  pertain 
to  its  immediate  trappings  of  destruction 
and  death.  If  art  and  music  did  not 
contribute  support  to  a  national  morale 
their  infinite  meanings  could  not  be  made 
use  of  in  times  of  distress.  Thus,  while 
Duke  University  is  marshalling  every 
human  resource  and  facility  on  the  cam- 
pus into  a  wide  variety  of  war  service 
and  training  programs,  it  has  also 
strengthened  its  basis  for  the  things  that 
are  conducive  to  morale  building  and  to 
preparation  and  equipment  for  the  higher 
type  of  peace  that  men  and  women  of 
America  can  ever  comprehend  and  live  by. 

Featured  on  the  Duke  schedule  of 
events  for  music  week  was  the  annual 
dance  recital  given  by  the  Modern  Dance 
Group,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mo- 
dena  Lewis.  Costumes  for  the  dance  were 
designed  in  the  art  department  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Alice  Wilson.  On 
Thursday  afternoon  the  celebrated  George 
Biddle,  President  of  the  National  Society 
of  Mural  Painters,  lectured  on  "Art 
Tendencies  in  America."'  Thursday  eve- 
ning in  the  University  Chapel,  a  com- 
plete program  of  American  music  was 
given  by  the  University  Chapel  Choir, 
under  the  direction  of  J.  Foster  Barnes, 
director  of  choral  music,  with  Miss  Bea- 
trice Donley,  contralto,  assistant  profes- 
sor   of    music    at    Meredith    College,    as 


soloist,  and  Edward  Hall  Broadhead, 
Duke  Chapel  organist,  at  the  organ  con- 
sole.

Several  Duke  alumni  in  the  armed  serv- 
ices have  been  reported  "missing  in  ac- 
tion"  during  recent  weeks. 

Ensign  Carl  Lee 

Ensign  Arthur  Carl  Lee,  Jr.,  U.S.N.R., 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  C.  Lee,  of  Char- 
lotte, Duke  alumnus  of  the  class  of  1936, 
was  recently  reported  by  the  Navy  De- 
partment as  "missing  in  action." 

Ensign  Lee  was  on  a  mine  sweeper 
returning  to  Coos  Bay,  on  the  southern 
coast  of  Oregon,  from  patrol  duty.  Stormy 
seas  caused  the  small  craft  to  be  pounded 
against  the  beach.  A  Coast  Guard  boat 
rescued  sixteen  of  the  twenty-nine  men 
aboard. 

Ensign  Lee  was  born  in  Greenville,  S. 
C.  He  attended  Duke  after  graduating 
from  the  Durham  High  School.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fra- 
ternity in  college.  He  volunteered  last 
May  for  Naval  service  after  six  years  in 
mercantile  pursuits.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Charlotte. 

Lieut.  Walter  Earl  Brown 
Lieut.  Walter  Earl  Brown,  graduate  of 
the  Duke  School  of  Medicine  in  1939,  was 
reported  missing  some  weeks  ago  follow- 


ing "action  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty  in  the  service  of  his  country."  Be- 
fore entering  the  service  in  1940,  he  was 
serving  an  interneship  at  Rocky  Mount. 

Lieut.  Brown  was  aboard  a  plane  that 
crashed  off  Guadalcanal  about  the  middle 
of  December.

He  en- 
tered the  Navy  medical  service  about  two 
years  ago.

Harvey  B.  Clarke,  fireman  second  class 
in  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve,  has  been  re- 
ported "missing  in  action"  by  the  Navy 
Department.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
class  of  '42  at  Duke  and  enlisted  in  the 
Naval  Reserve  in  1941. 

According  to  information  received  by 
The  Register,  Clarke  was  on  one  of 
seven  destroyers  sunk  in  the  battle  of 
November  13  off  the  Solomon  Islands. 
He  was  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
E.  Clarke,  of  Palo  Alto,  California.

The  hospital  serves 
Oran  and  two  adjoining  bases  and  was 
set  up  following  the  first  American  land- 
ing in  Northwest  Africa.  He  had  an 
emergency  dressing  station  on  a  beach  at 
first  and  for  several  days  performed 
operations  there.

He  was  stationed  at  the  Naval 
Hospital  at  Parris  Island,  S.  C,  before 
going  overseas.

The  Duke  University  College  of  Engi- 
neering' will  participate  fully  in  the  Navy 
college  training  program  for  which  the 
University  was  recently  selected  as  a  cen- 
ter. The  facilities  and  staff  of  the  three 
departments  which  constitute  the  College 
will  be  fully  utilized  in  training  a  capac- 
ity group  of  engineer  general  candidates 
and  engineer  specialist  candidates  in 
civil,  electrical,  and  mechanical  engineer- 
ing.

Colleges  may 
or  may  not,  at  their  own  discretion,  it 
is  also  stated,  give  regular  academic  credit 
for  the  courses  prescribed  by  the  Navy 
Department.

Sports  will  go  on  at  Duke  University 
through  the  war.  In  some  form,  but  per- 
haps with  restrictions,  there  will  be  com- 
petitive athletics.  The  spring  basketball 
jamboree  on  the  Duke  campus  in  which 
fifty  cage  teams  played  games  in  a  single 
afternoon  and  evening  proved  the  keen 
interest  that  can  be  aroused  in  intra- 
mural contests.  The  playing  may  not  be 
of  varsity  quality,  but  the  results  are 
the  same  in  so  far  as  the  participants 
are  concerned. 

Even  with  the  great  part  of  the  stu- 
dent body  in  uniform  and  under  mili- 
tary regulations  next  session,  time  is 
expected  to  be  given  them  in  which  to 
go  out  for  their  favorite  sports.  To  what 
extent  service  teams  will  be  able  to  play 
off-campus  opponents  is  yet  to  be  deter- 
mined. 

Football  is  still  in  an  uncertain  state, 
but  Coach  Eddie  Cameron  and  his  asso- 
ciates guided  their  cohorts  through  a 
regular  spring  practice  session,  and  the 
Blue  Devils,  weak  or  strong,  will  be 
ready  for  a  fall  schedule. 

Duke  "Runner  Up" 

Perhaps  the  last  sports  schedule  un- 
affected by  the  war  for  the  duration  was 
played  by  the  Blue  Devil  basketball  team, 
which  went  to  the  finals  in  the  attempt  to 
defend  their  Southern  Conference  title, 
only  to  lose  to  George  Washington  56-40 
in  that  final  game.  The  Blue  Devils 
wound  up  their  regular  schedule  at  the 
top  of  both  the  Southern  Conference  and 
the  Big  Five  standings. 

Duke  defeated  V.  M.  I.  57-41  in  the 
first  game  of  the  tournament,  and  went 
on  to  defeat  Citadel  56-37.  The  Devils 
played  sensationally  in  the  first  two 
games,  and  Gantt,  Seward,  and  Cedric 
Loftis  won  places  on  the  All-Tournament 
team.  George  Washington,  which  had 
licked  the  Devils  once  in  the  regular  sea- 
son and  pushed  Duke  into  an  extra  period 
before  the  Gerard-coached  lads  won  64- 
61  Mas  ''hot"  in  the  championship  game 
in  Raleis'h. 


During  the  regular  season  Duke  rolled 
up  1,251  points  to  their  opponents'  1,068, 
averaging  57.4  per  game  against  confer- 
ence opponents.  The  season's  winnings 
were  20  games  to  6  lost.  Taking  over 
the  duties  of  Coach  Eddie  Cameron, 
Coach  Jerry  Gerard  turned  in  a  good 
job. 

Gordon  Carver  and  Cedric  Loftis  tied 
for  scoring  honors,  with  an  average  of 
11.7  points  per  game.  Carver  counted 
269  points  in  23  games  of  the  regular 
season,  and  Loftis  made  246  points  in  21 
games.  Bob  Gantt  averag'ed  10.7  points 
per  game  for  19  games,  and  Bubber  Sew- 
ard averaged  10.6  points  per  game  for 
23  games.

Announcement  of  the  organization  of  a 
baseball  "Ration  League"  in  North  Car- 
olina provides  the  answer  to  the  question 
of  what  Carolina,  Duke  and  State  will 
do  on   the  baseball   diamond  this  spring. 

These  teams,  along  with  the  Carolina 
Navy  Pre-Flighters,  will  play  a  12-game 
schedule,  each  team  meeting  the  others 
four  times  during  the  season. 

The  league  is  expected  to  prove  a  life- 
saver  to  collegiate  baseball  in  this  sec- 
tion, as  the  teams  are  finding  it  more  and 
more  difficult  to  schedule  games  in  other 
sections  due  to  the  regulations  on  trans- 
portation. In  the  new  loop  within  the 
Durham-Chapel  Hill-Raleigh  area,  there 
will  be  no  over-night  stop-overs. 

There  is  indication  that  the  three  col- 
lege   teams    in    the    new    circuit    will    be 


close  to  par  in  strength,  although  they 
have  been  hit  by  losses  to  the  Army  and 
Navy  Air  Corps  Reserves.  Now  that 
freshmen  are  eligible  for  varsity  sports, 
the  coaches  are  hoping  to  find  at  least  a 
couple  of  promising  yearlings  for  each 
club. 

The  Navy  Pre-Flighters,  who  have 
shown  sports  fans  excellent  teams  since 
coming  to  Chapel  Hill,  should  field  a  fine 
ball  club.  Major  leaguers  and  former 
college  stars  are  stationed  at  the  Cloud- 
busters'  base  and  these  should  form  the 
nucleus  of  one  of  the  best  teams  in  the 
state  if  not  in  the  South. 

Schedule  for  the  new  circuit  is  ex- 
pected to  be  completed  and  announced 
shortly.

Concerning  Commencement 

The  1943  Commencement  of  Duke  University  will 
begin  with  the  outdoor  reception  for  graduates  and  their 
parents  on  Friday  evening,  May  21,  and  close  with  the 
Alumni-Alumnae  Luncheon  on  Saturday,  May  22. 

It  will  be  the  second  one-day  commencement  in  the 
history  of  Duke  University,  a  curtailed  program  being- 
adopted  again  this  year  because  of  war-time  conditions. 

Incidentally,  the  first  one-day  commencement  was  de- 
cidedlv  successful. 


Naturally  the  attendance  this  year  will  not  be  a  record- 
breaker. 

But  every  effort  will  be  exerted  to  make  the  occasion 
an  interesting  and  beneficial  one  for  those  who  can  attend, 
and  the  thoughts  of  those  here  will  be  with  those  who  are 
prevented  from  coming. 


If  you  cannot  be  here,  will  you  not  do  two  things? 

First,  send  to  the  institution  through  the  Alumni  Office 
a  message  of  inspiration  and  encouragement  during  these 
trying  times,  or  a  suggestion  for  the  benefit  of  the  alumni 
and  the  University,  or  some  information  about  yourself 
or  other  alumni,  particularly  friends  in  the  armed  serv- 
ices, in  order  that  the  Alumni  Office  may  keep  as  closely 
in  touch  with  you  as  possible. 

Next,  aid  the  government  in  the  war  effort  by  buying 
war  bonds,  adding  promptly  to  anything  you  have  already 
done  in  this  way  purchases  to  the  amount  of  expenses  you 
would  have  incurred  by  attending  Commencement  if  it 
had  been  possible  for  you  to  do  so. 

Some  who  live  at  too  great  a  distance  to  come  under 
present  conditions  have  indicated  their  intention  to  do 
just  that,  and  to  contribute  in  war  bonds  for  the  perma- 
nent support  of  the  alumni  work. 

Why  not  make  the  1943  Commencement  period  partic- 
ularly notable  because  of  the  number  of  those  making  a 
special  donation  for  the  alumni  work,  aiding  in  the  war 
bond  effort  at  the  same  time? 


Duke  Alumni  in  the  Services 

Approximately  3,000  Duke  alumni  are  now  in  the 
armed  services  of  the  nation. 

Some  are  in  army  camps  or  naval  stations  in  this 
country;  some  are  on  battle  fronts  around  the  world. 


nation  who  take  time  after  a  hard  day  in  camp  or  on  the 
front  to  write  letters  to  the  Alumni  Office. 

Many  of  these  letters  will  constitute  one  of  the  most 
prized  possessions  of  the  Alumni  Office  and  the  University 
after  the  present  world  struggle  is  over. 

They  contain  in  most  cases  items  of  interest  about  the 
writers  and  their  experiences. 

And  in  practically  every  instance  there  is  a  word  of 
love  for  Duke  and  appreciation  of  what  the  institution  did 
for  the  writer  while  he  was  a  student  here. 


It  may  be  stated  here  that  naturally  contacts  with 
men  in  the  services  constitute  a  major  feature  of  the 
work  of  the  Alumni  Office  now. 

Copies  of  The  Register  are  regularly  sent  to  hundreds 
of  army  camps  and  naval  stations;  books  have  been  sent 
by  the  Alumni  Office  to  many  such  camps  and  stations; 
hundreds  of  personal  letters  have  been  written  to  Duke 
alumni  in  the  services  and  their  parents ;  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  matter  in  each  issue  of  The  Register  is 
devoted  to  those  in  the  services. 

A  particular  effort  is  being  made  to  put  into  the  rec- 
ords as  much  information  as  possible  about  the  war  serv- 
ice of  Duke  men  and  women. 

In  these  and  other  ways,  service  is  being  rendered  to 
those  associated  in  any  way  with  the  war  effort,  and  this 
service  will  be  continued. 


Daniel  C.  Roper 


In  the  death  at  his  home  in  Washington.  D.  O,  on 
April  11  of  Daniel  C.  Roper,  '88,  Duke  University  has  lost 
a  loyal  and  devoted  alumnus  and  an  able  and  useful  mem- 
ber of  the  University's  Board  of  Trustees. 

He  was  never  too  busy  to  co-operate  in  any  way  pos- 
sible with  the  University  and  the  Alumni  Office  whenever 
the  opportunity  was  presented. 

He  believed  in  Duke  University  and  in  the  ideals  and 
purposes  of  the  institution  and  was  ever  ready  to  aid  in 
their  furtherance. 


Alumni  generally  might  be  surprised  if  they  realized 
the  number  of  former  students  now  in  the  service  of  the 


Colonel  Roper  was  a  man  who  had  a  distinguished 
career  in  national  affairs  for  the  past  50  years. 

He  rendered  exceedingly  valuable  service  in  many 
public  i^ositions. 

But  Duke  alumni  are  thinking  of  him  now  especially 
as  a  genial,  wholesoided,  generous  friend  of  good  causes 
generally — religious,  educational  and  civic — and  as  one 
who  sincerely  loved  his  Alma  Mater  and  who  was  true  at 
all  times  to  her  ideals.

Duke  University's  second  one-day  Com- 
mencement will  open  at  6 :00  p.m.  on 
Friday,  May  21,  with  the  outdoor  recep- 
tion on  the  campus  of  the  Woman's  Col- 
lege, followed  by  the  annual  Flag-Lower- 
ing at  7 :00  p.m.,  and  the  annual  Com- 
mencement Sermon  at -8:30  p.m.  in  the 
University  Chapel. 

The  Commencement  speaker  this  year 
will  be  Dr.  Paul  Austin  Wolfe,  pastor 
of  the  Brick  Presbyterian  Church  of  New 
York  City.  Following  his  sermon  the  an- 
nual Commencement  Carillon  Recital  will 
be  given  by  Anton  Brees,  who  for  the 
past  eleven  years  has  been  summer  caril- 
lonneur  to  the  University.  Each  year 
he  opens  his  series  of  summer  programs 
with  a  Commencement  recital,  and  that 
will  be  the  case  again  this  year. 

Commencement   Day 

Saturday  will  be  Commencement  Day. 
Preceding  the  Graduating  Exercises  in 
Page  Auditorium  at  11 :00  a.m.,  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
will  be  held  in  the  Trustees'  Room  in  the 
Administration  Building  on  the  Univer- 
sity campus,  and  the  Alumni  and  Alum- 
nae Councils  will  hold  their  annual  meet- 
ings in  the  University  Union.  The  Alumni- 
Alumnae  Luncheon  at  1 :15  p.m.  will  con- 
clude the  1943  Commencement. 

Degrees  to  Be  Conferred 

At  the  Graduating  Exercises  Saturday 
degrees  will  be  conferred  upon  more  than 
300  graduates  of  the  various  schools  and 
colleges  of  the  University.  Many  others 
who  are  now  in  the  armed  services  of  the 
nation  will  be  awarded  their  degrees  in 
absentia.  A  feature  of  the  Graduating 
Exercises  will  be  the  message  to  be  de- 
livered by  The  Honorable  J.  Melville 
Broughton,  Governor  of  North   Carolina. 


This  will  continue  a  practice  which  has 
prevailed  for  many  years,  the  Gover- 
nor of  the  State  always  speaking  a  final 
word  to  the  seniors  on  Commencement 
Day.  President  R.  L.  Flowers  will  pre- 
side at  the  Commencement  Exercises. 

Annual  Alumni-Alumnae 
Luncheon 

Almost  immediately  following  the  ex- 
ercises in  Page  Auditorium,  the  annual 
Alumni-Alumnae  Luncheon  will  be  held. 


An  attendance  of  several  hundred  alumni 
and  guests  is  expected.  T.  R.  Waggoner, 
'22,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  president  of  the  Gen- 
eral Alumni  Association,  will  preside. 
There  will  be  greetings  from  the  Class 
of  1918  (the  Twenty-Fifth  Year  Class) 
and  from  the  General  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion. As  usual,  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity will  speak  briefly  to  the  alumni 
and  there  will  be  musical  and  other  fea- 
tures of  this  final  Commencement  occa- 
sion. 

Class  Reunions 

While  transportation  restrictions  and 
other  conditions  incident  to  the  war  will 
naturally  prevent  the  attendance  of  many 
alumni  and  other  friends  who  would  be 
here  otherwise,  the  1943  Commencement 
will  present  many  interesting  features. 
Because  of  the  conditions  referred  to,  em- 
phasis is  not  being  placed  as  usual  upon

The  reunion  classes  this  year  are  as  follows :  '93,  '98,  '99,  '00,  '01,  '17,  '18,  '19, 
'20,  '33,  '36,  '37,  '38,  '39,  '42.  Reunion  gatherings  will  be  held  in  cases 
where  the  prospective  attendance  seems  to  justify  it.  However,  the  number 
of  reunions  will  be  curtailed  considerably  this  year  because  of  war 
conditions. 
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Commencement.  This  is  in  line  with  a 
policy  being  followed  by  many  institu- 
tions in  co-operation  with  government 
authorities  who  have  requested  that  at- 
tendance on  such  occasions  be  not  stressed 
this  year  and  that  alumni  who  would 
otherwise  make  a  particular  effort  to  at- 
tend their  class  gatherings  be  requested 
instead  to  invest  the  amounts  that  would 
ordinarily  be  spent  for  Commencement 
reunions  on  war  bonds.  However,  any 
lessening  of  emphasis  upon  the  class  re- 
unions will  be  only  for  the  present  emer- 
gency and  the  hope  of  the  Alumni  Office 
staff  is  to  put  particular  emphasis  upon 
these  occasions  when  normal  conditions 
are  resumed. 

Dr.  Manchester  University  Marshal 

Dr.  A.  K.  Manchester,  Dean  of  Fresh- 
men, will  act  as  University  Marshal  for 
Commencement  this  year  for  the  first 
time,  succeeding  Dr.  Frank  C.  Brown, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  English, 


who  retires  as  Commencement  Marshal 
after  many  years  of  service  in  that  capac- 
ity because  of  the  pressure  of  other  duties 
and  illness.  During  the  many  years  he  has 
served  as  University  Marshal,  he  has  been 
largely  responsible  for  the  Commence- 
ment arrangements  associated  with  the 
academic  processions  and  similar  features 
of  these  annual  occasions.  No  little  of 
the  success  of  Duke  University  commence- 
ments of  the  past  has  been  due  to  his  dili- 
gence and  ability  in  looking  after  the 
multitudinous  details  connected  with 
Commencement.  Dr.  Brown  will  still  act 
as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  arrange- 
ments for  the  outdoor  reception  for  grad- 
uates and  their  parents,  which  has  come 
in  recent  years  to  be  regarded  as  one  of 
the   "high  spots"  at   Commencement. 

Meetings  op  Councils 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Council 
on  Saturday,  May  22,  W.  Herbert  Smith, 
'23,   of   Clover,    S.    C,   chairman   of  the 


Alumni  Council,  will  preside.  Mrs.  Mar- 
tha Layton  Winston,  '29,  of  Oxford,  N. 
C,  will  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Alumnae  Council.  At  these  meetings  offi- 
cers for  the  ensuing  year  of  the  General 
Alumni  and  Alumnae  Associations  will 
be  nominated,  these  nominations  to  be 
presented  at  the  annual  Alumni-Alumnae 
Luncheon  later  in  the  day. 

Wreath  to  Be  Placed 

As  has  been  the  custom  for  the  past 
several  years,  a  wreath  will  be  placed  at 
the  tomb  of  the  late  James  Buchanan 
Duke  in  behalf  of  the  orphanages  of 
North  and  South  Carolina.  This  is  done  in 
remembrance  of  the  outstanding  contribu- 
tion made  by  Mr.  Duke  to  the  cause  of 
the  orphanages  in  the  two  states  through 
the  provision  made  for  that  purpose  in 
the  Indenture  of  Trust  executed  by  Mr. 
Duke  in  1924.  While,  as  indicated  above, 
the  wreath  will  be  placed  at  the  tomb,  the 
usual  exercises  incident  to  the  occasion 
will  be  omitted  this  vear.

Daniel  C.  Roper,  former  U.  S.  Secre- 
tary of  Commerce  in  the  administration 
of  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  died 
at  his  home  in  Washington,  D.  O,  Sunday 
night,  April  11,  after  an  illness  of  three 
months.  The  funeral  service  was  held  at 
Mount  Vernon  Place  Methodist  Church  in 


Washington  Wednesday  afternoon,  April 
14,  attended  by  a  large  congregation  of 
citizens  of  the  nation's  capital,  including 
many  public  officials.  Duke  University, 
of  which  the  deceased  was  an  honored 
alumnus  and  trustee,  was  represented  at 
the  funeral. 

Colonel  Roper,  who  was  76  years  old  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  was  the  first  Secre- 
tary of  Commerce  under  President  Roose- 
velt. He  also  served  for  a  short  period 
as  Minister  to  Canada,  acting  in  that 
capacity  during  the  visit  of  the  King  and 
Queen  of  Great  Britain  to  Canada  a  few 
years  ago. 

He  was  a  native  of  South  Carolina  and 
long  prominent  in  political  circles  in  that 
state.  He  had  spent  many  years  in  the 
service  of  the  Government.  He  had  lived 
under  sixteen  presidents  and  served  under 
nine  of  them  in  an  equal  variety'  of  key 
posts.  A  most  interesting  account  of  his 
experiences  in  various  governmental 
posts,  as  well  as  his  observations  gener- 
ally on  national  and  world  conditions,  is 
contained  in  his  autobiography,  "Fifty 
Years  of  Public  Life,"  published  in 
December,  1941,  by  the  Duke  University 
Press.  This  book  has  attracted  much  at- 
tention. 

Colonel  Roper  had  a  serious  attack  of 


pneumonia  in  the  fall  of  1940,  but  he  im- 
proved and  his  health  seemed  to  be  better 
until  the  fatal  illness  which  had  confined 
him  to  his  home  for  some  time  preceding 
his  death. 

He  was  born  in  Marlboro  County,  S.  C, 
April  1,  1867,  the  son  of  John  Wesley  and 
Henriette  V.  Roper.  He  received  the  A.B. 
degree  from  Duke  University  in  1888  and 
a  few  years  later  served  in  the  South 
Carolina  House  of  Representatives.  His 
Washington  career  began  in  1893  when 
he  served  as  clerk  to  the  Senate  Interstate 
Commerce  Committee.  In  1909-10  he  was 
a  special  agent  for  the  U.  S.  Census 
Bureau.  Following  the  election  of  Presi- 
dent Woodrow  Wilson,  he  was  appointed 
First  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  hold- 
ing that  post  for  three  years,  when  he  was 
named  vice-chairman  of  the  U.  S.  Tariff 
Commission.  He  served  in  the  Wilson 
administration  as  Commissioner  of  Inter- 
nal Revenue.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Bar  Association  and  prominent 
in  religious  and  civic,  as  well  as  profes- 
sional life.  For  a  number  of  years  he  had 
been  an  honored  member  of  the  Duke 
University  Board  of  Trustees. 

Surviving  are  Mrs.  Roper  and  seven 
sons  and  daughters  as  follows :  Mrs. 
David  R.  Coker,  of  Hartsville,  S.  C; 
Mrs.  Frank  Bohn  of  Washington;  Cap- 
tain John  W.  Roper,  United  States 
Marines;  James  H.  Roper  of  Los  Ange- 
les; Daniel  C.  Roper,  Jr.,  of  New  Or- 
leans; Colonel  Harry  McK.  Roper, 
United  States  Army;  and  Richard  F. 
Roper,  United  States  Army. 
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Duke  University  sent  its  first  group  of 
1943  graduates  into  a  variety  of  technical 
wartime  services  Monday,  April  12,  in 
early  commencement  exercises  for  30 
seniors  of  the  College  of  Engineering 
who  have  had  accelerated  study  programs. 
This  was  the  first  commencement  of  the 
College  of  Engineering. 

Henry  R.  Dwire,  Duke  Vice-President 
and  director  of  public  relations  and  alum- 
ni affairs,  was  the  commencement  speak- 
er. The  program  was  carried  out  at  11 
A.M.  in  the  Woman's  College  Auditorium. 

The  engineering  gTaduates  completed 
requirements  for  degrees  in  electrical, 
civil,  and  mechanical  engineering.  Presi- 
dent Robert  L.  Flowers  of  Duke  and  Dean 
William  H.  Hall  of  the  College  of  Engi- 
neering participated  in  the  program,  and 
the  invocation  was  pronounced  by  Dr. 
Frank  S.  Hickman  of  the  Divinity  School. 

Dr.  W.  H.  Wannamaker,  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  Dean  of  the  University,  and  the 
deans  of  the  other  two  undergraduate  col- 
leges, H.  J.  Herring  of  Trinity  College 
and  Miss  Alice  M.  Baldwin  of  the  Wo- 
man's College,  occupied  seats  on  the  plat- 
form with  members  of  the  engineering 
faculty.  Dr.  A.  K.  Manchester,  Dean  of 
Freshmen  in  Trinity  College  and  Univer- 
sity Marshal,  served  in  the  latter  capacity 
in  connection  with  the  exercises. 

Series  op  Commencement  Events 

Preceding  the  graduating  exercises  were 
several  other  commencement  events,  be- 
ginning Friday  evening,  April  9,  with  the 
Engineers'  Ball,  held  in  the  University 
Union.  On  Saturday  evening  the  gradua- 
tion banquet  was  held  at  the  Washington 
Duke  Hotel,  followed  by  a  dance  in  the 
Ark  on  the  East  Campus.  Sunday  after- 
noon an  informal  reception  for  the  gradu- 
ates and  their  parents  was  held  in  the 
Ark. 

Baccalaureate  Sermon   Sunday, 
April  11 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  to  the  senior 
class  of  the  College  of  Engineering  was 
delivered  by  Dr.  Frank  S.  Hickman,  Dean 
of  the  University  Chapel,  at  the  Univer- 
sity Service  of  Worship,  Sunday  morn- 
ing, April  11. 

Particularly  addressing  the  graduating 
seniors  of  the  College  of  Engineering,  Dr. 


Hickman  declared  that  the  critical 
moment  through  which  the  world  is 
now  passing  is  a  necessary  stage  in  the 
renewal  of  the  race,  a  harsh  wilderness 
of  sweat  and  tears  through  which  man- 
kind must  pass  in  order  to  move  into 
newness  of  life,  idealism,  and  destiny. 

"It  is  when  our  familiar  world  begins 
to  collapse,  when  we  are  driven  into  a 
strange  wilderness,  that  we  feel  ourselves 
roughly  shaken  awake  again  to  the  need 
for  divine  help,  and  to  the  reality  of  the 
Divine  Helper." 

Dr.  J.  M.  Ormond  presided  over  the 
service,  and  the  music  was  under  the 
direction  of  J.  Foster  Barnes  and  Edward 
Hall  Broadhead.  Miss  Carolyn  Hines, 
soprano,  was  the  soloist  in  the  rendition 
of  the  anthem,  Inflammatus  from  "Stabat 
Mater,"  by  Rossini. 

Dr.  Hickman  spoke  in  part  as  follows : 

"We,  like  the  olden  children  of  Israel, 
have  two  lessons  to  learn  from  the  wilder- 
ness in  which  we  have  entered.  One  is  the 
recovery  of  God-consciousness,  through 
adversity.  Whether  we  be  sunk,  as  were 
the  Israelites,  in  a  hopeless  and  helpless 
servitude,  or  whether  we  be  bogged  down 
in  our  fancied  security  and  smug  pros- 
perity, as  was  our  Western  world  before 
the  war,  we  lose  our  sharp  awareness  of 
God.  It  is  when  our  familiar  world  be- 
gins to  collapse,  when  we  are  driven  into 
a  strange  wilderness,  that  we  feel  our- 
selves roughly  shaken  awake  again  to  the 
need  for  divine  help,  and  to  the  reality  of 
the  Divine  Helper. 

"The  other  lesson  is  the  recovery  of  a 
sense  of  divinely  ordained  mission  in  our- 
selves. Our  God  is  the  God  of  all  men 
everywhere.  He  is  not  the  God  of  any 
one  favored  Great  Race,  whether  Jewish 
or  Anglo-Saxon.  The  way  out  of  the 
wilderness  for  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth 
is  the  way  to  the  universal  Father's  house. 
This  is  the  only  conceivable  kind  of 
world-democracy  which  ultimately  meets 
the  test  of  this  wilderness  in  which  we 
now  find  ourselves." 

"The  Engineer  Faces  the  Future" 

At  the  graduating  exercises  Monday 
morning,  Henry  R.  Dwire,  Vice-President 
of  the  University,  spoke  on  the  subject, 
"The  Engineer  Faces  the  Future." 


After  tracing  briefly  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury from  its  beginning  to  the  present 
time,  characterizing  that  era  as  one  in 
which  analytical  processes  have  been  pre- 
dominant, Mr.  Dwire  predicted  that  the 
last  half  of  the  century  would  put  par- 
ticular emphasis  upon  constructive  pro- 
cesses. 

"The  sheer  necessity  of  rebuilding  the 
world  following  the  most  disastrous  con- 
flict in  human  history  will  naturally  put 
emphasis  in  the  field  of  physical  things 
upon  building  rather  than  destruction," 
he  said.  "Is  it  not  reasonable  to  hope 
that,  while  railroads  and  bridges,  villages, 
towns  and  cities  are  being  rebuilt,  we  may 
develop  naturally  and  almost  unconscious- 
ly the  constructive  emphasis  in  fields 
other  than  that  of  material  things,  an  em- 
phasis which  will,  building  upon  the  ex- 
perience of  the  past,  make  the  world  a 
better  place  in  which  to  live? 

"The  task  will  not  be  an  easy  one,  of 
course.  Putting  a  machine  together  is  a 
decidedly  more  difficult  process  than  sim- 
ply taking  it  apart.  There  will  be  prob- 
lems and  difficulties  and  discouragements. 
But  education  of  the  right  kind,  along 
with  other  constructive  forces,  can  do 
much  to  accomplish  the  task.  And  engi- 
neering education,  the  very  genius  of 
which  is  the  ability  to  build  up  rather 
than  to  tear  down,  can  have  an  important 
part  in  the  great  undertaking. 

"The  engineer  who  is  to  play  his  proper 
role  in  this  challenging  task  must  have 
the  best  in  technical  training,  to  be  sure, 
but  he  must  be  more  than  simply  a  tech- 
nician. If  he  is  to  be  the  right  kind  of 
engineer  for  the  new  day  ahead,  he  must 
be  more  than  an  engineer  in  the  restricted 
sense  of  the  word.  He  must  have  the 
capacity  and  the  ambition  to  relate  engi- 
neering and  its  processes  to  the  world  of 
which  they  are  a  part.  He  must  have  a 
definite  awareness  of  the  need  for  service 
in  fields  beyond  the  scope  of  his  own  im- 
mediate interests.  He  must  realize  that 
he  has  the  opportunity  to  aid  the  causes 
of  humanity  at  their  best,  and  he  must 
have  the  community-minded  spirit  that 
will  impel  him  to  devote  his  engineering 
talents  and  his  other  capacities  to  that 
end.  Engineers  with  such  a  vision  and

In  a  brief  ceremony  held  in  its  library 
Monday  evening,  April  12,  Duke  Uni- 
versity formally  acquired  beautiful  decor- 
ations and  furnishings  and  appropriate 
equipment  for  a  Rare  Book  Room  and  ac- 
cepted the  gift  of  a  valuable  collection  of 
books,  manuscripts,  old  photographs  and 
other  materials  on  the  poet  Walt  Whit- 
man presented  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Josiah 
C.  Trent,  of  Durham. 

The  significant  book  and  manuscript 
collection,  to  be  permanently  preserved  in 
the  new  room,  consists  of  first  editions  of 
the  famous  "Leaves  of  Grass,"  and  other 
items  intimately  associated  with  the  "Good 
Gray  Poet,"  1819-1892. 

Annual  Meeting  of  Friends  of  Library 
The  library  ceremony  preceded  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Friends  of  the  Duke 
University  Library  held  in  Page  Audi- 
torium with  Carl  Sandburg,  distinguished 
American  poet  and  biographer  of  Lincoln, 
as  the  chief  speaker.  First  public  an- 
nouncement of  the  opening  of  the  Rare 
Book  Room  and  of  the  gift  of  the  Trent 
Collection  on  Whitman  was  made  at  the 
auditorium  meeting  by  President  Robert 
Lee  Flowers  of  Duke. 

Dr.  E.  Sculley  Bradley,  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Eng- 
lish, spoke  briefly  at  this  meeting  of  Whit- 
man's place  in  American  literature  and 
life  and  of  the  exceptional  importance  of 
the  Trent  Collection. 

Most  Significant  Collection 
in  South 
Both  in  size  and  importance,  this  is 
considered  the  most  significant  Whitman 
collection  in  the  entire  South.  It  should 
not  only  afford  pleasure  and  inspiration 
for  many  lovers  of  Whitman  but  provide 
invaluable  research  materials  for  serious 
scholars. 


It  was  singularly  appropriate  that  "our 
most  truly  native  poet,"  Carl  Sand- 
burg, was  present  at  the  meeting  when 
announcement  was  made  of  the  Trent 
Collection.  Many  parallels  are  apparent 
in  the  lives  and  poetry  of  Whitman  and 
Sandburg,  each  having  given  poetic  ex- 
pression to  a  philosophy  that  is  genuinely 
American. 

Ix  Honor  of  Three  Daughters 
It  is  also  appropriate  that  the  Trent 
Collection  was  given  in  honor  of  the  three 
small  daughters  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Trent — 
Mary  Duke  Trent,  Sarah  Elizabeth  Trent, 
and  Rebecca  Grey  Trent.  No  American 
had  more  faith  in  the  future  of  a  young 
American  than  Walt  Whitman  and  it  is 
fitting  that  the  names  of  three  young 
Americans  should  be  associated  with  the 
treasured  papers  of  the  great  poet.  The 
idea  is  one  that  would  have  h-emendously 
pleased  Walt  Whitman. 

Dr.  Stanburt  Presides 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Friends  of 
the  Duke  University  Library  in  Page 
Auditorium  took  the  place  of  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  organization  which  could 
not  be  held  this  year,  due  to  war  condi- 
tions. Presiding  was  Dr.  W.  A.  Stan- 
bury,  of  Winston-Salem,  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Friends  group. 
Professor  Bradley,  who  spoke  following 
President  Flowers'  announcement,  is  a 
widely  known  authority  on  Whitman.  He 
has  taught  at  Duke  summer  sessions. 

"An  Evening  with  Carl  Sandburg" 
Carl  Sandburg's  appearance  on  the 
program  was  another  reason  for  its  being 
an  unforgettable  literary  occasion  for 
Duke  library  friends.  "An  Evening  with 
Carl  Sandburg,"  as  his  program  is  called, 
presented  the  poet  at  his  best  as  he  read 
from   his   own   poetry,   sometimes   accom- 


panied  by   his  guitar,   in   a   voice  of  ex- 
pressive resonance  and   sensitive  feeling. 

Brief  Opening  Ceremony 
Attending  the  brief  ceremony  in  the 
library  lobby  were  university  officials, 
members  of  the  executive  committees  of 
the  Library  Council  and  Friends  of  the 
Library,  out-of-town  guests,  and  student 
representatives.  Dr.  Alan  K.  Manchester, 
university  marshal,  presented  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Trent,  who  then  presented  the  key 
to  the  door  of  the  Rare  Book  Room  to 
President  Flowers.  The  Duke  president 
expressed  the  university's  appreciation  of 
the  handsome  gift  and  declared  that  it 
constitutes  a  further  development  of  the 
library  along  distinctive  lines. 

The  Rare  Book  Room 
The  room  on  the  first  floor  of  the  gen- 
eral library  building  becomes  one  of  the 
most  attractive  places  on  the  university 
campus.  In  the  center  of  the  room  is  an 
antique  Feraghan  rug  bordered  with  blue 
carpet.  The  tastefully  selected  furniture 
includes  two  Queen  Anne  side  chairs  in 
blue  Moquette,  a  Queen  Anne  leather-top 
desk  with  gold  trim,  two  Louis  XIII 
needlepoint  arm-chairs,  a  Cromwellian 
table,  Queen  Anne  needlework  stool, 
Jacobean  gate-leg  table,  together  with 
modern  furniture  to  match  the  library 
furniture.  Blue  cotton  texture  covers  the 
side  walls,  and  the  ceiling  is  of  cream 
color.  The  lighting  is  indirect  with  read- 
ing lamps  of  antique  bronze.  There  are 
numerous  shelves,  cabinets,  and  cases. 
Karl  Bock,  of  New  York  City,  is  the 
room's  designer. 

To  Be  Open  Daily 

The  room  will  be  open  each  day  from 
3  to  5  P.M.  Scholars  interested  in  seeing 
the  collection  outside  of  these  hours  may 
arrange  to  do  so  by  consulting  Dr.  J.  J. 
Lund,  the  university  librarian,  it  is  stated. 

The  Trent  Collection  on  Whitman  rep- 
resents a  discriminating  assemblage  of 
books,  manuscripts,  proof-sheets,  letters, 
pictures,  sheet-music,  and  clippings  that 
afford  valuable  information  on  every 
phase  of  Whitman's  career.  All  of  the 
items  are  beautifully  bound. 

Both  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Trent  are  alumni 
of  Duke,  of  the  classes  of  1934  and  1939. 
Dr.  Trent  is  a  member  of  the  Duke 
Hospital  staff.

The  leading  feature  of  the  Rare  Book 
Room  in  the  Dnke  University  Library  is 
the  Trent  Collection,  presented  by  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Josiah  C.  Trent  in  honor  of 
their  three  children.  The  collection  con- 
sists of  materials  relating  to  the  poet 
Walt  Whitman.  The  books  and  periodi- 
cals, the  manuscripts  and  proof-sheets, 
the  letters,  pictures,  sheet-music,  and 
clippings  that  make  up  this  collection, 
afford  valuable  information  on  every 
phase  of  Whitman's  career;  the  "whole  is 
a  notable  addition  to  the  resources  of  the 
Library. 

Of  greatest  interest,  perhaps,  to  the 
scholars  who  may  consult  the  collection, 
are  those  items  which  show  Whitman  in 
the  process  of  composition — his  literary 
manuscripts,  both  in  poetry  and  in  prose. 
Of  these  the  collection  contains  over  two 
hundred,  ranging  from  mere  scraps  of 
paper,  scrawled  with  a  few  words,  to 
complete  works — the  final  draft,  for  ex- 
ample, of  Whitman's  article,  "A  Word 
on  Tennyson,"  carefully  written  out  and 
corrected,  with  instructions  to  the  printer 
inserted  in  red  ink.  Hints  for  poems, 
sketches  and  early  drafts  of  poems,  prose 
essays,  fragments  of  stories,  all  these 
show  Whitman  at  work.  A  slip  of  paper 
perhaps  represents  the  germ  of  "Song 
of  the  Broad-axe" : 

— The  Broad-axe — the  axe  of  the  heads- 
man. 
First  as  the  axe  of  the  headsman — and 
what  was  done  with  it  for  a  thousand 
years — then  as  the  carpenter's  broad- 
axe,  and  what  is  done  with  that  now. 

This  sugggestion  is  developed  further  in 
another  manuscript  in  the  collection,  a 
folio  sheet  on  which  the  poet  has  listed 
in  three  columns  the  various  scenes  and 
persons  connected  with  the  broad-axe, 
concluding,  "Make  it  the  American  em- 
blem preferent  to  the  eagle."  Prom  these 
hints  grew  the  great  song,  with  its  asser- 
tion of  a  profound  faith  in  the  future  of 
democracy. 

Even  greater  interest  attaches  to  a  re- 
cently discovered  manuscript,  an  early 
draft  of  the  sixth  section  of  "Song  of 
Myself,"  wherein  Whitman  makes  yet 
another   affirmation   of  faith :

.  .  .  this  grass  tells  me  there  is  no  such 

thing   as   death 
Or  if  ever  there  was,  it  preceded  all, 

and  does  not  wait  at  the  end, 
And  ceased  the  moment  the  first  live  thing 

began. 

Whitman  put  the  pieces  of  paper  upon 
which  this  draft  was  written  to  other 
uses,  by  pasting  them  face  down  on 
another  sheet  and  writing  on  the  backs 
a  prose  comment  on  the  state  of  prehis- 
toric nations.  In  this  way  the  verses, 
with  their  significant  variants  from  the 
printed  text,  were  concealed. 

These  papers  reveal  not  only  Whit- 
man's literary  methods,  but  also  the  va- 
riety of  his  interests  and  the  wide  ex- 
tent of  his  reading.  Notes  on  the  classical 
poets  and  on  the  Nibelungenlied,  on 
Ossian,  Shakespeare,  Goethe,  and  the 
Bible,  on  Swedenborg  and  Blake,  indi- 
cate his  acquaintance  with  a  large  body  of 
literature.  Newspaper  clippings  on  ship- 
wrecks, strikes,  vagrancy,  polities,  crime, 
which  the  poet  preserved  and  annotated, 
are  evidence  of  his  vital  concern  with 
events  occurring  around  him. 

The  printed  results  of  Whitman's  liter- 
ary career  are  well  represented  in  the 
Trent  Collection.  The  early  items  include 
his  contributions,  in  the  forties,  to  the 
Democratic  Review  and  Brother  Jona- 
than; his  story,  "The  Tomb  Blossoms," 
published  in  1850  in  Voices  from  the 
Press;  A  Collection  of  Sketches,  Essays, 
and  Poems,  by  Practical  Printers;  and 
Volume  I,  Number  I  of  the  Brooklyn 
Freeman,  Walter  Whitman,  editor.  The 
first  edition  of  Leaves  of  Grass  (1855)  is 
present  in  three  variants :  a  slightly  foxed 
and  worn  copy,  in  which  only  the  end- 
papers differ  from  the  original ;  a  "freak" 
copy  of  the  second  issue,  from  which  four 
pages  of  the  preface  were  omitted  in 
binding;  and,  finest  of  all,  a  perfect  copy 
of  the  first  issue,  in  its  original  state. 
Later  editions  of  the  Leaves  also  appear 
in  the  collection,  among  them  the  scarce 
pocket-book  edition  of  1889.  Transla- 
tions of  these  poems  into  French,  Ger- 
man, Dutch,  Danish,  Yiddish,  and  Japa- 
nese, indicate  the  world-wide  acceptance 
accorded  to  Whitman's  verse. 

The  Trent  Collection  also  contains  ex- 
tensive materials  on  the  private  life  of 
Whitman.     In   more   than   four   hundred 


letters  and  postcards,  approximately  one 
quarter  of  which  were  written  by  Whit- 
man himself,  the  personal  relations  exist- 
ing between  the  poet  and  his  family  and 
friends  are  revealed.  His  devotion  to  his 
mother  is  plainly  recorded  in  some  fifteen 
letters,  which  he  wrote  to  her  during  his 
years  in  Washington.  Her  answers,  the 
laboriously  scrawled  letters  in  which  she 
recounted  to  her  son  the  myriad  details, 
pleasant  or  vexatious,  of  family  life,  are 
included  in  the  collection  to  the  number 
of  one  hundred  and  forty-two.  Letters 
from  Walt's  brothers  and  sisters  fill  out 
the  family  story,  while  in  almost  a  hun- 
dred letters  Charles  Heyde,  Walt's  diffi- 
cult brother-in-law,  plays  out  his  part  as 
the  villain  of  the  piece.  Heyde  at  one 
point  expresses  his  opinion  of  Walt  in  no 
uncertain  terms : 

I  have  nothing  to  withdraw  about 
Walter.  When  Han  was  sick  ...  he 
wrote  a  most  ridiculous  letter  to  her.  .  .  . 
There  was  nothing  tangible  about  it,  or 
was  it  in  any  manner  comforting,  for 
there  was  nothing  beyond  what  some  fo'- 
lorn  [sic]  spiritualist  would  have  written, 
under  the  moonshine. 

The  testimony  of  his  wife,  Hannah  Whit- 
man Heyde,  has  a  different  flavor: 

I  never  in  my  life  see  anybody  so  good 
&  have  so  much  patience  with  me  as  Walt 
does.  ...  I  don't  know  what  makes  him 
so  good. 

Of  the  letters  of  Whitman  himself  in 
the  collection  the  majority  are  addressed 
to  his  friends,  William  O'Connor,  Ed- 
ward Carpenter,  Dr.  R.  M.  Bucke,  and 
others.  A  letter  and  two  postcards  to 
Peter  Doyle,  the  Washington  streetcar 
conductor  who  was  the  poet's  friend  over 
a  period  of  years,  are  valuable  items. 
In  the  Whitman  serapbook  kept  by  Wil- 
liam Sloane  Kennedy  are  mounted  over 
a  hundred  letters  and  postcards  written 
by  the  poet  in  the  years  from  1881  to 
1889. 

The  collection  is  rich  in  biographical 
and  critical  works  on  Whitman.  The 
studies  of  Dr.  Bucke  and  Newton  Arvin 
are  present  in  manuscript  as  well  as  in 
printed  form.  Several  interesting  Whit- 
man allusion  books  are  included,  among 
them,  Abbie  Nott  and  Other  Knots,  by 
"Katinka,"  and  The  Obliviad,  a  satire 
in  the  tradition  of  the  Dunciad. 

A  number  of  photographs  and  por- 
traits of  Whitman,  many  of  which  are 
autographed,  accompany  the  collection. 
Worthy  of  particular  mention  are  two 
photographs  of  Whitman  and  Peter 
Doyle,  and  an  oil  portrait  of  the  poet, 
made  bv  William  Russell   Smith. 
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One  Alumnus  in  U.  S.  Army 
Killed  in  a  Plane  Crash;  Two 
in  Auto  Accidents 

The  Alumni  Office  was  recently  noti- 
fied of  the  deaths  of  three  alumni  serving 
in  the  Army,  one  in  a  plane  crash  and 
two  in  automobile  accidents. 

Lieut.  Edward  G.  Riley 
Lieutenant  Edward  G.  Riley,  '43,  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  Air  Corps,  was  killed  on 
January  15  as  his  plane  crashed  on  the 
takeoff  at  the  air  base  in  Salina,  Kansas. 
Lt.  Riley  was  squadron  bombardier  and 
had  just  been  made  a  first  lieutenant. 
The  crash  occurred  soon  after  he  had 
returned  to  the  base  following  his  first 
leave  in  over  a  year. 

Lt.  Riley  was  a  member  of  the  Class 
of  '43.  He  attended  Hoffstra  College 
after  leaving  Duke  until  he  joined  the 
Army  Air  Corps  in  January,  1942. 

He  is  survived  by  his  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  William  J.  Riley,  of  Hollis,  N.  Y.; 
and  two  brothers,  Lt.  William  J.  Riley, 
Jr.,  '39,  USNR.;  and  J.  Donald  Riley. 

Lieut.  George  B.  Hatcher 

Lieutenant  George  B.  Hatcher,  '29, 
native  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  was 
burned  to  death  early  Wednesday  morn- 
ing, March  24,  when  his  automobile  was 
struck  by  a  heavy  trailer  track  near 
Xatiek,  Mass. 

Lt.  Hatcher  while  at  Duke  was  an  out- 
standing member  of  the  football  team. 
He  was  married  to  Miss  Doi-othy  Furr, 
of  Raleigh.  After  being  employed  in  a 
Raleigh  bank  for  some  time,  he  went  to 
Atlanta,  where  he  was  in  the  banking 
business  before  he  entered  the  Nnvy.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  he  was  stationed  at 
a  Boston  local  defense  station.  He  entered 
the  service  December  15  last  from  At- 
lanta, where  he  had  been  associated  with 
Courts  &  Co. 

Lt.  Hatcher  was  the  son  of  Mrs.  R.  L. 
Hatcher  and  the  late  Sergeant  R.  L. 
Hatcher  of  the  Winston-Salem  Police 
Department.  He  attended  the  Winston- 
Salem  public  schools  before  going  to 
Duke  University. 

Survivors  include  the  widow  and  small 
daughter;  the  mother,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Hatcher; 
three  brothers,  R.  L.  Hatcher,  Jr.,  of 
New  York  City;  V.  W.  Hatcher,  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  overseas;  and  William  M. 
Hatcher,  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  Vallejo, 
Calif. ;  three  sisters,  Mrs.  Stanley  Mat- 
thews and  Mrs.  Gilbert  W.  Stamper,  of 
Winston-Salem;  and  Mrs.  John  W. 
Gunter,  of  Silver  Springs,  Md. 


Corporal  Charles  Bonner  Allen 

Corporal  Charles  Bonner  Allen,  '32, 
was  killed  at  Long  Beach,  Calif.,  Feb. 
6,  1943,  when  he  was  struck  by  an  auto- 
mobile. He  was  stationed  with  the  me- 
teorological department  of  the  Long 
Beach  Air  Base. 

Corporal  Allen,  after  receiving  his  de- 
gree at  Duke  University  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  Law  School,  en- 
tered the  practice  of  his  profession  at 
Hamlet.  His  father,  R.  W.  Allen,  was 
superintendent  of  schools  in  Anson 
county. 

He  was  married  May  16,  1933,  to  Miss 
Helen  Brown,  of  Charlotte,  who  survives 
along  with  the  parents  and  one  sister, 
Mrs.  Shelly  W.  Cashion,  all  of  Wades- 
boro. 

Corporal  Allen  volunteered  in  the 
ground  force  of  the  Army  Air  Corps 
June  11,  1942,  and  was  sent  to  Keesler 
Field,  Miss.,  for  his  basic  training.  On 
October  1,  1942,  he  went  to  Chanute 
Field,  111.,  for  a  special  course  in  weather 
observing  and  graduated  December  23, 
1942,  as  a  certified  weather  observer.  He 


was  sent  to  Long  Beach  Army  Air  Base 
Ferry  Command,  Long  Beach,  Calif.,  for 
his  first  assignment.  Seven  days  after 
arriving  there  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  corporal. 

The    funeral    was    held    with    military 
honors  on  Februarv  14  at  Wadesbcro.

Duke  University  will  conduct  a  Summer 
session  of  two  terms  beginning  June  8, 
it  is  announced  by  Dr.  Holland  Holton, 
director.  The  first  term  will  continue 
until  July  19  and  the  second  term  will 
begin  July  20  and  close  on  August  28. 

The  Summer  session  will  be  conducted 
on  the  East  Campus,  utilizing  the  Wo- 
man's College  plant,  instead  of  the  West 
Campus  as  in  recent  years,  and  will  be 
operated  entirely  apart  from  the  activi- 
ties of  the  naval  and  military  schools 
which  function  on  the  West  Campus. 

A  full  program  of  graduate  work  will 
be  offered  to  meet  the  needs  of  teachers 
qualifying  for  the  Master's  certificates  set 
up  two  years  ago  by  the  North  Carolina 
State  Department  of  Education,  Dr. 
Holton  said. 

As  usual,  work  will  be  offered  for 
primary  teachers,  grammar  grade  teach- 
ers, high  school  teachers,  principals,  and 
superintendents.  The  offerings  will  be 
greatest  in  education,  history,  English, 
and  Spanish. 

Because  of  the  unusual  demand  for 
teachers   of    Spanish,   there   will   be   con- 


ducted for  the  second  time  a  School  of 
Spanish  Studies,  with  a  special  domitory 
residence  for  the  faculty  and  students  in 
which  Spanish  will  be  spoken  at  all  times. 
There  will  be  special  tables  in  the  univer- 
sity dining  hall  at  which  the  language  will 
be  spoken  during  meals,  and  other  special 
provisions  will  be  made  for  emphasizing 
the  speaking  and  writing  of  Spanish  as 
well  as  reading  it. 

In  cooperation  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  and  the  North 
Carolina  Teachers  of  Mathematics,  a  two- 
weeks  Institute  for  Mathematics  Teachers 
will  be  held  beginning  June  14.  This  In- 
stitute will  stress  the  Mathematics  of 
Aeronautics,  Mathematics  Applied  to 
Engineering,  Arithmetic  in  Secondary 
Schools,  and  Mathematics  in  Navigation, 
Dr.  Holton  announced. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  undergradu- 
ate work  offered,  there  will  be  special 
courses  in  chemistry,  economics,  English, 
French,  history,  physics,  and  sociology 
offered  to  students  desiring  to  joinplete 
six  weeks  of  work  before  July  1.  A  new 
course  in  French  will  emphasize  military 
French  and  conversation. 
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(Bonded  J\eunlonA 

Most  of  the  classes  which  under  normal  conditions  would 
have  held  class  reunions  in  connection  with  the  1943  Duke  Com- 
mencement, to  be  held  May  21-22,  will  find  it  impracticable  to 
hold  reunions  as  usual  this  year  because  of  travel  restrictions  and 
other  war-time  conditions.  Accordingly,  the  Alumni  Office  is 
suggesting,  in  compliance  with  a  request  made  by  Government 
officials,  that  alumni  who  otherwise  would  have  come  to  Com- 
mencement this  year  and  participated  in  their  class  reunions  but 
who  cannot  come  this  time  devote  the  amount  that  would  have  been 
applied  to  such  expenses  in  normal  times  to  buying  War  Bonds. 
These  may  be  deeded  to  Duke  University  or  to  the  Duke  Univer- 
sity Alumni  Association.  A  large  number  of  colleges  and  univer- 
sities have  signified  their  intention  to  co-operate  in  this  way  with 
the  Government.  The  movement  has  been  growing  in  favor  rapidly 
since  the  suggestion  was  first  made. 

The  suggestion  above  is  made  primarily  to  members  of  re- 
union classes,  but  purchases  by  other  alumni,  as  suggested,  will  aid 
likewise  in  furthering  the  War  Bond  movement,  at  the  same  time 
aiding  the  University  and  its  alumni  causes.

By  mutual  agreement  the  football  games 
between  Duke  and  Colgate  and  Duke  and 
Pittsburgh  scheduled  to  have  been  played 
in  Durham  this  fall,  have  been  postponed 
until  after  the  war,  Eddie  Cameron,  Act- 
ing Director  of  Athletics,  has  announced. 

The  athletic  departments  of  the  three 
institutions  recognize  that  the  uncertainty 
of  travel  conditions  this  fall  will  make  it 
difficult  for  the  Red  Raiders  and  the 
Panthers  to  come  to  Durham,  since  the 
teams  would  have  to  pass  through  con- 
gested regions  where  many  war  industries 
are  operating  full  blast. 

Coach  Cameron,  however,  indicates  that 
Duke  will  proceed  with  its  plans  for  a 
fall  gridiron  campaign,  and  will  face  each 
war  emergency  situation  as  it  arises. 

The  Blue  Devils  had  a  most  successful 
Spring  training  session.  Nineteen  of  the 
Duke  gridders  who  went  through  Spring 
practice  are  in  military  service,  and  most 
of  them  have  written  Coach  Cameron  that 
Spring  practice  was  of  tremendous  benefit 
in  hardening  them  for  their  first  few 
weeks  under  the  army's  conditioning 
routine.

Tom  Burns,  outstanding  Duke  gridder 
of  the  past  Fall  who  won  the  Arnold  Most 
Valuable  Duke  Player  Trophy  in  a  cam- 
pus-wide poll  of  votes,  and  who  was  too 
ill  to  receive  the  handsome  bronze  award 
at  the  Carolina-Duke  basketball  game  this 
past  Spring,  now  has  the  trophy  in  his 
possession — in  his  room  at  Duke  Hospital.

Beginning  June  1,  1943,  a  full  semester 
of  law  study  will  be  offered  during  the 
summer  at  the  Duke  Law  School  by  the 
faculties  of  the  Law  Schools  of  Duke 
University  and  Wake  Forest  College  with 
courses  open  to  entering  as  well  as  ad- 
vanced students.  The  work  will  be  so 
arranged  that  all  subjects  will  be  com- 
pleted in  the  semester  in  which  they  are 
offered.  Three  semesters  of  law  study 
will  be  given  each  calendar  year  so  that 
beginning  students  may  finish  the  full 
law  course  of  six  semesters  in  two  years 
from  the  time  work  is  started. 

During    the    emergency,    students    with 


superior  grades  will  be  admitted  who 
have  completed  only  two  years  of  college 
work. 

The  arrangement  between  Duke  Uni- 
versity and  Wake  Forest  College  will  pro- 
vide a  faculty  of  eight  full-time  men  in 
addition  to  the  staffs  of  the  Legal  Aid 
Clinic  and  the  Law  Library.  This  will 
make  possible  an  adequately  and  care- 
fully presented  legal  education  for  those 
now  in  position  to  pursue  law  study. 
There  is  at  present  an  urgent  demand 
for  well-trained  persons,  both  men  and 
women,  in  private  offices  and  govern- 
ment service.

Prisoner  of  Japs  in  the  Philippines 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  J.  Mercer,  of  Bald- 
winsville,  N.  Y.,  were  notified  last  month 
by  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  in  Wash- 
ington that  Lieutenant  C.  Jay  Mercer, 
Jr.,  '40,  listed  as  missing  in  action  since 
the  fall  of  Bataan,  is  a  prisoner  of  war 
of  the  Japanese  Government  in  the 
Philippines. 

Pilot  of  a  fighter  plane,  Lt.  Mercer  was 
stationed  at  Manila  when  the  Japanese 
attack  on  Nichols  Field  took  place.  The 
last  message  received  from  him  was  a 
letter  in  April,  1942,  saying  he  was  still 
safe  but  with  no  indication  of  his  location. 

Lt.  Mercer  received  his  flying  training 
at  Maxwell  Field,  Ala.,  where  he  was 
graduated  in  March,  1941,  and  was  im- 
mediately assigned  to  duty  in  the 
Philippines.  He  entered  the  air  corps 
immediatelv  after  his  graduation  at  Duke.

.1.  An  accelerated  program  of  studies,  and  a  strengthened 
and  expanded  Summer  Session,  which  makes  possible  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Earlier  graduation  of  students  now  enrolled. 

Completion    of    all    requirements    for    graduation    in    three 

calendar  years. 
Entering  classes  of  Freshmen  in  any  semester. 
A  compulsory  three  year,  twelve  months,  program  for  stu- 
dents in  the  School  of  Medicine. 

e.  Graduation  from  Law  School  in  two  years  and  two  summer 
sessions. 

f.  No  lowering  of  academic  standards  or  relaxing  of  admission 
requirements.

7.  Short,  intensive,  non-credit  ESMDT  courses  offered  in 
cooperation  with  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education. 

8.  Sixty-fifth  Base  Hospital  Unit,  United  States  Army. 
Manned  completely  by  approximately  seventy  members  of  the 
faculty  and  staff  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  recently  called  to 
active  duty. 

9.  Research  in  Defense  Problems,  being  carried  on  at  the 
University  voluntarily  and  by  contract  with  Federal  agencies. 

10.  Specialists  and  scientists  in  Government  Service.  Many 
members  of  faculty  called  to  Washington  and  other  points  for 
essential  work  with  "W.P.B.,  O.P.A.,  Air  Corps,  Research  Lab- 
oratories, and  other  defense  agencies. 

11.  Civilian  Defense  Courses  and  projects  for  women 
students. 

12.  "War  Service  Advisory  Council.  Advises  students  con- 
cerning war  service  opportunities,  the  preparation  needed  for 
the  most  effective  service,  and  draft  problems.

Duke  is  one  of  the  universities  selected  as  a  center  for  Naval 
training. 
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College  Athletics  in  Wartime 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  by  alumni  and  other 
friends : 

"What  further  is  Duke  going  to  do  about  its  athletic 
program  in  view  of  the  war  situation?" 

The  answer  to  this  query  is  not  as  easy  as  it  might 
seem. 

It  is  impossible  just  now  to  look  far  enough  into  the 
future  to  speak  with  anything  approaching  absolute  cer- 
tainty on  this  subject. 


Of  course,  it  is  known  that  certain  government  agencies 
have  expressed  the  hope  that  college  athletics  may  pro- 
ceed on  a  reasonable  basis  in  the  belief  that  a  properly 
conducted  athletic  program  does  have  a  definite  place  in 
time  of  war  because  of  its  value  in  the  training  of  young 
men  for  service  and  in  the  maintenance  of  morale. 

But  what  is  a  reasonable  program  under  wartime  con- 
ditions? How  far  should  colleges  go  in  the  effort  to  main- 
tain an  intercollegiate  sports  program?  What  is  the 
danger  of  carrying  such  a  program  to  the  point  that  it 
may  be  a  hindrance,  rather  than  a  help,  to  the  war  effort  ? 

These  and  similar  questions  naturally  occur  to  those 
interested  in  the  problem  and  the  solution  is  not  always 
easy. 

The  best  thing  that  can  be  said  perhaps  is  that  definite 
decisions  must  be  made  from  time  to  time  as  the  situation 
develops. 


Of  course,  certain  things  may  be  said  with  a  large 
degree  of  definiteness. 

First,  it  is  perfectly  obvious,  as  we  have  had  occasion 
to  say  before,  that  athletics  as  usual,  just  as  business  as 
usual  or  anything  else  as  usual,  is  not  to  be  expected  or 
desired  in  times  like  these. 

At  Duke,  as  at  other  institutions,  there  has  already 
been  a  considerable  curtailment  of  intercollegiate  athletic 
activities. 

Some  further  curtailment  of  such  activities  would  not 
be  surprising. 

We  would  not  have  it  otherwise  if  the  necessity  should 
arise. 

The  important  task  now  is  to  win  the  war,  and  any 
athletic  program,  or  any  other  program,  which  does  not 
contribute  to  that  end,  or  which  is  in  danger  of  ' '  slowing 
down"  the  war-winning  objective,  should  be  eliminated. 


believe,  that  an  athletic  program  in  so  far  as  it  is  consist- 
ent with  the  war  effort  should  be  maintained  in  spite  of 
difficulties. 

To  that  Cnd  an  intensified  physical  education  routine 
is  being  maintained,  and  the  constant  purpose  is  to  so 
conduct  activities  in  physical  education  and  athletics  as 
to  make  a  real  wartime  contribution  in  this  line. 

We  feel  that  the  steps  already  taken  have  been  reason- 
able and  sound,  and  that  any  further  decisions  will  be 
made  in  the  same  spirit  and  with  the  definite  purpose  of 
making  Duke's  program  of  intramural  and  intercollegiate 
sports  and  other  features  of  the  physical  education  activi- 
ties a  source  of  genuine  aid  to  the  war  effort. 


After  the  Conflict  Is  Over 

The  following  is  from  a  recent  statement  by  President 
Isaiah   Bowman,   of  Johns  Hopkins  University: 

"I  have  no  fear  whatever  that  our  'culture'  will  be 
destroyed  by  a  scientifically  implemented  war,  however 
prolonged,  if  we  are  the  victors.  My  only  fear  is  that 
the  lessons  of  this  war  will  be  lost  in  the  fatigues  of  a 
postwar  world  in  which  men  may  again  try  to  find 
security  in  provincial  simplicities,  assumptions,  and 
slogans,  educational  and  otherwise.  Education  must  be 
as  intense,  imaginative,  and  experimental  as  the  problems 
of  the  future  are  complex  and  difficult." 


However,  there  is  a  feeling  among  alumni,  administra- 
tive officers,  faculty  members  and  students  of  Duke,  we 


In  other  words,  there  is  no  real  danger  that  education 
with  cultural  emphasis  will  be  destroyed  by  the  war, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  readjustment  of  educational 
processes  to  meet  war  needs  has  led  to  some  pessimistic 
predictions  regarding  the  future,  some  having  even  pro- 
fessed to  see  in  it  all  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  educa- 
tion in  the  liberal  arts. 

The  greater  danger  seems  to  be,  as  pointed  out  by 
President  Bowman,  that  we  may  fail  to  learn  adequately 
the  lessons  that  should  be  derived  from  the  experiences 
of  the  past  and  present  and  fail,  after  peace  of  some  kind 
is  restored,  to  realize  that  education  must  be  made  respon- 
sive to  the  needs  of  the  new  day  ahead;  that  an  open- 
minded,  progressive  attitude  must  be  maintained  in  the 
matter  of  educational  problems  and  policies. 

If  we  do  not  learn  these  lessons,  and  profit  by  them, 
future  disaster  is  not  beyond  the  realm  of  possibility. 

And  the  problem  of  preventing  such  an  outcome  is  not 
one  simply  for  college  administrators  and  faculty  mem- 
bers, but  for  alumni  of  educational  institutions  and  others 
interested  in  the  cause  of  education  in  its  broadest  sense.

Dr.  W.  Freeman  Twaddell,,26, 
Delivers  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
Address  at  Duke  Meeting 

Dr.  W.  Freeman  Twaddell,  '26,  pro- 
fessor of  German  and  department  head 
at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  spoke  re- 
cently at  the  annual  spring  Initiation 
Dinner  of  the  Duke  chapter  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa.  His  subject  was  "The  Scholar 
in  the  Century  of  the  Common  Man."  He 
said  in  the  course  of  his  address  that  "the 
chief  civic  business  of  the  scholar,  whether 
in  the  scholarly  professions  or  out  of 
them,  is  to  keep  his  head  in  the  times 
of  change  that  we  all  face." 

"I  also  believe,"  said  Professor  Twad- 
dell, "it  is  his  business  to  open  his  mouth. 
There  is  a  heavy  responsibility  on  every- 
one who  can  think  with  his  mind  to  be 
honest  with  his  voice.  Some  people  have 
the  gift  of  being  honest  tactfully;  others 
suffer  from  brashness.  The  important  is- 
sue, though,  is  not  tact  versus  brashness, 
but  honesty  versus  laziness. 

"If  the  educated  voters  of  America 
don't  insist  on  civic  decency,  the  road  to 
decency  will  be  longer  than  it  should  be. 
.  .  .  Whatever  form  it  takes,  Americans 
and  all  human  beings  face  a  considerable 
readjustment.  The  people  who  can  learn 
from  books  have  their  part  to  play  in 
guiding  and  helping  that  readjustment."

1,  in  the  University  stadium.  The  occasion 
marked  the  first  time  that  the  Army 
Finance  School  has  had  its  own  colors. 

In  behalf  of  the  Duke  students,  Ray 
Nasher,  president  of  Men's  Student  Gov- 
ernment, presented  the  organizational 
flag,  and  the  acceptance  was  made  by 
Officer  Candidate  Donald  G.  Perry,  for- 
mer Duke  student  now  in  training  in  the 
Army  school. 

Officials  of  the  University  and  the 
Army  Finance  School  were  present,  as 
were  representatives  of  various  student 
organizations. 

Captain  John  A.  Forlines,  of  the  Army 
school's  instructional  staff,  was  master  of 
ceremonies,  and  various  officers  made  com- 
mentaries as  the  military  formations, 
drills,  and  exercises  were  staged  on  the 
stadium  playing  field. 

The  formations  were  executed  with  pre- 
cision by  the  various  platoons,  companies, 
and  the  battalion  of  the  school.  The 
youngest  company,  in  training  only  one 
month,  performed  its  drills  with  a  high 
degree  of  perfection. 

In  the  presentation  of  colors  ceremony 
the  representatives  of  the  Army  school 
and  the  University  expressed  their  feeling 
of  appreciation  for  the  excellent  spirit 
of  cooperation  which  has  been  shown  dur- 
ing the  past  nine  months.  The  Army 
Finance  School  was  moved  to  Duke  Uni- 
versity from  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  last 
August.  The  non-commissioned  officer 
school  is  situated  at  Wake  Forest  College. 

Highlights  of  the  show  were  the  pup 
tent,  gas  mask  (with  smokepots),  and 
other  drills,  and  the  demonstration  in 
mass  calisthenics. 

The  Duke  University  Band,  directed  by 
Robert  B.  Fearing,  provided  the  music. 

Witnessing  the  ceremonies  was  a  new 
class  of  officer  candidates  which  arrived 
on  the  campus  during  the  day  to  begin 
a  period  of  training. 

The  school  colors  presented  is  a  four- 
foot  four-inch  by  five-foot  six-inch  ban- 
ner, having  a  background  of  silver-gray 


silk,  trimmed  on  the  edges  with  golden 
yellow  silk  fringe.  In  the  center  of  the 
colors  is  embroidered  the  coat-of-arms  of 
the  Army  Finance  School,  with  the 
American  Eagle  holding  in  its  talons  an 
olive  branch  and  a  bundle  of  13  arrows. 
The  shield  of  the  coat-of-arms  is  em- 
broidered on  the  eagle's  breast  and  the 
school  motto  on  a  scroll  in  the  eagle's 
beak.  The  school's  crest  is  above  the 
eagle's  head. 

The  coat-of-arms  of  the  A.  F.  S.  was 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in 
1940.  On  it  is  a  shield  with  a  torch,  a 
quill  pen  and  a  sheathed  Roman  sword; 
and  the  motto  :  "Learn  To  Do  By  Doing."

"Smokey"  Bromage  Wins 
Distinction  in  the  Bismarck 
Sea  Fighting 

Lieut.  John  S.  Bromage,  '41,  of  Dur- 
ham, was  one  of  the  U.  S.  Army  pilots 
who  won  distinction  in  the  Bismarck  Sea 
fighting.  He  received  the  air  medal  for 
his  participation  in  more  than  25  opera- 
tional flights. 

Lieut.  Bromage,  who  formerly  lived  in 
Elizabeth,  N".  J.,  entered  the  Army  Air 
Service  immediately  after  leaving  Duke 
at  the  time  of  his  graduation.  He  married 
Miss  Doris  Woods,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Carl  C.  Woods,  of  217  West  Geer 
Street.  Before  his  graduation  he  took  a 
flying  course.  He  received  at  Duke  the 
degree  of  B.S.  in  Mechanical  Engineering. 

"Smokey,"  as  he  is  familiarly  known 
to  many  friends,  is  a  native  of  Canada. 
He  received  ''his  wings"  on  April  29, 
1942,  at  Turner  Field,  Albany,  Ga.  After 
some  patrol  duty  in  New  England,  he  left 
for  the  Pacific  area  on  July  1.  At  that 
time  he  was  co-pilot. 
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Naval  Galle^e  ^baitUnXf,  School  9 I 
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Duke  University  is  making  preliminary 
plans  to  receive  more  than  1,500  young 
men  who  will  be  sent  to  the  campus  on 
July  1  for  training  in  the  Naval  College 
Training  School.  Duke  has  been  desig- 
nated as  the  site  for  such  a  school  follow- 
ing an  official  inspection  of  the  Univer- 
sity's equipment  and  facilities. 

Captain  A.  T.  Clay,  for  the  past  two 
years  commandant  of  the  Duke  unit  of 
the  X.  R.  0.  T.  C,  has  been  designated 
commandant  of  the  school.  Captain  Clay, 
a  graduate  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy 
and  a  naval  officer  for  more  than  30 
years,  is  a  native  of  Missouri.  His  serv- 
ice with  the  Navy  has  taken  him  to  all 
parts  of  the  world.  As  a  member  of  the 
Duke  faculty  he  is  Professor  of  Naval 
Science  and  Tactics. 

The  training  school  at  Duke  is  author- 
ized to  provide  four  classes  of  training : 
basic,  engineering,  pre-medical,  and  the 
N.  R.  0.  T.  C. 

The  Navy's  training  program  will  not 
affect  the  operation  of  the  Army's  finance 
schools  in  operation  on  the  Duke  Univer- 
sity campus.  The  Army  will  also  par- 
ticipate in  the  training  of  medical  stu- 
dents who  eventually  will  enter  that 
branch  of  the  service. 

Sections  of  the  University  or  West 
Campus  will  be  used  by  the  training- 
school,  and  that  part  of  the  East  Campus 
occupied  by  the  College  of  Engineering. 
Few  Quadrangle,  Craven  Quadrangle,  and 
Kilgo  Quadrangle  will  be  used  for  living 
quarters,  with  Southgate  Hall  on  the 
East  Campus  and  the  dining  facilities  in 
the  Union. 

According  to  a  recent  Navy  Department 
statement,  of  the  students  assigned  to  the 
colleges  and  universities  by  the  Navy,  ap- 
proximately 80  per  cent  will  be  students 
now  in  college,  who  are  enlisted  in  class 
V-l  or  V-7  or  hold  probationary  commis- 
sions in  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve,  or  in  the 
Army  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  with  Navy 
preference. 

Academically,  these  students  will  con- 
tinue their  college  training  on  a  basis  re- 
cently announced,  varying  according  to 
the  length  of  time  they  have  already  been 
in  college  and  to  the  kind  of  courses  in 
which  they  are  enrolled.  If  they  are  medi- 
cal or  dental  students  or  engineering  spe- 
cialists, they  may  complete  the  work  for 
their  degrees. 


Captain  A.  T.  Clay,  U.  S.  N.,  for  the 
past  two  years  commandant  of  the  Duke 
N.  R.  O.  T.  C.  unit,  has  been  named 
commandant  of  the  Naval  College  Train- 
ing School  which  will  get  under  way  in 
July  on  the  Duke  University  campus. 
Over  1,500  young  men  will  be  in  the 
Duke  navy  school. 

Other  reservists,  except  present  seniors, 
will  leave  college  before  finishing  eight 
full  semesters  of  academic  work,  but  they 
will  be  required  by  the  Navy  merely  to 
complete  the  special  group  of  courses 
originally  designated  as  the  minimum  in 
preparation  for  general  service. 

It  is  estimated  that  four  fifths  of  the 
student  reservists  who  go  on  active  duty 
in  the  Navy  College  Training  Program 
will  either  stay  where  they  are,  to  con- 
tinue their  college  courses  according  to 
the  plan,  or,  if  enrolled  in  a  college  hav- 
ing no  Navy  quota,  will  be  transferred 
to  a  Navy  allocated  college. 

Hence,  it  is  pointed  out,  colleges  under 
contract  to  the  Navy  will  not  be  deluged 
with  freshmen ;  on  the  contrary,  they  will 
receive  transfers  at  all  levels,  from  sec- 
ond-term freshmen  to  second-term  seniors, 
plus  entering  freshman  classes  of  approxi- 
mately normal  size  in  relation  to  the  total 
quotas  for  all  classes. 

The  Navy  points  out  that  the  primary 
purpose  of  the  Navy  College  Training 
Program  is  to  disrupt  as  little  as  possible 


the  academic  work  of  reservists  now  in 
college.  A  second  important  purpose  is 
to  allow  college  administrations  and  facul- 
ties to  make  the  shift  to  the  new,  fully 
prescribed  V-12  curricula  by  stages  and 
thus  to  avoid  undue  dislocations  in  their 
academic  program. 

Three  16-week  terms  will  be  operated 
each  calendar  year. 

Students  who  are  able  to  carry  elective 
courses  in  addition  to  their  Navy  curricu- 
lum may  do  so  provided  the  extra  work 
does  not  interfere  with  their  proper  per- 
formance of  assigned  duties.  During 
their  college  training,  Navy  students  may 
take  part  in  all  college  athletics  and  other 
campus  activities,  provided  also  that  these 
activities  do  not  interfere  with  their  pre- 
scribed hours  or  courses  of  study.  Stu- 
dents will  be  permitted  to  join  all  pre- 
viously established  college  organizations 
and  fraternities. 

The  entire  training  program  and  activi- 
ties will  meet  the  Navy's  standard  of  dis- 
cipline, although,  it  is  pointed  out,  mili- 
tary activities  will  be  kept  at  a  minimum 
and  subordinated  to  academic  training. 
Students  will  be  in  Navy  uniform,  draw 
Navy  pay,  and  be  subject  to  Navy  dis- 
cipline. 


Duke  Alumnus  Has  Talk 
With  Mrs.  Douglas  Mc  Arthur 
"Somewhere  in  Australia" 

Ensign  Del  Fuston,  LL.B.  '42,  of  Mur- 
freesboro,  Tenn.,  some  time  since  was  as- 
signed to  an  Amphibian  Force  in  the 
Southwest  Pacific  Command.  In  a  letter 
sent  from  "Somewhere  in  Australia"  he 
reports  that  he  recently  had  a  most  in- 
teresting visit  with  Mrs.  Douglas  Mc- 
Arthur,  wife  of  General  McArthur.  Mrs. 
McArthur  formerly  lived  in  Murfrees- 
boro.  In  his  letter  Ensign  Fuston  says, 
in  part : 

"I  found  Mrs.  McArthur  to  be  an  ex- 
ceedingly charming  and  interesting  per- 
son. .  .  .  We  talked  at  some  length,  most- 
ly about  Murfreesboro.  I  was  able  to 
give  her  a  lot  of  information  about  her 
friends.  .  .  .  Later  her  little  boy  came  in 
to  meet  me.  He  is  quite  a  little  gentle- 
man, handsome,  clean-cut  and  quite 
friendly.  I  met  the  Chinese  nurse  who 
came  with  them  from   Corregidor,  also." 
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In  the  pall  of  1935  Mr.  Gurney  Harriss 
Kearns  established  a  generous  Kearns 
Fellowship  in  Religion.  Annually  since 
that  time  this  fellowship  has  been  held 
by  young  men  of  superior  ability. 

Duke  University  is  now  pleased  to  an- 
nounce another  fellowship  from  Mr. 
Kearns.  This  new  fellowship,  like  the 
first,  provides  an  annual  stipend  of  $700. 
It  is  available  to  that  student  in  any  re- 
ligious denomination  who  is  a  graduate 
of  an  accredited  divinity  school  and  who 
has  demonstrated  distinguished  scholar- 
ship in  the  field  of  religion.

Schelule  of  opening  dates  of  the  under- 
graduate colleges  of  Duke  University  has 
been  announced  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Wanna- 
maker,   Dean  of  the  University. 

The  Woman's  College  will  open  for  the 
fall  semester  of  1943-44  on  September  15. 

Duke  University  will  start  fulfilling  its 
agreement  with  the  United  States  Navy 
to  provide  accommodation  and  instruction 
for  Navy  enrollees  under  the  announced 


V-12  program  for  college  students  on 
July  1,  1943.  This  work  will  be  done  in 
three  semesters  of  four  months  each  year. 
Trinity  College,  the  undergraduate  col- 
lege for  men,  and  the  College  of  Engineer- 
ing have  adjusted  their  calendars  to  con- 
form to  the  Navy  V-12  program.  They 
will  begin  work  on  July  1,  instead  of  the 
usual  fixed  date.  It  will  be  possible  for 
acceptable  civilian  students  to  enter  these 


colleges  at  the  beginning  of  any  semester, 
July  1,  November  1,  and  March  1. 

Referring  to  the  Woman's  College, 
Dean  Wannamaker  said :  "Careful  con- 
sideration was  given  to  the  opening  date 
by  the  special  committee  appointed  to 
study  the  problem  brought  about  by  the 
necessary  change  in  the  calendar  for 
Trinity  College  and  the  College  of  Engi- 
neering. In  retaining  the  regular  open- 
ing date  for  the  Woman's  College,  the 
University  will  make  every  effort  to  safe- 
guard the  interests  of  those  women  stu- 
dents who  are  planning  to  carry  advanced 
work  in  such  departments  as  chemistry 
and  physics." 

The  Summer  Session  of  the  University 
will  be  held  as  heretofore.  Full  informa- 
tion regarding  it  has  been  announced.

Miss  Nannie  M.  Tilley  on  the 
Editorial  Board  of  Agricultural 
History 

Dr.  Nannie  M.  Tilley,  curator  of  manu- 
scripts in  the  Duke  Library,  has  been 
made  a  member  of  the  editorial  board  of 
Agricultural  History,  the  quarterly  jour- 
nal of  the  Agricultural  History  Society. 
This  society,  which  was  founded  in  1919 
to  promote  interest,  study,  and  research 
in  the  history  of  agriculture,  began  the 
publication  of  Agricultural  History  in 
1927.  Since  that  time  the  journal  has 
become  one  of  the  leading  scholarly  publi- 
cations of  the  United  States,  the  founding 
society  having  long  been  affiliated  with 
the  American  Historical  Association. 

Not  only  does  Agricultural  History  con- 
tain articles  pertaining  to  the  history  of 
agriculture  in  the  United  States,  but  also 
materials  on  the  history  of  agriculture  in 
other  countries.  Other  persons  added  to 
the  editorial  board  at  the  same  time  with 
Dr.  Tilley  were  Professor  Lewis  E.  Ather- 
ton,  University  of  Missouri;  Professor 
Robert  G.  Dunbar,  Colorado  State  College 
of  Agriculture;  Professor  F.  C.  Fowke, 
University  of  Saskatchewan ;  Professor 
Fred  Landon,  University  of  Western 
Ontario;  and  Dr.  Herbert  A.  Smith  and 
Dr.  Lazar  Volin  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

Dr.  Tilley,  associated  with  Duke  Uni- 
versity Library  for  seven  years  and  recipi- 
ent of  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from 
Duke,  has  had  a  number  of  articles  pub- 
lished in  leading  historical  journals.  She 
is  the  author  of  the  History  of  the  Trinity 
College  Historical  Society,  1892-1941, 
published  by  Duke  University  Press  in 
1941.  She  is  now  engaged  in  the  revision 
of  a  manuscript  on  the  Bright  Tobacco 
Industry  of  the  Virginia-Carolina  Area, 
1860-1929,  which  will  soon  be  published 
by  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
Press.

Most  of  the  classes  which  under  normal  conditions  would 
have  held  class  reunions  in  connection  with  the  1943  Duke  Com- 
mencement, to  be  held  May  21-22,  will  find  it  impracticable  to 
hold  reunions  as  usual  this  year  because  of  travel  restrictions  and 
other  war-time  conditions.  Accordingly,  the  Alumni  Office  is 
suggesting,  in  compliance  with  a  request  made  by  Government 
officials,  that  alumni  who  otherwise  would  have  come  to  Com- 
mencement this  year  and  participated  in  their  class  reunions  but 
who  cannot  come  this  time  devote  the  amount  that  would  have  been 
applied  to  such  expenses  in  normal  times  to  buying  War  Bonds. 
These  may  be  deeded  to  Duke  University  or  to  the  Duke  Univer- 
sity Alumni  Association.  A  large  number  of  colleges  and  univer- 
sities have  signified  their  intention  to  co-operate  in  this  way  with 
the  Government.  The  movement  has  been  growing  in  favor  rapidly 
since  the  suggestion  was  first  made. 

The  suggestion  above  is  made  primarily  to  members  of  re- 
union classes,  but  purchases  by  other  alumni,  as  suggested,  will  aid 
likewise  in  furthering  the  War  Bond  movement,  at  the  same  time 
aiding  the  University  and  its  alumni  causes.

The  games  were  played  on  the  team's  an- 
nual northern  trip  which  saw  the  stick- 
men  lose  games  to  Swarthmore,  Johns 
Hopkins,  and  Navy.  The  season  should 
not  be  considered  as  a  total  loss  as  the 
Blue  Devils  were  meeting  three  of  the 
nation's  top  teams  without  so  much  as  a 
practice  game. 

Coach  Bob  Chambers'  track  team 
finished  their  season  with  one  victory  in 
four  dual  meets  and  a  third  place  behind 
Carolina  and  V.  M.  I.  in  the  Southern 
Conference  Meet  held  this  year  at  Chapel 
Hill.  The  squad  was  severely  handi- 
capped by  the  loss  of  Captain  Moff  Storer 
throughout  most  of  the  meets.  Storer 
was  injured  in  the  first  meet  of  the  year 
and  was  not  readv  for  action  again  until 


the  last  meet  against  Navy.  Bob  Gantt, 
ace  weightman  from  Durham;  Carl 
Seaman,  senior  middle  distance  runner; 
and  freshman  Billy  Palmer  who  ran  the 
distance  events  were  the  outstanding 
Blue  Devil  performers. 

The  tennis  team  coached  by  Bob  Cox' 
has  one  more  match  to  play  against  Navy 
on  May  15.  In  the  seven  matches  already 
played  the  Blue  Devils  have  won  four 
and  lost  three.  The  victories  consisted  of 
wins  over  William  and  Mary,  Georgia 
Tech,  and  Davidson  twice.  Losses  were 
at  the  hands  of  Presbyterian  and  Carolina 
twice.  Duke  and  Carolina  both  beat 
Davidson  and  Georgia  Tech  by  the  same 
scores,  but  comparative  scores  could  not 
break  the  annual  jinx  and  the  Tar  Heels 
won  two  and  still  have  never  been  beaten 
by  a  Duke  tennis  team. 

At  this  writing,  Duke  is  second  in  the 
baseball  Ration  League.  The  Blue  Devils 
have  won  six  and  lost  four,  while  Caro- 
lina is  leading  the  league  with  an  eight 
and  one  record.  Practically  the  whole 
Duke  team  is  batting  over  .300,  but  un- 
steady fielding  plus  the  faihu'e  to  hit 
with  men  on  base  has  hindered  the  team 
all  season  long. 

The  pitching  duties  this  year  have  been 
handled  by  Walt  Curtin,  Harry  Palmer, 
Bob  Hessler,  and  Woody  Carroll.  In  the 
last  game  with  North  Carolina  State, 
freshman  ace  Bill  Heimberger  moved  up 
to  the  varsity  and  hurled  a  9  to  1  win 
over  the  State  team.

Duke  Graduate  Has  a  Part 
In  Development  of  New 
"Cotton  Leather" 

"Cotton  leather,  a  new  plastic  pro- 
duced by  four  young  men  and  a  girl  in  a 
small  asbestos  textile  mill,  soon  will  be 
making  shoe  soles  for  millions  of  Ameri- 
cans," says  Howard  W.  Blakeslee,  Asso- 
ciated Press  Science  Editor,  in  a  recent 
feature  newspaper  article.  Continuing, 
he  says : 

"Big  business  is  taking  over  the  manu- 
facture, for  possibly  55,000,000  pairs  of 
shoes  annually.  But  the  achievement  is 
strictly  a  feat  of  little  business.  It  was 
accomplished  in  a  home-made,  pine  board 
laboratory,  using  a  combination  of  hand- 
made, second-hand  and  new  machinery,  at 
the  mill  of  the  Southern  Friction  Ma- 
terials Company,  down  behind  a  woodsy 
hill  at  the  edge  of  Charlotte. 

"Cotton  leather  is  heavy,  woven  cotton 
fabric  of  the  sort  used  to  drive  machine 
pulleys,  impregnated  with  a  special  plas- 
tic binder.  This  forms  a  tan-colored 
solid,  as  hard  but  as  flexible  as  sole 
leather." 

The  girl  referred  to  in  the  article  as 
one  of  those  responsible  for  this  startling 
industrial  development  is  a  Duke  gradu- 
ate, Mrs.  J.  D.  Pickard,  head  of  research 
on  the  cotton  leather  project.  She  gradu- 
ated in  1937,  having  majored  in  chemistry 
and  physics.  She  has  a  small  daughter 
and  was  a  housewife  in  Charlotte  before 
her  husband  entered  the  Navy  as  an 
ensign.

Many 
members  of  facrdty  called  to  Washington  and  other  points  for 
essential  work  with  "W.P.B.,  O.P.A.,  Air  Corps,  Research  Lab- 
oratories, and  other  defense  agencies.

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1943  Commencement 

The  1943  Commencement  of  Duke  University  was  gen- 
erally regarded  as  one  of  the  best  yet  held,  despite  adverse 
conditions  connected  with  the  transportation  situation  and 
other  war-time  difficulties. 

While  the  attendance  was  smaller  than  it  would  have 
been  under  normal  conditions,  this  had  naturally  been 
anticipated,  and  there  was  compensation  for  the  decreased 
number  in  attendance  in  the  very  decided  spirit  of  interest 
and  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  manifested  in  the  various 
occasions  incident  to  the  1943  finals. 


As  had  been  announced  in  advance,  the  alumni  reunion 
feature  was  not  emphasized  this  year  as  usual,  the  Uni- 
versity co-operating  with  the  wishes  of  the  government 
as  expressed  in  a  suggestion  that  no  special  emphasis  be 
placed  upon  such  reunions  because  of  the  transportation 
situation  and  that  instead  alumni  who  would  have  par- 
ticipated in  such  occasions  devote  the  money  that  would 
have  been  spent  in  that  way  to  the  purchase  of  war  bonds 
made  payable  to  the  institution. 

Incidentally,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  quite  a  number 
of  alumni  have  acted  upon  this  suggestion  and  others  have 
indicated  their  intention  to  do  so. 


Entering  a  New  Era 

Duke  University,  along  with  many  other  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the  country,  really  enters  a  new 
era  on  July  1  when  a  new  war-time  schedule  is  inaugurated 
with  the  presence  on  the  campus  of  more  than  1500  young 
men  who  will  enroll  at  that  time  in  the  Navy  Training 
Program. 

Numerous  changes  to  make  the  new  program  as  effective 
as  possible  will  be  needed. 


Of  course,  these  new  conditions  will  naturally  present 
problems. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  make  teaching  and  schedule  and 
other  adjustments  to  conform  to  the  new  situation  in  its 
various  phases. 

In  the  handling  of  the  problems  presented,  the  adminis- 
trative officials  will  have  the  cordial  support  of  faculty, 
students,  alumni,  and  other  friends  interested  in  the  task 
of  keeping  educational  processes  up  to  the  highest  possible 
point  during  the  emergency  period. 

There  will  be  on  the  part  of  all  of  them  a  disposition  and 
eagerness  to  undergo  any  inconveniences  necessary  in 
order  that  Duke  may  play  its  full  part  in  the  war-time 
period. 


Frank  Clyde  Brown 

In  the  passing  on  June  3  of  Dr.  Prank  Clyde  Brown, 
chairman  of  the  English  Department  and  Comptroller  of 
Duke  University,  this  institution  suffered  a  genuine  loss. 

Dr.  Brown  had  been  so  identified  for  many  years  with 
the  various  phases  of  the  University's  development  that  it 
will  seem  strange  on  the  campus  without  him. 


Not  only  as  an  effective  and  popular  teacher  in  the  De- 
partment of  English,  but  in  many  other  ways,  he  rendered 
useful  service.  During  the  vitally  important  building 
period  a  few  years  ago,  his  wise  counsel  at  many  points 
was  of  real  value  in  the  solution  of  perplexing  problems. 
For  many  years  he  had  been  University  Marshal  until  the 
condition  of  his  health  and  the  pressure  of  other  duties 
forced  him  to  give  up  this  work  a  few  months  ago.  Much 
of  the  success  of  Duke  commencements  and  of  other  Uni- 
versity occasions  in  recent  years  had  been  due  to  his 
handling  of  a  multitude  of  matters  incident  to  such  occa- 
sions. And  in  other  ways  too  numerous  to  mention  he 
was  constantly  helpful.  His  co-operation  with  the  Alumni 
Office  was  always  enthusiastic  and  understanding  and 
effective. 

He  was  deeply  loyal  to  Duke  University  traditions  and 
was  ever  eager  to  serve  the  institution  in  any  way  possible. 


We  have  naturally  been  speaking  more  particularly  of 
Dr.  Brown  in  connection  with  his  relation  to  the  institu- 
tion which  he  had  served  so  long  and  so  well. 

It  is  needless  to  add  that  he  was  known  and  admired  far 
beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Duke  campus. 

In  academic  circles  and  in  realms  outside  the  academic, 
in  civic  and  social  and  other  relationships,  he  had  con- 
stant contacts. 

His  contributions  to  scholarship  in  the  field  of  English 
literature  and  more  particularly  through  his  intensive 
study  of  folklore  were  outstanding;  as  a  speaker  and 
writer  on  subjects  connected  with  his  work,  he  was  con- 
stantly in  demand ;  he  found  time  from  his  busy  schedule 
of  work  at  the  University  to  participate  in  undertakings 
for  the  general  advancement  of  higher  education ;  he  was 
deeply  conscious  of  his  obligation  in  civic  matters  and  was 
at  all  times  useful  in  the  promotion  of  causes  that  bene- 
fitted his  fellowmen. 

In  his  passing  those  associated  with  him  in  these  kindred 
endeavors  will  miss  the  fellowship  and  counsel  of  a  sincere 
friend  who  was  always  willing  and  eager  to  render  active 
and  devoted  service.

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Commencement  Address  Delivered  by  Dr.  Paul  Austin  Wolfe, 
of  New  York — Message  to  Graduates  by  Governor  J.  M.  B  rough- 
ton — Honorary  Degrees  Conferred  Upon  Thomas  A.  Morgan 
and  Brigadier  General  James  Stevens  Simmons — Three  New 
Trustees  Elected — Dr.  Flowers  Reports  Gifts  for  Year  of  $275,- 
000 — Officers  of  Alumni  and  Alumnae  Associations  Elected — 
Alumni-Alumnae  Luncheon  Saturday  a  Notably  Successful

DrKE  University's  Ninety- 
first  Commencement  opened 
with  the  annual  outdoor  re- 
ception Friday  evening.  May 
21,  and  closed  with  the  Alumni- 
Alumnae  Luncheon,  Saturday, 
May  22. 

The  graduating  exercises 
were  held  in  Page  Auditorium 
Saturday  morning.  A  feature 
of  the  occasion  was  the  im- 
pressive message  to  the  grad- 
uates by  the  Honorable  J. 
Melville  Broughton,  Governor 
of  North  Carolina.  President 
E.  L.  Flowers  presided. 

The  Commencement  Address 
was  delivered  Friday  evening 
in  the  University  Chapel  by 
The  Reverend  Paul  Austin 
Wolfe,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Pastor  of 
Brick  Presbyterian  Church, 
New  York  City.  The  Chapel 
was  filled  with  an  audience 
eager  to  hear  the  distinguished 
guest  speaker,  and  quite  a 
number  in  addition  to  those  in 
the  Chapel  heard  the  address 
in  the  grove  adjoining  Page 
Auditorium,  the  message  be- 
ing brought  to  them  over  the 
University's  public  address 
system.  Dr.  Wolfe  spoke  most 
effectively  of  the  opportunity 
presented  to  university  grad- 
uates to  play  a  part  of  gen- 
uine significance  in  the  new

world  in  which  we  are  living.  In  begin- 
ning his  address  he  paid  most  fitting 
tribute  to  the  late  Bishop  Adna  Leonard, 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  who  delivered  the 
Commencement  Address  last  year  and  who 
recently  died  in  a  tragic  airplane  accident 
over  Iceland.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
remarks  he  requested  the  graduates  to 
stand  and  closed  the  service  with  a  most 
impressive  charge  to  them  in  connection 
with  their  opportunities  and  responsibil- 
ities. ( Dr.  Wolfe's  address  appears  else- 
where in  this  issue.) 

Abbreviated  Commencement 
The  University's  second  commencement 
of  World  War  II  was  another  abbreviated 
occasion,  but  in  every  respect  the  program 
was  a  complete  one  and  was  marked  by 
spirit,  enthusiasm,  and  high  inspiration. 
It  was  significant  that,  despite  the  general 
decrease  in  enrollments  in  all  educational 
institutions,  with  many  students  going 
into  the  armed  services,  the  University 
could  confer  722  degrees  upon  young  men 
and  women  who  are  particularly  trained 
to  give  their  services  in  a  variety  of  ways 
to  the  nation  at  a  critical  time  in  its  his- 
tory. 

War  Atmosphere  in  Evidence 
Throughout     the    commencement     pro- 
gram the  University's  increasing  role  in 
the  nation's  war  effort  was  manifest. 

Many  of  the  200  graduates  who  received 
their  degrees  in  absentia  are  already  in 
the  armed  forces,  and  most  of  the  male 
graduates  present  will  leave  shortly  for 
the  training  camps.  Several  men  in  uni- 
form obtained  leaves  to  receive  degrees 
for  work  completed  during  the  past  year. 
Many  alumni  who  could  not  attend  their 
class  reunions  participated  in  the  "Bonded 
Reunion"  movement. 

Two  distinguished  contributors  to  the 
war  program  were  given  honorary  degrees 
of  Doctor  of  Science,  Thomas  A.  Morgan, 
of  New  York,  president  of  the  S  perry 
Corporation;  and  Brigadier  General 
James  Stevens  Simmons,  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  chief  of  the  Army's  Division  of 
Preventive  Medicine.  Both  are  native 
North  Carolinians.

$275,000  in  Gifts 

President  Robert  L.  Flowers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, who  completed  52  years  in  the 
service  of  the  institution,  in  his  report  to 
the  board  of  trustees  pointed  out  that  dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  University  had  re- 
ceived $275,000  in  gifts.  The  trustees 
took  special  note  of  the  gift  of  $6,000  in 
war  bonds  by  James  A.  Bell,  of  Charlotte, 
a  member  of  the  board,  as  a  memorial  to 
his  son,  Robert  Spencer  Bell,  to  constitute 
the  Robert  Spencer  Bell  Student  Aid 
Fund. 


Alice  M.  Baldwin  Scholarship 

The  senior  class  of  the  Woman's  College 
of  Duke  University,  as  its  farewell  gift  to 
the  University  at  commencement,  on 
Saturday  established  the  Alice  M.  Baldwin 
Scholarship  Fund.  The  class  was  helped 
in  the  undertaking  by  other  college  or- 
ganizations. At  its  commencement  meet- 
ing the  board  of  trustees  accepted  the  gift 
and  expressed  its  appreciation.

At  the  graduating  exercises  on  Satur- 
day morning,  May  22,  Francis  Dale,  of 
Bellevue,  Ky.,  was  the  speaker  represent- 
ing the  graduates  by  virtue  of  his  having 
won  the  Wiley  Gray  oratorical  medal. 

722  Degrees 

Of  the  722  degrees  conferred,  588  were 
to  students  who  completed  their  academic 
work  during  the  past  session.  Degrees 
were  also  formally  conferred  upon  184 
students  who  completed  their  work  since 
the  1942  commencement,  most  of  them 
during  last  year's  summer  session.  There 
were  356  bachelors  of  arts,  98  bachelors 
of  science,  91  masters  of  arts,  60  doctors 
of  medicine,  53  masters  of  education,  and 
24  doctors  of  philosophy  degrees  in  the 
group,  and  42  young  women  received  the 
diploma  in  nursing.

Memorial  to  Late  Daniel  C.  Roper 

A  committee  consisting  of  S.  S.  Alder- 
man, Washington,  D.  C. ;  Willis  Smith, 
Raleigh;  and  H.  R.  Dwire,  Durham,  was 
appointed  to  draw  up  a  memorial  for  the 
late  Daniel  C.  Roper,  who  died  on  April 
11. 

Progress  in  Alumni  Program 

In  his  commencement  report  to  the 
alumnae  and  alumni  councils,  Mr.  Dwire 
as  director  of  alumni  affairs  pointed  out 
that  there  are  more  than  3,000  Duke 
alumni  now  in  the  armed  services  and  that 
many  others  are  now  engaged  in  govern- 
ment war  service.  Since  the  war  began, 
Mr.  Dwire  reported,  19  Duke  alumni  have 
been  killed,  11  have  been  reported  miss- 
ing, and  seven  are  prisoners  of  war.  There 
are  now  records  on  18,630  located  Duke 
alumni,  of  whom  7,386  live  in  North  Caro- 
lina. Duke  alumni  now  live  in  every  state 
of  the  Union  and  in  35  foreign  countries. 

Commencement  Luncheon 

Following  the  graduating  exercises,  the 
commencement  program  ended  with  a 
most  successful  alumni-alumnae  luncheon 
in  the  University  Union.  R.  A.  Whitaker, 
of  Ivinston,  vice-president  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association,  presided  in  the  ab- 
sence of  T.  R.  Waggoner,  of  Atlanta,  the 
president.  The  luncheon  was  attended  by 
some  350  alumni  despite  the  expected  Avar- 
time  drop  in  attendance. 

Greetings  from  the  5,441  alumnae  of  the 
University  were  brought  by  Miss  Laura 
Tillett,  of  Charlotte,  retiring  president  of 
the  Alumnae  Association.  H.  W.  Kendall, 
of  Greensboro,  spoke  in  behalf  of  the 
25th  year  reunion  class.  Mr.  Kendall  re- 
called that  his  own  graduation  was  during 
wartime,  and  challenged  both  old  alumni 
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and  newly  installed  alumni  to  meet  the 
special  responsibility  for  leadership  that 
rests  on  university  men  and  women  in 
solving  the  world's  problems. 

Governor  Bronghton  spoke  briefly  at 
the  luncheon  meeting,  as  did  the  com- 
mencement speaker,  Dr.  Paul  Austin 
Wolfe,  of  New  York.  President  Flowers 
was  given  a  hearty  greeting  by  the  assem- 
bled alumni  group.

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  Faculty, 
the  Graduating  Classes,  Alumni  and 
Friends : 

I  confess  that  I  find  this  trip  to  Durham 
and  to  the  Duke  Commencement  exercises 
something  of  a  sentimental  journey.  This 
year  marks  the  25th  anniversary  of  my 
own  graduation  from  college. 

I  find  that  a  sobering  thought.  I  ask 
myself,  "Am  I  that  old?"  And  at  the 
same  time,  it's  a  very  humbling  thought. 
I  don't  remember  one  word  of  my  Com- 
mencement address.  That  leads  me  to 
some  reflection  on  the  futility  of  speaking. 

As  I  remember  it,  I  went  through  Com- 
mencement suspended  half  way  between 
two  worlds,  one  of  joy  that  I  was  through 
college,  and  the  other  of  sadness  that  it 
was  all  over.  Our  college  town  had  its 
particular  beauties.  A  river  flowed  through 
the  center  of  it.  On  that  river  we  often 
plied  our  canoes.  In  the  evening,  after 
the  sun  had  set,  the  sky  would  turn  to  a 
translucent  shade  of  blue,  and  the  spires 
of  the  village  churches  and  the  towers  of 
the  college  halls  would  lift  themselves  in 
sharp  silhouette  against  the  light  that  still 
lingered   in   the  west.     On   the   river,   the 


stream    of    molten    gold    slowly    died    to 
gleaming  silver  and  then  to  lead. 

I  wonder  if  any  of  you  remember  a 
poem  of  Rupert  Brooke  about  a  univer- 
sity environment  in  England. 

"Ah,  God,  to  see  the  branches  stir 
Across  the  moon  at  Grandhester ; 
To  smell  the  thrilling,  sweet,  and  rotten, 
Unforgettable,  unforgotten  river  smell, 
And  hear  the  breeze 
Sobbing  in  the  little  trees." 

I  didn't  possess  Rupert  Brooke's  poetry 
but  I  know  his  experience.  Here  was  a 
loveliness  I  would  not  meet  again  and  I 
was  loath  to  leave  it.  There  hung  over  me 
the  sense  of  things  mortal  and  things  dy- 
ing. This  life  was  finished.  It  could  never 
be  reconstructed.  Later,  in  a  few  months 
or  in  a  year,  I  might  return,  but  it  would 
be  a  different  world.  I  would  be  able  to 
pick  up  only  fragments  of  the  old  life. 

So  it  was  with  a  sense  of  things  mortal, 
things  ended,  that  I  prepared  for  Com- 
mencement. I  was  leaving  a  world  in 
which  I  felt  secure,  a  world  I  had  come  to 
love,  for  a  world  that  was  full  of  un- 
certainty and  a  future  that  was  a  mystery.

Perhaps  you  will  understand  it  better 
when  I  say  that  twenty-five  years  ago  we 
were  at  war. 

In  your  college  career  you  have  doubt- 
less heard  much  about  a  changing  world. 
I  am  sure  that  is  true.  During  these 
twenty-five  years  there  have  been  changes 
about  money.  When  we  graduated,  there 
were  no  wages  of  seventy-five,  ninety,  or  a 
hundred  dollars  a  week.  I  was  offered 
ninety  dollars  a  month  for  nine  months 
teaching  in  a  high  school,  a  yearly  wage 
of  $810.  You  and  I  know  that  would 
hardly  be  called  a  living  wage  today.  But 
you  must  not  think  of  us  in  1918  as 
ground  down  by  poverty.  We  thought  in 
other  terms.  That  primitive  economic  so- 
ciety had  its  advantages.  One  could  buy 
potatoes  and  occasionally  get  a  good  beef- 
steak. 

Perhaps  here  is  a  good  question  in  eco- 
nomics. Which  is  the  higher  standard  of 
living,  a  weekly  wage  of  a  hundred  dollars 
and  no  meat  and  potatoes,  or  a  wage  of 
only  twenty  dollars  and  all  the  potatoes 
and  meat  you  can  eat?  Speaking  from  an 
uneconomic  point  of  view,  from  the  point 
of  view  of  personal  contentment,  I  would 
like  to  testify  that  there  is  much  to  be 
said  for  an  antiquated  and  socially  back- 
ward society  which  enables  people  to  get 
food. 

But  as  I  was  saying,  as  I  look  back, 
what  impresses  me  is  not  that  the  changes 
have  been  so  numerous  but  rather  that 
the}r  have  been  so  superficial.  Then,  as 
now,  we  were  at  war.  There  were  personal 
problems.  Should  we  enlist  or  should  we 
wait  for  the  draft?  That  fine  word  "se- 
lectee" had  not  been  coined.  What  about 
getting  married?  If  a  man  and  woman 
were  head  over  heels  in  love  senior  year, 
would  he  be  better  fortified  to  fight  a  war 
abroad  if  he  had  an  emotional  anchor  at 
home?  Of  course  today  we  would  alter 
the  question.  Will  a  woman  be  a  better 
W.A.A.C.  in  occupied  Germany  if  she 
knows  she  has  the  guarantee  of  at  least 
one  Marine  at  Paris  Island? 

And  there  were  international  problems. 
Then,  as  now,  the  chief  enemy  was  Ger-  ] 
many.  At  our  Commencement  the  war 
stood  about  where  it  stands  now.  We  were 
assured  of  victory  but  we  did  not  know 
where  or  when  it  would  come.  What 
about  the  world  after  victory  had  been 
won?     What   should   be    done   with    Ger- 
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many?  What  punishment  should  be  meted 
out  to  the  war  criminals.  Then  there  was 
the  question  of  Russia.  Lenin  had  come 
to  power  and  communism  was  butchering 
its  thousands  and  millions.  Could  any 
confidence  or  trust  be  placed  in  Russia? 
Japan  was  less  in  the  public  eye.  Out- 
wardly she  was  on  our  side,  but  even  then 
there  were  voices  of  suspicion  in  regard  to 
her.  And  then  there  was  the  greatest 
question  of  all,  how  should  the  world  be 
organized  and  peace  be  made  secure? 
These  were  our  problems.  They  have  a 
familiar  sound. 

Of  one  thing  only  were  we  sure.  Ger- 
many must  be  destroyed.  Never  again 
must  the  German  militarists  be  allowed  to 
disrupt  the  peace  of  the  world.  Never 
again  should  the  calloused  war  lords  be 
allowed  to  send  the  innocent  millions  to 
their  death. 

Twenty-five  years  have  gone  by.  There 
have  been  all  these  changes,  the  talkie,  the 
airplane,  the  automobile,  the  radio.  But 
the  changes  are  superficial.  It  is  the  same 
old  world.  We  are  faced  with  the  identical 
problems  of  a  quarter  century  ago.  We 
did  not  destroy  Germany.  We  did  not 
limit  her  power.  We  did  not  preserve 
peace.   Why  did  we  fail? 

I  invite  you  to  think  about  it.  Perhaps 
you  can  profit  from  our  mistakes. 

For  one  thing,  we  failed  because  of  our 
mental  sloppiness.  The  collapse  of  our  in- 
tellectual life.  Just  at  present  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  concern  for  the  future  of 
liberal  education.  Surely  we  should  be 
concerned.  The  free  spirit  is  the  crown  of 
civilized  society.  The  glory  of  Greece  was 
the  Greek  mind.  It  was  that  mind,  bal- 
anced, rational,  moderate,  unfettered,  that 
produced  the  proportions  of  the  Parthe- 
non, the  grace  of  the  discus  thrower,  the 
moral  strength  of  Sophocles.  We  should 
defend  a  liberal  education. 

But  looking  at  the  record,  what  should 
concern  us  is  that  liberal  education  col- 
lapsed long  before  the  war  requirements 
of  1942. 

Perhaps  you  recall  the  definition  of  an 
educated  mind  by  Woodrow  Wilson.  An 
educated  mind  is  "a  mind  quit  of  its 
awkwardness;  eased  of  impediment  and 
illusion."  It  is  a  mind  that  has  the 
"power  to  distinguish  good  reasoning 
from  bad,  the  power  to  digest  and  inter- 
pret evidence,  the  habit  of  catholic  obser- 
vation, the  preference  for  the  non-partisan 
point  of  view." 

What  a  definition  that  is !  Catholic  ob- 
servation, non-partisan  point  of  view, 
eased  of  illusion,  the  power  to  distinguish 
good  reasoning,  to  digest  evidence.  But 
when    you    look    at    the    19'20's    and    the 


1930's,  what  is  so  discouraging  is  that  so 
few  educated  minds  were  in  evidence. 

Let  me  illustrate  it  by  what  we  did.  We 
wanted  to  prevent  war.  We  asked  what 
were  the  causes  of  war.  Here  were  some 
of  the  answers  we  gave. 

We  said  war  is  caused  by  old  social  sys- 
tems and  old  political  methods.  The  first 
World  War  was  not  only  a  war  between 
nations;  it  was  a  war  between  systems  of 
society,  between  those  who  favored  a 
status  quo  and  those  who  wanted  to  ex- 
jieriment,  between  those  who  supported 
reaction  and  those  who  wanted  progress. 
Our  emphasis  was  on  change.  We  had 
entered  a  new  world. 

So  we  experimented  with  the  Disarma- 
ment Conference  of  1922.  Nations  will 
not  fight,  we  said,  if  they  do  not  have 
weapons.  It  never  occurred  to  us  that 
when  nations  want  to  fight,  they  produce 
weapons.  Then  came  the  Dawes  Plan. 
After  all,  Germany  was  not  to  blame  for 
the  war.  It's  strange  to  remember  it  now, 
but  in  1923  liberal  opinion  thought  that 
France  was  the  ruthless,  brutal  militaristic 
power.  France  endangered  world  peace. 
So  we  did  not  enforce  the  Treaty  of  Ver- 
sailles. Later  came  the  Kellogg  peace  plan. 
A  new  world  demanded  new  methods. 
The  ordinary  processes  of  diplomacy  and 
international  law  could  not  be  trusted. 
Only   public   opinion   could   prevent   war. 


So  we  emphasized  experiment  and  change. 
New  occasions  teach  new  duties. 

Yes,  and  new  occasions  require  new 
men.  We  said  war  has  been  caused  by  the 
old  men,  cynical,  disillusioned.  Sir  James 
Barrie  gave  the  rector's  address  at  a  Scot- 
tish university  shortly  after  the  last  war. 
The  substance  of  it  was  that  the  older  gen- 
eration was  selfish  and  disillusioned.  It 
had  made  a  mess  of  the  world.  A  new  day 
called  for  new  leaders,  young  leaders. 
Only  youth  could  bi'ing  in  the  new  er'a. 
So  youth  must  hold  to  its  dreams  and  its 
ideals.  It  must  never  again  permit  itself 
to  be  betrayed  by  the  wicked  old  men. 

I  wonder  if  you  have  had  any  speaker 
who  talked  to  you  that  way.  We  had 
many  of  them  around  1920.  Age  fears 
reform.  Age  repulses  youth  when  it  tries 
to  translate  dreams  into  current  fact.  With 
us,  youth  became  a  pressure  group,  a 
racket  of  the  first  order.  We  really  be- 
lieved that  because  we  were  young,  we 
were  the  hope  of  the  world. 

But  our  major  confusion  was  in  regard 
to  the  actual  causes  of  war.  Herodotus 
wrote  that  the  cause  of  the  Persian  Wars 
was  that  the  Persians  wanted  to  enslave 
the  Greeks.  That  was  a  simple  statement. 
One  people  wanted  to  rule  another  people. 
But  such  a  simple  statement  would  not 
satisfy  our  intellectual  conceit.  We  had 
been  trained   to  ferret  out  social  causes, 
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make  charts.  We  could  not  be  content  with 
one  cause.  We  discovered  a  hundred  causes, 
major  causes,  minor  causes,  subordinate 
causes,  complementary  causes.  When  we 
had  finished,  we  had  wars  due  to  lack  of 
raw  materials,  lack  of  living  space,  lack 
of  colonies,  lack  of  self-determination, 
wars  due  to  everything'  except  the  fact 
that  maybe  one  nation  wanted  to  rule 
another  nation. 

But  chiefly,  and  here  we  swallowed 
Marxist  doctrine  whole,  we  believed  that 
wars  were  due  to  the  capitalistic  system. 
We  called  munitions  makers  merchants  of 
death.  They  made  war  for  a  profit.  Bank- 
ers made  war  to  increase  their  gains. 
Newspaper  men  made  war  because  they 
wanted  publicity  and  added  circulation. 
The  way  to  prevent  war  was  to  take  the 
profit  out  of  war,  to  let  no  one  trade  in 
war  goods.  The  crowning  act  of  this  ab- 
surdity was  the  Neutrality  Act  of  1939. 

There  is  the  record  of  our  mental  slop- 
piness.  We  created  an  intricate  system  of 
social  prejudice,  illusions,  and  guess- 
work upon  a  foundation  of  flimsy  evi- 
dence. We  dignified  it  and  handed  it  out 
to  our  time  as  social  thinking.  The  evi- 
dence was  that  wars  had  existed  long  be- 
fore the  capitalistic  system.  We  never 
examined  into  it.  The  evidence  was  that 
many  modern  wars  had  sprung  from  the 
passions  and  enthusiasms  of  the  multi- 
tude. The  evidence  was  that  revolutions 
are  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  interna- 
tional wars.    The  evidence  was  that  young 


men  may  be  hot-spurs.  They  may  be  hun- 
gry for  a  fight,  even  more  hungry  than  old 
men.  The  evidence  was  that  communism, 
with  its  contempt  for  capitalism,  was 
more  militaristic  than  any  of  the  decadent 
democracies.  The  evidence  was  that  the 
young  men,  Hitler  and  Mussolini,  with 
their  passion  for  economic  planning,  their 
enthusiasm  for  revolution,  for  new  orders 
of  society,  these  were  the  men  and  this 
was  the  thinking  that  was  leading  us  to 
the  edge  of  the  abyss. 

But   we  never  looked   at  the  evidence 

We  did  not  read  history  to  ask  what  are 

the  facts.    We  read  history  to  support  a 

theory  of  social  trends,  of  economic  in- 
terpretation. 

There  is  the  tragedy  of  these  twenty- 
five  years.  We  talked  academic  freedom, 
but  in  scarcely  one  of  our  educational  in- 
stitutions were  there  men  of  sufficient  in- 
tellectual stature  to  rise  above  the  pattern 
of  thought  of  the  moment  and  speak  the 
truth  freely  and  unafraid. 

So  we  drifted  toward  war.  All  the  facts 
were  in  the  open.  All  could  be  seen.  But 
we  had  been  so  conditioned,  our  minds 
had  been  so  fettered  by  prejudice  and  so- 
cial conceits  that  we  couldn't  recognize  a 
fact  when  it  shouted  as  loudly  as  Hitler 
or  boasted  as  arrogantly  as  Mussolini.  Not 
till  the  bombs  burst  on  Pearl  Harbor  were 
we  able  to  break  those  fetters.  But  by 
then  it  was  too  late.  We  had  forfeited 
the  most  precious  gift  of  intellectual  free- 
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dom,  the  ability  to  come  to  grips  with 
truth. 

We  failed  for  another  reason,  our  lack 
of  moral  fibre.  We  failed  because  we  did 
not  act  when  action  was  needed,  when  ac- 
tion might  have  saved  our  world.  And 
we  did  not  act  because  of  moral  flabbiness. 
We  were  deficient  in  the  sense  of  "ought," 
of  compulsion,  of  responsibility.  We 
lacked  a  clear  vision  of  truth,  and  we 
lacked  a  sense  of  obedience  to  truth.    - 

Perhaps  this  is  the  most  significant 
change  in  the  last  twenty-five  years,  this 
steady  weakening  of  the  sense  of  "ought." 
It  is  apparent  in  all  of  our  national  life. 
It  is  apparent  in  education.  The  new  mo- 
tive for  learning  is  interest,  what  excites 
and  pleases  the  pupil.  But  when  that 
motive  is  carried  to  an  extreme,  what  it 
means  is  that  the  child  has  no  responsibil- 
ity. He  need  not  do  anything  unless  he 
wants  to  do  it. 

It  is  apparent  in  politics.  We  have  em- 
phasized rights,  not  duties.  Every  man 
has  the  right  to  "painless  dentistry,  pain- 
less education,"  the  right  to  love,  to  mar- 
riage, to  a  good  job  at  short  hours  and 
long  pay,  to  a  life  of  happiness  without 
any  effort  or  struggle  on  his  part.  Now  if 
every  man  has  the  right  to  that  kind  of 
life  automatically,  it  means  that  he  has  no 
responsibility  for  his  own  existence.  He 
is  under  no  compulsions  to  act  for  himself. 

And  it  is  apparent  in  religion.  There  is 
less  and  less  of  the  instruction  that  God 
has  spoken  and  man  must  obey,  that  man 
has  a  duty  toward  God. 

Now  you  can  get  along  many  years 
within  a  country  on  an  easygoing  way  of 
thinking  and  acting.  After  all,  we  are  a 
big  country.  We  are  a  wealthy  country, 
with  resources  which  only  Russia  can 
rival.  Perhaps  we  could  live  within  our 
own  land  another  hundred  years  on  the 
doctrine  of  moral  irresponsibility.  But 
you  can't  live  in  an  international  world, 
you  can't  have  peace,  if  no  one  is  respon- 
sible for  it,  if  no  one  takes  the  trouble  to 
act  on  behalf  of  peace.  That  is  essentially 
what  happened  after  the  last  war. 

What  our  best  thinking  proclaimed  was 
that  no  one  was  responsible  for  the  war. 
We  couldn't  blame  Germany.  She  was  the 
victim  of  a  system.  We  couldn't  blame 
France  or  Russia  or  England  or  Italy. 
And  if  no  one  was  responsible,  then  no 
one  could  be  punished,  no  one  could  be 
requested  to  alter  his  conduct  or  change 
his  course  of  action.  And  if  no  one  was 
responsible  for  the  war,  then  no  one  was 
responsible  for  the  peace.  In  an  irrespon- 
sible world,  action  ceased  to  be  important. 
Do  nothing.  Do  what  you  like.  You  will 
get  by  somehow. 
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The  consequences  of  that  thinking  are 
now  apparent.  In  1924  no  one  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  enforcement  of  the  Ver- 
sailles Treaty.  It  wasn't  enforced.  Later 
no  one  was  responsible  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  Dawes  Plan.  It  was  not  en- 
forced. It  was  modified.  Still  later,  no 
one  was  responsible  for  adjusting  the  war 
debts.  In  1933  no  one  was  responsible  for 
our  participation  in  an  economic  confer- 
ence. In  1935,  Prime  Minister  Baldwin 
said  that  he  was  not  responsible  for  fail- 
ing to  warn  the  British  that  Germany  was 
preparing  for  war  and  that  Britain  must 
prepare.  Had  he  done  so  he  would  have 
lost  the  election.  In  1940,  Admiral  Taus- 
sig returned  from  Asia  and  gave  a  clear 
picture  to  a  Congressional  committee  of 
Japan's  program  and  intentions  in  the 
Par  East.  But  his  report  was  hushed  up 
and  no  action  was  taken.  No  one  was  re- 
sponsible for  checking  Japan.  So  it  went 
for  twenty  years,  glorious  irresponsibil- 
ity. 

And  now  that  we  are  at  war,  the  war  is 
revealing  that  what  was  true  for  interna- 
tional relations  is  equally  true  when  it 
comes  to  winning  battles.  The  war  is 
clearing  our  minds  of  much  of  our  intel- 
lectual rubbish  and  our  morality  of  its  ir- 
responsibility. 

Perhaps  some  of  you  saw  the  article  by 
Hanson  W.  Baldwin,  the  military  critic, 
in  last  Sunday's  New  York  Times.  That 
article  ought  to  be  required  reading  in 
every  school  of  education  throughout  the 
country.  Mr.  Baldwin  reviewed  the  fight- 
ing in  Tunisia.  He  said,  "Tunisia  has  re- 
vealed the  effects  of  years  of  rather  easy 
living  and  thinking  in  America."  Battle 
and  blood  and  death  have  taught  us  the 
lessons  we  ought  to  have  learned  years 
ago.  This  is  his  sober  judgment.  The 
Americans  showed  themselves  deficient  in 
the  leadership  of  non-coms  and  junior 
officers.  They  lacked  discipline  and  they 
lacked  moral  toughness.  And  he  added, 
we  need  a  stiffening  of  soul  and  spirit. 

The  junior  officers  failed  in  responsibil- 
ity, in  seeing  that  things  were  done  when 
they  should  have  been  done.  He  told  of 
thirty  men  bivouacked  near  the  front  line 
one  night.  In  the  morning  much  of  their 
equipment  was  missing.  They  cursed  the 
thieving  Arabs.  They  were  near  the 
enemy  but  they  had  posted  no  sentry.  The 
excuse  of  the  non-com  was  that  if  they 
had  posted  sentries,  some  of  them  would 
not  have  gotten  their  sleep.  In  another 
instance,  he  told  how  almost  an  entire 
crew  of  an  anti-aircraft  gun  was  killed  be- 
cause they  had  failed  to  dig  in  and  their 
officers  had  failed  to  compel  them  to  dig 
in.    And  he  added  that  we  had  the  best 


officer  and  non-com  material  in  the  world. 
But  too  many  of  them  don't  take  hold. 
They  don't  command. 

There  it  is,  the  failure  of  leadership. 
They  don't  command.  A  moral  flabbiness, 
a  lack  of  conviction  of  what  must  be  done 
whether  one  wishes  to  do  it  or  not.  Let 
me  repeat.  You  can  get  along  many  years 
within  a  country,  living  on  the  economic 
and  moral  capital  accumulated  by  your 
ancestors,  but  you  can't  win  wars  on  it. 
If  this  war  means  anything,  it  means  that 
the  moral  and  mental  ideas  which  bi'ought 
civilization  to  the  edge  of  the  abyss  dur- 
ing the  last  twenty-five  years,  those  ideas 
are  being  liquidated. 

That  liquidation  is  your  opportunity. 
And  now  let  me  give  you  your  text.  "Be- 
hold, I  have  set  before  you  an  open  door, 
and  no  man  can  shut  it."  If  I  could  im- 
press anything  upon  you  it  would  be  this, 
that  as  you  graduate  from  Duke  Univer- 
sity this  year,  your  world  offers  you  an 
opportunity  and  not  a  problem.  Not  since 
the  collapse  of  Napoleon  and  the  French 
Revolution  has  the  western  world  been 
offered  such  a  generous  prospect  of  recon- 
struction, of  new  life,  as  will  be  offered 
your  generation.  The  mistakes  have  been 
made,  the  consequences  noted.  We  have 
learned  our  lesson.  The  world  is  ready 
and  waiting  to  go  forward.  The  door  is 
open.    That  is  your  opportunity. 

And  now  let's  be  very  practical.  The 
door  is  open  to  reaffirm  the  intellectual 
tradition  of  free  men.    The  war  does  not 


mean  the  end  of  liberal  education.  It 
means  a  new  beginning.  The  branches  and 
the  dead  wood  that  have  cluttered  the 
stream  of  education  are  being  cleared 
away.  The  war  is  stressing  hard  work.  It 
is  teaching  us  how  to  digest  and  interpret 
evidence.  It  is  training  us  in  mathematics 
and  chemistry  and  physics.  It  is  training 
us  in  the  mastery  of  language.  The  war 
is  re-emphasizing  the  educated  mind. 

Not  only  that,  but  it  is  restoring  to  us 
the  conviction  which  has  inspired  all  great 
teaching,  the  conviction  that  history  is  not 
a  meaningless  jumble.  History  is  the 
struggle  of  men  to  bring  truth  out  of 
falsehood,  order  out  of  chaos,  light  out  of 
darkness.  It  is  that  struggle  that  gives 
glory  to  life.  In  the  struggle,  men  fall 
and  men  die,  but  their  efforts  are  not  in 
vain  and  their  death  is  not  useless.  The 
struggle  and  the  sacrifice  give  greatness 
to  the  whole  human  story. 

Or  again,  the  door  is  open  to  reaffirm 
the  American  tradition  of  political  free- 
dom. We  have  paid  lip  service  to  liberty 
and  democracy.  But  in  practice  we  have 
followed  the  trend  of  the  modern  world 
toward  despotism,  toward  theories  of  eco- 
nomic planning  and  national  efficiency. 
Our  political  thinking  of  recent  years  has 
been  inspired  by  the  European  tradition 
of  Karl  Marx,  the  economic  interpretation 
of  history,  rather  than  the  American  tra- 
dition of  Jefferson  and  Madison  and  the 
inalienable  rights  of  free  men. 

Just  at  present  there  is  a  widespread 
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perversion  of  political  language.  Almost 
all  the  revolutionary  groups  render  lip 
service  to  democratic  ideals.  Many  good- 
intentioned  people  are  taken  in  by  this  lip 
service.  Do  not  be  misled.  The  name 
given  to  the  totalitarian  state  is  not  impor- 
tant. Totalitarianism  in  any  form,  under 
any  title,  is  the  enemy  of  freedom.  The 
Marxist  experts  do  not  believe  in  "bour- 
geois concepts  of  freedom  and  democ- 
racy." They  do  not  believe  in  the  "rights 
of  man  or  in  parliamentary  representa- 
tion." They  believe  that  "they  are  the 
elite,  that  they  know  better  than  the  mis- 
guided majority  the  true  interests  of  the 
nation." 

Our  political  freedom  does  not  flow 
from  any  such  totalitarian  spring.  The 
concept  essential  to  freedom  in  the  Amer- 
ican sense  is  the  concept  of  federal  gov- 
ernment, not  one  central  authority,  but 
many  authorities.  Political  power  is  to  be 
distributed  among  many  agencies.  It  is 
the  most  vital  principle  of  freedom  ever 
enunciated.  It  means  that  the  problems 
of  North  Carolina  are  best  solved  by  the 
people  of  North  Carolina  and  not  by  the 
orators  at  Soldiers'  Field  or  in  Union 
Square.  This  means  democracy,  a  govern- 
ment of  the  people.  If  one  says  federal 
government  is  not  efficient,  the  reply  is, 
"It  preserves  liberty."  If  one  says  it 
makes  possible  evils,  the  reply  is,  "It  pre- 
vents a  greater  evil,  the  loss  of  self-gov- 
ernment." If  one  says  it  continues  prej- 
udices, the  reply  is,  "It  assures  self- 
respect."  "A  man,  to  a  man,  must  feel 
that  he  holds  his  fate  in  some  good  meas- 
ure in  his  own  hands."  When  this  war  is 
over,   you  will  see  a   revival   of   political 


thinking  in  America  in  the  best  tradition 
of  Jefferson  and  Madison  and  Wilson. 

The  door  is  open  to  reconstruct  the 
moral  and  religious  fibre  of  the  nations. 
Professor  Hocking  has  pointed  out  that 
based  on  reason,  and  reason  alone,  man's 
rights  disappear.  The  inalienable  rights 
of  free  men  are  rights  of  the  soul.  It  is 
man  as  a  child  of  God  that  has  rights. 
Without  this  religious  conception,  the  con- 
ception of  God  and  a  duty  required  by 
God,  no  rights  are  valid.  The  time  is  right 
to  drive  home  this  wisdom  to  the  entire 
nation.  "No  nation  which  did  not  con- 
template this  wonderful  universe  with  an 
awe-struck  and  reverential  belief  that 
there  was  a  great,  unknown  omnipotent, 
an  all-wise  and  all-just  Being  superin- 
tending all  men  in  it  and  all  interests  in 
it,  no  nation  ever  came  to  very  much,  nor 
would  any  man  either,  that  forgot  that." 
If  a  man  did  forget  it,  he  forgot  the  most 
important  part  of  his  mission  in  the 
world. 

To  be  sure.  If  you  have  forgotten  that 
faith,  if  you  have  neglected  it,  lay  fast 
hold  upon  it  before  you  try  to  play  a 
man's  part  in  a  world  of  opportunity. 

Finally,  the  door  is  open  for  you  to  be- 
come independent  men  and  women.  Don't 
for  one  moment  indulge  in  self-pity  or  al- 
low others  to  pity  you.  That  there  is  a 
hard  road  ahead  is  clear  to  all  of  us.  But 
if  there  is  one  thing  your  education  should 
have  taught  you,  it  is  that  great  living  has 
always  come  by  the  hard  road.  That  is 
the  way  men  and  women  learn  to  be  in- 
dependent souls. 

This  is  what  James  H.  Breasted,  the 
great  scholar  of  the  ancient  world,  wrote 


of  his  student  days  in  Berlin:  "I  shall 
never  forget  the  dark  shadow  of  uncer- 
tainty that  always  hung  over  me — uncer- 
tainty as  to  my  ability  to  make  good,  un- 
certainty about  following  a  science  of 
which  there  was  not  a  single  professorship 
or  post  of  any  kind  in  America.  I  used  to 
look  at  the  glass  and  shake  my  head  dubi- 
ously. It  took  all  the  courage  I  could 
muster  to  stick." 

It  took  all  the  courage  I  could  muster 
to  stick!  Of  course  it  did.  That's  what 
it  has  taken  of  every  generation  worth  its 
salt.  That's  what  it  will  take  of  you.  Life 
is  a  battle,  not  a  banquet.  All  of  you  will 
face  inconvenience.  Some  of  you  will  face 
hardship.  Some  of  you  will  face  death. 
Whatever  you  face,  the  important  thing  is 
not  when  you  die  but  how  you  lived.  The 
great  opportunity  of  living  is  to  make 
death  a  glory  and  not  a  shame. 

And  now  let  me  close  with  the  words 
which  Pasteur  gave  to  some  young  men  in 
France  at  the  close  of  the  Franco-Prus- 
sian War :  "Whatever  your  career  may  be, 
do  not  let  yourselves  become  tainted  by  a 
deprecative  and  barren  skepticism.  Do 
not  let  yourselves  be  discouraged  by  the 
sadness  of  certain  hours  which  pass  over 
nations.  .  .  .  Say  to  yourselves  first,  'What 
have  I  done  for  my  instruction?'  And  as 
you  gradually  advance,  'What  have  I  done 
for  my  country?'  until  the  time  comes 
when  you  may  have  the  immense  happi- 
ness of  thinking  that  you  have  contributed 
in  some  way  to  the  progress  and  to  the 
good  of  humanity.  But  whether  our 
efforts  are  or  are  not  favored  by  life,  let 
us  be  able  to  say  when  we  come  near  the 
great  goal,  I  have  done  what  I  could."

Delivered  at  Commencement  Exercises  in  Page  Auditorium  Saturday,  May  22,  by  Francis 
L.  Dale,  '43,  of  Bellevue,  Ky.  Subject:  "National  Integrity  in  an  International  World." 


One  of  the  most  unforgettable  characters 
in  all  literature  is  the  Old  Testament  char- 
acter of  Job.  You  are  familiar  with  his 
story.  He  was  described  as  the  greatest 
man  in  all  the  East  with  much  wealth  and 
happiness  to  share  with  his  seven  sons 
and  three  daughters.  Suddenly  and  with- 
out cause,  Job  lost  all  his  wealth,  his 
friends,  his  happiness,  his  sons  and 
daughters,  and  even  his  wife's  trust  and 
loyalty.  Dazed  by  this  sudden  turn  of 
events  in  his  good  fortune,  Job  was  still 
more  taunted  by  the  continual  jeerings  of 
his  friends  and  his  wife,  saying,  "Are  you 
still  holding  fast  to  your  integrity?  Fool! 
Curse  God  and  Die!"   He  was  faced  with 


■a  terrific  mental  struggle  in  which  lie 
matched  his  uncalled-for  suffering  against 
his  sustaining  faith  in  his  Divine  Benefac- 
tor. True,  he  was  tempted  even  to  doubt 
the  very  existence  of  his  God.  But  at  this 
point,  Job  looked  through  his  own  wretch- 
edness, and  sufferings  and  humiliations; 
he  finally  re-established  a  satisfying 
philosophy  of  life.  He  sought  out  the  en- 
during values  and  found  that  they  in- 
cluded the  noblest  elements  of  his  old 
faith — only  matured  and  expanded. 

We,  as  Americans  and  as  students  of 
Duke,  have  been  endowed  with  all  manner 
of  wealth  and  opportunity.  We  have  the 
blessings  of  a  democracy  and  the  oppor- 


tunity to  secure  a  good  education.  No 
commonwealth  of  the  modern  world  has 
had  a  life  so  abundant,  so  rich,  on  such  a 
high  plane  of  opportunity  and  physical 
comfort  as  the  United  States.  But,  we, 
when  the  incident  at  Pearl  Harbor  oc- 
curred, were  faced,  like  Job,  with  the 
nasty  realization  that  our  political  philos- 
ophy of  life  would  not  keep  us  out  of 
mental  and  physical  suffering.  Before 
Pearl  Harbor,  many  of  us  believed  that 
the  way  to  keep  out  of  international  con- 
flicts was  to  keep  out  of  international 
affairs.  But,  now  that  we  are  in  this  war, 
we  realize  that  this  philosophy  is  not 
adequate.  We  are  faced  with  the  possibil- 
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ity  of  losing  all  that  we  hold  dear.  We 
are  engaged  not  only  in  a  military  strug- 
gle, but  also  a  mental  struggle,  like  Job; 
and  if  we  are  to  reach  a  happy  conclusion, 
we,  too,  must  seek  out  the  enduring  values 
of  life  and  see  to  it  that  the  protection  of 
those  values  is  assured  in  the  peace  that 
is  to  be  made. 

In  world  affairs  of  the  past,  we  have 
admired  authority — even  Hitler  and  Mus- 
solini for  a  time.  Our  democracy  seemed 
so  weak  in  comparison;  but  the  more  we 
see  of  Fascist  authoritarianism  as  Hitler 
has  worked  it  out,  the  more  we  yearn  for 
the  nobler  aspects  of  our  older  ideal  of 
democracy.  Now,  we  must  strive  for  the 
world  application  of  our  fundamental 
ideals.  The  lifting  of  the  Hitler  authority 
over  any  area  of  Europe  does  not  promise 
a  period  of  serene  recovery  from  the  gross 
looting.  On  the  contrary,  the  promise  is 
for  a  series  of  new  problems,  the  solu- 
tion of  which  will  be  comparable  to  the 
task  of  winning  the  war.  We  foresee  that 
in  establishing  the  civil  processes  of  gov- 
ernment we  shall  be  faced  with  the  im- 
mediate danger  of  an  orgy  of  murder. 
In  each  of  the  countries  we  shall  encoun- 
ter not  less  than  two  claimants  to  leader- 
ship, and  this  bitterness  between  factions 
will  delay  the  fulfillment  of  our  great  aim 
for  some  time.  But,  only  half -consciously 
do  we  realize  that  this  inevitable  anarchy 
will  involve  us  still  further. 

For,  never  in  history  has  any  continent 
been  so  fought  over,  stripped,  disorga- 
nized, left  to  rot  through  disuse,  or  even 
aggressively  ruined.  We  must  help  to  re- 
store to  Europe  the  privileges  of  civiliza- 
tion by  being  willing  and  able  to  under- 
take a  service  of  constabulary.  As  the 
need  for  this  immediate  service  of  re- 
habilitation diminishes,  the  impulse  to  give 
thought  to  the  conditions  of  peace  will 
grow  stronger.  What  kind  of  peace  shall 
we  have?  In  a  single  sentence,  the  hope 
for  peace  of  the  world  rests  upon  the  abil- 
ity of  mankind  to  establish  an  order  under 
law  in  lieu  of  an  order  under  military 
authority.  There  can  never  be  any  peace 
of  any  other  nature.  A  world  of  order 
under  law  is  a  world  in  which  peace  is  a 
certainty.  A  world  subject  to  what  is 
called  "power  politics"  is  a  world  in 
which  the  periods  of  peace  are  merely 
breathing  spells,  in  which  men  get  ready 
for  another  world  war.  Our  philosophy  of 
life  must  conform  to  the  establishment  of 
such  an  order  under  law.  We,  like  Job, 
must  seek  out  the  enduring  values,  mold 
them  into  a  dominating  faith  and  hold  fast 
to  this  faith  in  applying  it  to  the  problem 
of  peace  for  the  world. 

There   are   several   elements   of   impor- 


tance which  must  be  included  in  any 
thoughtful  discussion  of  peace  problems. 
Probably  the  most  dominant  element  in 
determining  the  peace  will  be  public  opin- 
ion in  the  United  States  and  the  British 
Commonwealth.  It  is  sobering  to  realize 
that  of  the  four  senior  partners  at  the 
peace  table — China,  Russia,  The  British 
Commonwealth,  and  the  United  States — 
the  dominating  voice  will  be  that  of  the 
English-speaking  countries.  Of  the  Com- 
monwealth, Canada  is  the  greatest  domin- 
ion and  its  interests  are  so  identical  with 
those  of  its  neighbor  to  the  south  that  it 
may  well  be  expected  to  cooperate  with 
the  United  States.  This  leads  us  to  the 
very  solemn  thought,  that  the  temis  of 
peace,  when  they  are  written,  perhaps  not 
for  ten  years  from  now,  will  be  precisely 
what  the  English-speaking,  largely  the 
North  American  people,  you  and  I,  shall 
demand. 

Secondly,  we  have  defined  the  peace  we 
want  as  order  under  law.  Our  only  hope 
for  such  a  peace  lies  in  cooperation.  If 
we  are  to  have  an  order  under  law,  we 
must  have  a  court ;  and  if  we  are  to  have 
a  court,  we  must  have  an  agreement  by 
those  nations  which  sustain  the  court,  to 
abide  by  its  decisions.  Now  we  approach 
the  crux  of  the  hope  for  peace.  You  can- 
not have  an  order  under  law  and  withhold 
for  yourself  the  right,  at  your  will,  to 
take  the  law  into  your  own  hands.  Unless 
we  of  the  United  States  are  willing  to  ac- 
cept the  decisions  of  the  court  precisely 


as  the  litigant  now  accepts  the  decisions 
of  the  civil  courts  in  their  smaller  juris- 
dictions, then  all  talk  of  peace  is  a  waste 
of  time. 

The  third  requirement  for  peace  is 
more  difficult  for  many  to  see.  The  hope 
of  order  under  law  depends  upon  the 
readiness  of  an  organized  and  competent 
minority  in  the  United  States  and  the 
British  Commonwealth  to  persuade  a  half- 
thinking  majority  to  give  up  some  of  the 
sovereignty  which  they  now  hold  to  be  so 
precious.  When  this  is  sought,  you  can 
well  imagine  what  will  happen.  Tub- 
thumpers,  demagogues,  rabble-rousers,  the 
ignorant,  the  biased,  the  prejudiced  will 
appear  in  every  province,  state,  county, 
and  city,  everywhere  warning  the  people 
that  we  who  seek  peace  are  trying  to  de- 
stroy our  national  integrity— that  we  are 
trying  to  betray  our  government  into  an 
international  trap.  However,  I  solemnly 
aver,  that  the  sacrifice  of  such  sovereignty 
does  not  mean  the  relinquishment  of  our 
cherished  national  ideals.  But  we  must 
first  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  be- 
fore we  can  ever  be  good  citizens  of  the 
world.  We  no  longer  live  on  a  One- Way 
Street  in  Crossroads,  U.  S.  A.;  we  now 
live  on  the  Main  Highway  of  the  World. 
Now  and  henceforth  we  are  all  citizens  of 
Wendell  Willkie's  "One  World."  This  was 
part  of  the  dream  of  the  Russian  Tsar 
and  his  International  Conference,  of  Wil- 
son and  his  League,  of  Kellogg  and 
Briand   and   their   Peace  Pact:   all  three

order  to  be  present. 
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failed.  Why?  Because  nations  were 
afraid  to  face  the  inevitable  need  that 
they  give  up  part  of  their  sovereignty. 
One  of  the  great  difficulties  in  the  path  of 
peace  is  that  men  do  not  comprehend 
what  peace  really  is.  They  think  of  it  as 
a  quietude,  an  absence  of  hostilities,  like  a 
lazy  and  sleepy  voyage.  Peace,  instead,  is 
the  aggressive  pursuit  of  a  burning  desire 
to  see  the  world  as  a  whole  set  up  under 
law  and  order. 

One  great  difficulty  facing  the  makers 
of  world  peace  will  undoubtedly  be  the 
distribution  of  the  world's  industrial  re- 
sources. Ninety  percent  of  the  raw  mate- 
rials essential  to  modern  industrial  activ- 
ity are  found  in  Russia,  the  British  Com- 
monwealth, and  the  United  States ;  and  all 
the  world  is  so  dependent  on  these  three 
nations  that  unless  men  and  women  like 
you  and  me  are  willing,  like  Job,  to  sacri- 
fice some  of  our  world's  wealth,  to  demon- 
strate our  integrity — unless  we  have  the 
resourcefulness,  the  powers  of  analysis, 
and  the  persistence  to  work  out  a  system 
for  the  impartial  distribution  of  the 
world's  wealth  through  the  ordinary  chan- 
nels of  trade — no  system  of  law  adminis- 


tered by  any  court,  will  prevent  constant 
uprising  and  almost  incessant  turmoil. 

Another  fundamental  difficulty  is  the 
existence  of  hideous  racial  prejudices  and 
national  antagonisms.  There  must  be  de- 
veloped willingly,  and  with  purpose, 
clearly  and  cleanly,  the  most  abundant  op- 
portunities for  the  contact  between  the 
]3eoples  of  each  land  one  with  another. 
Cultural,  aesthetic,  educational  values  are 
not  to  be  subordinated  to  those  of  trade 
and  the  mechanism  of  law. 

Finally,  it  is  evident  that  all  this  design 
of  peace  will  be  futile  unless  it  springs 
from  the  hearts  of  men — a  peace  of  good 
will,  tolerance,  fair  play,  social  justice, 
kindliness,  religion.  The  peace  we  all 
crave  is  above  logic,  mechanics,  business, 
armies  and  navies,  and  governments.  Men 
instinctively  look  up,  seeking  some  faith 
to  hold  fast  to.  Ours  must  be  the  faith  in 
our  national  ideals.    Without  a  deep  rev- 


erence within  us,  whatever  the  creed  we 
may  have,  we  cannot  hope  to  safeguard 
peace  against  human  disagreements  and 
rivalries.  The  fabric  of  peace  is  not 
woven  of  statutes,  committee  reports, 
treaties,  or  government  mandates.  It  is 
woven  of  the  prayers  of  mothers,  the  sol- 
emn litanies  of  worship,  and  the  dedica- 
tion of  all  men  to  the  brotherhood  of  the 
world. 

Thus,  these  three  concepts — order  under 
law,  the  sacrifice  of  selfish  sovereignty  and 
power,  and  the  reverence  of  all  men  for 
the  better  values  that  endure — these  three 
concepts,  inherent  in  our  noblest  ideas  of 
democracy,  stand  out  more  clearly  than 
ever — like  Job's  fundamental  faith  in  the 
moral  order  of  the  universe.  These  con- 
cepts present  a  definite  challenge  to  us, 
graduates  of  Duke  University,  who  must 
fight  this  war.  Can  they  not  also  lead  us 
to  an  enduring  peace?

At  the  Graduating  Exercises  in  connection  with  the  1943  Commencement,  honorary 
degrees  were  conferred  upon  Thomas  Alfred  Morgan,  of  New  York,  President  of  the 
Sperry  Corporation  and  prominently  identified  with  other  important  business  organiza- 
tions, and  Brigadier  General  James  Stevens  Simmons,  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Pre- 
ventive Medicine,  United  States  Army,  Washington,  D.  C.  The  citations  read  by 
President  R.  L.  Flowers  were  as  follows: 


"Doctor  of  Science — Thomas  Alfred 
Morgan,  native  North  Carolinian :  a  great 
practical  engineer  with  a  marvelous  under- 
standing and  mastery  of  engineering 
science  in  its  application  to  industry,  and 
of  business  in  its  wider  significance;  an 
outstanding  leader  in  modern  commerce 
and  industry;  president  of  the  great 
Sperry  Corporation ;  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Pan-American 
Airways,  able  director  of  numerous  other 
organizations  which  have  greatly  aided  in 
the  conversion  of  this  country  into  the 
'arsenal  of  democracy'  in  the  most  fate- 
ful conflict  of  human  history ;  governor  of 
the  Aeronautical  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Aeronautical  Advisory  Council,  United 
States  Department  of  Commerce;  an  in- 
fluential member  of  various  other  scientific 
bodies  and  of  organizations  to  aid  in  the 
war  effort — in  all,  an  outstanding  leader 
in  the  realms  of  applied  science  and  in- 
dustry and  a  man  whose  self-earned  rise 
to  a  commanding  position  in  the  business 
world  may  well  serve  as  an  inspiration 
and  encouragement  to  all  American 
youth." 


"Doctor  of  Science — Brigadier  General 
James  Stevens  Simmons:  a  distinguished 
North  Carolinian,  a  graduate  of  Davidson 
College,  studied  medicine  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina,  later  receiving  de- 
grees from  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, George  Washington,  and  Harvard; 
whose  bacteriologic  research  in  Panama, 
the  Philippines,  Hawaii  and  this  country 
and  whose  untiring  labor  as  chief  of  the 
Division  of  Preventive  Medicine  of  the 
United  States  Army  have  contributed 
greatly  to  the  present  low  rate  of  illness 
among  our  troops ;  a  member  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Committee  on  Medical  Research  in 
the  Office  of  Scientific  Research  and  De- 
velopment, of  the  President's  Committee 
on  Inter-American  Health  and  Medicine, 
of  the  Board  for  the  Investigation  of  Epi- 
demic Diseases,  of  the  Division  of  Medical 
Sciences  of  the  National  Research  Coun- 
cil; a  lecturer  in  Preventive  Medicine  at 
Johns  Hopkins  and  Yale  Universities;  a 
scholar  whose  authoritative  writings  on 
experimental  bacteriology,  preventive 
medicine  and  tropical  diseases  have  made 
a  distinctive  contribution  to  knowledge  in 
these  fields."

The  Alumni  Office  has  been  working 
diligently  during  recent  months,  in  spite  of 
the  natural  difficulties  presented  by  the 
war  situation,  in  the  effort  to  keep  the 
alumni  program  moving  ahead  as  rapidly 
as  is  consistent  with  the  war-time  situa- 
tion. The  emphasis  during  the  past  year 
has  been  upon  co-operation  in  the  war  ef- 
fort and  all  alumni  projects  are  considered 
from  that  point  of  view.  A  particular 
effort  has  been  made  by  both  the  General 
Alumni  and  Alumnae  Associations  in  re- 
cent months  to  keep  in  as  close  touch  as 
possible  with  men  and  women  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  nation,  and  in  many  cases  with 
members  of  their  families. 

In  connection  with  the  1943  Commence- 
ment every  effort  was  made  to  handle  re- 
union and  other  activities  in  such  a  way 
as  to  promote  the  Avar  effort.  Anything 
approaching  high  pressure  efforts  to  bring 
alumni  back  to  the  campus  was  avoided, 
and  there  was  co-operatioii  with  the  gov- 
ernment's suggestion  through  the  Treas- 
ury Department  that  an  appeal  be  made 
to  the  alumni  who  could  not  attend  re- 
unions to  invest  money  that  would  have 
been  spent  in  that  way  in  the  purchase  of 
war  bonds  payable  to  the  University  or 
the  Alumni  Association.  A  considerable 
measure  of  success  has  attended  that 
effort.  Quite  a  number  of  purchases  of 
war  bonds  have  already  been  made  in  this 
way  and  others  are  expected  in  the  im- 
mediate future. 

Many  letters  have  been  received  by  the 
Alumni  Office  during  the  academic  year 
1942-43  from  alumni  in  the  services,  and 
in  many  cases  from  their  parents,  express- 
ing appreciation  of  the  efforts  that  have 
been  made  to  keep  in  close  touch  with 
them.  In  a  variety  of  ways  the  Alumni 
Office  has  been  able  to  render  service  to 
individuals  in  the  services,  and  that  effort 
will  be  continued. 

In  his  report  read  to  the  Alumni  Coun- 
cil at  the  Commencement  meeting,  the  Di- 
rector of  Alumni  Affairs  reviewed  briefly 
some  of  the  activities  of  recent  months, 
both  as  affecting  the  alumni  and  alumnae, 
and  at  the  suggestion  of  some  of  the  mem- 
bers the  major  portion  of  this  report  is 
being  reproduced  herewith  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  Duke  alumni  generally  an 
idea  of  what  the  Alumni  Office  staff  is  at- 
tempting to  do  in  these  very  unusual 
times: 


"To  the  Members  of  the  Alumni  Council : 

"The  time  since  the  fall  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  Council  has  been  one  of  the 
busiest  periods  in  the  entire  history  of 
your  Alumni  Office.  In  addition  to  the 
usual  routine  work  of  the  office,  which  has 
been  growing  very  rapidly  in  recent  years, 
the  more  than  3,000  alumni  in  the  armed 
services  and  other  Duke  men  and  women 
who  have  entered  government  work  have 
naturally  increased  greatly,  and  at  the 
same  time  rather  suddenly,  the  volume  of 
correspondence  and  other  contacts,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  many  changes  in  addresses 
necessary  to  keep  the  service  records  as 
near  up  to  date  as  possible. 

"But  the  challenge  offered  by  this  new 
and  important  opportunity  for  service  to 
the  alumni,  the  University,  and  the  nation, 
has  been  eagerly  seized  by  the  entire 
alumni  organization.  Practically  all  the 
personnel  of  the  office  except  those  going 
directly  into  government  service  has  been 
retained,  and  there  has  been  in  evidence  a 
remarkable  spirit  of  loyalty  to  the  Uni- 
versity on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in 
this  work,  despite  flattering  offers  of  more 
remunerative  service  elsewhere.  At  times 
longer  hours  and  extra  duties  have  been 
necessitated,  but  through  it  all  there  has 
been  in  evidence  a  willingness  and  even 
eagerness  to  do  everything  needed  regard- 
less of  the  time  and  effort  involved. 

"I  think  perhaps  the  members  of  the 
Council  will  be  most  interested  at  this 
time  in  knowing  something  of  what  is  be- 
ing done  in  the  matter  of  contacts  with 
alumni  in  the  services  referred  to  above. 
It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  work  is 
vitally  important  now  and  that  its  value 
will  be  even  more  apparent  in  the  years 
after  the  war  is  over.  I  do  not  want  to 
appear  boastful,  but  I  think  you  can  rely 
upon  the  conviction  I  am  voicing  now,  i.e., 
that  no  institution  in  America  will  have 
better  World  War  Service  records  than 
will  Duke  University,  and  that  no  alumni 
organization  is  doing'  more  than  is  being 
done  right  here  to  make  its  alumni  in  the 
services  feel  that  we  are  behind  them  100 
per  cent.  I  am  claiming  no  credit  for  this 
for  myself,  but  I  do  want  to  pay  a  de- 
served tribute  to  those  who  are  actually 
doing  the  work. 

"First,  an  entirely  separate  set  of  serv- 
ice records  is  being  kept  in  addition  to  the 
regular  records.    These  service  records  are 


also  incorporated  in  the  basic  records 
maintained  from  year  to  year.  In  other 
words,  the  names  of  alumni  in  the  services 
with  pertinent  information  about  them 
appear  in  both  flies.  The  number  of 
changes  in  addresses  as  well  as  in  military 
titles  and  similar  matters  can  only  be  ap- 
preciated by  an  examination  of  the  flies. 
I  may  say  here,  in  connection  with  the 
record  of  the  men  hi  the  service,  that  a 
total  of  nineteen  have  been  killed,  eleven 
are  missing  in  action,  and  seven  are  pris- 
oners of  war. 

"Through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Anne  Gar- 
rard, Assistant  Director  of  Alumni  Af- 
fairs, an  amazing  amount  of  personal  con- 
tact work  with  alumni  in  the  services  is 
being  done. '  Hundreds  of  letters  to  such 
alumni  and  in  many  cases  their  parents 
have  been  written.  And  the  letters  of  deep 
appreciation  that  are  being  received 
would  make  a  whole  story  in  itself.  Re- 
quests to  parents  for  information  about 
sons  in  the  service,  including  photographs, 
have  brought  from  both  parents  and 
alumni  heart-warming  responses,  not  by 
twos  and  threes  but  by  scores  and  hun- 
dreds. I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that, 
in  my  opinion,  the  University  is  doing 
nothing  in  these  times  of  war  that  will  be 
productive  of  more  genuine  good  will, 
looking  at  the  matter  from  the  standpoint 
both  of  the  present  and  the  future.

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"In  addition  to  this  vitally  important 
personal  contact  and  records  work,  the 
Alumni  Office  has  been  rendering  service 
in  various  other  ways  in  connection  with 
the  war  effort.  Hundreds  of  copies  of  the 
Alumni  Register  are  being  sent  each 
month  to  libraries  in  army  camps  and 
naval  stations;  hundreds  of  new  and  use- 
ful books  have  been  sent  to  many  army 
and  navy  camp  and  station  libraries, 
many  directly  and  others  by  co-operation 
with  the  Red  Cross  and  similar  agencies. 
Definite  co-operation  is  being  given  the 
Government  in  connection  with  the  War 
Bond  effort.  The  Alumni  Office  is  con- 
stantly in  contact  with,  and  co-operating 
with,  Camp  Butner  and  the  Army  Finance 
School  on  our  own  campus.  Alumni  rec- 
ords are  continually  being  compiled  for, 
and  forwarded  to,  various  branches  of  the 
armed  services  requesting  information 
from  time  to  time  about  Duke  men  and 
women. 

"The  opening  on  July  1  of  the  Navy 
Training  program,  involving  perhaps 
1,600  students,  will  present  additional 
opportunities  for  service  by  the  Alumni 
Office.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  every  ad- 
vantage will  be  taken  of  this  opportunity. 

"It  is  perhaps  in  order  to  say  here  that 
this  additional  service  made  necessary  by 
war  conditions  has  been  rendered  along 
with  the  keeping  up  to  the  highest  pos- 
sible point  of  the  regular  routine  incident 
to  the  Alumni  Office  program.  We  have 
the  conviction,  which  is  in  line,  I  know, 
with  that  of  other  divisions  and  depart- 
ments of  the  University,  that  we  have  a 
twofold  obligation  here  at  Duke :  first,  to 
do  everything  possible  for  the  promotion 
of  the  immediate  war  effort;  second,  to  so 
carry  out  the  usual  programs  of  work  that 
the  post-war  period  will  not  find  us  un- 
prepared to  go  ahead  under  more  normal 
conditions.  It  would  be  exceedingly  un- 
fortunate if  the  demands  incident  to  the 
war,  important  as  they  are,  should  cause 
us  to  lose  sight,  even  temporarily,  of  the 
fact  that  some  day  the  struggle  will  be 
over  and  that  the  usual  programs  must 
be  carried  on  with  as  little  "letdown"  as 
possible  in  order  that  the  rebuilding  after 
the  war  may  be  facilitated  to  the  greatest 
possible  extent. 

"Outside  of  work  directly  pertaining  to 
the  war  effort,  the  Alumni  Office  is  hand- 
ling a  record-breaking-  volume  of  cor- 
respondence; the  mailing  of  University 
publications  has  increased;  contacts  with 
students  on  the  campus  are  being  main- 
tained to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  be- 
fore; the  Alumni  Office  is  being  recog- 
nized to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  as  a 
clearing-house,  so  to  speak,  for  alumni- 
faculty-student  information  and  seiwice; 


the  subscription  list  of  the  Alumni 
Register  is  constantly  increasing;  contri- 
butions to  the  General  Alumni  Fund  are- 
greater  in  number  and  total  amount  than 
a  year  ago;  the  office  is  all  the  time  co- 
operating with  other  University  agencies 
in  the  entertainment  of  visiting  individ- 
uals and  groups  on  the  campus;  while  the 
annual  meetings  of  local  alumni  groups 
were  not  as  numerous  as  usual,  because 
of  war  conditions,  more  than  50  were 
held ;  none  of  the  usual  lines  of  alumni 
service  has  been  discontinued;  wherever 
possible,  these  services  have  been  in- 
creased. 

"I  dsire  to  express  deep  appreciation  to 
members  of  the  Council  and  other  alumni 
who  have  aided  the  Alumni  Office  in  so 
many  ways  during  these  trying  times.  I 
would  especially  pay  tribute  to  the  effi- 
ciency and  loyalty  of  my  associates  in  the 
alumni  work — to   Charles  A.   Dukes,   as- 


sistant director  of  the  department,  who 
has  as  usual  been  doing  many  useful 
things  in  a  most  efficient  way,  including 
direction  of  the  mailing  and  information 
services  and  contact  work;  to  Miss  Anne 
Garrard,  whose  work  in  alumni  contact 
activities,  already  referred  to,  and  in  the 
direction  of  alumnae  activities  and  in 
other  lines  has  been  of  so  much  value;  to 
Miss  Charlotte  Corbin,  who,  in  addition 
to  her  many  important  duties  as  secretary 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Relations, 
has  rendered  much  valuable  service  in 
alumni  matters;  to  Mrs.  W.  T.  Vaughan, 
who  has  been  so  efficient  and  untiring  in 
her  work  as  keeper  of  the  rapidly  increas- 
ing number  of  alumni  records,  and  to 
others  connected  with  the  work  in  various 
ways.

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Dr.  Frank  Clyde  Brown,  chairman  of 
the  English  Department  and  Comptroller 
of  Duke  University  and  widely  known  in 
academic  circles,  died  at  Duke  Hospital 
shortly  after  midnight  on  the  morning  of 
Thursday,  June  3.  Death  resulted  from  a 
stroke  suffered  a  few  days  previous  to  his 
death.  The  funeral  was  held  from  the 
home  Friday  morning,  June  4. 

Rev.  H.  E.  Myers,  of  the  Duke  Divinity 
School,  Rev.  J.  G.  Huggin,  pastor  of 
Trinity  Methodist  Church,  and  Rev.  Kel- 
sey  Regen,  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  officiated  at  the  service. 
Interment  was  in  Maplewood  Cemetery. 

The  University  flag  was  flown  at  half- 
mast  following  Dr.  Brown's  death  and  at 
the  time  of  the  funeral  Anton  Brees,  caril- 
lonneur  to  the  University,  tolled  the 
Chapel  bells  and  played  "Rock  of  Ages," 
the  favorite  hymn  of  Dr.  Brown.  On 
Thursday  evening  during  his  weekly  re- 
cital, Mr.  Brees  played  "Lead  Kindly 
Light"  and  concluded  his  program  with 
Chopin's  "Funeral  March." 

At  Duke  Mant  Years 

Dr.  Brown  had  been  a  member  of  the 
English  faculty  of  Duke  University  many 
years.  Besides  being  well  known  for  his 
work  on  Shakespears  and  in  the  general 
field  of  English  literature,  he  was  deeply 
interested  in  the  collection  of  folk  songs 
and  folklore.  His  collection  of  ballads  and 
songs  which  he  had  gathered  in  recent 
years  comprises  some  3,000  items.  It  was 
his  purpose  to  issue  a  work  dealing  with 
this  field  which  would  have  required  sev- 
eral thousand  pages. 

Dr.  Brown  organized  the  North  Caro- 
lina Folklore  Society  in  1913,  having 
served  the  organization  as  president  and 
in  other  official  capacities.  In  1931-33  he 
was  national  president  of  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa,  widely  known  honor  society.  He 
was  a  member  of  numerous  organizations 
including  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  the  Modern 
Language  Association,  and  others.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta 
fraternity. 

In  addition  to  his  academic  work  at 
Duke,  Dr.  Brown  served  as  comptroller  of 


the  University  during  the  vitally  impor- 
tant building  period  some  years  ago.  In 
this  capacity  he  had  much  to  do  with  the 
erection  of  many  new  buildings  on  the 
East  and  West  Campuses.  For  many 
years  he  served  as  University  Marshal, 
having  only  relinquished  his  duties  in  that 
capacity  this  year  because  of  the  pressure 
of  other  duties  and  failing  health.  How- 
ever, he  was  actively  connected  with  oc- 
casions associated  with  the  1943  com- 
mencement, among  other  things  having 
charge  of  the  outdoor  reception  for  the 
graduates  and  their  parents  which  he  or- 
ganized some  years  ago  and  which  has 
since  become  one  of  the  outstanding  fea- 
tures of  the  University  finals. 

Dr.  Brown  was  born  in  Harrisonburg, 
Va.,  the  son  of  John  Michael  and  Emma 
Catherine  Liskie  Brown.  In  1893  he  re- 
ceived the  A.B.  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Nashville,  later  receiving  the  M.A. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Chicago.  He  had  written  a  number  of 
books. 


Dr.  Brown  was  first  married  to  Miss 
Olga  Marguerite  Hollis  of  Covington,  Ga. 
His  second  wife,  who  survives  him,  was 
Mrs.  Mary  Henkel  Wadsworth,  of  Char- 
lotte and  Statesville.  He  is  survived  by  a 
stepson,  Lieut.  J.  A.  C.  Wadsworth,  of 
Selfridge  Field,  Mich. 

Widely  Known  Educator 

Dr.  Brown  was  not  only  a  familiar  fig- 
ure on  the  Duke  campus  but  was  also 
quite  popular  in  the  city  of  Durham  and 
throughout  the  State.  He  was  well  known 
as  a  teacher  and  writer.  He  had  been  for 
years  a  member  of  the  Duke  University 
Press  Committee  and  was  active  in  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  University's  publi- 
cations interests.  He  had  wide  acquaint- 
ance in  literary  and  scholarly  circles. 

He  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  Duke 
alumni.  He  was  in  demand  as  a  speaker 
at  alumni  gatherings  from  year  to  year 
and  had  addressed  many  alumni  groups  in 
North  Carolina  and  other  states.  His  for- 
mer students  remembered  him  with  real 
affection  and  frequently  referred  to  their 
pleasant  associations  with  him  during 
their  college  days. 


Robert  Dwight  Ware,  Jr., 
Yale  Student,  Drowned 
In  a  Canoe  in  Maine 

Duke  alumni  and  other  friends  of  the 
family  were  deeply  grieved  to  read  in  the 
newspapers  of  June  7  that  Robert  Dwight 
Ware,  Jr.,  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  a 
student  at  Yale  University,  had  appar- 
ently been  drowned  in  Sebago  Lake  in 
Maine  while  attending  a  conference  of  the 
New  England  Student  Christian  Move- 
ment, along  with  Miss  Margaret  Richards, 
daughter  of  the  Dean  of  Denison  Uni- 
versity in  Ohio,  also  attending  the  Con- 
ference, who  was  canoeing  with  him  at  the 
time  of  the  tragedy. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ware  went  to  Maine  upon 
receipt  of  the  information  in  the  hope 
that  the  body  might  be  recovered,  but  as 
The  Register  went  to  press  no  further 
news  had  been  received. 

Dwight  Ware,  Jr.,  was  a  young  man 
of  high  traits,  of  character,  and  a  bril- 
liant student. 

Duke  alumni  sympathize  deeply  with 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ware  and  their  sons  in  their 
bereavement.  Dr.  Ware,  an  honored  and 
devoted  alumnus  of  the  University,  is  now 
rendering  notably  effective  service  as  pas- 
tor of  Ardmore  Methodist  Church  in 
Winston-Salem.  He  is  one  of  the  out- 
standing ministers  of  the  State.

the  University  established  the  Alice  M. 
Baldwin  Scholarship  Fund.  On  Saturday, 
May  22,  the  Duke  Board  of  Trustees  ac- 
cepted the  gift  and  expressed  its  apprecia- 
tion to  the  class  and  its  officers.  Other 
college  groups  assisted  in  establishing  the 
scholarship  fund.  It  is  expected  to  prove 
one  of  the  most  useful  gifts  made  recently 
to  the  University. 

Dean  Baldwin,  who  has  been  at  Duke 
since  1923,  has  held  leading  positions  in 
the  realm  of  education  since  her  gradua- 
tion from  Cornell  University.  She  began 
a  successful  teaching  career  as  an  instruc- 
tor in  history  at  Fargo  College,  later  was 
head  of  the  history  department  at  Bald- 
win School  at  Biyn  Mawr,  Pa.,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  University  of  Chicago  fac- 
ulty before  coming  to  Duke.  She  received 
the  Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University  of 
Chicago.  She  was  the  first  recognized 
woman  member  of  the  Duke  faculty,  and 
in  the  past  13  years  the  development  of 
the  Woman's  College  has  been  under  her 
leadership. 

Dean  Baldwin  has  served  as  president 


of  the  K.  C.  Vocational  Guidance  Asso- 
ciation. She  is  a  member  of  the  N.  C. 
Society  of  Colonial  Dames,  and  did  dis- 
tinctive work  as  a  member  of  the  Ameri- 
can^ Council  of  Guidance  and  Personal 
Relations,  the  N.  C.  State  Forum  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Governor's  Hospitality 
Committee.  She  has  been  a  prominent 
participant  in  the  affairs  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  Women,  and  is 
a  member  of  the  Advisory  Educational 
Council  of  the  WAVES.

Rev.  T.  B.  Johnson,,95,  Dies 
In  Hospital;  in  Methodist 
Ministry  Fortysix  Years 

Rev.  Thomas  Bradley  Johnson,  '95,  of 
Thomasville,  died  Wednesday  morning, 
June  2,  at  a  hospital  in  Winston-Salem 
after  an  illness  of  several  days.  He  was  a 
retired  Methodist  minister  and  was  well- 
known  throughout  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference.  He  was  a  devoted 
alumnus  of  Trinity  College  and  Duke  Uni- 
versity, ever  interested  in  the  development 
of  the  institution. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  a  native  of  Randolph 
county,  having  been  born  there  August 
14,  1864,  the  son  of  Isham  and  Mary  Ann 
Couch  Johnson.  He  attended  Randolph 
County  schools,  later  being  a  student  at 
Shiloh  Academy,  Cross  Roads  Academy 
and  Trinity  College. 

Before  going  into  the  ministry  he 
taught  school  several  years.  During  his 
ministry  he  served  pastorates  at  Franklin 
Circuit,  Waynesville  Mission,  Highlands 
Circuit,  Clyde,  Creston,  Pleasant  Garden, 
Summerfield,  Trinity,  Thomasville,  Hanes, 
Shelby,  Mt.  Tabor,  Draper,  and  others. 
He  was  superannuated  at  his  request  in 
193S,  after  46  years  of  active  service,  hav- 
ing lived  in  Thomasville  since  that  time. 

In  1897  he  was  married  to  Miss  Mary 
Virginia  Conley,  who  survives.  Others 
surviving  include  three  daughters,  Miss 
Bain  Johnson,  who  graduated  at  Duke, 
and  Miss  Mae  Johnson,  both  members  of 
the  faculty  of  the  Thomasville  Schools; 
Mrs.  D.  S.  Johnson,  of  Oxford,  and  two 
grandchildren,  Mary  Grace  and  Tommye 
Lee  Johnson,  of  Oxford. 

The  funeral  was  held  Thursday,  June  3, 
at  Main  Street  Methodist  Church  in 
Thomasville.  Services  were  conducted  by 
Rev.  Lee  F.  Tuttle,  pastor  of  the  church, 
and  Dr.  C.  C.  Weaver,  district  superin- 
tendent of  the  Methodist  Church. 
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Rev.  C.  F.  Emery,  '73,  Oldest 
Alumnus,  Dies  at  His  Home 
In  Houston,  Texas,  April  25 


Rev.  C.  F.  Emery,  73,  the  oldest  Duke 
alumnus  at  the  time  of  his  death,  passed 
away  in  Houston,  Texas,  on  last  Easter 
Sunday,  April  25.  The  funeral  was  held 
from  First  Methodist  Church  in  Houston, 
Dr.  Paul  AY.  Quillian  officiating-.  Inter- 
ment was  in  Hollywood  Cemetery,  Hous- 
ton. 

Rev.  Mr.  Emery  was  born  in  Paoli, 
Ind.,  near  French  Lick  Springs,  June  12, 
1855.  His  mother  died  when  he  was  one 
year  old.  His  father  was  of  Seminole  In- 
dian ancestry. 

Beginning  his  education  at  an  early  age 
with  private  instructors,  he  entered  Trin- 
ity College,  then  located  in  Randolph 
County,  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  receiving  the 
A.B.  degree  June  12,  1873,  his  eighteenth 
birthday.  The  following  year  Trinity  Col- 
lege conferred  upon  him  the  A.M.  degree. 

Returning  from  college,  he  taught 
school  at  Benton,  Miss.,  and  in  the  same 
year  was  offered  a  place  in  Yazoo  City 
high  school.  The  following  year  he  be- 
came principal  of  that  school  which  posi- 
tion he  held  until  he  was  licensed  to  prac- 
tice law  in  1880.  He  accepted  his  position 
as  principal  of  the  school  before  he  was 
20  years  old.  He  practiced  law  for  several 
years  but  the  condition  of  his  eyes  forced 
him  to  give  up  the  practice.  He  returned 
to  educational  work  and  was  president  at 
different  times  of  two  small  Southern  col- 
leges. 

He  was  married  in  1878  to  Miss  May 
Jane  Case,  eldest  daughter  of  Dr.  D.  C. 
Case,  practicing  physician  of  Ocean 
Springs,  Miss. 


Rev.  Mr.  Emery  became  a  local  Meth- 
odist preacher  about  1890.  In  1892  he 
was  admitted  on  trial  to  the  Mississippi 
Conference  and  was  assigned  to  a  circuit 
which  he  served  for  two  years.  He  was 
offered  the  presidency  of  a  Methodist  fe- 
male college  in  Virginia,  but  declined  in 
order  to  continue  his  work  in  the  ministry. 
After  his  pastorate  at  Columbia,  Miss.,  he 
served  a  number  of  charges,  including  Bi- 
loxi ;  West  End,  Meridian ;  Crawford 
Street,  Vicksburg;  Natchez;  Hattiesburg ; 
Tylertown  and  Fayette,  among'  others.  He 
rendered  outstanding  service  as  pastor 
and  presiding  elder.  He  was  superan- 
nuated at  his  request  in  1923,  gating  to 
Houston,  Texas  to  live  with  his  son,  C.  F. 
Emery,  Jr.,  and  identifying  himself  with 
the  M.  E.  Church  there.  For  several  years 
he  actively  assisted  the  pastors  of  the 
church. 

Mr.  Emery  was  always  deeply  inter- 
ested in  Trinity  College  and  Duke  Univer- 
sity. He  was  active  in  the  establishment 
of  an  alumni  group  at  Houston  and  mani- 
fested his  abiding  interest  in  his  Alma 
Mater  in  various  helpful  ways.  He  kept 
in  touch  with  the  Alumni  Office  and  at  the 
Commencement  last  year  sent  a  message 
of  greeting  which  was  presented  at  the 
luncheon  on   Commencement   Dav.

Tom  Burns,  Class  of  '43, 
Passes  After  a  Long  Illness 
Here  on  June  3 


Thomas  Edward  Burns,  member  of  the 
senior  class  of  Duke  University  and  an 
outstanding  athlete  and  exceedingly  pop- 
ular student,  died  at  7 :15  p.m.  Thursday, 
June  3,  at  Duke  Hospital  where  he  had 
been  a  patient  since  last  February.  He 
was  21  years  old,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  G.  Burns,  of  Winston-Salem. 

His  condition  had  been  extremely  grave 
for  weeks.  Death  was  caused  by  a  bone 
tumor  which  spread  to  other  parts  of  his 
body. 

Tom  Burns,  as  he  was  familiarly  known, 
was  a  good  student  and  an  all-round  athlete. 
He  was  a  most  valuable  member  of  the  1942 
football  team  and  was  captain-elect  of  the 
1943  baseball  team.  During  the  past  fall 
his  achievements  on  the  gridiron  won  for 
him  the  Arnold  Most  Valuable  Duke 
Player  trophy.  The  trophy  was  presented 
at  a  formal  ceremony  last  February  in  the 
Duke  indoor  stadium  in  his  absence.  In 
April  two  of  his  teammates,  Bob  Gantt 
and  Red  Crigler,  took  it  to  his  hospital 
room  and  presented  it  to  him  there. 

Tom  fought  the  illness  that  kept  him 
bedridden  for  many  weeks  with  the  same 
courage  and  determination  that  he  mani- 
fested as  an  athlete.  His  class  and  team- 
mates visited  him  regularly  whenever  pos- 
sible. 

Coach  Eddie  Cameron  paid  a  deserved 
tribute  to  Burns's  qualities  as  a  player 
who  was  always  interested  primarily  in 
the  success  of  his  team.    "I  think  it  is  safe 


to  say  that  Tom  Burns  was  responsible 
for  the  improvement  that  was  made  in  our 
football  team  last  fall,"  said  Coach  Cam- 
eron. "When  Tom  was  switched  from 
halfback  to  guard  after  the  Wake  Forest 
game,  he  greatly  bolstered  the  line.  His 
was  truly  a  genuine  contribution  to  our 
team." 

Burns  was  a  member  of  the  Enlisted 
Reserve  Corps  of  the  Army. 

A  brief  funeral  service  was  held  Friday 
afternoon,  June  4,  in  the  University 
Chapel,  the  remains  being  conveyed  Fri- 
day night  to  Huntsville,  Ala.,  where  the 
final  rites  were  conducted  Saturday.  Dr. 
H.  E.  Spence,  of  the  Duke  Divinity 
School,  officiated  at  the  Chapel  service 
and  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  deceased.

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DUKE  ALUMNI  IN  THE  WAR 

An  audience  of  several  thousand  from  the  University  community, 
C\_  members  of  the  armed  services,  and  citizens  of  Durham  united  in 
an  impressive  tribute  to  the  Stars  and  Stripes  at  the  annual  Independ- 
ence Day  Observance  on  the  University  Campus  on  the  evening  of  Sun- 
day, July  the  Fourth.  Reference  was  made  in  connection  with  the 
program  to  the  service  of  Duke  alumni  in  the  Second  World  War. 
There  are  more  than  3,500  alumni  enrolled  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  now, 
serving  under  the  Stars  and  Stripes  in  many  army  camps  and  naval  stations  in  this  country 
and  in  various  battle  areas  overseas.  Many  others  are  rendering  war  service  in  civilian  ca- 
pacities. Twenty  Duke  men  have  lost  their  lives  since  the  nation  entered  the  Second  World 
War;  eleven  are  reported  as  missing;  a  number  are  war  prisoners;  many  have  been  deco- 
rated for  meritorious  service. 

The  Alumni  Office  is  exerting  every  effort  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  these  Duke  alumni 
wherever  they  may  be  located  and  with  members  of  their  families.  This  is  done  through 
personal  letters  as  far  as  possible.  Also  copies  of  each  issue  of  The  Register  go  to  hun- 
dreds of  army  camps  and  naval  stations  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  regidar  siib- 
scribers  to  The  Register.

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Letters  from  Duke  Alumni  in  the  Services 

References  have  been  made  previously  in  The  Register  to 
the  achievements  of  Lieut.  Donald  C.  Mitchell,  '41,  in  the  air 
service  of  the  TJ.  S.  Army.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Lieut. 
Mitchell,  who  was  in  the  Philippines  when  the  Japanese  attacked 
in  December,  1941,  was  the  lone  survivor  in  June,  1942,  of  an 
American  bomber  shot  down  by  Jap  Zeros  near  New  Guinea. 
After  remaining  for  some  time  in  hospitals  in  Australia,  he  was 
returned  to  the  States  in  the  late  fall.  In  July,  1942,  he  was 
awarded  the  Silver  Star  for  gallantry  in  action  in  the  Philippine 
and  Australian  war  theaters. 

Lieutenant  Mitchell  spent  a  short  time  recently  on  the  Duke 
campus.  After  returning  to  his  post  at  Boise,  Idaho,  he  wrote 
a  letter  to  Dean  H.  J.  Herring,  of  Trinity  College,  from  which 
the  following  extracts  are  taken : 

"My  whole  trip  was  very  successful,  but  I  think  one  of 
the  highlights  of  the  past  three  years  took  place  when  I 
stopped  over  at  Duke  with  you  folks.  I  don't  imagine  you 
have  any  idea  how  much  I  looked  forward  to  that  or  how 
much  it  meant  to  me  when  I  finally  saw  school  and  all  you 
fine  folks  again.  I  remember  when  I  was  overseas  I  used 
to  think  many  times  of  those  few  words  in  the  Duke  Alma 
Mater,  'and  tho  on  life's  broad  sea  our  fates  may  far  us 
bear,'  and  thought  how  appropriate  they  were.  Then  the 
next  few  lines  came  back  to  me  also,  'We'll  ever  turn  to 
thee,  our  Alma  Mater  dear.'  How  much  truth  there  is  in 
that.  Not  just  the  sentiment  in  the  words,  but  what  they 
meant  to  me.  Whatever  we  fellows  manage  to  accomplish, 
whether  it's  big  or  small,  we  can  turn  to  Duke  for  a  big 
part  of  it.  The  friendships  and  ideals  we  formed  there 
have  a  lot  to  do  with  what  we  do  afterwards.  It  is  not  just 
'talk'  when  I  say  that  a  lot  of  the  thoughts  I  had  while  out 
in  those  jungles  were  of  Duke,  and  I  know  that  they  were 
in  a  large  sense  responsible  for  my  keeping  going.  It's 
funny  how  a  thought  or  a  dream  or  a  memory  can  make 
life  worth  living.  When  I  saw  school  again  the  other  day 
I  knew  it  was  all  worth  while.  I  had  tears  in  my  eyes  more 
than  once.  If  that  seems  sentimental,  I'm  just  the  fellow 
who  can  afford  to  be  sentimental.  I  grew  up  at  Duke  and 
a  fellow  doesn't  forget  where  he  grew  up."

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Duke  University  During  the  War— And  After 


The  inauguration  at  Duke  University  on  July  1  of  the 
new  V-12  Navy  Training  Program,  following  the  main- 
tenance on  the  campus  for  some  time  of  the  Naval 
R.  0.  T.  C.  program,  the  work  of  the  Army  Finance 
School  and  other  service  activities,  marked  the  beginning 
of  a  new  era  in  the  relation  of  the  institution  to  the  Sec- 
ond World  War  and  even  in  the  life  of  the  University 
itself. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Trinity  College  and 
Duke  University  a  new  academic  year  was  virtually 
started  in  mid-summer. 

This  naturally  involved  changes,  as  has  been  suggested 
before,  in  the  University  calendar,  the  teaching  program, 
and  other  aspects  of  campus  activities,  and  it  is  needless 
to  say  that  the  comparative  smoothness  so  far  in  the  proc- 
ess of  adjustment  in  the  early  stages  of  this  entirely  new 
situation  has  been  decidedly  gratifying  to  officials  and 
friends  of  the  University. 


The  inauguration  of  this  new  program  is  another  evi- 
dence of  the  institution's  willingness  and  eagerness  to  aid 
the  government  in  every  possible  way  in  connection  with 
the  war  effort. 

For  a  war-time  program  has  been  in  effect  on  the  Duke 
campus  for  some  time. 

Even  before  the  United  States  entered  the  Second 
World  War,  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  annual  session 
adopted  resolutions  pledging  its  facilities  for  the  use  of 
the  government  if  needed  in  connection  with  the  defense 
program. 

A  committee  was  named,  headed  by  the  late  Daniel  C. 
Roper,  former  Secretary  of  Commerce  in  President 
Roosevelt's  cabinet,  to  convey  this  assurance  to  the  Presi- 
dent and  other  officials  of  the  government. 

Events  developed  rapidly  from  that  time.  An  accel- 
erated program  of  studies  was  adopted  and  various  other 
plans  were  inaugurated  looking  to  the  greatest  possible 
aid  in  the  furtherance  of  the  defense  program  and  later 
in  the  actual  war  effort. 


This  was  only  in  line,  of  course,  with  the  record  of  the 
institution  in  the  past  in  times  of  grave  crises. 

The  Second  World  War  is  the  fifth  armed  conflict  in 
which  the  nation  has  been  engaged  during  the  life  of  Duke 
University   and   its   antecedents,    and   in   each   of   these 


struggles  the  institution  has  functioned  to  the  limit  re- 
gardless of  difficulties  involved. 

It  has  never  been  closed  because  of  war  except  in  the 
period  when  the  meager  facilities  of  the  college  were 
needed  for  the  housing  of  Confederate  forces  late  in  the 
Civil  War. 

On  the  contrary,  every  resource  of  the  University  has 
been  used  to  the  utmost  in  these  various  crises  in  the  effort 
to  render  all  possible  service. 


But  after  the  war,  what  1 

Naturally,  the  main  effort  now  is  to  do  everything  pos- 
sible to  aid  in  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  struggle 
to  the  end  that  it  may  be  brought  to  a  close  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

Duke  and  other  institutions  throughout  the  country  are 
participating  in  this  effort,  and  officials  of  the  govern- 
ment have  been  enthusiastic  in  commending  them  for  the 
aid  that  has  been,  and  will  be,  given,  both  in  the  inten- 
sive preparation  of  men  who  are  entering  the  armed  serv- 
ices, and  in  other  ways. 

But  some  day  the  war  will  be  over,  and  there  is  every- 
thing in  the  present  situation  to  justify  the  confident 
belief  that  the  struggle  will  be  ended  in  such  a  way  as  to 
preserve  the  genuine  values  of  freedom  and  democracy 
and  civilization  at  their  best. 

It  is  natural,  therefore,  that  even  now  careful  thought 
should  be  given  to  the  days  ahead  and  to  the  future  of 
education  after  this  global  conflict  is  concluded,  for  it  is 
realized  that  institutions  of  learning  will  have  a  vitally 
important  role  to  play  in  the  post-war  period. 


Here  at  Duke  every  effort  has  been,  and  will  be,  made 
to  keep  all  its  educational  processes  at  the  highest  pos- 
sible point  of  efficiency  consistent  with  the  war  program. 

No  opportunity  is  being  neglected  to  so  prepare  for 
the  future  that,  when  war  is  over,  the  institution  will  be 
in  a  position  to  go  ahead  with  a  post-war  program  that 
will  be  entirely  in  keeping  with  the  traditions  of  the  past 
without  the  necessity  of  virtually  making  a  "new  start," 
so  to  speak. 

If  the  new  world  of  the  future  is  to  be  such  a  world  as 
will  justify  the  sacrifices  that  are  being  made  in  the 
present  struggle,  education  of  the  right  kind  must  func- 
tion at  its  best,  and  Duke  will  strive  steadily  to  the  end 
that  it  may  have  a  worthy  part  in  the  challenging  task 
that  will  be  presented.

For  the  past   several  years  the  REGISTER  has  been  publishing  a  series  of  photographs  of  children 

of  Duke  alumni  and  alumnae  of  the  age  of  six  years  and  under.   It  is  needless  to  say  that  additional 

photographs   will    be   welcomed    and    published    as    soon   after    their    receipt   as    possible. 
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The  Navy  College  Training  Program, 
known  as  V-12,  is  in  full  swing  on  the 
Duke  University  campus,  having  started 
July  1  with  nearly  1,000  navy  trainees, 
600  from  the  marines,  and  a  number  of 
others  from  the  coast  guard  enrolled  for 
military-academic  training  intended  to 
prepare  them  as  potential  officers. 

The  program  marked  the  first  time  that 
an  academic  year  began  at  Duke  in  sum- 
mer. Terms  of  sixteen  weeks  each  will 
be  conducted,  with  regular  members  of 
the  University  faculty  in  charge  of  in- 
struction. Captain  A.  T.  Clay,  U.S.N. 
(ret.),  who  has  been  Commandant  of  the 
Duke  Naval  Reserve  Officer  Training 
Unit  for  the  past  two  years,  is  command- 


ing officer  of  the  V-12  program  on  the 
campus. 

Uniforms  were  issued  during  the  first 
few  days  of  the  new  program  and  the 
campus  immediately  took  on  a  "fleet's  in" 
appearance  as  the  walks,  halls,  and  class- 
rooms were  thronged  with  white  and 
khaki-clad  trainees. 

Initial  Assembly 

President  Robert  L.  Flowers,  himself 
an  Annapolis  graduate,  was  the  first  to 
greet  the  navy  men  at  the  initial  assembly 
of  the  term,  along  with  Dean  W.  H. 
Wannamaker  and  other  University  offi- 
cials. Captain  Clay  told  the  trainees  of 
the    rules    and    regulations    under    which 


they   are  to   live  and   declared  that  aca- 
demic standards  would  be  kept  high. 

Civilian  Students 

There  were  hundreds  of  civilian  stu- 
dents on  hand  to  begin  the  new  term 
along  with  the  enlisted  students.  The 
Woman's  College  will  begin  its  fall  term 
on  September  16  and  operate  on  a  sched- 
ule different  from  that  of  the  students 
in  uniform. 

Number  Have  Seen  Service 

Among  the  military  students  are  a 
number  from  the  ranks  who  have  seen 
service  under  fire  with  the  fleets  in  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  and  at  Guadalcanal.

Also  beginning  their  studies  in  uniform 
were  some  125  medical  students  in  the 
Army  Specialists'  Training  Program,  un- 
der the  direction  of  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Douglas  N.  McMillin. 

WAC  Officers  Arrive 

Still  another  added  aspect  to  Duke's 
increasing  participation  in  the  nation's 
military  program  was  the  arrival  of  half 
a  dozen  officers  of  the  Woman's  Army 
Corps  for  study  in  the  Army  Finance 
School.  There  are  probably  more  repre- 
sentative service  uniforms  to  be  seen  on 
the  Duke  campus  now  than  at  any  other 
university. 

Physical  Training 
While  they  must  pass  their  academic 
studies,  the  enlisted  students  must  also 
keep  "in  the  pink"  so  far  as  physical 
conditioning  is  concerned.  Acting  Direc- 
tor of  Physical  Education  Eddie  Cam- 
eron heads  up  the  navy  fitness  program, 
and  a  full  range  of  conditioning  activities 
is  being  carried  on. 

Daily  Routine 

Here  is  the  daily  routine  for  the  navy 
students :  Reveille  6  A.M. ;  Setting  up 
drill  6:10  A.M.;  Breakfast  formation- 
inspection  7  A.M.;  Breakfast  by  groups 
7  and  8  A.M.;  Classes  start  8  A.M.; 
Lunch  by  groups  12  and  1  P.M.;  After- 
noon drills;  Supper  by  groups  5  P.M. 
and  6  P.M.;  Liberty  begins  after  supper; 
Liberty  ends  at  10  P.M.  The  Sunday 
routine  begins  with  breakfast  at  7 :45 
A.M.    with   Liberty   ending   at   midnight. 

College  Activities 
Trainees  may  participate  in  college 
activities  on  the  same  basis  as  civilian 
students,  such  as  choir,  glee  club,  fra- 
ternities, publications,  etc.,  but  may  not 
accept  compensation  of  any  kind.  After 
eight  weeks,  students  who  have  satisfac- 
torily passed  their  work,  including  physi- 
cal education,  may  participate  in  college 
athletics.  In  all  cases,  however,  academic 
and  military  duties  have  priority  over 
extra-curricular  activities. 

Annual  Review  of  N.  R.  0.  T.  C. 

The  1943  review  of  the  Duke  unit  of 
the  N.  R.  0.  T.  C.  was  held  at  4  o'clock 
Monday  afternoon,  July  5,  in  the  Duke 
University  stadium.  Only  recently  re- 
turned from  their  annual  summer  cruise 
at  Mayport,  Fla.,  the  Duke  midshipmen 
were  in  top  form  for  the  review. 


Dr.  Robert  L.  Flowers,  president  of 
the  University,  joined  Captain  A.  T. 
Clay,  commanding  officer  of  the  Duke 
N".  R.  0.  T.  C.  and  of  the  V-12  unit,  and 
members  of  his  staff  in  the  reviewing 
stand. 

Medals  for  achievement  during  the  past 
year  were  awarded.  H.  T.  Fletcher,  Jr., 
of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  received  the 
medal  given  by  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution  for  the  highest  grade  in  navi- 
gation.

The  newly  established  Army  Fiscal 
School,  to  operate  as  a  part  of  the  Army 
Finance  School  on  the  campus  of  Duke 
University,  was  inaugurated  July  17  in 
special  exercises. 

The  school  was  established  to  train 
qualified  officers  to  become  financial  ad- 
visers to  commanding  generals  in  thea- 
ters of  operations  or  in  service  commands. 
Duke  University  will  provide  civilian  in- 
structors and  there  will  also  be  a  group 
of  army  teachers. 

Curriculum  of  the  17-weeks  course  will 
be  made  up  largely  of  advanced  courses 
in  various  aspects  of  finance. 

Colonel  Bean  Presides 
Presiding  over  the  opening  exercises 
was  Colonel  E.  J.  Bean,  commandant  of 
the  Army  Finance  School.  Representing 
the  Army  Finance  Department  from 
Washington  was  Colonel  Kenneth  C. 
Royal,  deputy  director  of  the  Fiscal  Di- 
vision. Director  of  the  Fiscal  Division  is 
Major  General  E.  A.  Carter. 

President  Robert  L.  Flowers  of  Duke 
welcomed  the  newly  assigned  student  of- 
ficers to  the  University  campus  and  ex- 
pressed pleasure  in  the  decision  of  the 
Army  to  provide  advanced  training  in 
fiscal  affairs.  Dean  W.  H.  Wannamaker, 
dean  and  vice-president  of  the  University, 
spoke  also  of  the  University's  satisfaction 
in  its  experience  in  cooperating  with  the 
Army  in  conducting  its  finance  schools 
on  the  campus. 

Instructors  Presented 
Introduced    at    the   exercises   were    the 
civilian  and  armv  instructors  of  the  Fis- 


cal School:  Dr.  Earl  J.  Hamilton,  of  the 
Duke  Economics  Department,  head  of  the 
civilian  staff,  and  his  colleagues,  Dr.  B. 
U.  Ratchford,  Dr.  J.  J.  Spengler,  Dr. 
Herbert  von  Beckerath,  and  Dr.  Richard 
Lester,  the  latter  being  a  part-time  in- 
structor who  will  divide  his  time  between 
the  school  at  Duke  and  government  work 
in  Washington. 

The  civilian  staff  will  teach  advanced 
monetary  theory  and  practice,  prices  and 
price  control,  government  and  inter-gov- 
ernment fiscal  relations,  and  foreign  ex- 
change and  finance. 

The  army  instructors,  Captain  Robert 
L.  Tracey,  First  Lieutenant  George  S. 
Olive,  First  Lieutenant  William  T. 
Walker,  and  Second  Lieutenant  Alfred 
A.  Wood,  will  teach,  among  other  sub- 
jects, federal  fiscal  organization  and  pro- 
cedure, the  budget  and  budgetary  control, 
federal  accounting-  and  auditing,  finance 
department  organization  and  procedure, 
staff  organization  and  responsibilities, 
and  the  fiscal  aspects  of  military  strategy. 

Class  op  Selected  Officers 

The  large  class  of  carefully  picked  of- 
ficers undertaking  the  course  range  in 
rank  from  lieutenants  to  colonels,  most 
of  them  being  of  the  rank  of  captain  or 
above. 

The  school  will  not  affect  the  size  of  the 
army  schools  on  the  campus.  Inclusion 
of  civilian  instructors  is  a  departure  from 
the  practice  of  the  Army  Finance  School 
since  it  moved  to  the  University  campus 
nearlv  a  vear  ago.

Attended  by  several  thousand  persons, 
the  Independence  Day  Celebration  on  the 
Duke  University  campus,  Sunday,  July 
4,  was  one  of  the  highlight  occasions  of 
the  summer.  The  occasion  was  especially 
significant  for  the  1,600  newly  arrived 
navy,  marine,  and  coast  guard  trainees 
who  had  begun  their  first  term  of  work 
under  the  college  training  program  sev- 
eral days  before. 

The  broad  lawn  between  Kilgo  and 
Craven  Quadrangles  was  the  scene  of  the 
impressive  patriotic  rites,  and  the  pro- 
gram was  devoted  to  honoring  the  na- 
tion's war  heroes.  Dr.  Hersey  E.  Spence 
wrote  the  litany  and  continuity  used  on 
the  program,  and  Dr.  Henry  R.  Dwire, 
Vice-president  and  Director  of  Public 
Relations  and  Alumni  Affairs,  presided. 

In  three  parts,  the  first  part  of  the 
program  related  to  the  theme  "Flags  of 
Friendship  and  Freedom,"  consisting  of 
the  singing  of  the  national  anthem,  pledge 
to  the  flag  led  by  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Wallace  W.  Wade  of  Camp  Butner,  pres- 


entation of  the  Red  Cross  Flag  by  Mrs. 
R.  E.  Quinn,  Jr.,  of  Durham,  and  the 
Christian  Flag  by  Dean  Paul  N.  Garber 
of  the  Duke  Divinity  School. 

"Rituals  of  Reverence  and  Remem- 
brance" was  the  theme  of  the  second  part 
of  the  program,  consisting  of  readings, 
a  litany  of  thanksgiving,  tolling  of  the 
bells,  prayer,  the  bugle's  "Last  Post" 
and  the  singing  of  Kipling's  "The  Reces- 
sional." Dr.  F.  vS.  Hickman  and  Dr. 
James  Cannon,  III,  were  in  charge  of  the 
devotionals.    Prof.  H.  E.  Myers  assisted. 

The  third  part  of  the  program  con- 
sisted of  the  singing  of  "The  Music  of 
Martial  Men."  War  songs  from  the 
Revolution  to  the  present  were  sung,  and 
there  was  choral  and  community  singing, 
led  by  J.  Foster  Barnes.  Dean  H.  J. 
Herring,  who  read  the  "Flag  Day"  poem, 
Mrs.  Bert  Cunningham,  pianist,  and 
Charles  A.  Dukes,  in  charge  of  general 
program  arrangements,  were  others  who 
participated  in  the  occasion. 

Anton    Brees,    carillonneur,    played    a

Dr.  Donald  S.  Correll  Is 
Making  a  Plant  Survey 
Along  Alaskan  Highway 

Dr.  Donald  S.  Correll,  formerly  of 
Winston-Salem,  who  received  his  Ph.D. 
in  Botany  at  Duke  University  in  1939, 
is  a  member  of  an  expedition  sent  out  by 
the  Arnold  Arboretum  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity to  make  a  survey  of  plants  along 
the  Alaskan  highway. 

Dr.  Correll  is  an  associate  curator  at 
the  Botanical  Museum  of  Harvard.  He 
took  this  position  after  getting  his  A.B., 
his  M.A.,  and  his  Ph.D.  degrees  from 
Duke.  In  his  Ph.D.  work  he  specialized  in 
orchids  and  ferns  of  the  southeastern 
states.  In  1938  he  was  awarded  a  joint 
fellowship  from  Duke  and  Harvard  which 
enabled  him  to  continue  work  in  his  field 
of  orchidology  at  the  Harvard  Botanical 
Museum.  His  work  included  the  amass- 
ing of  a  collection  of  over  1,500  orchids. 
In  North  Carolina  he  collected  52  species, 
among  them  five  varieties  hitherto  un- 
known in  this  state. 

Dr.  Correll  is  a  member  of  Phi  Sigma, 
the  American  Fern  Society,  and  the 
American  Society  of  Plant  Taxonomists. 
He  is  also  an  associate  of  Sigma  Xi.  He 
has  written  "The  Orchids  of  North  Caro- 
lina"  and  "Epedendrum   Coriopseum."

Corps  at  Camp  Lee  and  was  commissioned 
a  second  lieutenant  in  June,  1942.  He 
taught  in  the  Officer  Candidate  School 
there  for  a  short  time  before  being  sent 
overseas.  He  was  recently  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  while  still  in 
foreign   service. 

Jerrt  G.  Bray,  Jr.,  '33,  of  Norfolk, 
Va.,  recently  looked  up  from  his  desk  in 
London  and  saw  Lt.  (jg)  Frank  Size- 
more,  '36,  standing  before  him.

I  believe 
I've  been  fortunate  enough  to  meet  some 
of  the  truly  great  men  in  the  Allied  cause. 

"No  doubt  from  time  to  time  Duke  boys 
will  be  coming  across.  To  all  of  them 
I  will  be  most  happy  to  extend  a  real 
'southern'  welcome  if  they  will  just  give 
me  a  ring  at  U.  S.  Naval  Headquarters, 
London,  England. 

"The  other  day  I  heard  Freddie  Craw- 
ford was  in  this  part  of  the  world  and  I 
am  now  attempting  to  get  in  touch  with 
him.  Perhaps  before  long  we  can  estab- 
lish  a   Duke  alumni  chapter  over  here." 

Herman  G.  Wenzel,  Jr.,  '39,  of  Roek- 
ville  Center,  N.  Y.,  was  inducted  into  the 
Army  on  October  14,  1941.  He  received 
his  commission  as  a  second  lieutenant  in 
infantry  at  Fort  Benning,  Ga.,  and  is 
now  stationed  at  Camp  McCoy,  Wis. 

Glenn  F.  Price,  '41,  of  Beaver  Falls, 
Pa.,  co-captain  of  basketball  during  his 
senior  year,  was  inducted  into  the  Army 
in  May,  1942,  and  received  his  commis- 
sion as  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  Army 
Air  Corps  at  Miami  Beach  early  this 
year.  Lt.  and  Mrs.  Price  and  Glenn,  Jr., 
eight  months  old,  are  living  in  Columbia, 
S.  C,  while  he  is  stationed  at  the  Army 
Air  Base  there. 

B.  B.  Byrd,  Jr.,  '41,  of  Marion,  N.  C, 
entered  the  Army  in  November,  1941, 
and  received  his  wings  and  commission  as 
a  second  lieutenant  in  the  Air  Corps  on 
July  3,  1943.  Soon  afterwards  he  was 
sent  to  the  South  Pacific.  About  a 
month  ago  his  mother  received  a  letter 
from  Lt.  Gen.  George  C.  Kenney  which 
read  as  follows : 

"Recently  your  son  was  decorated  with 
the  Air  Medal.  This  award  was  made  in 
recognition  of  his  courageous,  fearless 
service  to  his  combat  organization,  his 
fellow  airmen,  his  country,  his  home  and 
to  you. 

"Your  son  was  decorated  for  merito- 
rious achievement  while  participating  in 
aerial  flights  in  the  Southwest  Pacific 
Area  from  November  3,  1942,  to  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1943. 


"He  took  part  in  more  than  twenty- 
five  operational  flight  missions  during 
which  hostile  contact  was  probable  and 
expected.  These  flights  included  inter- 
ception missions  against  enemy  fighters 
and  bombing  planes  and  aided  consider- 
ably in  the  recent  successes  in  this  theatre. 

"I  would  like  to  tell  you  how  genuinely 
proud  I  am  to  have  men  such  as  your 
son  in  my  command,  and  how  gratified 
I  am  to  know  that  young  Americans  with 
such  courage  and  resourcefulness  are 
fighting  our  country's  battle  against  the 
aggressor  nations." 

W.  Albert  Stanburt,  Jr.,  '31,  A.M. 
'32,  Ph.D.  '38,  son  of  Dr.  W.  A.  Stan- 
bury,  '08,  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  was 
teaching  English  at  Wofford  College  be- 
fore he  entered  the  Naval  Reserves  in 
July,  1942.  He  is  now  a  full  lieutenant 
and  is  an  instructor  at  the  Aviation 
Ground  School  at  a  naval  base  in  Illinois. 
He  and  Mrs.  Stanbury  live  in  the  Oak 
Crest  Apartment  Hotel,  1570  Oak  Ave., 
Evanston,  111. 

John  Bruton  Stanburt,  '35,  second 
son  of  Dr.  W.  A.  Stanbury,  '08,  received 
his  M.D.  from  the  Medical  School  at  Har- 
vard University.  He  entered  the  Medical 
Corps  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserves  on 
April  15,  1941,  as  a  lieutenant,  junior 
grade.  This  spring  he  was  returned  to 
the  States  after  many  months  at  sea  and 
stationed  at  the  Naval  Medical  College 
in  Bethesda,  Md.  He  has  just  been  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  lieutenant-com- 
mander. 

Carl  W.  Herdic,  Jr.,  '42,  of  Williams- 
port,  Pa.,  entered  the  service  on  Septem- 
ber 6,  1941.  He  received  his  wings  and 
commission  as  a  second  lieutenant  in  the 
Army  Air  Corps.  He  has  now  been  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  and 
is  stationed  at  the  Army  Air  Base  in 
Rapid  City,  South  Dakota.

Physiotherapy  School 
To  Be  Opened  at  Duke 

The  Medical  School  and  the  Woman's 
College  of  Duke  University  will  open  a 
School  of  Physical  Therapy  on  Septem- 
ber 27,  with  Dr.  Lenox  D.  Baker,  head  of 
the  Duke  orthopaedic  service,  as  medical 
director,  and  Miss  Helen  Kaiser,  past 
president  of  the  American  Physiotherapy 
Association,  recently  of  Cleveland,  O.,  as 
technical  director. 

The  school  will  be  conducted  at  Duke 
Hospital,  and  will  give  a  nine-months 
course  of  study  and  training.  It  will  be 
the  third  school  of  this  type  in  the  South. 
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One  who  walks  about  the  Duke  campus 
now  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the 
warlike  atmosphere  in  evidence.  Both  the 
Army  and  Navy  are  represented  by  many 
men  in  training  for  various  branches  of 
the  services.  There  are,  in  addition,  sev- 
eral hundred  civilian  students  on  the 
West  Campus,  while  prospects  point  to  a 
capacity  enrollment  at  the  Woman's  Col- 
lege in  September.

The  Navy  College  Training  Program 
was  set  up  to  provide  a  continuing  sup- 
ply of  officer  candidates  in  the  various 
special  fields  required  by  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
Marine  Corps,  and  Coast  Guard.  One  of 
the  largest  of  such  navy  units  in  the 
country,  the  Duke  unit  comprises  nearly 
1,000  men  from  the  Navy,  over  500  from 
the  Marine  Corps,  and  a  few  coast 
guardsmen.  Members  of  the  Duke 
N.  R.  O.  T.  C.  unit,  which  has  been  in 
operation  since  1941,  are  studying  con- 
currently with  students  in  the  V-12  pro- 
gram and  will  continue  their  N.R.  O.T.C. 
training  until  they  have  completed  their 
advanced  course.  After  March,  1943, 
N.  R.  O.  T.  C.  candidates  will  be  selected 
from  V-12  students,  and  the  unit  will 
continue  to  be  operated  as  in  the  past. 

Included  in  the  V-12  program  at  Duke 
is  a  basic  training  program  for  freshmen, 
a  training  program  for  upperclassmen, 
the  program  for  pre-medical  students, 
the  program  for  engineering  students, 
the  special  program  for  training  medical 
students.  The  number  of  terms  the  stu- 
dents will   spend  in   the  college  training 


program  is  determined  by  the  nature  of 
the  training. 

A  large  portion  of  the  University's  fa- 
cilities are  utilized  under  the  V-12  pro- 
gram, including  the  part  of  the  East 
Campus  occupied  by  the  College  of  Engi- 
neering. Craven  and  Kilgo  Quadrangles 
and  a  part  of  Pew  Quadrangle,  and 
Southgate  Hall  are  used  for  living  quar- 
ters. Classrooms,  laboratories,  libraries, 
the  Union,  and  the  University's  physical 
education  facilities  are  used  fully  by  V-12 
students  on  the  same  basis  with  civilian 
students.  The  V-12  administrative  offi- 
cers are  in  House  P. 

The  entire  training  program  and  sched- 
ule of  activities  meet  the  Navy's  standard 
of  discipline,  although  military  activities 
are  kept  at  a  minimum  and  subordinated 
to  academic  training.  Instruction  is  pro- 
vided by  the  University  from  regular 
members  of  the  faculty.

The  Army  Finance  School  was  estab- 
lished on  August  4,  1920,  at  Fort  Wash- 
ington, Md.,  to  provide  the  basic  techni- 
cal and  administrative  training  necessary 
for  finance  personnel  of  the  Army.  At 
various  times,  the  school  has  been  located 
in  a  temporary  building  in  Washington, 
in  the  Munitions  Building  in  Washing- 
ton, and  at  the  Holabird  Quartermaster 
Depot  at  Baltimore,  Md.  In  January, 
1942,  the  school  was  transferred  to  Fort 
Benjamin  Harrison,  Ind.,  and  in  August 
of  1942  the  school  was  transferred  to 
Duke  University.  There  are  three  schools 
in  the  Finance  School's  organization. 
They  are  the  Finance  Officer  School  and 
the  Finance  Officer  Candidate  School, 
situated  at  Duke,  and  the  Non-Commis- 
sioned  Enlisted  Men's  School  operated  at 
Wake  Forest  College. 

Coming  from  all  parts  of  the  United 
States  and  from  wherever  Army  units 
are  stationed,  the  personnel  of  the  Army 
Finance  School  is  considered  to  be  of  the 


highest  type.  The  motto  of  the  school  is 
"Learn  to  Do  by  Doing."  The  chief  re- 
sponsibility of  the  finance  officer  is  pay- 
ment of  personnel  and  for  all  supplies 
and  equipment  involved  in  the  Army's 
vast  program  of  operations.  Men  in  the 
school  are  prepared  to  meet  every  possible 
problem  confronting  them  anywhere  and 
at  any  time.  The  problems  of  finance  offi- 
cers are  many,  as  for  example,  when  they 
have  to  handle  funds  in  nearly  every 
country  of  the  world.  A  modern  finance 
office  is  so  organized  that  it  may  be  mo- 
bilized within  thirty-five  minutes. 

Headquarters  of  the  Army  Finance 
School  is  on  the  Circle  of  the  Main  Drive 
leading  to  the  Chapel.  Crowell  House  is 
used  for  barracks,  and  the  Law  School 
Building  provides  classrooms. 

The  Indoor  Stadium  houses  the  Finance 
Office.  This  office  operates  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  Army  units  on  the  Campus. 
In  addition  to  this  office,  there  are  also 
located  the  Officer  Training  School  offices 
and  classrooms. 

There  are  approximately  125  medical 
students  in  the  Army's  Enlisted  Reserve 
Corps  under  the  Specialized  Training 
Program  in  Medicine.  These  men  are 
continuing  their  studies  until  graduation. 
Also  in  the  Medical  School  are  30  Medi- 
cal Administrative  Corps  second  lieuten- 
ants, continuing  their  studies. 

The  Clinical  Laboratory  Course  for 
Army  Medical  Doctors  is  intended  to  pre- 
pare officers  as  directors  of  station  hos- 
pital laboratories.  The  twelve-weeks 
course  is  conducted  only  during  that  part 
of  the  year  when  appropriate  studies  are 
offered  in  the  regular  medical  curricu- 
lum.

He  had  been  in  declining  health  for  sev- 
eral months.

Dr.  Sterling  Blackwell  Pierce,  promi- 
nent physician  of  Weldon,  died  at  Duke 
Hospital  in  Durham  Wednesday,  June 
23,  after  a  long  illness.  The  funeral  serv- 
ice was  conducted  from  the  Weldon 
Methodist  Church  Fridav  morning,  June 
25. 

Dr.  Pierce  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Pierce 
and  a  daughter,  Mrs.  DeWitt  Allen 
Green ;  a  sister,  and  two  grandsons.

He  was  deeply 
interested  in  the  Methodist  Children's 
Home,  and  his  visit  to  the  home  each 
Sunday  as  long  as  his  health  permitted 
was  an  occasion  that  was  always  eagerly 
anticipated  by  the  children.

one  sister,  Mrs.  E.  S.  Wills,  Greensboro;

DR.  M.  L.  MATTHEWS,  '98 

Dr.  Martin  Luther  Matthews,  for  many 
years  a  prominent  physician  of  Sanford, 
died  in  the  Lee  County  Hospital  Satur- 
day, June  12,  after  a  few  days'  illness 
with  a  heart  ailment.

Henry  Clement  Satterfield,  Sr.,  presi- 
dent of  the  Cary  Lumber  Company,  died 
in  Watts  Hospital  at  Durham  on  Tuesday 
night,  June  8,  after  a  long  illness.  Death 
was  due  to  a  heart  ailment. 

Mr.  Satterfield  was  born  in  Roxboro 
on  March  8,  1882.  He  received  the  A.B. 
degree  from  Trinity  College  in  1904. 
Following  this  he  held  a  position  with 
Liggett  and  Myers  Tobacco  Company. 
In  1907  he  became  associated  with  the 
Cary  Lumber  Company  and  was  head  of 
this  important  enterprise  for  25  years, 
until  the  time  of  his  death.  Prominent 
in  business  circles,  he  was  a  director  of 
the  Fidelity  Bank  and  the  Durham  and 
Southern   Railway    Company. 

Mr.  Satterfield  was  active  in  church 
and  civic  life.  For  many  years  he  was 
a  member  of  the  board  of  stewards  and 
the  board  of  trustees  of  Duke  Memorial 
Methodist  Church. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Car- 
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Remarks  by  H.  W.  Kendall,  Editor  of 
Greensboro  News,  president  of  class  of 
191S,  at  Alumni-Alumnae  luncheon  at  the 
1943   commencement,    Saturday,   May  22. 

As  members  of  the  class  of  1918, 
whether  we  be  among-  the  fortunate  few 
here  for  this  luncheon  or  whether  we  be 
among  the  far  larger  group  detained  by 
the  grim  business  of  maintaining  an 
economy  and  winning  a  war,  live  over 
again  in  memory  that  commencement  day 
a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  our  thoughts 
become  a  poignant  mixture  of  the  old 
and  the  new,  of  familiarity  and  unfamil- 
iarity,  of  remorse  and  rekindled  hope  this 
May  day  of  1943. 

Ours  was  a  war  class  25  years  ago ; 
our  roll  was  depleted;  our  activities  were 
restricted,  and  our  commencement  was 
curtailed  by  the  first  phase  of  what  has 
proved  to  be  a  continuing  world  war. 
Many  of  our  members  received  their  di- 
plomas in  absentia.  The  audience  in 
Craven  Memorial  Hall  was  heavily 
sprinkled  with  army  brown  or  navy  blue 
or  white.  The  casualty  lists  had  com- 
menced coming  in  too.  And  now  today 
we  are  re-assembled  under  similar  con- 
ditions. We  know  what  these  conditions 
mean;  we  know  how  our  sons  and  other 
men's  and  women's  sons  feel  as  they  quit 
the  classrooms  for  the  drill  field,  the  air 
base  or  the  naval  training  center. 

But  over  against  this  recurring  cycle 
of  war,  there  is  a  saga  of  accomplish- 
ment, of  progress,  an  unfolding  continu- 
ity which  goes  on  and  on  and  on.  The 
Trinity  College  that  we  knew  has  grown 
into  the  greater  Duke  University  with 
its  commensurately  increased  opportunity 
and  ability  to  serve  the  individual,  the 
nation,  the  society  and  the  civilization 
for  which  we  and  our  institutions  stand. 
We  glory  in  this  growth,  this  strength 
and  this  readiness  to  meet  new  world  im- 
pacts and  demands.  We  know  that  the 
Duke  University  which  we  now  hail  rests 
upon  the  foundation  of  Trinity  College, 
that  the  spirit  of  Trinity  College  has 
been  breathed  into  the  greater  institution 
by  the  men  and  women  who  have  gone 
before  and  the  men  and  women  who  are 
still  giving  themselves  to  a  cause  and  a 
purpose.  The  faith,  the  influence,  the 
vision,  the  aspirations  and  the  ideals  of 
those  who  conceived  and  nurtured   Trin- 


ity College  become  the  bone  and  sinew 
of  Duke  University.  Craven,  Crowell, 
Kilgo,  Few,  Cranford,  Wannamaker, 
Flowers  and  others  almost  without  end 
have  transmuted  and  are  transmuting 
their  lives  into  those  intangible  yet  in- 
destructible qualities  which  make  any  in- 
stitution truly  great.  The  old  as  we 
knew  it  merges  into  the  new,  and  is  the 
new.  I  shall  never  forget  coming  with 
Dr.  Flowers  over  to  the  then  densely 
wooded  tract  on  which  Duke  University 
now  stands  only  a  few  days  after  its  ac- 
quisition had  been  revealed  as  the  site 
for  the  execution  of  James  B.  Duke's 
dream  of  the  future.  Standing  on  the 
precise  spot  where  now  the  Chapel  tower 
points  skyward,  Dr.  Flowers  told  of  what 
was  to  come,  painted  a  picture  of  the 
institution  which  we  now  know.  The 
gleam  in  his  eyes,  the  magic  and  en- 
thusiasm of  his  soft-spoken  words,  the 
vision  which  gripped  him,  the  earnest- 
ness, sincerity  and  inspiration  which 
made  the  whole  sylvan  scene  to  glow 
were  of  the  heart  and  soul  of  what  we 
have  hailed  and  will  hail  throughout  the 
years  as  our  Alma  Mater,  the  Duke  Uni- 
versity that  we  know,  which,  even  in  our 
dark  hour,  will  do  its  part  to  produce  a 
civilization  which  can  and  will  save  itself 
where  we  in  the  first  phase  of  the  world 
war  had  high  hopes  but  met  temporary 
failure. 

We  went  out  in  1918  with  idealism  at 
its  peak.  We  were  to  make  the  world 
safe  for  democracy,  to  fight  a  war  that 
would  end  war;  we  saw  that  idealism 
dashed  by  men  who  were  older,  avowedly 
wiser  and  far  more  realistic  and  prag- 
matic than  we  were,  in  our  late  'teens 
and  early  twenties.  But  the  folly  of  this 
elder  statesmanship,  the  ignorance  of  this 
wisdom,  the  unreality  of  this  realism  have 
tragic  demonstration  in  what  is  happen- 
ing today.  Idealism  alone  has  survived, 
an  idealism  which  still  makes  Americans 
fight  the  world  over  for  the  Four  Free- 
doms, an  idealism  which  once  again  has 
opportunity  to  find  a  way  and  must  find 
a  way  if  civilization,  riding  wildly  on 
scientific  and  technological  progress  which 
far  outdistances  man's  moral  and  politi- 
cal ability  to  harness  and  control  its 
power  and  its  devices,  is  not  ultimately 
to  destroy  itself.  We  of  the  class  of 
1918,   looking   back   over  the  years,   cen- 


tering our  thoughts  on  the  present  and 
then  projecting  them  into  the  future,  see 
our  sons  and  daughters,  our  greater  Alma 
Mater,  our  nation  and  the  world  of  1943 
taking  up  where  we  left  off,  where  little, 
willful  men  prevailed,  atoning  for  sins 
committed,  redeeming  pledges  made  and 
broken,  lifting  again  hopes  raised  to 
pinnacle  heights  and  then  dashed,  carry- 
ing forward  a  vision  of  international  cit- 
izenship, re-assuming  a  responsibility 
which  cannot  be  evaded,  retracing  step 
by  step  and  sacrifice  upon  sacrifice  a  nar- 
row, selfish,  provincial  course  and  recap- 
turing through  a  greater  blood  bath  than 
the  world  has  ever  experienced  the  op- 
portunity which  was  so  crassly  repudi- 
ated in  days  a-gone. 

Upon  Duke  University  we  lay  this 
charge,  happy  in  our  foreknowledge  of 
its  achievement  and  firm  in  our  convic- 
tion of  the  influence  which  this  institu- 
tion will  have,  the  donation  which  it  will 
make  to  a  richer,  fuller  civilization  and 
the  sort  of  world  in  which  such  a  civili- 
zation can  and  will  be  secure  against  it- 
self. The  class1  of  1918,  in  spirit,  in 
sacrifice  on  the  home  front,  in  return  of 
some  of  our  members  to  the  armed  serv- 
ice and  in  farewells  to  sons  who  carry  on 
in  the  second  phase  of  that  which  their 
fathers  started,  once  again  marches  as 
to  war — our  face  forward,  our  hopes  re- 
affirmed, our  pride  in  Duke  University, 
still  Trinity  College  in  and  at  its  heart, 
sustained  not  merely  by  what  has  hap- 
pened and  is  happening  but  by  confidence 
in  a  future  whose  glow  can  be  seen  even 
in  the  midst  of  global  combat.  Such 
lives  as  men  and  women  have  lived  and 
such  works  as  they  have  wrought  here, 
such  an  institution  as  vision  and  bene- 
faction and  the  Christian  philosophy 
have  established  here  cannot  and  shall 
not  have  been  lived,  wrought  and  estab- 
lished in  vain.  On  that  solid  rock  we 
rest   our  faith.

Carlisle  Brabham,  of  Allendale,  S.  C, 
Duke  alumnus  of  the  Class  of  1919,  is 
head  of  the  Brabham  Farm  Products 
Company,  an  organization  which  has  ex- 
panded rapidly  until  it  is  now  one  of  the 
largest  concerns  of  its  kind  in  the  entire 
section.  Last  year  the  firm  had  total 
sales  of  farm  products  aggregating  more 
than   $136,000. 

The  business  was  organized  by  Otis 
Brabham,  father  of  the  present  owner. 
It  was  reorganized  and  expanded  in  1941. 

A    news    article    relative    to    this    con- 


stantly growing  enterprise  appeared  in 
the  Columbia  State  recently,  the  follow- 
ing being  reprinted  therefrom : 

"The  present  operator,  a  graduate  of 
Duke  University,  was,  prior  to  1933,  a 
broker  in  New  York,  Chicago,  and  Los 
Angeles.

Duke  Day  at  Lake  Junaluska 
Monday,  August  9 

Plans  are  now  being  made  for  the  ob- 
servance of  Monday,  August  9,  as  Duke 
Day  at  Lake  Junaluska.  This  will  be  in 
continuation  of  a  series  of  annual  events 
which  have  been  decidedly  successful  in 
various  ways. 

It  was  first  thought  that  the  series  of 
Duke  Days  would  have  to  be  discontinued 
after  the  Duke  summer  school  at  Juna- 
luska was  closed  two  or  three  years  ago. 
However,  the  occasions  held  .since  that 
time  have  drawn  many  alumni  and  other 
friends  from  that  section  and  a  fine  spirit 
has  been  in  evidence  each  summer.  For 
that  reason  present  plans,  as  indicated 
above,  call  for  a  1943  observance  of  Duke 
Day. 

The  program  has  not  yet  been  ar- 
ranged, but  details  will  be  given  to 
alumni  and  other  friends  by  mail  and 
through  the  newspapers  as  soon  as  they 
are  completed. 
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Summer  students  of  Spanish  at  Duke 
University  are  undergoing  an  intensified 
six  weeks  of  instruction  emphasizing  the 
spoken  language  at  the  second  annual 
Duke  Institute  of  Spanish  Studies. 

Ninety  students,  ranging  from  begin- 
ning students  to  those  working  for  grad- 
uate degrees,  and  nine  instructors  speak 
Spanish  almost  all  their  waking  hours. 
One  of  the  auxiliaries  to  the  formal  study 
which  encourages  Spanish  conversation  is 
the  Spanish  School  dormitory  or  resi- 
dence in  which  all  the  Spanish  students 
and  their  instructors  reside. 


Another  auxiliary  of  the  session  is  the 
eomedor,  a  section  of  the  dining  hall  set 
aside  for  the  exclusive  use  of  Spanish 
students.  Here  the  students  converse  in 
Spanish  under  the  supervision  of  a  na- 
tive instructor  and  must  make  even  sim- 
ple requests  for  bread  or  salt  in  Spanish. 

Other  features  of  the  extra-curricular 
side  of  the  Spanish  School  are  the  char- 
las  or  conversation  groups  held  one  or 
two  evenings  each  week  by  the  native  in- 
structors for  groups  of  equal  conversa- 
tional facility,  a  concert  of  Hispanic 
music,  and  the  weekly  lectures  in  Span- 


ish presented  by  visiting  professors  or 
writers. 

This  year  Dr.  T.  Navarro  Tomas  of 
Columbia  University  discussed  Spanish 
phonetics.  Last  year  the  School  of  Span- 
ish Studies  brought  the  Spanish  poet 
Juan  Ramon  Jiminez  and  Professor  Car- 
los Garcia  Prada  as  visiting  lecturers.  A 
speaker  from  the  Office  of  the  Coordina- 
tor of  Inter-American  Affairs  is  expected 
this  year. 

The  traditional  watermelon  festival  is 
probably  the  highlight  of  the  recreational 
side  of  the  School.  Students  dress  in 
peasant  garb  and  guitar  or  accordion 
players  are  in  demand  for  the  fiesta  de  la 
sandia. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Spanish  Studies 
School  offers  work  ranging  from  begin- 
ning Spanish  to  graduate  work.  One

Instructors  and  Students  op  1943  Institute  op  Spanish  Studies 
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FUTURE  NAVY  AND  MARINE 
OFFICERS  BEGIN  TRAINING 

With  75  per  cent  of  its  student  body 
in  the  uniforms  of  either  the  U.  S.  Navy 
or  the  Marine  Corps,  the  College  of  En- 
gineering began  its  first  semester  of  op- 
eration under  the  Navy  College  Training 
Program  on  July  1. 

Civilian  students  were  outnumbered 
three  to  one  as  swarms  of  uniformed  men, 
some  from  active  duty  with  the  fleet  at 
Guadalcanal  and  other  battle  areas,  oth- 
ers from  "non-Navy"  colleges  from  as 
far  away  as  Maine,  Florida,  and  the  Da- 
kotas,  registered  for  training  in  civil, 
electrical,  or  mechanical  engineering. 
Commissions  as  engineering  officers  await 
those  who  complete  their  requirements 
for  a  degree.  Sent  by  the  Navy  and  Ma- 
rine Corps  to  help  fill  the  growing  need 
for  engineering  specialists  in  these  two 
branches  of  our  country's  armed  services, 
the  uniformed  trainees  will  undergo  a 
rigorous  course  of  physical  conditioning 
and  naval  discipline  in  addition  to  their 
engineering  training. 

Under  the  new  program  in  which  the 
entire  University  is  participating,  incom- 
ing freshmen  are  all  placed  in  one  cate- 
gory in  which  they  receive  two  semesters 
of  general  basic  training.  Screening  ex- 
aminations then  select  those  who  are  eli- 
gible for  further  college  work.  Within 
the  limits  of  a  fixed  quota,  some  of  these 
men  may  then  enter  the  sophomore  year 
in  one  of  the  curricula  of  the  College  of 
Engineering.  Although  the  College  of 
Engineering  thus  no  longer  has  a  "fresh- 
man class,"  the  accretions  to  the  three 
upper  classes  have  almost  exactly  offset 
the  loss  of  a  freshman  class,  so  that  the 
total  enrollment  in  engineering  is  the 
same  as  that  of  the  Fall  of  1942,  with 
approximately  325  students  registered. 
A  "breakdown"  of  these  figures  reveals 
that  there  are  100  Navy  apprentice  sea- 
men, 65  members  of  the  Naval  R.O.T.C., 
77  Marines,  and  80  civilians  enrolled  in 
the  three  upper  classes  of  the  College  of 
Engineering. 

In  addition  to  handling  a  full  quota 
of  upperclass  engineering  students,  the 
College  of  Engineering  is  charged  with 
teaching  engineering  drawing  to  the  740 
basic     trainees    from    the    Navy,     Coast 


Guard,  and  Marine  Corps,  who  are  taking 
their  first  year  of  basic  work  in  Trinity 
College  on  the  West  Campus.  (The  full 
activities  of  Trinity  College  under  the 
Navy  Program  are  outlined  elsewhere  in 
this  issue  of  The  Register.) 

The  greatly  expanded  load  of  instruc- 
tion required  an  expansion  of  both  the 
engineering  faculty  and  the  classroom 
facilities.  Twenty-five  sections  of  engi- 
neering drawing  are  taught  in  the  five 
drafting  rooms  which  have  been  con- 
structed in  the  east  side  and  south  side 
portions  of  the  concourse  of  the  great 
Indoor  Stadium  on  the  West  Campus. 
Instruction  is  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  Assistant  Professor  Ralph  E. 
Lewis  of  the  Department  of  Mechanical 
Engineering,  who  is  now  putting  his  full 
time  on  the  engineering  drawing  program. 
Associate  Professor  William  Maughan  of 
the  Duke  School  of  Forestry,  and  Assist- 
ant Professor  of  Fine  Arts,  Miss  Louise 
Hall,  are  also  putting  full  time  on  teach- 
ing engineering  drawing.  Mr.  R.  R. 
Oglesby,  A.B.,  Georgetown  College,  M.A., 
University  of  Virginia,  and  Mr.  M.  D. 
Baker,  Jr.,  B.A.,  University  of  Miami, 
and  M.A.,  Duke  University,  have  joined 
the  staff  as  full-time  instructors  in  En- 
gineering Drawing. 

In  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineer- 
ing, Mr.  R.  Kenneth  Jacobs  has  assumed 
the  duties  of  Assistant  Professor  of  Civil 
Engineering.  Professor  Jacobs  holds  the 
degrees  of  B.S.  in  C.E.  and  B.S.  in  Edu- 
cation from  Ohio  Northern  University, 
and  M.S.  in  C.E.  from  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

Replacing  Mr.  A.  C.  Durland  who  has 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Joshua  Hendy 
Iron  Works,  Sunnyvale,  Calif.,  as  De- 
velopment Engineer,  and  Mr.  Jerry  Hof- 
fer,  who  is  now  Assistant  Aerodynami- 
cist  with  the  Brewster  Aeronautical 
Corp.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  are  two  new 
members  of  the  Department  of  Mechani- 
cal Engineering.  The  first  of  these  is 
Mr.  Thomas  C.  Cook,  Instructor  in  Me- 
chanical Engineering,  well-known  consult- 
ing engineer  of  Durham,  N.  C.  After 
attending  North  Carolina  State  College, 
Mr.  Cook  served  as  Safety  Engineer  for 
E.  I.  Dupont  de  Nemours  Co.,  as  Engi- 
neer for  the  Tomlinson  Company,  Dur- 
ham, and  as  Mechanical  Engineer  for  At- 


wood  and  Weeks,  architectural  and 
engineering  concern  of  Durham,  N.  C,  as 
well  as  engaging  in  private  engineering 
practice. 

Mr.  Hulme  H.  Pattinson,  who  received 
his  B.S.  in  M.E.  in  the  class  of  '41  at 
Duke  University,  has  also  joined  the  staff 
as  Instructor  in  Mechanical  Engineering. 
After  graduation  from  Duke,  Mr.  Pat- 
tinson attended  the  University  of  West- 
ern Ontario,  Canada,  from  which  he  re- 
ceived his  B.A.  degree.  During  the  past 
year  he  studied  law  in  Toronto. 

Buildings  on  the  College  of  Engineer- 
ing campus,  too,  have  undergone  re- 
modeling to  accommodate  the  new  pro- 
gram. The  balcony  of  the  Aeronautics 
Building  has  been  completed,  with  the 
wood-working  shop  now  located  on  the 
north  end,  and  a  classroom  seating  36 
students  on  the  south  end.  The  drafting 
room  in  Bivins  Hall  has  been  enlarged, 
and  the  former  Bituminous  Laboratory 
has  been  converted  into  a  combination 
classroom-drafting  room  seating  40 
people. 

Southgate  Dormitory  has  been  redeco- 
rated and  refurnished  and  now  houses 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps  engineering  stu- 
dents exclusively.  Navy  men  occupy  the 
first  two  floors,  while  Marines  occupy  the 
third  floor.  Civilians  live  either  in  Ep- 
worth  or  on  the  West  Campus,  while  the 
65  engineering  Naval  R.O.T.C.  students 
are  housed  in  a  group  on  the  West 
Campus. 

Dean  W.  H.  Hall,  while  releasing  the 
above  information,  expressed  gratifica- 
tion over  the  fact  that  the  College  of  En- 
gineering is  now  participating  so  fully 
in  the  national  war  program. 

"MATHEMATICS  IN 
ENGINEERING" 
FEATURE    OF   MATHEMATICS 
INSTITUTE 

One  of  four  features  of  the  annual 
Institute  for  Teachers  of  Secondary 
Mathematics  conducted  for  two  weeks  in 
June  by  Professor  W.  W.  Rankin  of  the 
Duke  Mathematics  Department  was  a 
three-day  series  of  lectures  and  demon- 
strations on  the  theme  "Mathematics  in 
Engineering."  Faculty  members  of  the 
College  of  Engineering  participated  as 
speakers  in  this  phase  of  the  Institute. 

Professor  W.  J.  Seeley,  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineer- 
ing, keynoted  the  series  of  six  talks  with 
a  discussion  of  the  question :  "Why 
Mathematics  in  Engineering?"  Assistant 
Professor  F.  J.  Reed  then  showed  appli- 
cations of  mathematics  to  the  automotive 
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industry  in  a  talk:  "Riding  on  Mathe- 
matics." 

Mr.  C.  R.  Vail,  Instructor  in  Electrical 
Engineering,  opened  the  second  day  with 
a  talk  on  "Practical  Uses  of  Complex 
Numbers,"  and  Professor  Seeley  dis- 
cussed "Wartime  Applications  of  Engi- 
neering." 

The  series  was  concluded  by  a  pair  of 
talks  in  which  Professor  Reed  described 
"Building  Machines  with  Graph,  Table, 
and  Formula,"  and  Mr.  Vail  discussed 
"Difficult  Situations  Made  Simple." 

A  display  of  engineering  devices  and 
calculations  employing  various  mathema- 
tical principles  was  on  view  in  the  Mathe- 
matics Laboratory  in  West  Duke  Build- 
ing throughout  the  entire  Institute.

course  of  special  current  interest  is  the 
new  War  Spanish  course  which  covers  the 
basic  patterns  and  terminology  of  Span- 
ish military  communiques,  journalistic 
accounts,  and  radio  broadcasts.  Several 
graduates  of  the  School  of  Spanish 
Studies  are  already  employed  by  the  de- 
coding offices  of  the  signal  corps. 

Other  outstanding  courses  are  the 
method  course  for  teachers  and  the  ad- 
vanced literature  courses  with  lectures  on 
contemporary  and  Spanish-American  lit- 
erature. 

The  faculty  of  the  Spanish  Studies 
School  is  based  on  a  nucleus  of  three 
regular  Duke  instructors:  Dr.  O.  K. 
Lundeberg,  who  is  director  of  the  School, 
Miss  Marjorie  Carter,  and  Dr.  Gifford 
Davis. 

The  other  members  of  the  teaching 
staff  are  :  Professor  Jose  M.  Arce  of  Dart- 
mouth College,  Dr.  M.  Gordon  Brown  of 
Georgia  Tech,  Dr.  Juan  Rodriguez  Cas- 
tellano  of  Vanderbilt  University,  Mrs.  J. 
R.  Castellano,  and  Dr.  Homero  Seris  of 
Brooklyn  College. 

Of  the  90  students  enrolled,  most  of 
whom  are  women,  25  percent  hold  A.B. 
degrees.  A  number  of  veteran  teachers 
beginning  the  study  of  Spanish  are 
among  those  enrolled. 

The  objective  of  the  school  is  to  give 
intensive  training  in  Spanish  to  under- 
graduate Spanish  majors  who  wish  to 
accelerate  their  college  work,  graduate 
students  and  Spanish  teachers  working 
toward  advanced  degrees  or  wishing  to 
increase  their  command  of  the  language, 
prospective  Spanish  teachers,  especially 
those  shifting  from  another  language  to 
Spanish,  and  special  workers  in  military, 
naval,  and  other  government  fields. 
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The  All-China  Inter-religious  Associa- 
tion is  taking  definite  steps  toward  inter- 
faith  co-operation  in  that  country.  Prom- 
inent in  the  movement  is  Bishop  William 
Y.  Chen,  of  the  Methodist  Church,  who 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philoso- 
phy from  Duke  in  1930.  He  is  a  promi- 
nent member  of  the  faculty  of  Fukien 
Christian  University  at  Foochow,   China. 

His  early  college  training  was  received 
at  the  Anglo-Chinese  College  at  Foochow. 
Coming  to  America  in  1917,  he  received 
the  degree  of  A.B.  cum  laude  at  Syracuse 
University  in  1918  and  the  degree  of 
A.M.  in  *  1919.  After  he  returned  to 
China  he  joined  the  faculty  of  Fukien 
Christian  University.  Later  he  was 
granted  leave  of  absence  to  return  to 
America  for  further  study.  He  received 
an  appointment  as  a  graduate  scholar  in 
psychology  at  Duke,  entering  the  Uni- 
versity in  the  1928-29  session.  He  was 
granted  leave  of  absence  for  travel  and 
study  in  England  and  Germany  and,  as 
already  stated,  received  his  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  at  Duke  in  1930. 
The  subject  of  his  doctoral  dissertation 
was  "A  Psychological  Interpretation  of 
Chinese  Culture." 

Bishop  Chen  is  general  secretary  of 
the  National  Christian  Council  of  China, 
having  been  elected  in  1936.  He  was 
elected  to  lead  the  Youth  and  Religion 
movement  and  had  charge  of  the  World 
Missionary  Conference  held  several  years 
agT  in  Hangchow. 


26  Women  Students  in 
Sciences  Enroll  July  i 

Along  with  the  hundreds  of  navy, 
army,  marine,  and  coast  guard  trainees 
beginning  academic  training  in  uniform 
are  26  women  students  who  are  registered 
for  schedules  of  work  paralleling  the 
V-12  schedule. 

All  but  two  of  the  women  are  junior 
or  senior  science  majors  who  intend  to 
take  advanced  science  courses  offered  only 
on  the  July  Navy  schedule. 

One  senior  woman  is  taking  several  ad- 
vanced English  courses  to  complete  a  few 
English  major  requirements  and  one 
sophomore  has  been  permitted  to  attend 
the  new  session. 

Among    the    other    students    one    is    a 


transfer  from  Raleigh  and  three  are  Dur- 
ham girls.  Three  women  are  expected  to 
register  as  special  students  and  the  other 
23  will  take  regular  work. 

These  students  will  attend  all  their 
classes  on  West  Campus  but  will  live  on 
East  Campus  in  Bassett  House  and 
Brown  House.  In  September,  when  the 
entire  body  of  the  Woman's  College  re- 
turns, the  accelerating  students  will  be 
placed  in  the  rooms  for  which  they  signed 
last  spring. 

The  Woman's  College  opens  September 
16  and  will  function  on  a  schedule  sepa- 
rate from  the  Naval  program  being  fol- 
lowed bv  the  other  undergraduate  colleges. 


Another  Branch  Joins  the 
Services  on  the  Campus 

With  the  arrival  of  six  WAC  officers 
to  receive  training  at  the  Army  Finance 
Officer    School,    another    branch    of    the 


military  services  have  joined  the  Army, 
Navy,  Marine  Corps,  and  Coast  Guard 
trainees  studying  on  the  Duke  University 
campus. 

The  six  women  officers  will  be  housed 
on  the  Woman's  College  campus,  in  Giles 
House.

These  Woman's  Army  Corps  will  re- 
ceive the  special  finance  training  required 
to  enable  them  to  handle  WAC  finance 
personnel.

In  some  aspects  the  fall  football  pic- 
ture at  Duke  is  a  bit  blurred,  due  to  the 
general  war  conditions.  For  example,  at 
this  writing  there  is  no  definite  opponent 
for  the  first  game  of  the  season,  on  Sep- 
tember 25.  October  23,  also,  is  an  open 
date. 

Coach  Eddie  Cameron,  too,  is  not  quite 
sure  who  will  show  up  for  practice  on 
that  sure-to-be  hot  day  early  in  Septem- 
ber when  the  call  sounds  for  the  Duke 
gridders  to  begin  practice.

Theodore  R.  (Ted)  Tuke,  '42,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Lt.  (jg), 
U.S.X.R.,  former  Student  Government  officer,  baseball  manager 
and  member  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity,  was  among  the  sur- 
vivors of  the  ill-fated  TS.S'  Helena,  light  cruiser,  which  was  sunk 
in  the  battle  of  Kula  Gulf  early  in  July. 

Lt.  Tuke  was  disbursing  officer  on  the  Helena  and  during 
June  he  put  on  a  two-day  insurance  drive  and  sold  two  million, 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  worth  of  life  insurance  to  the  men 
on  his  ship. 

The  following  excerpt  from  a  letter  from  Ted  to  the  Alumni 
Office,  dated  May  23,  1943,  is  particularly  interesting  in  the  light 
of  subsequent  events : 

"I  have  found  life  on  this  cruiser  to  be  very  excellent. 
We  have  a  fine  group  of  officers  and  men,  eat  well,  and  gen- 
erally live  very  comfortably.  Morale  is  good,  and  we  have 
many  good  times  together.  Almost  all  personnel  is  young, 
so  that  the  bull  sessions,  etc.,  which  were  so  prevalent  in  col- 
lege, still  exist.  This  ship  has  really  dished  it  out  in  her 
time,  too.  On  board  one  of  these  babies  there  is  a  complete 
life  almost,  movies  of  Hollywood  type  of  fairly  recent  dates, 
ice  cream,  'dopes',  radios,  a  few  victrolas,  church  services, 
candy,  etc.  Of  course  it  is  far  different  from  being  back 
there  in  the  States.  Many  a  time  I  have  longed  to  be  back  on 
our  beautiful  campus,  to  attend  one  of  those  beautiful  serv- 
ices in  the  Chapel  where  the  choir  really  provides  such  won- 
derful music,  etc.  I  know  that  there  will  be  a  real  crowd 
of  people  wanting  to  head  back  to  Duke  when  the  war  is 
completed.    Let's  hope  that  we  have  a  real  reunion  soon." 


The  Register  has  recently  received  a  letter  written  on  May 
25  in  Germany  by  Private  John  D.  Williams,  '40.   He  says : 

"Just  a  note  to  let  you  know  of  my  present  address.  I 
have  been  a  prisoner  of  war  since  October  2,  1942,  when  I 
was  forced  down  in  Holland.  I  remember  seeing  in  my  last 
issue  of  The  Alumni  Register  that  a  couple  of  Duke  men 
in  the  air  force  were  killed  in  action.  I  guess  I  am  one  of 
the  lucky  ones." 

Private  Williams  is  from  Douglaston,  N.  Y.  He  enlisted  Jan- 
uary 1,  1942,  and  was  assigned  to  Scott  Field.  He  was  employed 
prior  to  enlistment  by  the  American  Sugar  Refining  Co.  at  120 
Wall  Street,  New  York.  His  parents  are  dead. 
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As  the  Time  for  the  Annual  Meetings  Approaches 


It  is  not  too  early  to  begin  talking  a  bit  about  the  annual 
meetings  of  local  alumni  groups. 

For  these  meetings  usually  begin  late  in  September, 
continuing  through  October  and  November  and  on  into 
December. 

Although  several  weeks  will  elapse  before  the  first  of 
the  meetings  is  scheduled,  the  intervening  time  will  pass 
all  too  rapidly,  and  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  begin 
making  preparations  now. 


Permit  us  to  make  here  a  few  suggestions  to  officers,  and 
other  members  as  well,  of  local  alumni  associations: 

First,  determine  that  you  are  going  to  have  an  annual 
meeting  regardless  of  any  difficulties  involved. 

Having  made  this  decision,  see  that  committees  are 
named  to  begin  making  plans  for  the  event  at  once. 

Be  thinking  of  suitable  -individuals  in  your  group  for 
the  various  offices  to  be  filled. 

Communicate  with  Charles  A.  Dukes,  Assistant  Director 
of  Alumni  Affairs,  who  will  be  glad  personalh-  and  in  co- 
operation with  other  members  of  the  Alumni  Office  staff 
to  render  any  possible  assistance. 


Of  course,  we  realize  that  it  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  have 
an  effective  meeting  under  present  war-time  conditions. 

Doubtless  many  members  of  your  group  have  gone  into 
the  armed  services  or  into  other  endeavors  connected  with 
the  war. 

It  will  be  difficult  in  some  communities  to  make  ade- 
quate arrangements  for  the  annual  dinner  because  of  con- 
ditions relating  to  food  and  space. 

The  members  of  your  group  will  be  busy  with  a  variety 
of  other  things  and  it  will  be  difficult  for  them  to  work 
on,  or  even  attend,  a  meeting. 

But  similar  conditions  prevailed  last  year,  and  yet  many 
local  associations  regarded  such  conditions  as  a  challenge 
rather  than  a  hindrance,  and  as  a  result  some  of  the  best 
annual  gatherings  in  the  entire  history  of  those  groups 
were  held. 

If  many  of  your  members  are  in  the  armed  services, 
consider  the  meeting  in  the  light  of  a  tribute  to  them  by 
their  associates  on  the  home  front,  and  give  prominence 
to  the  service  of  Duke  alumni  in  the  war ;  if  it  is  impos- 
sible or  extremely  difficult  to  arrange  for  a  dinner  meet- 
ing, arrange  for  an  evening  meeting  with  an  attractive 
program  and  simply  serve  light  refreshments,  or  no  food 
at  all;  if  the  members  of  your  association  are  unusually 
busy,  remember  that  similar  conditions  prevail  these  days 
in  all  communities,  but  that  they  can  be  overcome  by  a 
little    additional    determination    and    effort    in    the    true 


"Duke  spirit";  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  will  not  be 
practicable  to  have  speakers  from  the  University  as  in 
normal  years,  prepare  a  somewhat  different  type  of  pro- 
gram, depending  upon  the  services  of  one  or  more  of  your 
local  speakers. 


Your  Alumni  Office  staff  regards  the  holding  of  annual 
meetings  this  year  as  vitally  important. 

The  election  of  officers  should  not  be  deferred ;  the  in- 
terest of  the  members  of  the  local  associations  should  not 
be  allowed  to  lag  in  any  sense ;  there  was  never  a  time 
when  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  and  inspiration  of  a 
good  annual  meeting  were  more  needed  than  right  now. 

The  war  will  be  over  some  day,  and  when  that  day 
comes  let 's  be  ready  for  the  post-war  task  confronting  edu- 
cational institutions  and  their  alumni  in  the  new  day 
ahead. 

Let's  make  it  a  point  to  keep  our  organizations  func- 
tioning in  the  most  adequate  way  possible,  consistent  with 
the  war  effort,  so  that  we  shall  be  ready  to  go  ahead  when 
the  new  day  does  come. 

One  of  the  best  ways  to  assure  our  being  ready  for  the 
important  task  ahead  is  to  maintain  and  even  increase 
alumni  interest  during  the  trying  period  through  which 
we  are  passing,  and  the  continued  holding  of  annual  meet- 
ings is  one  of  the  best  means  to  that  end. 


As  indicated  above,  conditions  a  year  ago  were  quite 
similar  to  those  of  today,  and  yet  a  large  number  of  the 
76  Duke  Alumni  Associations  went  ahead  and  met  regard- 
less of  any  difficulties  involved. 

In  a  number  of  cases,  presidents  of  local  groups  have 
said  that  the  maintenance  of  the  annual  meeting  tradition 
in  spite  of  the  difficulties  involved  was  a  source  of  genuine 
encouragement  and  inspiration  to  all  Duke  alumni  in 
their  communities. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  even  larger  number  of  meetings 
will  be  held  this  year. 

It  may  not  be  possible  to  have  a  large  number  in  at- 
tendance for  obvious  reasons,  but  a  meeting  with  limited 
attendance  will  be  better  than  no  meeting  at  all. 

If  you  cannot  have  a  large  meeting,  determine  to  have 
a  gathering  which  will  provide  compensation  in  other 
ways  for  the  lack  in  attendance. 

It  will  be  a  source  of  inspiration  to  the  members  who 
cannot  be  there,  because  of  their  being  on  duty  in  Army 
camps  or  Naval  stations  in  this  country  or  on  battlefronts 
around  the  world,  to  know  that  the  Duke  alumni  at  home 
are  "carrving  on"'  in  their  absence.

Professor  Childs  mentioned  the  neces- 
sity for  seasons  of  recreation,  fun  and 
fellowship  and  emphasized  the  fact  that 
the  present  hour  in  the  world's  history 
calls  for  consecration  and  dedication. 

Pioneers  and  pathfinders,  such  as  Co- 
lumbus, Wesley,  Brantley  York,  Brax- 
ton Craven,  Wilfred  Grenfell,  and  Wil- 
liam Preston  Few,  he  said,  "look  to  those 
in  this  present  hour  to  hold  high  the  torch 
which  they  have  flung  and  keep  alight 
the  traditions  of  the  glorious  past." 

"The  present  hour  challenges  us,"  he 
continued.  "The  challenge  of  war;  the 
glorious  deeds  of  valor,  courage  and  sac- 
rifice which  we  see  all  around  us — these 
speak  to  college  men  and  women  every- 
where to  carry  on  until  the  boys  come 
marching  home  again.  The  least  we  can 
do  is  to  see  to  it  that  they  come  back  to

left." 

Evening  Program 

The  evening  program  was  opened  by 
Dr.  W.  A.  Lambeth,  President  of  the 
Junaluska  Assembly,  with  a  few  intro- 
ductory remarks.  "America,"  led  by  the 
Lake  Junaluska  quartet,  was  sung  by  the 
audience,  after  which  Bishop  Paul  B. 
Kern  delivered  the  invocation.  Dr.  Lam- 
beth then  turned  the  meeting  over  to 
Henry  R.  Dwire,  Vice-President  and  Di- 
rector of  Public  Relations  and  Alumni 
Affairs,  who  presided  during  the  remain- 
der of  the  program. 

Duke  Alumni  and  the  War 

In  his  brief  remarks  Dr.  Dwire  brought 
greetings  from  the  20,000  alumni  of  Duke 
University  located  throughout  North 
Carolina,  in  every  state  of  the  Union  and 
in  35  other  countries.  He  spoke  particu- 
larly of  the  war  service  of  the  alumni, 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  24  had 
been  killed  since  America  entered  the  war, 
while  16  are  reported  as  missing,  with  a 
number  of  others  prisoners  of  the  enemy. 
Many  have  been  decorated  for  meritorious 
service. 

In  speaking  particularly  of  the  service 
being  rendered  by  the  Alumni  Office  of 
the  institution,  Mr.  Dwire  said  that  the 
idea  being  carried  out  in  the  alumni  pro- 
gram was  twofold:  first,  to  render  all 
possible  service  to  the  alumni  in  Army 
camps  and  Naval  stations  and  on  battle- 
fronts  around  the  world;  next,  to  so 
maintain  the  program  of  alumni  activi- 
ties, as  far  as  consistent  with  the  war  ef- 
fort, that  after  the  war  a  normal  program 
may  be  resumed  with  the  least  possible 
loss  of  time  and  effort.  In  other  words, 
the  plan  is  to  render  all  possible  service 
in  connection  with  the  war  while  the 
struggle  is  in  progress  and  at  the  same 
time  prepare  for  the  expanded  program 
of  alumni  work  which  is  to  follow  after 
peace  has  been  declared.  Particular  at- 
tention was  directed  to  the  increased 
work  being  carried  out  in  the  Alumni 
Office  now  in  connection  with  the  main- 
tenance of  .complete  service  records  of 
Duke  alumni,  as  well  as  personal  contacts 
through  letters  and  otherwise  with  these 
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alumni  and,  in  many  cases,  with  members 
of  their  families. 

Greeting  from  Western  Carolina 
Alumni 

Dr.  A.  G.  Gillaspie,  of  Canton,  presi- 
dent of  the  Haywood  Association  of  Duke 
Alumni,  brought  a  brief  greeting  from 
the  alumni  of  western  Carolina. 

Tribute  to  Professor  Aldridge 

A  tribute  was  paid  by  the  presiding  of- 
ficer to  Professor  F.  S.  Aldridge,  for 
many  years  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
Trinity  College  and  Duke  University  and 
intimately  associated  with  educational,  re- 
ligious and  civic  causes  for  the  benefit  of 
humanity.  For  many  years  Professor 
Aldridge  has  been  deeply  interested  in 
Lake  Junaluska  and  developments  there 
and  has  rendered  valuable  service  in  var- 
ious ways.  High  commendation  was  given 
him  and  other  members  of  the  family  for 
their  record  of  devoted  loyalty  to  the  in- 
stitution. In  this  connection,  reference 
was  made  to  the  notably  fine  service  ren- 
dered for  a  number  of  years  by  Miss 
Elizabeth  Aldridge,  now  Mrs.  Alfred  Hen- 
derson of  Winchester,  Ky.,  as  Assistant 
Director  of  Alumni  Affairs.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  chairman's  remarks,  the  en- 
tire audience  rose  in  tribute  to  Professor 
Aldridge,  who  was  seated  on  the  platform.

"Dear  Old  Duke,"  after  which  Charles  A. 
Dukes,  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Re- 
lations and  Alumni  Affairs,  showed  mo- 
tion pictures  of  Duke  scenes  in  color, 
speaking  interestingly  of  the  various 
scenes  as  they  were  being  shown  on  the 
screen.  These  Duke  motion  pictures, 
which  have  been  made  and  shown  each 
year  by  Mr.  Dukes,  always  constitute  an 
outstanding  feature  of  the  Duke  Day

The  appointment  of  James  R.  Killian, 
Jr.,  as  executive  vice-president  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
was  announced  by  Dr.  Karl  T.  Compton, 
President  of  the  Institute,  recently.  Mr. 
Killian  had  been  executive  assistant  to  the 
president  since  January,  1939,  and  took 
over  his  new  post  on  July  1st. 

In  announcing  this  appointment.  Pres- 
ident Compton  said :  "The  war  has  multi- 
plied by  several  times  the  amount  of  the 
Institute's  activities,  and  has  also  compli- 
cated all  operating  details.  Mr.  Killian 
has  shown  fine  executive  capacity  in  deal- 
ing with  such  matters.  He  furthermore 
knows  intimately  our  internal  affairs  and 
our  alumni  organization,  and  has  the  con- 


fidence of  all  his  associates  to  an  extraor- 
dinary degree.  As  executive  vice-presi- 
dent, Mr.  Killian  will  continue  to  work 
for  the  prompt  and  efficient  execution  of 
the  business  coming  to  the  president's  of- 
fice and  will  handle  certain  coordinating 
responsibilities." 

Before  joining  the  staff  of  the  president 
in  1939,  Mr.  Killian  had  been  associated 
for  thirteen  years  with  the  publication  of 
the  Technology  Review,  of  which  he  be- 
came editor  in  1930.  He  is  widely  known 
among  the  alumni,  is  a  former  treasurer 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  and  is  chair- 
man of  the  Advisory  Council  on  Under- 
graduate Publications.  His  administra- 
tive duties  include  the  chairmanship  of 
the  board  of  publications  of  the  Technol- 
ogy Press. 

Mr.  Killian  is  a  member  of  the  Ameri- 
can Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science,  and  the  Society  for  the  Promo- 
tion of  Engineering  Education.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  St.  Botolph  Club  of  Bos- 
ton, and  his  fraternity  is  Sigma  Chi. 

Mr.  Killian  was  born  in  Blaeksburg,  S. 
G,  in  1904  and  studied  for  several  years 
at  Duke. before  going  to  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology,  where  he 
was  awarded  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  with  the  Class  of  1926.  He  is  the 
son  of  James  Robert  and  Jeannette 
(Rhyne)  Killian  of  92S  Blandford  Ave- 
nue, Columbus,  Ga.  Mr.  Killian,  Sr.,  is 
president  of  the  Georgia  Webbing  and 
Tape  Co. 

In  1929  Mr.  Killian  was  married  to 
Miss  Elizabeth  Parks  of  Asheboro,  N.  C. 
They  have  two  children,  Carolyn  Make- 
peace and  Rhyne  Meredith,  and  their 
home  is  in  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass. 
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Sunday,  August  1,  marked  the  first  an- 
niversary of  the  operation  on  the  Dnke 
campus  of  the  Army  Finance  School.  One 
year  ago  the  school  was  moved  from  Fort 
Benjamin  Harrison,  Indiana,  and  since 
that  time  many  of  its  students  have  been 
sent  back  into  the  Army  equipped  to  per- 
form the  multitudinous  duties  of  finance 
officers.  This  is  the  only  finance  officers' 
school  in  the  country  today,  although  at 
Wake  Forest  College  the  Army's  non- 
commissioned officers  finance  school  is  op- 
erated in  connection  with  the  central 
school  at  Duke. 

While  no  special  exercises  incident  to 
the  anniversary  were  held,  the  school's 
colors  were  placed  beside  the  Nation's  flag 
at  the  morning  service  in  the  Duke  Uni- 
versity Chapel  and  hundreds  from  the 
school  heard  the  sermon  by  Bishop  Clare 
Purcell,  of  the  Methodist  Church,  on  this 
occasion.  In  the  afternoon  Anton  Brees, 
Carillonneur  to  the  University,  played 
"The  Finance  Song,"  official  song  of  the 
school,  in  connection  with  the  regular 
Sunday  carillon  program. 


The  school's  graduates  are  in  the  hun- 
dreds (to  be  appropriately  guarded  in 
the  matter  of  numbers).  Every  few  weeks 
a  group  of  newly  made  second  lieutenants 
is  graduated  from  a  strenuous  four- 
months  course,  and  at  the  same  time  a 
new  class  enters. 

At  the  head  of  the  Duke  AFS  is  Colo- 
nel E.  J.  Bean,  veteran  of  the  Army  Fi- 
nance Department.  Likable  and  friendly 
but  efficient  to  the  last  decimal  point, 
Colonel  Bean  is  known  as  something  of  a 
stickler  for  order  and  discipline. 

At  Wake  Forest  College,  25  miles  away, 
the  Army's  non-commissioned  officer  fi- 
nance school  is  operated,  also  under  Colo- 
nel Bean's  command. 

These  fellows  may  be  pen-pushers,  but 
theirs  is  usually  a  strenuous  life  weighted 
down  with  responsibilities.  Getting  pay  to 
the  soldiers  on  time  and  in  proper  specie 
is  only  one  aspect  of  the  Army  Finance 
Department's  big  task.  It  is  responsible 
for  the  accounting  of  all  funds  and  prop- 
erty of  the  Army.  And  in  this  World 
War  II,  with  staggering  billions  being 
spent,  the  assignment  is  stupendous. 


One  of  the  most  significant  develop- 
ments at  the  AFS  at  Duke  was  the  recent 
inauguration  of  a  "graduate"  fiscal  school. 
A  carefully  picked  group  of  officers,  most 
of  them  of  upper  ranks,  was  chosen  to 
attend  the  first  four-months  session. 

Following  a  curriculum  devoted  to  com- 
plex fiscal  problems  and  procedures,  in- 
cluding international  finance,  the  gradu- 
ates are  destined  to  become  financial 
advisers  to  commanding  generals  in  thea- 
ters of  war  operations  and  at  home  service 
commands. 

While  emphasis  is  on  book  work  and 
classroom  lectures,  the  school's  courses  are 
admittedly  tough  along  other  than  acade- 
mic lines.  Candidates  live  as  closely  a 
regimented  life  as  any  in  the  Army,  inso- 
far as  time  and  the  exact  order  of  their 
daily  routine  is  concerned.  Plenty  of  for- 
mation drilling,  calisthenics,  and  funda- 
mental field  practices  keep  them  in  prime 
physical  condition. 

These  AFS  students,  many  of  them  in 
civilian  life  C.PA.'s,  bankers,  statisti- 
cians, and  math  experts  of  various  kinds, 
are  getting  a  dose  of  finance  such  as  they 
probably  never  dreamed  of.  They've  got 
to  prepare  themselves  for  any  and  every 
problem  of  a  financial  nature  that  might 
present  itself  far  from  headquarters  and 
the  possibility  of  consultation  on  unpre- 
dictables.  These  fellows  follow  the  fight- 
ing men  to  all  fronts. 

And  our  fighters  are  now  being  paid 
in  pounds,  girsh,  guineas,  mouzouna, 
pesos,  rupees,  and  yuan,  and — who  knows 
— they'll  soon  be  needing  lire. 

If  so,  finance  officers  will  have  them 
ready.

Mart  Jane  Allred,  B.S.N,  and  R.  X. 
'42,  of  Bowling  Green,  Fla.,  is  an  Ensign 
in  the  Navy  Nurses  Corps,  stationed  at  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Hospital  in  Charleston,  S.  C. 
She  entered  the  service  in  December,  1942. 

Douglas  F.  Peterson,  Jr.,  '41,  of 
Winston-Salem,  received  his  commission 
as  an  Ensign  in  the  Supply  Corps  of  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Reserve  and  reported  for  ac- 
tive duty  on  May  14,  1942.  On  June  13, 
he  received  a  few  days'  leave  and  was 
married  to  Helen  B.  Sams  of  Winston- 
Salem.  Shortly  afterwards  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Navy  Supply  Corps  School 
at  Harvard  University,  and  was  graduated 
from  there  on  October  1,  1942,  and  as- 
signed to  active  duty  at  a  Naval  Air  Sta- 
tion somewhere  in  the  Pacific.  On  May  1, 
1943,  he  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  (jg).

John  G.  Hutchinson,  '39,  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  entered  the  Army  in  Au- 
gust, 1942.  He  graduated  from  the  Army 
Air  Force  Technical  Training  Center  this 
spring.  Lt.  Hutchinson  is  now  stationed 
at  Peterson  Field,  Colorado,  as  photo  of- 
ficer. 

J.  Weller  Smith,  '42,  of  South  Wey- 
mouth, Mass.,  left  school  at  the  end  of  his 
sophomore  year  and  entered  the  service 
on  July  1,  1940.  He  is  now  a  Lieutenant, 
and  when  we  last  heard  from  him  he  was 
at  the  Air  Base  in  Smyrna,  Tenn. 

John  E.  Wilkes,  '37,  of  Bound  Brook, 
N.  J.,  is  an  Ensign  in  the  Navy,  having 


entered  the  service  on  January  2,  1943. 
He  is  now  on  sea  duty  somewhere  in  the 
Pacific.  Previously  he  was  stationed  at 
Treasure  Island,  and  while  there  saw  Lt. 
(jg)  Charlie  Wenrich,  '37,  who  was  on 
leave  after  more  than  a  year  in  the  Alas- 
kan area.  Charlie  asked  John  to  send  his 
best  wishes  to  all  his  Duke  friends. 

Myra  M.  Hall,  B.S.N.  &  R.N.  '38,  of 
Morgantown,  W.  Va.,  is  a  First  Lieuten- 
ant in  the  Army  Nurses  Corps.  She  was 
sent  to  Camp  Kilmer,  N.  J.,  when  she 
entered  the  service  in  August,  1942,  and 
when  last  heard  from  in  July,  was  still 
there.  She  writes  enthusiastically  of  her 
work,  which  she  says  has  been  quite 
varied.  She  has  served  as  night  super- 
visor of  a  1500-bed  hospital  which  spreads 
for  a  mile  in  length;  as  mess  officer  for 
the  nurses;  has  helped  with  the  processing 
of  nurses  for  foreign  duty ;  and  has 
taught  enlisted  men  and  WACS  how  to 
make  beds.  As  chief  "supply  sergeant," 
which  meant  getting  all  nurses  equipped 
with  their  initial  issue  of  clothing,  she  be- 
came quite  adept  at  climbing  in  and  out 
of  a  21/2-ton  truck  with  both  arms  full  of 
clothing.  Lt.  Hall  writes  that  although 
she  has  thoroughly  enjoyed  her  work  and 
social  life  at  Kilmer  in  spite  of  the  "jer- 
sey bombers"  (mosquitoes  to  you!),  that 
she  is  anxious  for  foreign  duty.

in  the  air  again. 

Willis  Smith,  Jr.,  '42,  of  Raleigh,  be- 
gan his  training  in  June,  1942,  and  was 
sent  to  Duke  for  the  Civilian  Pilot  Train- 
ing Program  for  Naval  Air  Corps  Cadets. 
He  was  then  transferred  to  the  Georgia 
School  of  Aviation  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  and  out  to  other  training  sta- 
tions. He  is  now  an  Ensign,  U.S.N.R., 
and  an  instructor  at  the  Naval  Air  Station 
in  Olathe,  Kansas. 

H.  John  (Jack)  Love,  '42,  of  James- 
town, N.  Y.,  entered  the  Army  in  May, 

1941.  He  was  inducted  at  Fort  Niagara 
and  served  at  Fort  Belvoir  and  Camp 
Claiborne  before  being  sent  back  to  Bel- 
voir to  Officer  Candidate  School,  where 
he  received  his  commission  as  a  Second 
Lieutenant  on  April  15,  1942.  He.  and 
Jane  Wire,  '41,  of  Mt.  Holly,  N.  J.,  were 
married  the  next  day.  Since  that  time  he 
has  been  at  Pine  Camp,  N.  J.,  on  maneu- 
vers in  Tennessee,  at  Camp  Young,  Cali- 
fornia, and  desert  maneuvers,  and  back 
to  Fort  Belvoir  to  school  for  a  month. 
Now  they  are  at  Camp  Chaffee,  and  are 
living  at  11  Azalae  Court,  Heartsill  Ragon 
Courts,  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas.  Jack  is  a 
First  Lieutenant.  In  June,  on  the  way 
from  Belvoir  to  Chaffee,  they  stopped  by 
Duke  for  a  short  time. 

E.  Harold  Johnson,  '39,  of  Orlando, 
Fla.,  enlisted  in  the  U.S.N.R.  sometime 
in  1940.  He  was  later  selected  for  officer 
training,  and  sent  to  Midshipmen's  School 
at  Northwestern,  where  he  graduated  in 
June,  1942,  and  received  his  commission 
as  a  Deck  Officer  with  the  rank  of  Ensign. 
Answering  a  call  for  volunteers  for  the 
Air  Corps,  he  was  one  of  44  to  be  ac- 
cepted out  of  more  than  a  hundred  vol- 
unteers. This  necessitated  the  temporary 
relinquishment  of  his  commission,  and  his 
reenlistment  as  a  Second  Class  Seaman. 
He  completed  his  training,  and  was  re- 
commissioned  as  an  Ensign  in  the  Naval 
Air  Corps  in  June,  1942.  He  was  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Willena  Catherine  Smith  in 
Chicago  on  July  7,  1942. 

Now  a  Lieutenant  (jg),  Harold  has 
been  in  the  South  Pacific  since  October, 

1942.  The  following  story. of  his  adven- 
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tures  there  was  taken  from  an  August  1, 
1943,  INS  release  from  Guadalcanal: 

"From  out  of  the  scattered  islands  cf 
the  South  Pacific  has  come  another  wan- 
derer, a  kid  whose  courage  and  resource- 
fulness didn't  desert  him  as  he  tramped 
through  an  unknown  land,  tortured  bj7 
thirst  and  frustration,  and  finally  brought 
him  home. 

'"There  had  been  quite  a  force  in  the 
air  as  fighter  pilot  E.  H.  Johnson,  Or- 
lando, Fla.,  followed  his  squadron  leader 
up  north  to  strike  at  the  Jap  base  at 
Vila.  Bad  weather  forced  most  of  the 
dive  and  torpedo  bombers  to  turn  back, 
but  Johnson's  squadron  decided  to  ride 
the  weather  out.  They  were  nearing  the 
target  when  they  ran  into  from  20  to  30 
Zeros. 

"Here  is  Johnson's  story  of  what  fol- 
lowed, told  after  he  had  been  returned  to 
a  base  hospital  for  further  treatment. 

"  'We  didn't  have  much  of  a  chance  with 
all  those  against  us  and  soon  there  were 
Zeros  all  around  us,'  he  began.  'There 
was  plenty  of  shooting  and  the  bullets 
poured  into  my  ship  like  hail  on  a  tin 
roof.  The  only  chance  I  got  to  shoot  at 
one  was  when  a  Zero  got  between  me  and 
a  cloud. 

"  'My  gas  tank  went  first  and  my  en- 
gine froze  at  3,000  feet,  so  I  jumped.  As 
I  fell  the  Zeros  circled  and  made  several 
passes  at  me.  I  landed  in  the  jungle,  my 
chute  catching  in  a  tree  and  breaking  the 
fall.  The  Zeros  continued  to  strafe  and  I 
had  to  hide  behind  a  tree  trunk  until  they 
went  away. 

"  'I  took  rations  and  water  from  my  life 
raft  but  left  it  and  my  pack  behind,  think- 
ing it  would  be  too  heavy  to  carry.  That 
was  the  biggest  mistake  I  ever  made.  I 
thought  I  was  on  the  island  of  New  Geor- 
gia, but  I  must  have  been  on  Vangunu, 
which  is  one  of  the  group  scattered  up  in 
that  area. 

"  'I  headed  East,  wandered  most  of  the 
day  and  saw  boot  tracks  on  what  was  a 
pretty  good  path,  but  no  native  tracks. 
I  was  on  a  shaded  part  of  the  island  when 
I  saw  four  Navy  planes.  I  yelled  and 
waved  my  arms  but  they  didn't  see  me. 

"  'I  got  some  flotation  gear  off  the  raft, 
stripped  some  saplings,  bound  them  as 
cross-pieces  with  vines  and  had  myself 
something  of  a  raft.  I  pulled  nails  out 
of  the  raft  with  my  fingers  and  con- 
structed an  oar  from  an  old  board.  I  set 
out  paddling  north. 

"  'Just  before  dawn  the  next  day  I 
spotted  two  boats  with  about  15  men  in 
each. 

"  'I  saw  them  hide  their  boats  as  they 
landed.  Shortly  after  I  went  ashore.  I 
saw   that   there   were   two   heavy   barges, 


well  camouflaged  and  manned  by  Japs 
stripped  to  the  waist. 

"  'I  dropped  into  the  water  behind  my 
raft,  but  knew  in  my  heart  they  had  seen 
me.  I  checked  my  .45.  It  was  useless, 
rust  having  ruined  it.  By  sheer  luck,  for 
some  reason  I  can't  understand,  they 
didn't  come  after  me  but  continued  on 
their  way. 

"  'I  stopped  keeping  track  of  the  days. 
I  went  down  and  finally  passed  the  cove  I 
had  run  into  and  found  a  hut  built  in  the 
jungle.  I  knew  natives  generally  built 
their  huts  on  beaches  near  cocoanut  trees 
not  in  the  jungle. 

"  'I  could  hear  voices  though  I  was  100 
yards  away  and  to  avoid  noise  I  crawled 
on  my  belly  through  the  mud  until  I 
could  see  into  the  hut.  Inside  were  10 
Japs,  all  stripped  to  the  waist.  Don't 
let  anyone  tell  you  all  Japs  are  little  and 
scrawny.  These  guys  were  all  big  and 
tough  looking.  I  hated  to  stumble  all  the 
way  back  through  that  jungle  to  the 
beach,  but  there  was  nothing  else  I  could 
do. 

"  'When  I  reached  the  other  side  I 
started  into  the  open  sea.  I  was  com- 
pletely lost  and  I  knew  it ! 

"  'I  munched  a  piece  of  chocolate  and 
wet  my  lips  with  a  bit  of  water.  I  was 
terribly  thirsty.  After  wandering  for  a 
few  hours  I  found  a  couple  of  cocoanuts 
further  inland  and  then  came  upon  a  tiny 
banana  plantation.  I  saw  a  native  in  the 
bush  and  waved  to  him.  He  ran  away  in 
fright.  I  was  desperate  and  stumbled 
after  him  shouting  'Pilot,  Pilot.' 

"  'He  finally  stopped  and  called  two 
others.  I  sure  was  glad  to  see  them.  They 
took  me  to  their  village  and  fed  me  sweet 
potatoes  and  fish.  They  boiled  the  fish, 
head  and  all.  The  next  day  they  paddled 
me  to  a  nearby  island,  where  I  was  able 
to  establish  contact  with  our  search  planes. 
Later,  a  PBY  landed  and  brought  me  back 
to  my  base.'  " 

Hoy  Taylor,  Jr.,  '38,  and  Henry  L. 
Taylor,  '35,  both  of  Milledgeville,  Ga., 
are  one  of  the  numerous  Duke  brother 
combinations  now  in  the  Armed   Forces. 

Hoy  entered  the  Navy  and  was  com- 
missioned an  Ensign  in  the  Naval  Re- 
serves. In  the  last  letter  to  his  family, 
written  before  the  invasion  of  Sicily,  he 
seemed  to  be  anticipating  just  what  has 
happened,  and  they  believe  that  he  was 
on  one  of  the  boats  that  landed  tanks 
there. 

Henry  entered  the  Army  two  months 
after  Hoy  went  into  the  Navy.  He  gradu- 
ated at  the  Army  Finance  Officer  Can- 
didate School  at  Duke  in  March,  1943, 
and  received  his  commission  as  a  Second 


Lieutenant.  He  is  now  stationed  some- 
where east  of  the  continental  United 
States. 

James  M.  Slay,  '37,  and  Ronald  J. 
Slay,  '39  of  Greenville,  N.  C,  are  an- 
other brother  combination  and  both  are 
Captains  in  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps. 

Jim  entered  the  service  on  September 
15,  1941.  He  has  been  an  instructor  at 
the  Reserve  Officers  School  at  Quantico, 
Va.,  most  of  the  time  since  then.  Captain 
and  Mrs.  Slay,  the  former  Catherine 
Thompson,  '37,  have  a  son,  James  Mat- 
thew, Jr.,  who  was  bom  on  May  27th. 

Ronnie  joined  the  Marines  in  Novem- 
ber, 1941,  and  received  his  commission 
at  Quantico.  He  has  been  on  duty  with 
the  Marines  in  the  South  Pacific  since 
the  summer  of  1942.  During  that  fall  he 
wrote  from  Guadalcanal  that  he  was  get- 
ting the  Duke  football  scores  every  week- 
end, and  that  one  day  while  he  was  in  the 
river  doing  his  laundry,  he  discovered  that 
the  fellow  next  to  him  was  a  former  Duke 
Medical  student,  whom  he  had  known  on 
the  campus,  but  did  not  know  was  in  the 
Solomons. 

The  picture  of  Wallace  Wade,  Jr., 
'41,  and  Bill  Epperson,  '40,  was  enclosed 
in  the  following  letter  from  Wallace  to 
the  Alumni  Office  Staff,  dated  May  15, 
1943. 

"Thought  I'd  drop  you  a  line  to  let  you 
know  I'm  still  all  right.  I  get  the  Alumni 
Register  occasionally,  and  when  I  do,  I 
read  every  word  in  it.  My  thoughts  are 
constantly  turning  toward  Duke  and 
home,  the  two  words  being  synonymous. 
The  only  time  you  can  appreciate  a  place 
like  Duke  is  when  you  have  seen  and  done 
what  I  have  for  the  past  seven  months. 

"My  outfit  entered  the  active  phase  of 
the  Tunisian  campaign  in  February,  and 
from  then  till  now  we  have  been  con- 
stantly at  the  front  except  for  three  or 
four  breaks  of  a  few  days.  I  won't  go 
into  any  details,  but  I  will  say  that  Sher- 
man's description  of  war  was  a  great  un- 
derstatement. 

"I  am  enclosing  a  snapshot  of  Bill  Ep- 
person, '40,  and  myself  taken  last  winter 
near  the  place  I  landed  when  we  made  the 
invasion.  The  day  after  the  picture  was 
taken,  my  outfit  left  for  the  front,  and  I 
have  not  seen  Bill  since,  although  we  ex- 
change letters  occasionally. 

"At  present  we  are  bivouaced  outside 
of  one  of  the  two  main  coastal  cities  which 
were  the  last  to  fall.  I  believe  I  have  the 
distinction  of  having  conducted  about  the 
last  American  artillery  fire  that  went  into 
the  outskirts  of  the  city  before  our  troops 
entered  in  force." 
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Larry  E.  Bagwell,  '35,  of  Raleigh  is 
a  Lieutenant  (jg)  in  the  Armed  Guard  in 
charge  of  a  gun  crew  on  a  merchant  ship. 
He  entered  the  Navy  in  July,  1942,  and 
trained  in  Boston  and  Chicago,  and  has 
been  on  active  duty  since.  Ships  on  which 
he  has  served  have  weathered  repeated 
attacks  from  the  enemy.  He  recently 
made  his  second  visit  to  the  battlefront  in 
Xorth  Africa. 

In  a  letter  to  his  family  on  June  15th, 
he  wrote :  "Today  has  been  quite  a  day 
in  my  life  as  I  was  priviledged  to  meet 
the  Lassom's  and  Morgan's  ruler.  Due  to 
various  reasons  I  had  not  expected  a  first 
hand  contact  with  him,  so  it  was  quite 
interesting."  The  Lassoms  and  Morgans 
are  British  friends  of  Larry's,  and  as 
this  letter  was  written  prior  to  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  King  was  in  North 
Africa,  it  was  Larry's  way  of  saying  he 
had  met  the  King. 

Larry's  most  eventful  experience  per- 
haps was  a  "suicide  mission"  from  which 
his  ship  was  the  only  one  in  a  group  to 
return. 

Lt.  Jack  L.  Watson,  U.S.N.R.,  '40, 
and  Lt.  (jg)  John  C.  Watson,  Jr.,  '36, 
of  Charlotte  are  two  more  Duke  brothers 
who  are  in  the  Navy. 

Jack   joined   the   Navy   on   March   15, 

1941,  and  is  now  a  full  Lieutenant  on  a 
submarine  somewhere  in  the  Pacific.  He 
was  stationed  at  the  Submarine  Base  in 
New  London,  Conn.,  for  some  time,  and 
while  there  decided  to  enter  the  Submarine 
School  last  fall.  He  completed  his  course 
in  December,  and  was  sent  to  his  boat  in 
southern  waters,  and  was  later  trans- 
ferred to  the  Pacific. 

John    entered    Annapolis    in    January, 

1942,  and  was  then  sent  to  Diesel  Engine 
School  at  Cornell,  then  to  Sub-chaser 
School  at  Miami,  and  from  there  to  a 
Diesel  engine  factory  in  Wisconsin,  and 
back  to  Miami.  For  two  months  before 
sailing  from  the  east  coast,  he  worked  in 
a  shipyard  on  the  escort-type  ship  that 
he  was  to  be  stationed  on. 

An  AP  news  release  from  Allied  Head- 
quarters in  North  Africa  told  the  story 
of  Chaplain  John  H.  Carper,  '29,  B.D. 
'31,  as  follows: 

"German  and  American  artillery  shells 
were  whirring  back  and  forth  over  Mateur 
and  Captain  John  H.  Carper,  who  is  paid 
by  the  Army  but  works  only  by  his  faith, 
was  patiently  standing  with  a  group  of 
soldiers  behind  a  stone  wall  waiting  for 
the  traffic  to  slow  up. 

"Some  of  the  shells  were  landing  con- 
siderably closer  than  a  country  mile,  and 
the    men    began    to    joke    about    all    the 


places  where  they  would  rather  be  than 
the  little  French  village. 

"  'You've  got  a  wife  and  three  little 
children  back  home,  John,  what  the  hell 
business  have  you  got  over  here,'  one  of- 
ficer asked  Captain  Carper,  who  for  six 
months  in  Africa  has  been  cheering  the 
living  and  burying  the  dead  of  the  light 
tank  battalion  he  serves  as  chaplain. 

"Even  the  artillery  bursts  can't  hurry 
this  big  hearted,  slow  drawling  minister 
from  Cullowhee,  N.  C. 

"Between  pauses  caused  by  shell  ex- 
plosions, Captain  Carper  told  why  he  was 
crouching-  behind  a  stone  wall  in  Africa 
instead  of  sitting  comfortably  in  his  study 
back  home  writing  a   Sunday  sermon. 

"  'In  every  church  I've  ever  had,'  he 
said,  'we  sang  the  hymn,  "Stand  Up, 
Stand  Up  for  Jesus."  The  last  line  of 
the  third  stanza  says,  "Where  duty  calls 
or  danger,  be  never  wanting  there." 

"  'I  got  to  thinking  of  that  line  and  I 
said,  "Well,  John,  you've  sung  that  often 
enough.  If  you  really  believe  it,  it's  time 
to  practice  it." 

"  'I  don't  want  to  let  down  my  church, 
my  fellowman  or  my  God.  After  six 
months  here  I've  found  the  fundamentals 
of  religion  don't  change  but  the  frills  get 
so  they  don't  mean  much.  I  guess  you  get 
a  little  rusty  on  your  theology. 

"  'One  battle  does  more  than  a  dozen 
revival  meetings  back  home  in  giving  a 
man  true  insight  into  life  and  the  things 
that  really  matter.'  " 

A  recent  letter  from  Chaplain  Carper 
to  the  Alumni  Office,  dated  June  29,  said 
in  part :  "I  am  well,  hale  and  hearty !  No, 
this  thing  hasn't  gotten  me  down  yet,  nor 
will  it,  for  I  am  confident  the  Chaplain's 
Corps  is  doing  a  tremendous  job  for  our 
men,  churches  and  for  God." 


Dr.  Lewis  W.  Elias, '99,  Dies 
In  Asheville  August  10; 
Was  a  Leading  Citizen 

Dr.  Lewis  W.  Elias,  Duke  alumnus  of 
the  class  of  '99  and  a  prominent  Asheville 
physician,  died  Tuesday,  August  10,  at 
3 :15  A.M.  at  his  home  on  Mountain  Ave- 
nue in  Asheville.  Death  followed  a  heart 
attack  while  he  was  sleeping.  He  had  suf- 
fered a  previous  attack  about  two  years 
ago  and  spent  a  short  time  in  the  hospital 
then. 


Not  only  as  a  physician  but  through  his 
activities  in  other  fields,  Dr.  Elias  was 
regarded  as  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of 
Asheville.  He  had  resided  there  38  years 
and  during  that  time  was  quite  active  in 
civic  and  religious  circles  of  the  city  and 
state.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Oxford  Movement  in  Asheville  and  as- 
sisted in  the  work  of  organization  in 
North  Carolina.  He  was  active  as  a  mem- 
ber and  officer  of  Central  Methodist 
Church. 

He  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Elias  and  five 
children,  three  daughters  and  two  sons. 
The  daughters  are  Mrs.  John  Irving 
Bacon  of  Berkeley,  Calif.,  Mrs.  Oren 
Whitehead  of  Asheville,  and  Mrs.  William 
A.  Wright  of  Asheville.  The  sons  are 
Lewis  W.  Elias,  Jr.,  who  is  stationed  in 
California  in  the  United  States  Navy  and 
Melvin  K.  Elias  of  Asheville.  Dr.  Elias 
is  also  survived  by  one  sister,  Mrs.  Virgil 
Jones  of  Fayetteville,  Ark.,  and  two 
brothers,  Don  S.  Elias  and  Bernard  Elias 
of  Asheville.  There  are  also  four  grand- 
children. 

Dr.  Elias  was  bom  in  Franklin  Decem- 
ber 11,  1876,  the  son  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Timoxena  Siler  Elias  and  the  Hon.  Kope 
Elias,  for  many  years  prominent  in  pub- 
lic affairs  in  Western  North  Carolina. 
The  father  died  many  years  ago,  but  the 
mother  passed  away  only  a  little  more 
than  a  year  ago. 

After  receiving  his  first  education  in 
the  schools  of  Macon  County,  Dr.  Elias 
entered  Trinity  College  in  1895,  gradu- 
ating in  1899.  He  attended  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  New  York, 
receiving  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine in  1903.  After  serving  his  interne- 
ship  in  Lincoln  Hospital  in  New  York, 
he  went  to  Asheville  in  1905  to  enter  pri- 
vate practice.  For  many  years  he  had 
been  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners,  serving  at  one  time 
as  chairman.  He  was  a  specialist  in  the 
field  of  pediatrics  and  achieved  marked 
success  in  his  chosen  work.  In  1907  he 
was  married  to  Miss  Frances  Carter  of 
Asheville.  He  was  president  in  1924  of 
the  Buncombe  County  Medical  Society 
and  was  a  member  of  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association.  He  rendered  valuable 
service  in  various  aspects  of  the  life  of 
his  home  community  and  section. 

The  funeral  service  was  conducted  on 
Thursday,  August  12,  at  Central  Method- 
ist Church.  Dr.  W.  A.  Lambeth,  pastor, 
officiated,  assisted  by  Rev.  George  Floyd 
Rogers,  Rector  of  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church.  Burial  was  in  Riverside  Ceme- 
terv. 
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The  next  few  weeks  will  see  the  com- 
pletion of  the  latest  addition  to  the  Duke 
University  campus,  the  Supplementary 
Nurses'  Home  of  Duke  Hospital,  now 
under  construction  on  the  northwest  cor- 
ner of  Erwin  Road  and  Cook  Street,  a 
block  from  the  Hospital.  The  U.  S.  gov- 
ernment is  cooperating  with  the  Univer- 
sity in  the  erection  of  the  building. 

Of  brick  exterior  and  wood  interior, 
the  building  is  to  be  of  two  stories,  with 
a  full-length  basement,  and  containing 
some  60  bedrooms.  A  total  of  116  nurses 
will  reside  in  the  much-needed  structure. 
Construction  began  late  in  April. 

At  the  main  entrance  there  will  be  an 
office,  three  lounges,  and  quarters  for  a 
matron.  Altogether  the  building  will  have 
100  rooms. 


The  new  structure  will  fill  a  long-felt 
need  for  residential  space  for  nurses  in 
training  for  war  service. 

Duke  University  is  endeavoring  to  com- 
ply with  the  government's  request,  not 
only  in  turning  out  the  very  best-equipped 
women  in  this  profession,  for  war  as  well 
as  peace-time  duties,  but  by  admitting 
additional  classes  to  increase  enrollment 
in  the  immediate  national  emergency. 
Perhaps  no  field  of  activity  for  women 
has  broadened  with  such  amazing  rapidity 
as  that  of  nursing.  The  skilled  care  of 
the  sick  and  wounded  is  primarily  a 
woman's  work,  especially  in  time  of  war. 
Previously  the  Nurses  School  of  Duke 
University  has  trained  one  class  each 
year.  It  is  now  putting  three  classes 
through  a  complete  and  thorough  course, 


with  another,  a  fourth  one,  starting  on 
April  first.  There  will  be,  however,  room 
for  only  fifty  students  in  the  spring  en- 
rollment. 

Although  the  course  at  Duke  Univer- 
sity does  not  accept  high-school  gradu- 
ates for  entrance,  this  spring  a  young 
woman  may  enroll  if  she  has  had  as  much 
as  15  semester  hours  of  previous  college 
training.  That  is,  she  may  take  the 
course  which  awards,  after  three  years  of 
training  and  an  added  year  of  classwork 
and  supervised  experience,  the  B.S.  de- 
gree in  nursing.  She  receives  her  cap  at 
the  end  of  the  first  six  months,  at  which 
time  she  adds  to  her  regular  class  in- 
struction the  higher  personal  responsibili- 
ties of  the  actual  care  of  the  sick.    In- 
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77ie  newest  addition  to  Duke  University's  facilities  is  the  auxiliary  nurses  home,  situated  at  Erwin  Road  and  Cook 

Street,  several   minutes   walk  from    the   Hospital   and  Medical  School.    With  the  great  demand  for  more  nurses  and 

the  expanding  work  of  the  Duke  School  of  Nursing,  the  spacious  and  well-arranged  structure  will  fill  a  serious  need. 

The  building  is  of  brick  construction,  has  all  modern  appointments,  and  will  accommodate  116  nurses. 


struction  in  class  is  given  by  both  the 
medical  school  instructors  of  the  Duke 
Hospital  and  the  instructors  of  the  Uni- 
versity proper.  This  assures  the  student 
the  best  teaching-  possible  in  basic  sci- 
ences, with  hospital  practice  attached, 
and  all  clinical  facilities. 

The  profession  of  nursing  is  perhaps 
the  most  flexible  and  variable  of  all  fields 
of  work  for  women.  It  is  a  career  filled 
with  adventure.  Today  there  are  many 
executive  and  administrative  positions  of 
great    responsibility    offering    commensu- 


rate salaries  for  the  women  who  are  pre- 
pared to  fill  them.  The  earning  capacity 
of  college-trained  nurses  outranks  that 
of  all  other  college-trained  women. 

Nurses  may  become  specialists  in  medi- 
cal, psychiatric,  obstetric  or  orthopedic 
nursing.  Besides  being  equipped  to  give 
expert  care  to  patients,  they  may  also 
serve  in  consultant,  supervisory  or  direc- 
tive capacities  on  staffs  of  hospitals, 
public  health  nursing  services  or  federal 
agencies.  Some  of  them  find  their  best 
work    in    teaching,    others    enter    related 


fields  of  dietetics,  psychology,  laboratory 
research  and  social  services.  And  many 
of  them  suspend  their  career  ambitions 
for  the  temporary  foe  of  the  nursing  pro- 
fession, matrimony.  The  marriage  rate 
is  higher  in  the  nursing  field  than  for  any 
other  known  group  of  professional 
women,  which  reminds  us  that  such  is  the 
flexibility  of  the  work  of  nurses  that  they 
may  take  their  profession  into  the  home 
with  great  compensating  results,  or  even 
resume  its  practice  after  a  period  of 
vears.

The  total  number  of  students  enrolled 
at  Duke  University  for  the  academic  year 
1942-43  and  the  Summer  Session  was 
5,150,  according  to  the  summary  appear- 
ing in  the  General  Catalogue  of  the  Uni- 
versity, just  issued.  The  enrollment  in  the 
regular  academic  year  was  3,602,  as  com- 
pared with  3,647  for  the  academic  year 
1941-42,  a  remarkably  small  decrease 
considering  wartime  conditions. 

A  number  of  other  interesting  figures 
are  given  in  the  summary.  For  instance, 
it  is  shown  that  there  were  498  teaching 
members  of  the  faculty  and  77  officers 
of  administration ;  the  staff  of  the  Uni- 
versity  libraries  included   61   individuals. 

Regarding  enrollment  in  the  academic 
year,  the  following  figures  are  given : 
Trinity  College,  1,408;  Woman's  College, 
899 ;  College  of  Engineering,  364 ;  Gradu- 
ate School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  737,  a 
total  of  253  of  these  taking  studies  in  the 
regular  academic  year;  School  of  Law,  36; 
School  of  Medicine,  343 ;  School  of  Nurs- 
ing, 191;  technicians,  28;  School  of  Die- 
tetics, 10;  Divinity  School,  133;  School 
of  Forestry,  19.  The  figures  show  quite 
a  notable  increase  during  the  year  in  the 
College  of  Engineering,  the  total  for  1941- 
42  being  265  as  compared  with  363  for 
1942-43. 

In  the  Summer  Session  of  two  terms 
the  number  of  students  was  2,333,  these 
coming  from  more  than  30  states  of  the 
Union  and  several  from  other  countries. 

The  undergraduate  students  of  Trinity 
College  during  the  academic  year  were 
distributed  as  follows:  Senior,  258;  Jun- 
iors, 325;  Sophomores,  344;  Freshmen, 
470;  Special  Students,  11.  In  the 
Woman's  College  the  classes  were  divided 
as  follows:  Seniors,  168;  Juniors,  180; 
Sophomores,  248;  Freshmen,  268;  Spe- 
cial Students,  35. 

Other  interesting  facts  are  contained  in 
the  General  Catalogue.  Approximately  90 
members  of  the  faculty  and  administra- 
tion of  the  University  are  engaged  in  war 
work  in  different  fields  away  from  the 
campus. 

The  library  resources  of  the  University 
total  659,050  volumes,  817,753  manuscript 
pieces,  and  1,421  books  on  microfilm,  66 


foreign  and  domestic  newspapers,  and 
2,110  periodicals  received  currently. 

The  University's  academic  program  is 
being  conducted  now,  due  to  wartime 
conditions,  on  two  schedules.  Trinity  Col- 
lege for  Men  and  the  College  of  Engineer- 
ing, embracing  both  the  Navy  V-12  and 
men  civilian  students,  are  operating  on 
a  three-semester  schedule,  beginning  July 
1,  November  1,  and  March  1.  The 
Woman's  College  and  the  Graduate  and 
Professional  schools,  with  the  exception 
of  the  School  of  Forestry,  which  is  being 
conducted  on  the  three-semester  program, 
are  on  the  two-semester  basis,  the  first 
semester  opening  on  September  15. 

Service  units  on  the  campus  include  the 
following  in  the  Navy  College  Training 
Program :  Naval  Reserve  Officers  Training 
Corps,  V-12  Basic  Program,  V-12  Engi- 
neers Program,  V-12  Pre-Medical  Pro- 
gram, V-12  Special  Training  for  Medical 
Students,  V-12  Training  Program  for  Ma- 
rine Corps,  V-12  Training  Program  for 
Coast  Guard,  H(V)P  Medical  Training 
Program. 

The  Army  Training  Program  includes 
the  following :  Finance  Officer  School, 
Finance  Officer  Candidate  School,  Army 
Fiscal  School,  Army  Specialized  Training 
Program  in  Medicine,  Clinical  Laboratory 
Course  for  Army  Medical  Doctors. 


Lamis  Paul  Welborn,  '89,  Dies 
At  His  Home  in  Houstonia, 
Missouri,  at  the  Age  of  75 

Lamis  Paul  Welborn,  '89,  died  Wed- 
nesday morning,  May  19,  at  his  home  in 
Houstonia,  Mo. 

Mr.  Welborn  was  born  November  1, 
1868,  near  Trinity  College  in  Randolph 
County,  N.  C,  and  was  educated  in  this 
state.  He  graduated  from  Trinity  Col- 
lege, which  still  exists  as  a  part  of  Duke 
University,  in  the  class  of  1889.  He  re- 
ceived a  medal  for  hig-hest  honors  at  the 
time  of  his  graduation. 

He  taught  school  in  South  Carolina 
until  February  of  1896,  when  he  moved 
to  Saline  County,  Missouri,  where  he 
taught  school  and  farmed  for  several  years. 


For  thirteen  years  he  was  superintendent 
of  the  Houstonia  school,  and  was  instru- 
mental in  obtaining  higher  standards  and 
consolidation  for  the  schools  of  the  Hou- 
stonia district.  He  engaged  in  farming 
for  a  period  of  years  and  in  1920  was 
made  cashier  of  the  Houstonia  Bank. 

On  August  1,  1900,  he  was  married  to 
Miss  Hattie  Jane  Rothrock  and  to  this 
union  were  born  three  children :  Mrs.  G. 
L.  Morris  of  the  home,  Ramon  A.  Wel- 
born, Superintendent  of  Schools  at  Ha- 
german,  New  Mexico,  and  Mrs.  Donald 
T.  West  of  Estancia,  New  Mexico. 

Surviving,  besides  the  wife  and  chil- 
dren, are  four  grandchildren,  G.  L.  Mor- 
ris, Jr.,  Elma  Jane  Morris,  Kathleen 
West,  and  Cynthia  Welborn;  two  sisters, 
Misses  Jessie  and  Maude  Welborn  of 
Thomasville,  N.  C. ;  and  two  brothers, 
Roswell  and  McGruder  Welborn  of  Los 
Angeles,  Cal. 

Funeral  services  for  Mr.  Welborn  were 
largely  attended  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
the  officiatin,  minister  being  Rev.  G. 
L.  Ferrenburg.  Surial  was  in  the  Hou- 
stonia cemetery. 

Mr.  Welborn  was  a  faithful  member 
of  the  Houstonia  Methodist  Church  and 
a  long-time  resident  of  Houstonia. 


College  Graduates  Needed  for

All  persons  who  have  sufficient  training 
and  experience  to  work  in  any  of  these 
highly  critical  fields  are  urged  to  com- 
municate at  once  with  Dr.  Homer  L.

C. 

This  Office  has  been  set  up  in  the  Na- 
tional Research  Council  to  render  a  highly 
personal  service  in  finding  men  and  women 
for  positions  in  those  scientific  and  tech- 
nical fields  in  which  the  greatest  shortages 
exist.  It  operates  in  cooperation  with 
other  personnel  agencies  of  the  Govern- 
ment, but  maintains  its  own  file  of  avail- 
able persons.

From  astronomy  to  zoology  no  depart- 
ment at  Duke  University  has  a  larger  per- 
sonnel than  that  of  physical  education — 
and  there's  not  a  man  too  many  of  them 
because  they  have  to  handle  the  entire 
male  student  body,  Navy  V-1'2  students 
and  civilians  as  well,  some  2,000  fellows 
in  all. 

The  Navy's  exacting  physical  fitness 
program  being  what  it  is,  it  keeps  the 
staff  busy  almost  around  the  clock.  Every 
student  takes  an  hour  daily  workout,  and 
already  after  six  weeks  of  it  muscles  are 
getting  tighter  and  waistlines  smaller. 

After  eight  weeks  of  the  present  Navy 
basic  physical  conditioning  routine,  which 
includes  rugged  calisthenics,  gymnastics, 
tumbling,  obstacle  course  work,  swimming, 
and  jog  marching,  the  program  will  be 
advanced  into  the  realm  of  combative 
sports,  which  will  include  football,  box- 
ing, wrestling  and  other  such  activities.

Collection  of  War 
Pamphlets 

In  the  Documents  Room  of  the  Duke 
University  Library  a  large  number  of 
current  United  States  Government  pub- 
lications on  this  war  are  being  collected 
for  use  today'  and  as  a  record  for  the 
future. 

These  publications,  which  come  from 
almost  all  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment, vary  from  technical  manuals  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  to  pamphlets  issued  by 
the  Office  of  Translation  in  the  State  De- 
partment written  in  different  languages 
for  Pan-American  distribution  on  "How 
to  Care  for  Children  One  to  Six  Years 
Old." 

The  technical  and  military  manuals  of 


the  collection  cover  fields  of  study  ranging 
from  simple  arithmetic  to  instruction  in 
the  use  of  complicated  weapons.  One  of 
these  manuals,  "Topographic  Drawing," 
was  used  in  the  cartography  course  given 
to  Duke  coeds  this  year  for  the  first  time. 
Another  of  these  Army  publications,  a 
small  picture  book  on  marksmanship 
points  out  in  a  series  of  humorous 
sketches  that  one  blowgun  that  hits  is 
better  than  a  16-inch  gun  that  misses. 

Of  particular  interest  to  college  stu- 
dents are  "Civilian  War  Service  Oppor- 
tunities for  College  and  University  Stu- 
dents," which  was  issued  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  the  newly  re- 
vised copy  of  Selective  Service  Regula- 
tions. 

Pan-American  booklets  for  distribution 
in  the  United  States  and  other  western 
hemisphere  countries  include  a  number  of 
pamphlets  on  various  nations  of  South 
America  and  one  leaflet  entitled  "Coordi- 
nation of  Interameriean  Affairs." 

A  large  part  of  the  Documents  Room 
collection  is  concerned  with  civilian  war 
effort  such  as  the  Civilian  Defense  book- 
lets and  the  WPB  "Directory  of  Contract 
Opportunities."  The  latter  describes  ma- 
chine parts  needed  by  some  company  en- 
gaged in  war  industry.  If  another  com- 
pany has  the  facilities  to  produce  this 
part,  it  notifies  the  first  company.  This 
directory  also  contains  lists  of  production 
assignments.

Five  home  games  are  on  the  schedule  of 
the  Duke  University  Blue  Devils  as  they 
face  their  second  wartime  season  under 
the  tutelage  of  Acting  Head  Coach  Eddie 
Cameron.  And  without  exception  nine 
jam-up  good  games  are  in  the  offing  for 
Duke's  grid  followers. 

The  most  unusual  feature  of  this  year's 
card  is  the  two  scheduled  games  with 
the  University  of  North  Carolina.  The 
first  game  will  be  in  Durham  on  October 
16  and  the  second  will  be  played  in  the 
Tar  Heels'  stadium  on  November  20. 

A  distinct  "Navy"  flavor  marks  the 
Duke  1943  schedule.  Only  one  of  eight 
different  opponents  is  an  Army  affiliated 
school,  that  being- N.  C.  State.  All  other 
Duke  opposition  will  be  either  Navy 
teams,  like  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  the 
Carolina  Pre-Flight  School,  and  the  Camp 
LeJeune  Marines,  or  colleges  and  univer- 
sities with  V-12  Navy  College  Training- 
Programs,  like  Carolina,  Virginia,  Rich- 
mond, and  Georgia  Tech. 

It  is  interesting  that  Duke  will  clash 
with  Carolina  Pre-Flight  on  October  2, 
which  is  "Navy  Day,"  in  Durham. 

Indicating  that  football  during  the  war 
is  definitely  on  the  physical  fitness  side 
of  emphasis,  only  those  Navy  V-12  stu- 
dents who  pass  their  basic  physical  fitness 
training  will  be  eligible  to  play  the  grid 
game  and  other  combative  sports.  It  is 
significant,  too,  that  the  Duke  schedule 
has  a  permanently  open  date,  October  23, 
in  order  that  athletics  will  not  conflict 
with  the  examination  period  of  the  first 
16-weeks  semester. 

In  rebuilding  1943's  schedule  Acting 
Athletic  Director  Cameron  had  to  replace 
such  cancellations  as  Pittsburgh,  Colgate, 
Vanderbilt,  Wake  Forest,  and  Davidson. 
Travel  difficulties  made  the  distant  games 
inadvisable,  while  Wake  Forest  and  Da- 
vidson report  a  shortage  of  their  usual 
high  calibre  of  playing  material  and 
deemed  cancellation  wise. 

The  game  with  the  Navy  at  Baltimore 
will  be  the  first  engagement  between  the 
two  teams  since  1931,  and  will  mark  the 
beginning  of  a  new  three-year  contract. 
Next  year  Duke  will  meet  Navy  at  An- 
napolis and  in  1945  the  Middies  will  play 
in  Duke  Stadium.

This  year's  game  between  Georgia  Tech 
and  Duke  will  be  their  eleventh  straight 
hotly-fought  affair.

A  newcomer  in  North  Carolina  football

Pvt.  Frank  P.  Ezerski,  Jr.,  '43,  who  is  attached  to  an  ALP. 
Platoon  somewhere  in  the  Pacific,  writes  in  a  letter  to  the 
Alumni  Office: 

"I  have  seen  many  foreign  lands  and  experienced  situa- 
tions to  which  only  wars  can  give  birth.  They  have  taught 
me  much.  Unfortunately,  censorship  restricts  my  eluci- 
dating. That  we  have  engaged  the  enemy  and  annihilated 
same  is  the  extent  of  what  can  be  divulged.  From  that, 
however,  your  deductions  should  be  unlimited.  ...  I  con- 
sider serving  in  the  capacity  of  a  soldier  as  a  real  privilege. 
.  .  .  The  old  adage  that  absence  makes  the  heart  grow 
fonder  is  certainly  proving  true  with  me.  I  refer,  of  course, 
to  my  absence  from  Duke.  Since  leaving  I  have  come  to 
love  and  appreciate  more  each  day  what  the  university 
has  been  to  me.  Circumstances  may  prevent  my  returning, 
but  I  want  you  to  know  that  a  part  of  me  shall  always 
remain  there  in  Durham.  Believe  me,  I  have  a  deep  feeling 
of  gratitude." 


Ensign  Joseph  C.  Talley,  Jr.,  '40,  LL.B.  '42,  writes  from 
Africa  to  the  Alumni  Office: 

"The  North  African  waters  compose  a  small  world.  I 
had  the  pleasant  proof  of  this  when  my  travels  in  them 
turned  up  several  of  niy  classmates  and  two  copies  of  the 
Register.  The  classmates  provided  the  nucleus  of  a  reunion 
and  the  Registers  served  as  personal  word  from  enough 
of  the  others  to  constitute  a  festive  quorum.

Yes,  Duke  will  have  an  alumni  Homecoming  this  year. 
It  will  be  observed  Saturday,  October  16,  the  day  of  the 
first  of  the  two  Duke-Carolina  games  to  be  played  this 
season. 

Of  course,  it  will  be  a  wartime,  somewhat  "stream- 
lined'' Homecoming.  Certain  features  will  be  missing, 
including  the  Durham-Duke  civic  parade  (this  was 
omitted  last  year  for  the  first  time  in  several  seasons) 
and  the  usual  barbecue  luncheon.  Wartime,  you  know. 
(But  more  about  the  luncheon  that  will  not  be  will  be 
found  elsewhere  in  this  issue.) 

And,  of  course,  there  may  not  be  as  large  attendance  as 
there  would  be  under  normal  conditions.  Perhaps  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  those  present  will  come  from  this 
area.  Many  who  will  be  here  in  spirit  simply  cannot 
arrange  to  come.

Suffice  it  to 
say  that  one  of  the  greatest  gridiron  struggles  of  the 
entire  season  is  assured. 

Yes,  Homecoming  will  be  observed. 

And  it  will  be  just  as  much  of  a  genuine,  honest-to- 
goodness,  old-fashioned  Homecoming  as  will  be  possible 
iinder  the  altered  wartime  conditions. 

And  that  is  all  that  anyone  will  expect. 


More  about  the  fall  program : 

The  fall  program  of  alumni  activities  is  under  way. 

Here  again  wartime  conditions  have  had  an  effect. 

Many  of  the  annual  meetings  will  be  somewhat  different 
from  those  of  the  past, 

Many  alumni  are  in  the  armed  services,  and  the  stress 
of  war  conditions  will  make  it  a  bit  more  difficult  for  those 


•'carrying  on"  at  home  to  have  just  the  kind  of  meeting 
they  would  like  to  have. 

But  difficulties  present  a  real  challenge,  and  this  is  true" 
in  connection  with  alumni  activities  as  well  as  efforts  in 
other  fields. 

It  is  easy  to  feel  that  we  can  wait  on  certain  matters 
until  the  strife  and  stress  are  over;  that  perhaps  alumni 
activities  are  not  so  important  just  now.  But  it  will  be 
far  better  to  exert  a  little  extra  effort  to  keep  the  alumni 
program  going  ahead. 

If  any  Duke  alumni  who  feel  that  we  can  "let  up" 
now  would  come  into  the  Alumni  Office  and  read  some  of 
the  mass  of  correspondence  from  those  in  the  services, 
he  would  have  a  new  conception,  we  believe,  of  the  im- 
portance of  alumni  work  in  wartime. 

Those  men  and  women  in  the  services  are  expecting  us 
here  at  home  to  "carry  on." 

It  will  be  good  news  to  them  to  know  that  alumni  meet- 
ings are  being  held  despite  war  conditions;  that  the 
volume  of  correspondence  to  and  from  alumni  is  greater 
than  ever  before ;  that  former  students  of  Duke  who  are 
working  on  the  home  front  still  realize  that,  after  all, 
their  work  in  the  services  will  fail  of  its  purpose  unless 
foundations  are  being  laid  broad  and  deep  for  the  better 
structure  that  is  to  be  erected  after  the  conflict  is  over. 

Let  us  repeat :  Hold  your  annual  alumni  meetings ;  keep 
up  your  alumni  activities  as  far  as  is  humanly  possible. 
That  is  what  your  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  services  are 
expecting  you  to  do. 


Events  follow  one  another  in  close  succession  these 
days. 

Changes  are  being  made  in  college  and  university  life 
and  routine  as  never  before. 

Just  to  cite  one  example  : 

For  the  first  time  in  the  104  years  of  the  life  of  the 
institution,  Duke  is  going  to  have  a  fall  Commencement. 

It  will  be  held  October  24  and  25. 

And  it  will  be  a  real  Commencement — not  as  many 
graduates  as  at  the  regular  Commencement  in  the  spring, 
to  be  sure,  but  a  real  academic  procession,  a  Commence- 
ment preacher  and  speaker,  and  withal,  the  same  spirit 
of  deep  seriousness,  the  same  impressiveness  in  various 
aspects  of  the  occasion  so  characteristic  of  Duke  finals 
through  the  years. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  have,  under  the  prevailing  sche- 
dule, a  program  of  special  alumni  affairs  at  Commence- 
ment, but  alumni  who  are  able  to  come  will  be  welcomed 
just  as  cordially  as  ever.

Saturday,  October  16,  the  day  of  the 
first  Duke-Carolina  game  of  the  1943 
football  season,  will  be  observed  as  Home- 
coming Day. 

Although  wartime  conditions  will  nat- 
urally have  some  effect  upon  the  attend- 
ance and  while  the  Alumni  Office  and 
alumni  generally  in  this  as  in  other  mat- 
ters are  cooperating  in  every  way  pos- 
sible to  the  end  that  nothing  will  interfere 
with  the  war  effort,  it  is  expected  that 
many  alumni  from  this  immediate  sec- 
tion and  others  from  more  distant  points 
where  possible  will  join  in  this  annual 
celebration.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  make  the  occasion 
contribute  as  far  as  possible  to  the  war- 
time program. 

First,  it  will  be  an  inspiration  to  the 
alumni  to  see  something  of  what  is  being 
done  on  the  campus  in  connection  with 
the  furtherance  of  the  war  effort.  Never 
before  have  as  many  service  uniforms 
been  in  evidence,  these  representing  sev- 
eral branches  of  the  armed  services.  Alum- 
ni are  sure  to  be  especially  interested  in 
seeing    and    learning   more    of   the   work 


connected  with  the  V-12  Navy  Training 
Program,  U.  S.  Army  Finance  School, 
and  other  features  of  the  Avar  service 
activities. 

They  are  also  sure  to  be  greatly  inter- 
ested in  the  alumni  exhibits,  presenting, 
among  other  things,  the  activities  of  Duke 
men  and  women  in  connection  with  the 
present  struggle.  To  many  the  extent 
of  what  is  being  done  by  former  students 
of  the  University  will  come  as  a  revela- 
tion. 

A  Bust  Day 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  war  picture 
will  change  the  situation  in  certain  ways, 
Homecoming  will  be  a  busy  day  crowded 
with  many  interesting  events.  Students 
and  citizens  of  Durham  will  make  a  spe- 
cial effort  to  participate  in  an  occasion 
that  will  long  be  remembered  as  the  "War- 
time Homecoming  of  1943." 

Registration 

Registration  headquarters  will  open  in 
the  lobby  of  the  University  Union  at 
9  :00  a.m.  and  from  that  time  on  the  lobby 
will  be  one  of  the  busiest  places  on  the 
campus.  Hundreds  are  expected  to  regis- 
ter and  to  mingle  in  the  renewal  of  col- 
lege day  associations.  Most  of  the  home- 
comers  will  arrive  Saturday  morning,  but 
as  usual  quite  a  number  will  be  on  hand 
Friday  evening,  and  everything  possible 
will  be  done  to  make  their  entire  stay  as 
pleasant  as  possible.  As  has  been  the 
case  each  year,  alumni  committees  from 
the  faculty  and  from  the  citizenship  of 
Durham  will  aid  in  extending  a  "glad 
hand"  to  those  who  will  be  here.  The  par- 
ticular request  is  made  that  every  alum- 
nus who  comes  to  Homecoming  make  an 
effort  to  see  that  his  or  her  name  with 
complete  address  is  registered  at  head- 
quarters in  the  lobby  of  the  Union.

No  Barbecue  Luncheon  on 
Homecoming  Day 

It  will  be  impossible  this  year, 
because  of  the  wartime  conditions,  to 
serve  the  usual  barbecue  luncheon  on 
Homecoming  Day.  The  providing 
of  meals  for  the  regular  University 
personnel  in  this  time  of  the  Uni- 
versity's "all-out"  participation  in 
the  war  program  absorbs  all  the 
facilities  connected  with  the  prepara- 
tion and  serving  of  food.  Much  as 
it  is  regretted,  the  usual  barbecue 
luncheon  must  be  given  up  "for  the 
duration." 

However,  arrangements  are  being 
made  so  that  alumni  and  guests  com- 
ing with  them  on  Homecoming  Day 
may  purchase  sandwiches  and  cold 
drinks,  beginning  at  12 :30,  in  the 
grove  adjoining  Crowell  dormitory 
where  the  luncheon  has  been  served 
for  the  past  several  years.

It  is  not  at  all  necessary  to  dwell  upon 
the  color  attached  to  a  Duke-Carolina 
football  contest.  It  is  always  a  gridiron 
classic  which  takes  rank  among  the  lead- 
ing games  of  the  nation.  The  contest  this 
year  promises  to  be  no  exception. 

Both  at  the  game  and  before,  activities 
of  the  students  will  constitute  an  im- 
portant feature  of  the  occasion. 

After  the  Game  Is  Over 
But  the  game  itself  will  not  end  Home- 
coming Day,  by  any  means.  Following 
the  gridiron  struggle,  there  will  be  nu- 
merous informal  gatherings,  and  in  the 
evening  out-of-town  alumni  and  alumnae 
will  be  guests  of  Quadrangle  Pictures  at 
the  evening  performance.

Duke  Alumnus  Has  Part 
In  the  Destruction  of 
Japanese  Destroyers 

United  Press  dispatches  some  time  ago 
related  a  most  interesting  account  given 
by  a  Duke  alumnus,  Lt.  (jg)  Edmund 
Wilson,  Jr.,  '43,  of  Miami,  Fla.,  Navy 
dive  bomber  pilot,  of  some  thrilling  ex- 
periences in  which  he  had  participated. 
He  related  how  American  fliers  from 
Guadalcanal  "picked  a  hole  in  tough  fly- 
ing weather  to  polish  off  probably  two 
Jap  destroyers  in  a  concentrated  attack." 

Attempting  apparently  to  reinforce  Jap 
bases  in  the  New  Georgia  islands  north- 
east of  Guadalcanal,  enemy  ships  were 
located  by  American  forces  and  the  dive 
bombers  went  to  the  attack.  Bombs  were 
delivered  from  less  than  1,000  feet. 

Dive  bombers,  torpedo  planes  and 
heavy  bombers  participated,  all  escorted 
by  fighters.  "The  surviving  enemy  war- 
ship could  not  be  located  when  the 
weather  closed  in,"  according  to  the  dis- 
patch, "but  it  seemed  a  cinch  the  other 
two  were  sunk  or  crippled  beyond  repair. 
Several  barges  were  sunk." 
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Opening'  exercises  for  the  Woman's 
College  of  Duke  University  were  held 
September  16th,  11:00  A.M.,  at  the  col- 
lege auditorium,  with  Dean  Alice  M.  Bald- 
win presiding.  Dr.  Robert  L.  Flowers, 
president  of  the  university,  was  the 
speaker. 

Dr.  Frank  S.  Hickman,  dean  of  the 
university  chapel,  opened  the  program 
with  prayer,  after  which  Dean  Baldwin 
announced  the  winners  of  the  1042-1043 
honors,  and  introduced  to  new  students 
the  university  president,  who  greeted  the 
freshmen  and  the  former  students  in  a 
word  of  welcome.     Said  Dr.  Flowers: 

"Although  our  minds  are  naturally 
turned  toward  the  tragic  situation  of  the 
world  at  large,  we  are  here  to  make  the 
best  of  our  opportunities.  Old  conditions 
have  been  swept  away,  old  standards  have 
been  changed,  but  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  life  remain  the  same.  Let  us 
remember  and  do  the  fundamental  things. 
.  .  .  War  always  has  a  great  effect  on  col- 
leges and  universities.  It  is  particularly 
interesting  to  note  the  effect  World  War  I 
had  on  this  college.  .  .  .  When  this  college 
was  removed  to  Durham  in  1S02  there 
were  five  women  students,  enrolled  under 
special    conditions    and    special   dispensa- 


tion. Then,  in  180(5.  when  a  gift  was 
made  to  the  college,  it  was  made  on  con- 
dition that  all  privileges  open  to  men 
should  be  opened  to  women  also.  They 
were  admitted  in  1807,  and  the  first  dormi- 
tory built  for  women  was  turned  over  to 
tin  m.  Then,  when  the  boys  returned  from 
the  World  War,  they  found  their  own 
dormitory  occupied  by  women,  and  the 
question  arose  as  to  what  could  be  done 
with  them.  They  were  unquestionably 
here  to  stay.  After  long  deliberation 
another  dormitory  which  is  now  Southgate 
was  built  for  the  women,  and  instead  of 
running  the  women  off  the  campus,  the 
campus  grew  up  around  the  women. 

"This  year,  with  the  largest  freshman 
class  of  all  the  years,  we  could  have  ad- 
mitted twice  as  many  more,  if  there  had 
been  room  for  them.  We  welcome  you 
here,  and  we  wish  for  you  a  pleasant  stay 
throughout  your  college  career." 

Miss  Helen  Brooks  of  Bryson  City, 
president  of  the  senior  class,  gave  a  re- 
sponsive talk  in  behalf  of  the  student 
body. 

Following  the  program  at  the  audi- 
torium, flag  services  were  held  at  East 
Duke  Building.  Dr.  Flowers  presented 
the   American    flag   to   M!ss   Brooks,   who 


raised  it  to  full  mast,  as  the  large  group 
of  students,  instructors,  officials  and 
guests  sang  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner" 
and  "Dear  Old  Duke."

Lee  E.  Vickers 

Lee  E.  Vickers,  '33,  formerly  announcer 
on  Radio  Station  WDNC  in  Durham,  is 
having  a  most  successful  career  in  broad- 
casting. He  is  now  night  supervisor  in 
Washington's  powerful  WTOP  station 
and  serves  as  announcer  at  any  time  the 
President  of  the  United  States  addresses 
a  radio  message  to  the  nation. 

Formerly  a  singer  with  Les  Brown's 
orchestra,  which  has  become  one  of  the 
nation's  outstanding  bands,  he  was  staff 
announcer  for  WDNC  at  the  beginning  of 
its  career.  He  went  to  Washington  in 
1938  and  has  risen  rapidly  in  broad- 
casting since  that  time. 

Recently  Carl  Goerch's  State  Magazine 
had  a  feature  story  on  Mr.  Vickers, 
written  by  Lewis  F.  Atchison,  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  the  Washington  Evening 
Star.  In  this  story  he  gave  some  ex- 
ceedingly interesting  sidelights  on  Lee's 
experiences  in  Washington,  including  his 
impressions  of  President  Roosevelt,  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  and  Prime  Minister  Winston 
Churchill.  The  latter  he  saw  in  the  White 
House  during  a  recent  broadcast,  Mr. 
Churchill  having  walked  casually  into 
the  room  where  the  microphone  was  set 
up. 


Mr.  Atchison  quotes  the  Duke  alumnus 
as  saying  that  "President  Roosevelt  is 
swell;  a  good  fellow  from  the  word  go. 
He  always  has  a  good  word  for  every- 
body, and  is  easy  to  work  with." 

The  writer  continues,  in  talking  of 
Lee's  White  House  experiences : 

"Even  easier  to  work  with  is  Mrs. 
Roosevelt,  who  has  a  perfect  sense  of 
timing.  Vickers  recalls  how  the  Presi- 
dent's wife  saved  one  show  by  talking 
extemporaneously  four  minutes  when  the 
script  was  completed  before  time  was  up. 
She  also  has  the  knack  of  cutting  any 
talk  to  end  the  program  on  time  and  mak- 
ing it  sound  as  though  it  was  the  proper 
conclusion." 

With  reference  to  Mr.  Churchill,  Vick- 
ers is  quoted  as  saying: 

"I  was  surprised  to  see  how  small  he 
really  was.  But  he  was  a  prince  of  a 
good  fellow  and  very  friendly." 

Vickers  graduated  at  Duke,  where  he 
was  especially  interested  in  physics.  He 
was  initiated  as  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  while  here.  He  was  quite  popular 
as  a  student  and  has  maintained  a  deep 
interest  in  Duke  University  since  his 
graduation.

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Duke  University's  first  fall  commence- 
ment will  be  held  October  24-25  for  some 
60  students  who  are  the  first  to  complete 
their  academic  work  under  the  wartime 
acceleration  program.  Ordinarily  these 
fall  graduates  would  not  have  completed 
requirements  for  degrees  until  next  May. 

The  precedent-setting  wartime  autumn 
graduating  exercises  will  begin  on  Sun- 
day, October  24,  with  an  11  o'clock  morn- 
ing service  in  the  university  chapel,  and 
the  formal  graduating  exercises  will  be 
held  at  the  same  time  on  Monday  in  Page 
Auditorium. 

No  graduate  degrees  will  be  conferred 
at  this  time,  and  the  regular  annual  com- 
mencement of  the  university  will  be  held 


on  May  27,  1944,  The  A.B.  and  B.S. 
degrees  and  the  B.S.  degree  in  engineer- 
ing will  be  given  in  October. 

Nearly  all  the  fall  graduates  are  men, 
and  all  will  immediately  enter  the  military 
services  or  essential  war  industries. 

Several  other  events  are  scheduled  for 
the  program  in  addition  to  the  two  major 
public  occasions.  On  Saturday  evening 
preceding  commencement  a  dance  will  be 
held  in  The  Ark  on  the  Woman's  College 
campus  for  the  graduating  class  and  their 
guests;  and  a  reception  for  the  graduates 
and  their  relatives  will  be  held  at  4  P.M. 
on  Sunday  at  University  House. 

Dr.  Robert  L.  Flowers,  president  of  the 
University,  will  preside  over  the  Monday 


graduating    exercises.      Dr.    A.    K.    Man- 
chester is  the  university  marshal. 

The  newly  arranged  commencement  pro- 
gram comes  at  the  close  of  the  first  16- 
weeks  semester  under  the  Navy  V-12  col- 
lege training  program  which  began  July 
1.    A  new  semester  begins  November  1. 

However,  the  Woman's  College,  operat- 
ing under  a  separate  time  schedule,  ob- 
served its  regular  fall  opening  on 
September  15. 

Aug.  28  marked  the  close  of  the  univer- 
sity's busiest  summer  of  all  its  history. 
More  than  5,000  students  have  enrolled  in 
its  various  schools  and  courses,  military 
and  civilian.

Miss  Ruth  Hawes,  of  Tallahassee,  Fla., 
a  junior  student  at  Duke  University 
School  of  Nursing,  is  the  first  Duke  appli- 
cant for  membership  in  the  newly  estab- 
lished United  States  Cadet  Nurse  Corps. 

The  Bolton  Nurse  Training  Act,  ap- 
proved by  Congress  as  of  July  1st  this 
year,  authorizing  the  United  States  Cadet 
Nurse  Corps,  is  designed  to  relieve  the 
nursing     shortage     through     accelerated 


courses  of  study  and  training,  meeting  the 
standards  prescribed  by  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  United  States  and  the 
State  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners. 

The  next  regular  class  of  the  Duke 
University  School  of  Nursing  will  start  on 
January  5,  1944,  and  applications  may 
be  considered  at  any  time  previously. 
Applicants  must  be  high  school  graduates 
and  have  had  one  quai-ter  or  one  semester 
of  college  work,  including  chemistry,  or 
have  had  the  Pre-Nursing  Training  Pro- 
gram described  below.  If  the  applicant 
pledges  herself  to  enter  the  United  States 
Cadet  Nurse  Corps,  signifying  that  she 
will  remain  active  in  nursing,  either  in 
civilian  or  military  service  during  the 
war,  she  will  receive  a  monthly  stipend, 
in  addition  to  the  training,  uniforms,  in- 
signia, and  maintenance.  Those  who  do 
not  wish  to  become  members  of  the  United 
States  Cadet  Nurse  Corps,  will  pay  the 
regular  tuition. 

The  outdoor  uniform  for  the  United 
States  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  is  now  being 
designed  by  the  leading  designers  of  this 
country,  and  a  jury  of  fashion  editors 
will  make  a  selection  shortly.  It  has  re- 
cently been  announced  that  the  cap  will 
be  a  beret  similar  to  that  worn  bv  Gen- 


eral Sir  Bernard  Law  Montgomery,  of  the 
British  Eighth  Army. 

Pre-Nursing  Training  Course 
In  order  that  high  school  graduates  who 
have  not  had  any  college  can  become 
qualified  for  the  United  States  Cadet 
Nurse  Corps  at  Duke,  the  Duke  Univer- 
sity Schools  of  Nursing  and  Medicine  will 
give  special  courses  in  chemistry,  biology, 
English  and  mathematics  from  October  11 
to  December  24,  1943.  These  courses  will 
prepare  qualified  applicants  for  member- 
ship in  the  regular  entering  class  in  the 
School  of  Nursing  starting  January  5, 
1944. 

The  students  accepted  for  this  pre-nurs- 
ing  training  course  will  be  given  free 
board  and  tuition  if  they  pledge  them- 
selves to  enter  the  United  States  Cadet 
Nurse  Corps  at  Duke  on  January  5,  1944. 


Duke  Fraternities 
Continue  Activities

In  addition  to  earlier  reports  regarding 
Duke  alumni  held  as  war  prisoners,  the 
Register  has  received  news  regarding 
six,  five  alumni  and  one  alumna. 

Cpl.  Talfourd  T.  Huxeycutt 
Talfourd  T.  Huneycutt,  '30,  of  Salis- 
bury, N.  C,  is  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Ger- 
many. He  was  serving  in  the  African 
area  when  taken  prisoner  on  February  17. 
Cpl.  Huneycutt  entered  the  Army  on 
May  15,  1942,  and  was  a  radio  operator 
in  the  Signal  Corps. 

Lt.  Col.  David  L.  Hardee 
The  family  of  Lt.  Col.  David  L.  Hardee, 
'13,  who  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Japs 
when  Bataan  fell  on  April  9,  1912,  re- 
cently received  the  first  direct  word  from 
him  since  that  time.  It  came  in  a  post- 
card from  him,  addressed  to  his  wife  in 
Durham  and  having  been  sent  through  the 
International  Red  Cross.  The  card  indi- 
cated that  he  was  in  excellent  health.  He 
had  been  listed  some  time  ago  as  a  pris- 
oner in  the  Philippines. 

Col.  Hardee  is  a  native  of  Durham. 
His  mother  and  two  of  his  brothers  re- 
side in  Durham.  His  wife  and  two 
daughters  reside  on  the  Wake  Forest 
Road. 


Capt.  J.  C.  Burge,  Jr. 

News  was  received  recently  from  Capt. 
J.  C.  Burge,  Jr.,  M.D.,  '37,  who  is  a  pris- 
oner in  a  Japanese  camp  in  the  Philip- 
pines. The  message,  written  to  his  parents, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burge,  of  York,  S. 
C,  stated  that  he  is  well  and  safe,  and 
not  injured. 

Capt.  Burge  had  been  reported  missing 
in  action  in  Bataan  in  April,  1942.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  The  Citadel,  Charleston, 
S.  C,  and  the  Duke  School  of  Medicine. 

Lt.  Curtis  Joxes 

Second  Lt.  Curtis  Jones,  '39,  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  has  been  a  prisoner  in  a 
camp  in  Chieti,  Italy,  for  some  time. 

A  letter  recently  received  from  his 
father,  Mr.  Fred  B.  Jones,  contains  the 
following  interesting  information : 

"Since  I  wrote  you  about  Curtis  we 
have  received  word  from  the  Red  Cross 
that  Camp  Number  21  is  in  Chieti,  Italy. 
It  is  composed  of  1,200  officers,  60  of 
whom  are  Americans.  There  are  about 
200  men  in  the  camp  to  do  the  cooking 
and  cleaning  up.  The  officers  live  in  a 
'bunk'  room  which  houses  about  30  of 
them.  They  eat  together,  and  now  that 
American  Red  Cross  parcels  are  arriving 


regularly,  are  not  doing  too  badly  in  the 
way  of  food.  The  standard  of  entertain- 
ment is  high.  There  are  about  six  orches- 
tras, a  good  library,  and  an  opportunity 
to  take  as  many  courses  as  if  one  were  in 
a  university.  There  is  a  chance  for  dental 
treatment,  and  medical  attention  is  much 
better  than  in  other  camps.  All  of  this 
helps  to  make  one  forget  being  a  prisoner, 
although  with  a  nine-foot  wall  surround- 
ing the  place,  it  seems  very  much  like  a 
penitentiary." 

Mrs.  John  Fraxklix  Smith 

Mrs.  John  Franklin  Smith,  formerly 
Christine  Elizabeth  Harris,  '37,  of  Miami, 
Fla.,  is,  with  her  husband,  held  prisoner 
by  the  Japanese  in  Manila.  A  recent 
message  received  from  her  by  her  parents 
states  that  both  are  well. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  went  in  August, 
1941,  to  the  Philippines,  where  he  was  a 
representative  of  the  Pittsburgh  Plate 
Glass  Company.  They  have  been  in- 
terned for  some  time  at  Santo  Tomas 
University. 

The  message  from  Mrs.  Smith,  which 
was  naturally  received  with  genuine  joy 
by  her  parents,  was  relayed  to  the  Miami 
Red  Cross  through  the  International  Red 
Cross  in  Switzerland,  and  national  head- 
quarters in  Washington.  This  was  the 
first  direct  word  received  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harris  from  their  daughter  and  son-in- 
law  since  New  Year's  Day,  1942,  when 
they  talked  to  their  daughter  by  telephone. 
Manila  fell  the  next  day. 

Johx  Thomas  Keever 

John  Thomas  Keever,  '31,  is  a  prisoner 
of  war  in  Germany. 

He  was  inducted  into  service  June  22, 
1941,  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Wheeler, 
Ga.  He  remained  there  until  October  7, 
1941,  when  he  was  released  from  active 
duty  because  of  his  age.  He  was  called 
back  into  active  service  January  9,  1942, 
and  went  to  Fort  Dix,  N.  J.  He  sailed  for 
Ireland  early  in  1942  and  remained  in  the 
British  Isles  until  he  went  to  North 
Africa. 

He  landed  in  Africa  with  the  first  con- 
voy November  7,  1942,  his  boat  having 
been  torpedoed  on  the  way.  He  was  re- 
ported missing  in  action  in  North  Africa 
February  17,  1943,  and  two  months  later 
word  came  that  he  was  a  prisoner  of  war 
in  Germany.  During  the  summer  two  mes- 
sages from  him  were  heard  by  radio. 

John  Thomas  Keever  is  the  son  of  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Keever,  of  Stony  Point, 
N.  C.  He  was  employed  by  the  Chatham 
Manufacturing  Company,  of  Elkin.  On 
March  22,  1941,  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Grace  Lee  Masencup,  of  Winston-Salem. 
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1st  Lt.  George  T.  Thornhill,  Jr.,  '38, 
M.D.  '41,  of  Blueflekl,  W.  Va.,  is  in  the 
Army  Medical  Corps.  He  entered  the 
Army  in  August,  1942,  and  is  now  serv- 
ing somewhere  in  Australia. 

Major  E.  Hale  Thorxhill,  B.S.  '34, 
M.D.  '38,  brother  of  George,  entered  the 
Army  Medical  Corps  in  July,  1942.  He 
is  with  the  83rd  General  Hospital  Unit  at 
Camp  White,  Ore.  Major  Thornhill  and 
his  wife,  Pat  Sills,  A.B.  '37,  M.D.  '40, 
were  both  on  the  staff  at  Duke  prior  to 
that. 

Capt.  E.  Bruce  Brooks,  B.S.  '32,  M.D. 
'34,  of  Winston-Salem  has  been  in  the 
Army  Medical  Corps  since  May,  1942.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Hospital 
Unit,  which  has  been  in  Australia  for  a 
number  of  months. 

Ensign  Jessie  Steele  Simmons, 
U.S.X.R.  (W),  of  Rockingham,  N.  C, 
joined  the  WAVES  and  reported  to  the 
Midshipmen's  School  in  Northampton, 
Mass.,  on  October  6,  1942.  Upon  receiv- 
ing her  commission  on  January  8,  she 
was  sent  to  Miami,  Fla.,  where  she  has 
been  ever  since.  Steele's  brother,  Bobby, 
entered  Duke  on  July  1  as  a  member  of 
the  Navy  V-12  Unit,  where  he  will  remain 
for  eight  months  until  he  is  eighteen  and 
can  transfer  back  to  V-5  (Naval  Avia- 
tion). 

Lt.  (jg)  James  Scott  Montgomery, 
U.S.X.R.,  of  White  Plains,  N.  Y.,  went 
to  work  for  Altman's  in  New  York  im- 
mediately after  graduation,  and  was 
assistant  buyer  of  glass  and  china  when 
he  resigned  at  the  end  of  1941  to  enter 
a  V-7  class  in  the  Navy.  He  received  his 
commission  as  Ensign  in  May,  1942,  and 
has  since  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Lieutenant  (jg).  He  is  now  on  sea  duty, 
presumably  in  Atlantic  waters. 

Ensign  Wade  T.  Taltox,  U.S.X.R.,  of 
Smithfield,  N.  C,  joined  the  Navy  in 
October,  1942,  and  received  his  training 
at  Notre  Dame  and  at  several  amphibious 
bases.  In  February,  1943,  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Vera  Lanning,  of  Wallburg, 
X.  C,  a  Salem  College  graduate.  In 
the  early  summer  he  went  to  North  Africa 
and  later  participated  in  the  invasion  of

Sicily.  He  writes  that  he  has  seen  several 
copies  of  the  Register  and  has  run  across 
several  of  his  Duke  buddies  over  there.

He  is  now  a  radio  communications  officer, 
stationed  somewhere  in  the  Pacific  area. 
His  sister,  Xan,  has  been  in  the  Army 
Nursing  Corps  since  October,  1942,  and 
is  attached  to  the  Duke  Hospital  (65th 
General  Hospital)   Unit. 

Lt.  Thomas  Read,  '43,  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  graduated  as  a  pilot  in  the  Army 
Air  Corps  at  Turner  Field  in  Georgia  in 
March,  1943.  He  is  now  in  England  as 
a  co-pilot  on  a  Flying  Fortress. 

Capt.  Elkixs  Read,  Jr.,  '39,  brother 
of  Thomas,  graduated  at  Kelly  Field  in 
Texas  as  a  pilot  in  March,  1941.  He  is 
now  stationed  at  Harlingen  Army  Gun- 
nery School,  Harlingen,  Texas,  as  Inspec- 
tor of  Training. 

Lt.  (jg)  J.  Russell  Yoder,  Jr., 
U.S.X.R,,  '38,  of  Easterly,  Pa.,  was  em- 
ployed by  the  Leetz  Furniture  Company 
in  that  place  before  entering  the  Navy.

Wounded  In  Aisi  Q«fld 


First  Lt.  Christopher  H.  Williams, 
4th,  '42,  was  wounded  seriously  in  the 
Asiatic  war  area  on  July  27.  He  was 
fighting  with  the  Army  Air  Force  on  a 
B-24  Liberator.  At  the  time  he  was 
wounded  he  was  two  hours  from  his  base 
after  a  raid  on  islands  in  the  China  Sea 
held  by  the  Japanese. 

As  related  in  a  letter  to  members  of  his 
family  in  Washington,  D.  C,  Lt,  Wil- 
liams had  been  on  a  bombing  mission  in 
which  much  damage  was  done.  On  the 
way  home  five  Jap  Zeros  attacked  his 
plane,  which  was  in  the  tail  position  of 
the  formation  of  six  bombers.  In  the 
fight  he  was  shot  through  the  groin,  crack- 
ing the  pelvis.  There  was  quite  a  dis- 
tance to  go  before  reaching  an  emer- 
gency air  field  and  he  lost  much  blood. 
The  second  day  he  was  in  the  hospital 
General  Claire  Chenault  came  in  with 
another  general  and  other  officers  and 
presented  "Kit"  with  the  Order  of  the 
Purple  Heart.  After  two  weeks  he  was 
put  in  a  cast,  from  above  his  waist  to 
his  toes,  in  which  he  had  to  remain  for 
several  weeks. 


Lt.  Williams  was  sent  to  India  by  plane 
to  a  general  hospital.  Before  leaving 
China  he  was  awarded  the  Air  Medal  for 
100  hours  of  combat  with  merit.  At  last 
reports  he  was  getting  better. 

Lt.  Williams  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Christopher  H.  Williams,  3rd,  of  Wash- 
ington. He  is  a  grandson  of  the  late 
Senator  John  Sharpe  Williams  of  Missis- 
sippi. He  is  a  native  of  Washington, 
graduating  at  Western  High  School  there 
and  later  being  a  student  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  and  Duke.  He  was  study- 
ing law  at  the  University  of  Mississippi 
when  he  entered  the  service  in  January, 
1942.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Jane  Gibson  Wil- 
liams, is  residing  with  his  parents  in 
Washington,  together  with  her  young  son, 
Christopher  Harris  Williams,  who  was 
born  September  4,  1943.

Since  the  last  report  in  the  Register 
of  Duke  alumni  losing  their  lives  in  the 
Second  World  War,  five  more  have  been 
listed.  This  makes  a  total  of  25  up  to 
the  present. 

Lt.  John  S.  Bhomage 

First  Lt.  John  "Smokey"  Bromage, 
who  graduated  at  Duke  in  1941,  was  killed 
in  action  while  pilot  of  a  plane  during 
the  summer  in  the  New  Guinea  section 
of  the  Pacific  war  front.  Official  notifi- 
cation to  this  effect  was  received  by  his 
wife,  formerly  Miss  Doris  Woods  of  Dur- 
ham. 

He  was  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S. 
A.  Bromage,  of  Cranford,  N.  J.  He  was 
an  engineering  student  at  Duke,  having 
been  married  to  Miss  Woods  February  5, 
1941,  just  before  his  graduation. 

He  received  his  commission  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  April,  1942.  He  went  over- 
seas in  July  of  last  year  as  pilot  of  a 
B-25  medium  bomber.  Last  spring  he  was 
awarded  the  Air  Medal,  later  being  cited 
for  the  Oak  Leaf  Cluster  for  personal 
bravery. 

Mrs.  Bromage  and  their  18-months-old 
daughter  are  residing  with  her  parents, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  C:  C.  Woods,  in  Durham. 

Lt.  Curtis  Gerrit  Smith 
Lt,  Curtis  Gerrit  Smith,  '41,  was  killed 
in  action  in  the  Pacific  war  area  July  17, 
1943.  A  letter  to  this  effect  was  received 
by  the  parents  from  the  company  com- 
mander, Capt.  Earl  E.  Wolf,  following 
a  telegram  from  the  Adjutant  General. 

He  was  killed  by  machine  gun  fire,  the 
end  coming  very  suddenly,  according  to 
the  letter  of  Capt.  Wolf.  He  was  buried 
with  full  military  honors  July  19  in  the 
American  Cemetery  in  the  fighting  area. 
"Your  son  made  a  real  contribution  to 
our  cause,"  said  Capt.  Wolf  in  the  course 
of  his  letter,  which  expressed  high  appre- 
ciation of  Lt.  Smith  and  his  services. 

John  B.  McFalls 
John  B.  McFalls,  '38,  of  Cliffside,  N. 
C,  was  killed  while  on  a  routine  flight  in 
Florida  last  February  when  his  plane 
crashed.  He  was  a  bombardier  in  the  U. 
S.  Air  Corps  and  was  to  have  received 
his  lieutenant's  rating  the  following  week. 

Robert  F.  Browning 
Robert  F.   Browning,   -44,  of  Graham, 
X.  C,  was  killed  last  spring  in  the  per- 


formance of  his  duty  as  a  member  of  the 
I*.  S.  Merchant  Marine.  His  ship  was 
torpedoed  April  21  and  he  died  later  in  a 
hospital  in  Durban,  South  Africa. 

Browning,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Browning,  of  Graham,  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Merchant  Marine  for  several 
months.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Graham 
High  School  before  entering  Duke  Uni- 
versity. 


Lt.  W.  C.  Honaker 

Lt.  W.  C.  Honaker,  '41,  of  Bluefield, 
W.  Va.,  was  killed  in  action  in  the  South 
Pacific  on  August  20. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Army  Air  Corps  be- 
fore finishing  his  college  course,  but  was 
permitted  to  remain  until  his  graduation 
in  June,  1941.  Immediately  afterward, 
he  was  called  into  active  service.  After 
being  commissioned  he  was  made  instruc- 
tor in  primary  flying  at  Luke  Field.  He 
remained  there  until  May,  1943,  when  he 
requested  active  service  in  the  combat 
zone.  He  was  ordered  to  the  South 
Pacific  where  he  had  since  been  located. 

Lt.  Honaker's  father  died  in  1939  and 
his  mother  in  the  following  year.

Just  before  the  Kegister  went  to  press, 
Duke  defeated  the  University  of  Rich- 
mond in  the  second  game  of  the  1943  sea- 
son by  a  score  of  61  to  0. 


Duke's  second  wartime  football  team 
registered  a  40  to  0  victory  over  the 
Camp  Lejeune  Marines  on  Saturday, 
September  18,  to  open  its  fall  campaign. 
While  the  Duke  squad  unquestionably  is 
stronger  than  in  1942,  it  is  not  to  dis- 
credit its  prowess  to  say  that  the  visiting 
Marines  were  seriously  lacking  in  coordi- 
nation and  evidence  of  practice,  hence  the 
Duke  decisive  victory  should  not  be  taken 
to  mean  that  a  "dream  team"  is  perform- 
ing this  year. 

The  Carolina  Pre-Flight,  coached  by 
Frank  Kimbrough,  will  present  another 
well-conditioned  squad  this  year  on 
"Navy  Day,"  Saturday,  October  2.  Duke 
plays  Maryland  in  Baltimore  at  night, 
Saturday,  October  9. 

The  Blue  Devils  have  a  double  hurdle 
to  meet  this  year  in  the  two  Carolina 
games,  October  16  and  November  20,  and 
the  Tar  Heels  reportedly  have  their  rich- 
est material  of  recent  years.  First  of  the 
two  Carolina  games  will  be  played  in 
Duke  stadium  and  comes  on  Homecoming 
Dav. 


Cameron's  men  will  go  to  Atlanta  on 
October  30,  after  a  week's  examination 
layoff,  to  continue  their  series  with  Geor- 
gia Tech,  and,  if  possible,  even  up  matters 
for  the  26  to  7  licking  they  received  from 
Tech  last  season.  This  undoubtedly  will 
be  one  of  the  toughest  games  of  the 
season  for  the  Blue  Devils,  for  Tech  is 
said  to  be  "loaded"  with  choice  football 
material. 

N.  C.  State's  Wolfpaek  will  be  met  in 
Raleigh  on  November  6,  and  the  follow- 
ing week  the  University  of  Virginia  will 
come  to  Durham  for  the  first  time  in  13 
years.  And  the  second  Carolina  game  on 
November  20  will  be  the  final  collegiate 
game  of  the  schedule. 

While  there  are  some  top-rate  players 
on  the  Duke  squad  this  year,  thanks  to 
the  V-12  program,  who  have  played  foot- 
ball for  other  colleges  and  universities,  it 
is  upon  his  own  returning  1942  lettermen 
that  Coach  Cameron  is  depending  most, 
fellows  like  Bob  Gantt,  Tom  Davis,  Leo 
Long,  Bob  Nanni,  Bob  Rute,  Herman 
Smith,  Jim  Wolfe,  Buddy  Luper,  Benny 
Cittadino,  and  Gordon  Carver.  These 
men  know  the  Duke  system  that  Coach 
Wade  developed  over  the  years,  and  in  a 
sense  are  the  "backbone"  of  the  1943 
team. 

Highlighting  the  transfers  are  such  fel- 
lows   as    Jim    Myers,    transfer   from    the 


University  of  Tennessee;  Bill  Milner, 
transfer  from  the  University  of  South 
Carolina ;  Pat  Preston,  transfer  from 
Wake  Forest ;  and  Loyd  Blount,  who  last 
year  played  for  the  University  of  Missis- 
sippi, along  with  Jack  Bush,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Georgia ;  Johnny  Perry,  of 
Wake  Forest ;  "Bulldog"  Williams  of  the 
University  of  Georgia ;  and  Bill  McCain, 
who  was  at  Mississippi  State  last  year. 

There  cannot  possibly  be  a  continuity 
of  first-rate  performance  throughout  the 
season,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  last  of 
October  will  see  up  to  35  Navy  and 
Marine  players  completing  their  campus 
training  and  moving  on  for  further  train- 
ing elsewhere.  Some  of  the  key  men  of 
the  varsity  will  be  included  among  them. 

But  winning  is  not  a  prime  objective  in 
football  this  season,  Coach  Cameron 
points  out.  "The  Duke  athletic  and  physi- 
cal training  programs  are  related  to  the 
nation's  war  effort,"  he  says.  "Physical 
development  in  students  is  essential  so 
that  they  will  be  fitted  to  render  the  best 
possible  service  to  their  country.  Foot- 
ball especially  demands  of  each  partici- 
pant the  highest  degree  of  physical  de- 
velopment and  mental  alertness.  It 
should  also  develop  a  spirit  of  loyalty,  co- 
operation, teamwork,  and  initiative.  Thus, 
football  can  help  to  produce  the  future 
leaders  for  the  country's  war  program."

Jimmie  says  that  sometimes  companies,  and 
even  battalions  would  hold  their  positions 
until  completely  liquidated  by  artillery  fire, 
when  ordered  not  to  retreat.  He  says  that 
they  are  very  brave  indeed  in  battle,  but  are 
no  match,  man  to  man,  for  an  American  boy.

I'm 
enclosing  my  two  bucks  for  a  new  subscription  to  the  Register. 
Say,  could  you  maybe  send  a  few  of  the  back  ones  ?  So  long

Sgt.  T^ouis  E.  DeMoll,  Jr.,  left  school  to  enter  the  Army  on 
February  25,  1943.  The  following  letter  from  him  has  just 
reached  the  Alumni  Office. 

"Just  a  note  to  let  you  know  that  I  think  of  the  school  ever 
so  many  times  and  am  hoping  with  everything  that  I  have  that 
we  all  may  soon  be  back  to  resume  our  studies. 

"At  present  I  am  somewhere  in  England.  Glad  to  hear  the 
football  team  is  off  to  a  flying  start.  Take  a  long  look  at  the 
Chapel  for  me." 


Capt.  Laliue  Smith,  Jr.,  LL.B.  '41,  whose  letter  appears  be- 
low, has  been  in  the  Army  since  September  1,  1941.  He  is  now 
stationed  at  the  Air  Base  in  Las  Vegas,  Nev. 

"I  have  some  news  which  sounds  a  little  like  the  Duke  Law 
School  Sicilian  reunion. 

"All  this  was  in  a  V-mail  letter  from  .Jack  Moran.  I  want 
to  keep  the  letter  so  I  '11  quote  part  of  it  to  you.  It  goes  like  this : 

"...  'Since  I  have  been  over  here  on  this  ship,  I  have  been 
dive-bombed,  low  level  bombed,  high  level  bombed,  and  even  at- 
tacked by  enemy  tanks.  I  have  done  reconnaissance  ashore  right 
up  in  the  front  line.  Our  ship  has  dodged  two  torpedoes  and  a

Pike's  Peak  to  FUJIYAMA 


IT  takes  a  block-buster  only  a  few 
seconds  to  fall  from  a  high-flying 
U.  S.  bomber  to  its  bull's-eye  on 
Berlin  or  Naples  or  Tokio.  But  it 
took  almost  25  years  to  get  the  plane 
up  there  to  drop  the  bomb.  For  where 


Production  has  kept  pace 
■with  demand  for  high- 
flying planes 
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some  of  our  planes  are  flying  today — 
on  top  of  practically  anything  that 
flies — the  air  is  so  thin  that  a  plane 
engine  would  lose  about  four-fifths  of 
its  rated  sea-level  horsepower  if  it 
weren't  equipped  with  a  turbosuper- 
charger. 

It  was  back  in  the  days  of  World 
War  I  that  the  Army  Air  Corps  first 
asked  General  Electric  engineers 
to  tackle  the  problem  of  feeding  plane 
engines  air  under  pressure  to  cure  the 
loss  of  power  at  high  altitudes.  The 


result  was  the  turbosupercharger  —  a 
device  that  scoops  in  60-below-zero 
air  and  crams  it  down  the  engine's 
windpipe  to  provide  the  same  amount 
of  oxygen  it  would  normally  get  at 
sea  level.  And  since  the  turbosuper- 
charger takes  its  power  from  the 
engine's  own  red-hot  exhaust  gases, 
it  almost  makes  the  plane  lift  itself 
by  its  own  bootstraps. 

The  first  success  came  in  1918,  on 
Pike's  Peak,  where  a  supercharged 
Liberty  engine,  rated  at  350  horse- 
power, actually  delivered  356  horse- 
power at  14,000  feet.  That  was  just 
the  beginning.  For  20-odd  years  G-E 
engineers  worked  to  improve  the 
device.  When  the  present  war  broke 
out,  it  was  ready — a  potent,  ail- 
American  weapon  which  the  Axis,  for 
all  its  years  of  war  preparation, 
could  not  match.  Today  all  of  Amer- 
ica's big  bombers  are  equipped  with 
turbosuperchargers.  And  all  of  these 
turbosuperchargers  are  built  either  by 
General  Electric  or  in  the  plants  of 
two  other  manufacturers  from  G-E 
designs. 

The  turbosupercharger  is  just  one 
of  many  engineering  near-miracles 
developed  in  industrial  laboratories  in 
time  to  put  on  a  uniform  and  begin 


fighting  for  America.  We  have  them 
because  of  the  happy  combination  of 
ingenuity  and  perseverance  which 
has  always  characterized  American 
industry.  It  is  a  combination  that  will 
have  a  lot  to  do  with  winning  the  war, 
and  with  building  the  better  world 
hereafter.  For  then  the  men  who  are

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More  Regarding  the  Alumni  Program  in  Wartime 


Duke 's ' '  Wartime  Homecoming ' '  was  notably  successful. 

While,  as  was  to  have  been  expected,  the  attendance 
was  not  as  large  as  it  had  been  at  times  and  while  certain 
features  had  to  be  eliminated  because  of  war  conditions, 
those  "old  grads"  who  were  able  to  be  here  found  many 
of  the  features  of  a  normal  Homecoming',  and  enjoyed 
them  to  the  limit. 

They  found  particular  satisfaction  in  seeing  other 
alumni  of  the  old  college  days;  they  were  thrilled  by  the 
sight  of  the  hundreds  of  students  in  uniform  getting 
ready  for  their  part  in  the  service  of  the  nation ;  they 
inspected  with  much  interest  the  alumni  exhibits,  espe- 
cially those  relating  to  the  achievements  of  former  stu- 
dents of  the  institution  in  the  combat  zones ;  they  were 
greatly  impressed  with  the  part  that  Duke  University  is 
taking  in  the  war  effort. 


The  handling  of  the  1943  Homecoming  activities  was 
typical  of  the  policy  of  the  Alumni  Office  in  these  war 
days. 

There  is  a  definite  intention  on  the  part  of  those 
charged  with  the  task  of  promoting  the  alumni  program 
to  do  nothing  that  will  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  war 
effort. 

Activities  at  Commencement  and  on  other  special  occa- 
sions are  planned  with  this  idea  in  mind. 

"Streamlining"  is  applied  to  these  occasions  as  well  as 
to  other  projects  in  wartime  which  are  not  directly 
related  to  the  promotion  of  the  war. 

However,  there  is  at  the  same  time  a  very  definite  feel- 
ing that  the  alumni  program  should  be  maintained  as  far 
as  is  consistent  with  the  war  effort ;  that  the  maintenance 
of  a  proper  alumni  program  can  make  a  real  contribution 
along  that  line. 

Letters  received  in  the  office  from  alumni  in  the  armed 
services  couvince  us  that  the  alumni  in  army  camps  and 
navy  stations  and  on  the  fighting  fronts  expect  those  left 
at  home  to  "carry  on"  so  that,  when  the  conflict  is  over, 
it  will  not  be  necessary  practically  to  make  a  "new  start," 
as  far  as  the  alumni  program  is  concerned. 

There  is  much  to  be  accomplished  in  keeping  up  the 
contacts  with  alumni  in  civilian  life  and  with  those  in  the 
service  of  the  nation  without  neglecting  the  war  effort, 
and  that  is  exactly  what  the  Alumni  Office  and  those  con- 
nected with  the  University  as  a  whole  are  endeavoring  to 
do. 


sible  to  keep  their  organizations  intact  and  functioning 
just  as  far  as  they  can  during  these  trying  days. 

The  fact  that  many  of  these  local  groups  are  suffering 
from  the  absence  of  some  of  their  most  diligent  workers 
is  naturally  a  bit  discouraging  at  times,  but  it  should  be 
regarded  as  a  challenge  to  those  still  "on  the  job"  to  do 
their  very  best,  to  make  up  as  far  as  possible  for  tem- 
porary disadvantages  by  working  harder  than  ever  so  that 
when  alumni  in  the  service  return  home  they  will  find 
the  same  devotion  to  Duke  ideals  and  principles  on  the 
part  of  their  fellow  alumni  as  when  they  left.  Or,  what 
will  be  better  still,  find  that  this  devotion  has  been  deep- 
ened and  broadened  by  the  experiences  of  these  war  days. 

"We  are  working  harder  than  ever,"  wrote  the  presi- 
dent of  one  local  association  recently,  "to  have  a  good 
'Duke  Day'  meeting  this  year.  It  is  a  little  harder  than 
usual,  but  we  are  going  to  do  it.  We  need  an  enthu- 
siastic meeting  now  more  than  ever  before.  Count  on  us 
to  have  one." 

That  is  the  genuine  "Duke  spirit." 

We  believe  that  this  spirit  will  be  shown  by  all  local 
alumni  groups.

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Bishop  Clare  Purcell,  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  Governor  J.  Melville  Brough- 
ton  were  the  speakers  at  Duke  Univer- 
sity's first  Autumn  Commencement  held 
Sunday  and  Monday,  October  24  and  25. 

The  precedent-setting  commencement 
was  the  result  of  the  University's  war- 
time accelerated  program,  and  permitted 
more  than  60  students,  who  ordinarily 
would  not  receive  their  degrees  until  next 
May,  to  be  graduated  now  and  enter 
military  or  war  industry  service.  They 
completed  all  academic  requirements  this 
semester. 

Three  types  of  degrees  were  granted, 
the  A.B.,  B.S.,  and  B.S.  in  Engineering. 

The  two-day  program  opened  on  Sun- 
day, October'  24,  at  11  A.M.  with  the 
Commencement  Sermon  in  the  University 
Chapel,  delivered  by  Bishop  Purcell. 
Bishop  Purcell,  a  native  of  Alabama  and 
a  graduate  of  Birmingham-Southern  Col- 
lege and  Vanderbilt  University,  served  as 
chaplain  with  the  131st  Infantry,  U.  S. 
Army,  in  the  A.  E.  F.  Before  his  elec- 
tion as  bishop  in  1939,  he  served  a  num- 
ber of  prominent  pastorates  in  Alabama. 

At  the  graduating  exercises  Monday, 
Duke  conferred  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  upon  Bishop  Purcell. 

At  4  P.M.  on  (Sunday  a  reception  in 
honor  of  the  graduates  and  their  relatives 
was  held  at  University  House,  formerly 
the  B.  X.  Duke  Home,  on  Chapel  Hill 
Street. 

Monday's  program  opened  at  11  A.M. 
in  Page  Auditorium  for  the  graduating 
exercises,  with  Governor  Broughton  de- 
livering the  address. 

Preceding  both  the  Sunday  and  the 
Monday  morning  programs,  the  graduates 
wore  academic  costume  for  the  traditional 
procession. 

A  dance  for  members  of  the  grad- 
uating classes  was  held  at  The  Ark,  on 
the  Woman's  College  Campus,  on  Satur- 
day evening  preceding  the  commence- 
ment. 

A  list  of  those  receiving  degrees  at 
the  Autumn  Commencement  will  be  pub- 
lished in  the  November  Register.

Eishop  Clare  Puicell,  LL.D. 

In  conferring  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws  upon  Bishop  Clare 
Purcell  at  the  Autumn  Commencement, 
Dean  W.  H.  Wannamaker,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  President  R.  L.  Flowers,  read 
the  following  citation : 

"Clare  Purcell — a  native  of  Ala- 
bama, a  graduate  of  Birmingham- 
Southern  College  and  of  the  School 
of  Religion  of  Vanderbilt  University; 
a  chaplain  in  World  War  I,  a  pastor 
for  thirty-two  years,  holding  high  at 
all  times  the  standards  of  the  Chris- 
tian ministry ;  a  bishop  combining  in 
his  work  unique  executive  ability  with 
kindness  and  brotherliness;  an  ecumen- 
ical Christian  held  in  high  esteem  by 
people  of  all  communions;  an  exponent 
of  the  union  of  religion  and  education 
in  the  common  task  of  building  a  bet- 
ter civilization ;  in  all,  an  outstanding 
religious  leader  of  whom  the  Church 
can  justly  be  proud. 

"I  confer  upon  you  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws." 
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For  his  inspiring  and  stimulating  Com- 
mencement sermon  Sunday,  October  24, 
Bishop  Clare  Purcell  took  for  his  text 
Matthew  5:  47,  "What  do  ye  more  than 
others?"  The  bishop  brought  out  the 
thought  that  while  certain  pagan  philos- 
ophers, such  as  Socrates,  Plato,  and 
Aristotle,  have  produced  many  noble 
concepts  and  have  made  many  valuable 
and  permanent  contributions  to  human 
life  and  thought,  there  is  a  difference 
between  pagan  and  Christian  thinking 
in  that  the  Christian  always  recognizes 
his  responsibilities  to  others.  The  pagan, 
said  Bishop  Purcell,  has  not  the  sense  of 
obligation  as  does  the  Christian  with 
his  knowledge  of  Christ. 

Hence,  said  the  speaker,  the  Christian 
should  excel  the  pagan  in  thought,  in 
work,  in  love,  and  in  dying. 

"The  Christian,"  declared  Bishop  Pur- 
cell, "cannot  be  satisfied  with  living  just 
like  the  best  pagans.  He  has  a  respon- 
sibility to  bear,  simply  because  he  has 
become  a  Christian.  There  are  certain 
qualitative  excellencies  which  a  Christian 
must  demonstrate  in  his  daily  living. 
These  excellencies  reach  higher  than  any 
achievements  of  the  best  pagans. 

"First,  the  Christian  should  excel  a 
pagan  in  thought.  'We  have  the  mind  of 
Christ.'  Higher  education  is  forever  the 
duty  of  the  Christian,  and  for  the  Chris- 
tian the  educative  process  knows  no  limit. 
Whence  came  the  heresy  that  Christian- 
ity and  higher  knowledge  are  in  conflict? 
The  great  founder  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  John  Wesley,  proclaimed  a  doc- 
trine which  forever  commits  Methodism 
to  higher  education  when  he  said,  'Let 
us  unite  the  two,  so  long  separated — 
education  and  solid  piety.' 

"A  Christian  should  excel  a  pagan  in 
work,  though  in  all  ages,  many  pagans 
have  been  indefatigable  workers.  Many 
modern  pagans  put  Christians  to  shame 
for  the  long  hours  they  work  at  their 
task.  If  the  world  is  ever  brought  to  the 
realization  of  the  Kingdom  of  Cod  on 
earth,  the  Christian  must  be  different  in 
the  fact  that  he  works  continuously. 

"A  Christian  should  excel  a  pagan  in 
love.     The  storv  of   Damon  and  Pythias 


is  a  beautiful  demonstration  of  how 
pagans  can  love  one  another.  Christians 
must  excel  in  quality  even  the  love  of 
Damon  and  Pythias.  The  Christian  must 
love  his  enemy.  Edwin  Markham  illus- 
trates this  as  he  says: 

"  'He  drew  a  circle  and  shut  me  out, 
Heretic,   rebel,   a  thing  to   flout. 
But  love  and  I  had  the  wit  to  win — 
We  drew  a  circle  and  took  him  in.' 

"Finally,  Christians  should  excel  in  dy- 
ing. No  one's  life  may  be  properly  ap- 
praised until  the  manner  of  his  death 
has  been  recorded.  Some  pagans  have 
demonstrated  nobly  their  courage  in 
death.  Witness  the  Sentinel  at  Pompeii. 
John  Wesley  once  said,  'Our  people  die 
well.'  In  these  days  of  world  disaster. 
Christians,  by  linking  their  lives  to  a 
great  cause,  may  find  an  opportunity  to 
excel  pagans  even  in  death.  'What  do 
ye  more  than  others?'  " 

Governor  Broughtox's  Address 

Governor  J.  M.  Broughton,  in  his  Com- 
mencement Address  Monday,  October  25, 
pointed  to  the  new  and  valuable  lessons 
that  are  coming  out  of  the  war.  He  cited 
the  value  of  increased  emphasis  on  phys- 
ical training  in  the  colleges  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  physical  fitness 
programs  would  be  continued  on  an  ex- 
tensive scale  after  peace  comes.  Governor 
Broughton  pointed  to  the  fact  that  dur- 
ing the  early  months  of  the  war  one- 
third  of  the  youth  called  to  the  armed 
forces  were  found  physically  incapable 
of  service. 

"Knowledge  must  be  geared  with  per- 
formance," said  the  Governor.  "We  have 
found  to  our  regret  that  many  with  the 
knowledge  to  serve  have  been  unable  to 
translate  that  knowledge  into  power  and 
action.  The  war  is  now  offering  our 
youth  new  opportunities  fo  utilize  the 
knowledge  that  they  have  gained  in  col- 
leges. And  the  extent  of  the  individual's 
success  and  usefulness  will  depend  upon 
his  contact  with  an  understanding  of  the 
realities  of  life. 

"While  this  war  has  proved  to  be  an 
undertaking  involving  gigantic  operations, 


it  is  surprising  and  satisfying  to  realize 
that  it  is  giving  great  opportunities  for 
individual  performance.  A  hopeful  thing 
about  this  great  conflict  is  that  it  has  not 
regimented,  regulated,  and  goose-stepped 
our  people  to  the  point  where  it  destroys 
our  self-reliance.  It  is  our  self-reliance 
that  has  made  us  a  great  people.  While 
this  war  has  engulfed  us,  it  has  not  de- 
stroyed us. 

"It  is  also  satisfying  to  observe  that 
this  war  is  giving  us  a  more  robust  faith. 
As  one  boy  wrote  from  Guadalcanal, 
'When  you  are  in  a  foxhole  the  only  way 
to  look  is  up.' 

"And  now  I  wish  you  graduates  God- 
speed with  hope  and  confidence  that  you 
will  represent  this  institution  and  this 
state  in  the  highest  traditions." 

Dean  Wanxamaker's  Address 

Dean  W.  H.  Wannamaker,  in  address- 
ing the  graduates,  declared  that  com- 
mencement will  always  have  its  deep 
meaning.  "Today  we  all  feel  this  keenly," 
he  said,  "all  the  more  since  we  realize 
what  it  signifies  for  most  of  you.  You 
will  soon  become,  even  more  than  you 
have  been  here,  integral  members  of  the 
huge  forces  marshalled  in  tremendous 
ramifications  to  prosecute  the  great  strug- 
gle in  which  our  country  and  its  allies 
are  desperately  engaged  to  save  the  best 
we  have  had  and  to  advance  strong  out- 
posts in  man's  age-old  pioneering  into 
the  realm  of  the  better  and  the  best. 

"Horrible  and  terrible  as  wars  have  al- 
ways been,  and  unspeakably  more  dread- 
ful as  each  succeeding  one  becomes  when 
the  forces  of  right  gird  themselves  to 
halt  the  powers  of  evil,  we  must  have 
unshakable  faith  in  the  ultimate  triumph 
of  good — stronger  resolve  than  ever  that 
this  world  of  human  beings  shall  become 
the  home  of  a  united  humanity,  held  to- 
gether by  devotion  to  the  best  it  knows 
and  continues  to  learn.  .  .  . 

"In  moments  like  these,  when  men  and 
women  are  leaving-  college  to  engage  in 
high  adventure,  it  is,  I  feel,  not  out  of 
place  to  emphasize  the  highest  of  all  our 
yearnings  and  our  needs — glory  to  God 
in  the  highest,  good  will  to  all  mankind ! 
May  each  of  you  stand  steadfast  in  the 
noblest  and  highest  faith  he  has  acquired 
in  home  and  here  at  our  Alma  Mater!  We 
believe  in  you,  we  bless  you,  we  go  in 
spirit  with  you,  we  suffer  with  you,  and 
we  will  rejoice  when  you  rejoice!" 

(The  above  are  brief  quotations  from  a 
portion  of  Dr.  AVannamaker's  message. 
It  will  be  published  in  full  in  the  Novem- 
ber Register.) 
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Several  peacetime  features  of  Duke  Uni- 
versity's Alumni  Homecoming'  were  lack- 
ing this  year,  but  the  annual  observance 
was  staged  as  usual  on  October  16. 

There  wasn't  the  usual  civic  parade 
which  has  attracted  up  to  fifty  thousand 
spectators  in  past  years,  and  there  wasn't 
the  usual  barbecue  luncheon. 

But  !— 

The  Duke-Carolina  football  game  was 
played  in  the  afternoon  with  all  the  color, 
tenseness,  and  excitement  that  this  "game 
of  the  year"  in  Xorth  Carolina  connotes. 
And  the  old  grads  returned  in  consider- 
able numbers  for  the  day's  streamlined 
program.  Particularly,  there  were  pres- 
ent a  goodly  number  of  alumni  in  this 
immediate  area,  along  with  many  former 
students  in  service  uniforms. 

A  novel  feature  of  this  year's  Home- 
coming was  an  exhibit  of  letters,  pictures, 
and  other  documents  relating  to  the  activ- 
ities of  alumni  in  the  war. 

More  than  3,500  Duke  alumni  are  now 
in  the  armed  services  and  the  alumni 
office  is  making  a  special  effort  to  keep 
in  touch  with  these  men  and  women  sta- 
tioned throughout  the  world.  Their  story 
constitutes  one  of  the  most  interesting 
chapters  in  the  University's  104-year 
history. 

Since  Homecoming  a  number  of  annual 
meetings  have  been  held  by  local  groups 
of  Duke  alumni.  These  will  be  listed  in 
the  November  Register.

(Following  is  the  text  of  the  report 
made  recently  by  Mrs.  A.  S.  Brower, 
chairman  of  the  Duke  University  Sur- 
gical Dressings  Room.  This  brief  account 
of  the  excellent  work  which  is  being  so 
successfully  carried  on  there  is  sure  to 
be  of  genuine  interest  to  alumni  and 
other  readers  of  The  Register.) 

DfKE  University's  surgical  dressings 
room  is  located  on  the  East  Duke  campus 
in  the  East  Duke  Building.  This  room 
is  on  the  second  floor  back.  It  is  spa- 
cious, light  and  comfortable.  The  room 
can  seat  over  200  people,  but  we  now 
have  chairs  for  130  only. 

One  of  the  main  objects  of  this  room 
is  to  give  the  Duke  co-eds  the  oppor- 
tunity of  making  surgical  dressings  at 
any  leisure  time  they  may  have  between 
classes,  which  ranges  from  20  minutes  to 
two  hours.  Consequently,  the  flexibility 
of  the  limited  time  of  this  large  group 
of  girls  forced  us  to  set  up  an  organiza- 
tion equally  flexible  to  take  care  of  this 
situation.  We  have  two  chairmen,  two 
supervisors  and  six  to  10  instructors 
signed  up  for  each  day  that  we  stay  open. 
These  women  represent  the  faculty,  most 
all    of    the    schools,    the    Administration, 


the  Duke  Medical  School,  the  Naval 
R.  0.  T.  C,  the  Army  Finance  School, 
the  Division  of  Physical  War  Research, 
and  some  women  from  the  City  of  Dur- 
ham. Each  one  of  these  women  who 
s  gned  this  book  gives  one  or  two  days 
each  week,  ranging  from  four  to  eight 
hours  each  day  on  the  day  that  they  are 
responsible  for,  and  in  this  way,  whether 
we  have  a  large  group  of  students  or 
volunteers,  we  can  still  make  our  monthly 
quota,  by  all  of  them  working. 

We  have  900  co-eds  this  year  who 
have  an  organization  called  the  Cogs. 
Each  co-ed  who  enters  Duke  automati- 
cally becomes  a  Cog.  Meaning  "College 
Organization  tor  Genera]  Service."  this 
organization  has  a  vice  chairman  who  is 
Miss  Dottie  Chorpening.  There  is  a  vice 
chairman,  secretary  and  treasurer,  pub- 
licity director,  historian  and  35  other 
members  who  make  the  "Hub."  The  Cogs 
have  offered  each  girl  who  will  give  55 
hours  of  her  time  this  first  semester  to 
surgical  dressings,  or  other  general  serv- 
ices, a  beautiful  golden  key  with  a 
"Hub"  on  it.  Co-eds  of  the  Cogs,  "we 
congratulate  you,"  and  we  hope  you  will 
win    this   key,    by   giving   the    Duke   sur-

gieal  dressing's  room  a  large  part  of  your 
leisure  time. 

Our  real  year  for  surgical  dressings  at 
Duke  University  began  October  1,  as  this 
is  the  time  all  students  are  registered 
and  free  to  help.  From  last  October  1 
to  last  June  1,  our  groups,  working  four 
days  a  week,  and  from  June  1  to  this 
October  1,  working-  only  two  days  a 
week  for  four  months,  which  means  our 
year  complete,  made  213,846  surgicai 
dressings  for  the  American  Red  Cross. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  ran 
short  of  material  and  we  supplied  our 
group  with  Duke  Hospital  material  with 
which  we  made  40,152  dressings,  which 
means  a  total  of  253,908  dressings  made 
in  this  room  this  last  year.  And  may 
I  repeat,  working  only  four  days  a  week 
for  eight  months  and  only  two  days 
a  week  for  four  months.  August  of  this 
summer  we  had  36  in  attendance.  They 
worked  410  hours  and  made  17,175  dress- 
ings, an  excellent  record. 

We  had  on  the  honor  roll  last  year 
70  persons,  ranging  from  20  to  61  hours 
each,  each  month.  Beginning  this  Octo- 
ber 1,  we  have  a  complete  set-up  for 
five  days  a  week,  Mondays  through  Fri- 
days, 9:30  to  4:30  with  some  of  the 
most  courteous  and  capable  women  you 
will  find  as  leaders.  We  cordially  invite 
you  women  whose  husbands  are  in  any  way 
connected  with  Duke  University,  Co-eds 
of  the  Cogs  and  townsfolk  to  come  and 
help  make  these  dressings.  Let  us  make 
it  our  motto  not  to  let  one  doctor  or 
nurse  need  for  one  dressing  to  take  care 
of  our  sons,  sweethearts  and  husbands 
that  we,  as  a  part  of  the  American  Red 
Cross,  cannot  help  supply. 


Cecil  Brown  to  Speak 
at  Duke  November  17 

Cecil  Brown,  war  correspondent,  will 
open  the  Student  Forum  lecture  series  at 
Duke  University  this  year,  November  17, 
with  a  talk  on  "War  and  Peace — How 
Can  We  Win  Both?" 

Formerly  a  CBS  correspondent,  am! 
author  of  a  best-seller  "From  Suez  to 
Singapore,"  Brown  has  covered  World 
War  II  on  every  front.  His  outspoken 
criticism  of  British  military  policy  while 
he  was  in  the  Far  East  resulted  in  the 
censorship  of  his  opinions,  and  in  his 
final  resignation  from  the  CBS  post.  He 
is  now  on  the  lecture  platform  in  this 
country,  and  because  of  his  many  narrow 
escapes  from  death  is  often  called  ''the 
indestructible  Mr.  Brown."

Ten  books  on  varied  fields  of  study  and 
literature  will  be  released  by  the  Duke 
University  Press  this  fall  and  winter. 

Education,  political  science,  military 
strategy,  law,  and  folklore  are  among 
the  phases  of  life  touched  by  the  publi- 
cations. 

An  account  of  the  relationships  in 
everyday  life  of  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson 
and  Amos  Bronson  Alcott  is  related  in 
Hubert  H.  Hoeltje's  "Sheltering'  Tree." 
The  book  seeks  at  once  to  reveal  not  only 
the  friendship  of  the  two  men  but  also 
their  way  of  interpreting  life — that  is. 
American  transcendentalism. 

This  easily  read  narrative  gives  new 
importance  to  Alcott  as  a  stimulus  to 
Emerson,  America's  foremost  literary 
figure,  and  as  an  engaging  personality 
in  his  own  right. 

One  of  the  most  important  causes  for 
the  collapse  of  France  is  revealed  in 
Charles  A.  Mieaud's  "The  French  Right 
and  Nazi  Germany :  A  Study  of  Public 
Opinion."  Traditionally  anti-German,  the 
Nationalist  Right  of  Franco  came  after 
1934  to  advocate  direct  rapprochement 
with  the  "hereditary  enemy,"  and  from 
1936  on  into  the  years  of  the  second 
World  War  the  Right  became  an  ap- 
peaser,  asking  France's  capitulation  to 
Hitler's  demands.  This  study  gives  some 
explanation  for  this  amazing  transforma- 
tion. 

William  Braswell,  a  graduate  of  Duke 
University,  undertakes  to  trace  Herman 
Melville's  concern  with  religious  aiid 
philosophical  questions  in  his  work,  "Mel- 
ville's Religious  Thought :  An  Essay  in 
Interpretation."  The  book  indicates  the 
various  conflicting  personal  elements  and 
presents  the  dramatic  development  of 
Melville's  personality,  and  also  throws 
light  on  his  literary  technique. 

Elements  of  history,  folklore,  and  law 
are  united  in  John  Webster  Spargo's 
study,  "Juridical  Folk  Lore  in  England, 
Illustrated  by  the  Cucking-stool.""  The 
book  emphasizes  the  punishment  of 
women  by  ducking  them  in  pools,  and 
other  oddities  in  English  law. 

A  useful  synthesis  of  previous  research 
concerned  with  the  learning  process,  par- 
ticularly in  the  case  of  learning  multi- 
plication  combinations,   is  "Learning-  the 


Multiplication  Combinations"  by  William 
A.  Brownell  and  Doris  U.  Carper. 

A  collection  of  forty  stories  of  Negroes, 
fishing  and  hunting  tales,  ghosts,  unusual 
characters,  and  animals  from  all  parts  of 
North  Carolina  has  been  edited  by  W.  C. 
Hendricks  under  the  title  "Bundle  of 
Troubles  and  Other  Tar  Heel  Tales." 
Nineteen  persons  contributed  to  the  book, 
compiled  by  workers  of  the  Writers'  Pro- 


gram of  the  Work  Projects  Administra- 
tion in  the  state  of  North  Carolina. 

Other  books  soon  to  come  off  the  press 
are  Harold  T.  Parker's  "Three  Napo- 
leonic Battles,"  a  study  of  the  battles  of 
Friedland,  Aspern-Essling,  and  Water- 
loo; Albea  Godbold's  "The  Church  Col- 
lege of  the  Old  South,"  a  description  of 
the  rise  of  the  church  college  in  the 
South;  Newton  P.  Stallknecht's  "Strange 
Seas  of  Thought,"  a  study  of  William 
Wordsworth's  philosophy  of  man  and  na- 
ture; and  Otto  Nathan's  "The  Nazi  Eco- 
nomic System,"  an  analysis  of  changes, 
developments,  and  consequences  in  an 
economic  structure  dominated  by  Fascist 
Germany.

Sti 'dknts  who  wish  to  be  considered  for 
the  Army  Specialized  Training  Program 
and  the  Navy  College  Program  V-12  may 
take  the  Qualifying  Test  for  Civilians 
November  9  on  the  campus  of  Duke  Uni- 
versity, it  is  announced. 

Dr.  K.  B.  Watson  has  been  appointed 
test  supervisor  for  Duke,  and  interested 
students  may  notify  him  of  their  desire 
to  take  the  test.  High  school  and  college 
students  who  will  reach  their  seventeenth, 
but  not  their  twenty-second,  birthday  by 
March  1,  1944,  are  eligible  for  the  ex- 
amination. Only  civilians  may  take  the 
test. 

Although  students  who  take  the  quali- 
fying test  will  be  required  to  indicate  on 
the  day  of  the  test  their  preference  for 
the  Army  or  Navy  program,  taking  the 
test  does  not  constitute  enlistment  in 
either  branch  of  the  armed  services,  it  is 
explained.  Having  taken  the  test,  a  stu- 
dent is  not  obligated  to  enter  the  pro- 
gram if  he  is  accepted.  However,  no 
candidate  who  expresses  a  preference  for 
the  Army  will  be  considered  by  the  Navy, 
or  vice-versa.  No  change  in  preference 
may  be  made  after  the  day  of  the  test. 

Technicians  and  specialists  will  be  pro- 
vided for  the  Army  through  the  Army 
Specialized  Program.  Those  selected  for 
this  program  will  study,  at  government 
expense,  at  colleges  and  universities  in 
fields    determined    largely    bv    their    own 


qualifications.  They  will  be  soldiers  on 
active  duty,  in  uniform,  under  military 
discipline,  and  on  regular  Army  pay. 

Curricula  for  the  Army  vary  in  length 
from  one  to  eight  12-week  terms,  except 
in  medical  and  dental  curricula,  which 
are  of  the  length  in  use  at  accredited 
colleges.  Successful  trainees  advance  un- 
interruptedly to  the  completion  of  courses, 
although  all  trainees  are  subject  to  call 
to  other  active  duty  at  any  time.  Train- 
ees are  expected  to  receive  college  credits 
for  their  work. 

Purpose  of  the  Navy  program  is  to 
provide  officers  for  the  Navy,  Marine 
Corps,  and  Coast  Guard.  Among  types 
of  officer  candidates  are  Medical  Corps, 
Deck  Officer,  General  Engineering,  Civil 
Engineering,  Construction  Corps,  Engi- 
neering Specialists  (seven  types),  Aerol- 
ogy, Supply  Corps,  and  Chaplain  Corps. 

Length  of  time  an  individual  student 
in  the  Navy  Program  will  be  in  school 
will  depend  upon  previous  college  edu- 
cation, if  any,  type  of  course  for  which 
he  is  qualified  and  to  which  he  is  assigned, 
and  his  continued  demonstration  of  ade- 
quate scholarship  and  officer-like  quali- 
fications. 

Students  in  V-12  are  on  active  duty, 
in  uniform,  and  under  military  discipline. 
Expenses  will  be  paid  by  the  Navy,  in- 
cluding tuition,  fees,  textbooks,  board 
and  room  and  uniforms,  along  with  reg- 
ular Navy  pay. 
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Dr.  Bert  Cunningham 

Dr.  Bert  Cunningham,  60,  Professor 
of  Biology  in  Duke  University  and  Trin- 
ity College  and  a  member  of  the  faculty 
since  1916,  died  suddenly  late  in  the 
afternoon  of  September  27  at  his  home, 
1200  Markham  Avenue.  He  was  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of  the  North  Carolina 
Academy  of  Science  and  widely  known 
for  his  research  and  writings  in  the  field 
of  zoology. 

Dr.  Cunningham's  death  came  in  his 
sleep  and  was  entirely  unexpected.  He 
had  gone  to  his  room  to  rest  before  sup- 
per and  after  he  had  failed  to  respond 
to  a  call  to  supper  was  found  to  have 
died  quietly.  During  the  day  he  had 
gone  about  his  duties  as  usual  at  the 
University. 

One  of  the  most  popular  members  of 
the  University  faculty,  he  served  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Faculty  Club  and  for  more 
than  twenty  years  was  chairman  of  the 
schedule  committee  of  the  University.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  he  was  engaged  in 
putting  the  final  touches  on  his  most 
recent  book. 

A  graduate  of  Illinois  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity with  both  the  B.S.  and  M.S.  de- 
grees, Dr.  Cunningham  also  received  the 
A.M.  degree  from  Trinity  College  and 
the  Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University  of 
Wisconsin.  He  came  to  Durham  in  1911 
as  chairman  of  the  High  School  science 


department,    and    became    instructor    in 
biology  at  Trinity  in  1916. 

He  was  a  tireless  and  skilled  scientific 
investigator  and  his  technical  publications 
were  numerous,  particularly  in  endoc- 
rinology, histology,  and  related  fields.  A 
member  of  numerous  scientific  societies 
and  organizations,  including  a  fellowship 
in  the  American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science,  the  American  So- 
ciety of  Zoologists,  the  American  Museum 
of  Natural  History,  Sigma  Xi,  he  held 
office  in  most  of  them.  In  1939-40  he 
served  as  president  of  the  Academy  Con-, 
ference  of  the  American  Society  of 
Zoologists.  He  was  editor  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  North  Carolina  Academy 
of  Science  for  the  Journal  of  the  Elisha 
Mitchell   Scientific  Society. 

Dr.  Cunningham  was  well  known  for 
his  work  toward  the  improvement  of  sci- 
ence courses  in  high  schools  and  colleges 
in  their  relation  to  general  education. 
He  was  a  member  of  a  national  commit- 
tee of  the  A.  A.  A.  S.  which  worked  on 
the  problem  for  several  years. 

Dr.    Cunningham    was    born    June    I!, 


1883,  in  McLean  County,  Illinois,  the  son 
of  Parker  Dresser  Cunningham  and  Susie 
Hammond  Cunningham.  He  married 
Miss  Jean  Knapton,  of  Bloomington, 
III,  October  1,  1907;  Mrs.  Cunningham, 
one  of  'Durham's  best  known  and  most 
accomplished  musicians,  survives.  Funeral 
services  were  held  at  the  home  on  Wednes- 
day, September  28. 


Duke  Psychologists  Study- 
Brain  Activity 

Electric  activity  of  the  brain  during 
various  conditions  induced  by  hypnosis  is 
studied  in  an  article  by  Dr.  Helge  Lund- 
holm,  professor  of  psychology  at  Duke 
University,  and  Dr.  Hans  Lowenbach, 
assistant  professor  of  neuropsychiatry 
and  physiology,  recently  reprinted  in 
"'Contemporary  Psychopathology,"  pub- 
lished  by  the  Harvard   University  Press. 

"Contemporary  Psychopathology,"  ed- 
ited by  Silvan  S.  Tomkins,  is  a  collection 
of  articles  by  54  leading  psychologists 
and  psychiatrists.  Previously  published 
in  various  scientific  journals,  these  papers 
are  now  brought  together  for  the  first 
time  for  the  convenient  use  of  practicing 
scientists  and  students.  Material  is  in- 
cluded on  mental  diseases  in  childhood, 
psychoneuroses  and  psychosomatic  medi- 
cine, the  schizophrenic  psychoses,  an  I 
experimental  psychopathology. 


jdeijal  Aid  jjCVi  Service  Men 
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The  Legal  Aid  Committee  of  the  North 
Carolina  Bar  Association  reports  that 
during  the  past  year  it  handled  several 
thousand  cases  for  service  men  and  their 
families.  This  committee  has  developed 
a  plan  by  which  at  least  one  lawyer  in 
each  of  the  one  hundred  counties  of  the 
state  has  agreed  to  render  such  service. 
In  those  counties  where  military  camps 
are  set  up  special  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  Legal  Assistance 
Officers  of  the  camps  to  provide  appro- 
priate help. 

The  cases  do  not  include  infractions  of 
military  regulations  but  are  confined  to 
personal  problems  of  the  applicant.  They 
range  from  landlord  and  tenant  difficul- 
ties to  domestic  disputes. 

The  general  thought  behind  the  move- 
ment is  that  a  man  who  is  worried  about 
his    legal   problems   back   home   has   his 


morale  impaired  and  consequently  is  not 
as  effective  a  member  of  the  armed  forces. 

Handling  these  cases  involves  wide- 
spread correspondence  with  other  parts 
of  the  United  States  and  in  some  in- 
stances with  other  countries.  Other  states 
have  similar  arrangements  so  that  now 
there  is  a  national  framework.  It  is 
hoped  that  plans  may  be  made  to  put 
this  system  on  a  permanent  basis  after 
the  war.

Jack  L.  Bruckner,  '42,  Lt.  (jg), 
U.S.N.R.,  of  Jamaica,  N.  Y.,  was  one  of 
the  first  Americans  to  set  foot  on  Sicily, 
according  to  reports  received  in  the 
Alumni  Office.  Several  very  interesting 
letters  from  Jack  have  been  received. 
We  will  let  him  tell  his  own  story  of 
the  Sicilian  invasion  by  quoting  from  a 
letter  dated  July  29th: 

"At  last  the  news  of  where  we  have 
been  can  be  told  and  there  is  quite  a 
burst  of  satisfaction  in  it  for  me.  Of 
course,  you  have  probaly  already  guessed 
we  were  the  first  boys  into  Sicily.  We 
were  the  first  Americans  to  land  on  Sicily 
in  the  first  invasion  of  the  continent  of 
Europe.  Quite  a  thrill  after  travelling  so 
far.  The  weather  was  fearful,  which 
added  tribulations  to  the  job,  but  we  gave 
them  a  merry  bunch  of  Hell  all  the  while 
we  were  there.  When  we  hit  the  beach, 
the  place  was  all  lit  up  like  the  Fourth 
of  July  back  home  and  things  were  quite 

hot  for  a  good  while.     The  gave 

an  excellent  account  of  herself  as  did  all 

the  outfits  present.     The  got  two 

planes,  one  Italian  bomber,  and  one  Ger- 
man Messerschmidt. 

"I  wrote  a  couple  of  letters  before  we 
went  over  the  side  that  night  and  they 
will  make  interesting  reading  when  this 
dirty  scrap  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  When 
the  chips  are  down  and  the  pressure  is 
on,  the  world  takes  on  a  lot  of  different 
hues  and  you  really  get  a  chance  to  do 
some  thinking.  None  of  us  were  scared, 
mainly  because  we  didn't  know  what  to 
expect,  but  thei'e  was  that  internal  plead- 
ing to  make  it  through  the  scrap  to  get 
home  to  all  the  things  that  are  so  dear 
to  you. 

"They  threw  everything  in  the  books 
at  us  in  the  form  of  bullets,  shells,  flares, 
and  bombs  but  we  managed  to  duck  them 

and    the    old    just    kept    rolling 

along.  One  night  they  lit  us  up  from 
every  direction  with  flares  and  then  they 
dropped  eggs  all  over  the  place,  but  our 
ships  and  shore-fire  installations  just  kept 
knocking  them  out  of  the  sky  until  they 
had  barely  enough  planes  to  go  home  in. 
After  that  one  evening,  I  feel  I  don't 
ever  have  to  listen  to  Big  John  comment 
about  a  safe  existence.  I'm  going  to  send 
a   couple  of  things  home  as  soon  as  we 
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are  given  release  permission  that  will 
give  you  an  idea  of  what  a  pleasant  ex- 
cursion this  has  been.  Hardly  a  picnic. 
Our  skipper,  who  is  quite  a  gent,  recom- 
mended several  of  us  for  the  Navy  Cross, 
which  is  quite  a  buildup,  and  while  none 
of  us  feel  we  are  deserving  of  the  award 
or  even  of  the  recommendation,  it  does 
give  me  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  to  know 
he  was  of  that  mind. 

"We  are  a  long  way  from  the  comforts 
(if  home  over  here  and  anyone  who  wants 
to  argue  about  rationing  in  the  States  is 
more  than  welcome  to  swap  jobs  with 
me  as  soon  as  he  or  she  can  get  here. 

"Our  mode  of  travel  looks  like  a  mil- 
lion dollar  baby  with  no  scars  to  show 
for  (he  joust  with  the  enemy.  Don't  put 
any  stock  in  rumors  because  we  have 
heard  the  States  are  full  of  all  kinds  of 
Axis  reports  to  scare  the  folks  at  home 
while  they  fill  their  own  men  up  with 
the  belief  that  Xew  York  and  Washing- 
ton are  ablaze  from  their  bombs.  They 
really  do  believe  that  because  we  have 
talked  to  some  of  them." 

W.  Dortch  Langston,  '30,  son  of  Col. 
John  I).  Langston,  '03,  and  Mrs.  Lang- 
ston,  of  (ioldsboro  and  Washington,  D. 
I'.,  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant 
in  the  Army  Air  Corps  Technical  Train- 
ing Command  in  April,  1042,  and  assigned 
to  duty  at  Miami  Beach,  Fla.  He  was 
promoted  to  first  lieutenant  in  December, 

1042,  and  has  been  serving  as  Judge  Advo- 
cate of  Basic  Training  Center  No.  4  at 
Miami  Beach  since  that  time.    On  July  1, 

1043,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Captain.  Capt.  and  Mrs.  Langston  and 
their  six-year-old  son,  William  Dortch, 
Jr.,  live  in  the  La  Flora  Apts.,  1032 
Michigan  Ave.,  Miami  Beach. 

Coi..  John  D.  Laxgston,  '03,  of  (Iolds- 
boro, received  the  Distinguished  Service 
Medal  after  World  War  I,  "for  dis- 
tinguished services  as  executive  officer  in 
charge  of  the  selective  draft  in  North 
Carolina  from  December,  1017,  until 
September,  1918,  and  by  his  unusual 
executive  ability,  rare  ,  tact  and  skill, 
great  initiative  and  resourcefulness  exer- 
cised at  times  under  most  trying  and 
novel  conditions  which  arose  in  connec- 
tion with  the  administration  of  the  selec- 


tive draft  act,  he  achieved  a  pronounced 
and  conspicuous  success  in  the  perform- 
ance of  difficult  and  highly  responsible 
duties,  thereby  rendering  services  of  great 
value  to  the  government."  He  returned 
to  active  service  in  August,  1040,  being 
called  back  to  Washington  in  connection 
with  Selective  Service.  As  Chairman  of 
the  Planning  Council  and  Presidential 
Appeal  Board  in  World  War  II,  Col. 
Langston  has  remained  at  National  Head-, 
quarters  of  Selective  Service  ever  since. 
He  is  considered  one  of  the  Army's  out- 
standing authorities  on  the  Selective 
Service  System  and  took  a  prominent 
part  in  making  arrangements  for  the 
draft  lotteries.  He  received  considerable 
publicity  when  he  was  chosen  to  blind- 
fold the  dignitaries  who  drew  the  first 
capsules  in  the  third  selective  service 
lottery. 

He  and  Mrs.  Langston  live  at  2121 
Virginia  Avenue,  N.W.,  Washington. 

Nancy  R.  Hudson*,  '36,  of  Greensboro, 
N.  C,  entered  the  WAVES  in  March.

Medical  Training  Leading 
To  Degrees  for  Servicemen 
Is  Offered  at  Duke 

Medical  training  leading  to  degrees  and 
commissions  is  being  offered  men  in  uni- 
form by  the  Army  Specialist  Training 
Program  at  the  Duke  University  School 
of  Medicine. 

Approximately  one-third  of  the  stu- 
dents in  Duke's  medical  school  this  year 
are  in  the  army. 

Although  they  take  the  regular  course 
of  study  as  prescribed  by  the  medical 
school,  students  in  this  program  are  in 
the  army  in  every  sense  of  the  word. 
Under  Capt.  F.  H.  DuBose,  commandant, 
and  Lieut.  Fred  Knieff,  adjutant,  an  ad- 
ministrative unit  has  been  set  up  on  the 
campus  to  supervise  the  military  training 
of  students. 

In  addition  to  regular  studies,  a  pro- 
gram of  military  work  has  been  outlined 
for  Saturday  afternoons. 

While  enrolled  in  the  army  program, 
students  are  given  ratings  of  private  first 
class.  Under  the  accelerated  academic 
program,   students   may  now  finish   their 


course  of  study  in  three  years,  and  the 
army  is  permitting  them  to  finish  their 
interneship  as  in  peacetime. 

Upon  graduation  students  are  dis- 
charged from  their  enlisted  status  and 
given  M.D.  degrees,  along  with  their 
commissions  in  the  army. 

Most  of  the  students  under  the  A.S.T.P. 
program  were  taken  from  those  who  had 
accepted  commissions  in  the  Medical 
Corps.  They  were  given  an  enlisted 
status  and  assigned  to  take  medical  train- 
ing, giving  them  the  added  advantage  of 
specialized  training  along  with  their 
commissions. 


Annual  Meetings  of  Duke  Alumni

Prof.  E.  R.  Latty  has  returned  to  the 
school  this  fall,  after  serving  with  the 
State  Department  in  Venezuela  ami 
Washington  for  some  time.  He  will 
handle  courses  in  business  associations 
and  will  act  as  editor  of  Law  and  Con- 
temporary Problems,  publication  of  the 
Law  School. 

Two  numbers  of  Law  and  Contem- 
porary Problems  will  be  issued  this  fall 
and  early  winter,  one  on  Re-negotiation 
of  Government  Contracts  and  the  other 
on  Termination  of  Government  Contracts. 

Under  the  wartime  program,  three 
semesters  of  law  study  are  given  .each 
calendar  year,  so  that  the  normal  full 
law  course  may  be  completed  in  two 
calendar  years.

Among  America's  flying  heroes  is  Lieu- 
tenant Jerry,  "commissioned"  Dalmatian 
flight  companion  of  Capt.  Lewis  S.  Fred- 
erick, alumnus  of  Duke  University. 

Jerry,  a  spotted  canine,  has  crashed 
into  print  in  newspapers  and  magazines 
all  over  this  country  and  abroad  with  his 
record  of  612  hours  in  the  air  and  an  un- 
canny ability  to  spot  enemy  planes  be- 
fore the  rest  of  the  crew.  He  was  voted 
a  first  lieutenant's  commission  and  re- 
ceived a  special  assignment  to  frontline 
duty  when  Captain  Frederick  was  as- 
signed to  overseas  duty. 

Since    then    Jerry    has    been    grabbing 


headlines.  In  July,  1943,  Time  gave  him 
a  write-up,  and  in  September  his  picture 
was  splashed  over  the  pages  of  Life. 
magazine.  Most  of  his  fame  has  spread 
since  his  last  trip  to  Duke's  campus  in 
November,  1942,  when  he  accompanied 
Captain  Frederick  on  a  visit  here. 

But  being  a  hero  has  it  drawbacks. 
As  mascot,  Jerry  is  in  as  much  danger  as 
his  flying  mates.  For  protection,  he  has 
a  special  parachute,  which  has  been  sand- 
bag tested,  made  by  members  of  his 
squadron.  The  parachute  is  designed  to 
open  automatically  in  case  Jerry  ever 
has  occasion  to  bail  out. 


It  was  no  doubt  a  disappointment  to 
Jerry  that  he  didn't  get  to  go  along  on 
his  master's  most  thrilling  flight — the  in- 
vasion of  Sicily.  Captain  Frederick 
piloted  the  second  plane  in  the  first  for- 
mation to  invade  the  island,  carrying 
Robert  Capa,  photographer,  and  Si  Pat- 
terson, war  correspondent,  whose  inva- 
sion story  was  the  first  to  reach  the 
United  States. 

Life  magazine  called  Jerry  "the  most 
popular  mascot  to  pass  through  the  air 
base  at  Natal  (Brazil)"  when  he  and 
Captain  Frederick  passed  through  there 
this  summer.  While  there  he  accommo- 
dated Life  photographers  with  a  huge 
canine  smile,  and  posed  with  his  master 
getting  in  their  plane. 

Captain  Frederick  took  pre-medieal 
work  at  Duke,  and  enlisted  in  the  Air 
Corps  in  October,  1941.  He  was  com- 
missioned in  May,  1942,  and  in  November 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain. 


English  Law  Review  Has 
Reference  to  Work  of 
Duke  Legal  Aid  Clinic 

In  the  Law  Quarterly  for  July,  1943, 
a  leading  legal  periodical  published  in 
London,  appears  an  article  by  E.  J. 
Cohn,  a  member  of  the  English  Bar,  en- 
titled "Legal  Aid  for  the  Poor:  A  Study 
in  Comparative  Law  and  Legal  Reform." 
Extensive  reference  is  made  in  this  article 
and  in  the  notes  to  the  work  of  the  Duke 
Legal  Aid  Clinic  and  to  Professor  John 
S.  Bradway,  Director  of  the  Clinic. 

The  Duke  Legal  Aid  Clinic  is  generally 
recognized  as  the  leading  organization  of 
its  kind  in  the  United  States  and  publica- 
tions by  Professor  Bradway  have  been 
used  as  a  sort  of  Handbook  for  those 
interested  in  developing  similar  enter- 
prises elsewhere.  In  addition  to  receiv- 
ing recognition  throughout  the  United 
States,  his  publications  have  been  noted 
in  England,  South  America,  and  recently 
in  Australia. 

A  paper  by  Professor  Bradway  was 
read  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Inter- 
American  Bar  Association  in  Havana.

Afatu  at  /Hl-time  Peak 


Demands  of  the  United  States  armed 
forces  for  trained  men  have  sent  enroll- 
ment in  Duke  University's  College  of 
Engineering  to  an  all-time  peak,  with 
319  civilians  and  enlisted  men  registered 
for  the  fall  semester. 

Of  those  enrolled,  33  are  second- 
semester  freshmen,  126  are  sophomores, 
87  are  juniors,  and  73  are  seniors. 
Seventy-nine  of  the  students  are  civilians, 
with  163  from  the  Navy,  76  from  the 
Marines,  and  one  from  the  Coast  Guard 
rounding  out  the  list. 

Enrollment  of  those  above  the  fresh- 
man class  this  year  is  equal  to  the  total 
enrollment  in  the  college  last  year,  when 
it  was  much  larger  than  normally.  This 
increase  in  students  has  necessitated  ex- 
pansion of  the  teaching  personnel. 

In  the  Mechanical  Engineering  Depart- 
ment Instructors,  T.  C.  Cooke  and  H.  H. 
Pattinson  have  been  added,  and  Assistant 
Professor  R.  K.  Jacobs  has  been  added 
in  the  Civil  Engineering  Department. 

Two  semesters  of  engineering  drawing 
are  required  of  all  V-12  freshmen,  send- 
ing enrollment  in  those  classes  to  700, 
with  an  additional  250  expected  in  No- 
vember. To  meet  this  increase  Miss 
Louise   Hall,   of  the  Fine  Arts   Depart- 


ment, R.  R.  Oglesby,  M.  D.  Baker,  Wil- 
liam Maughan,  Associate  Professor  of 
Forest  Management,  and  Hunter  Jones, 
civil  engineer  in  Durham,  will  teach  engi- 
neering drawing.  To  this  group  George 
Hackney  and  Howard  Haynes,  architects 
of  Durham,  will  be  added  November  1. 

At  the  request  of  the  Marine  Corps,  all 
Marines  who  have  finished  the  first  semes- 
ter of  engineering  drawing  will  be  taught 
maps  and  map-reading  the  second  semes- 
ter. These  classes  will  be  taught  by 
Assistant  Professor  B.  F.  Lemert,  of  the 
Economics  Department,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor E.  W.  Berry  of  the  Geology  De- 
partment, and  Hunter  Jones. 

In  addition  to  teaching  regular  en- 
rollees  and  those  in  the  engineering  draw- 
ing classes,  all  rising  sophomores  in  V-12 
who  are  deck  officer  candidates  will  be 
taught  one  semester  each  of  Chemical 
Engineering  and  Mechanical  Engineer- 
ing, beginning  in  March. 

Additional  classroom  space  has  been 
provided  in  the  indoor  stadium  on  East 
Campus,  in  which  five  drawing  rooms 
seating  30  students  each  have  been  pro- 
vided. A  new  balcony  has  been  built 
around  the  second  floor  of  the  Aeronau- 
tics Building,  and  new  space  for  classes 
has  been  secured  in  that  building. 
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Articles   dy   Alumni   Featured  in 
DukExgineer 

Outstanding'  among  the  variety  of 
articles  and  stories  in  the  September  issue 
of  the  DukEngineer,  official  student  mag- 
azine of  the  College  of  Engineering,  are 
articles  by  Dan  M.  Brandon,  B.S.M.E 
'42,  and  by  Russell  Hanson,  B.S.E.E.  '31. 

Writing  on  "Engineering — Fact  and 
Fiction,"  Mr.  Brandon,  speaking  from 
the  viewpoint  of  a  young  engineer  "fresh 
from  college,"  describes  the  period  of  ad- 
justment through  which  all  young  engi- 
neers must  go  in  bridging  the  gap  be- 
tween the  theory  of  the  college  class-room 
and  the  practice  of  industry.  Like  other 
alumni,  Brandon,  in  his  article,  concludes 
that  graduation  from  college  marks 
merely  the  bee/inning  of  study  in  the  pro- 
fession, but  that  the  training  received  at 
Duke  is  "as  good  and  as  complete''  as 
can  be  found  in  any  undergraduate  engi- 
neering college  in  the  nation. 

In  another  highly  interesting  article, 
Mr.  Ranson,  Duke  alumnus,  former  Duke 
instructor,  and  present  Director  of  Re- 
search and  Development  with  the  Clark 
Controller  Company  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
describes  the  careers  of  "Five  Men  from 
an  Engineering  College."  He  tells  of  the 
careers  of  Earl  Sisk,  B.S.E.E.  '41,  A.  W. 
GriswoU,  B.S.E.E.  '40,  Roland  Russo, 
B.S.E.E.  '38,  and  William  Few,  B.S.E.E. 
'37,  all  of  whom  joined  the  "family"  of 
Clark  Controller  Company  and  worked 
under  their  fellow  alumnus  in  the  Re- 
search and  Development  Department. 
All  of  these  men  have  become  specialists 
in  at  least  one  particular  phase  of  their 
work,  with  the  result  that  several  have 
been  called  into  specialized  service  with 
the  government  or  armed  forces :  Sisk  is 
in  the  Bureau  of  Ships  in  the  Navy  De- 
partment, Washington,  D.  C. ;  Griswold 
is  doing  confidential  work  at  the  Naval 
Ordnance  Laboratory  m  Washington; 
Russo  is  serving,  with  the  rank  of  En- 
sign, as  an  engineering  officer  in  the 
Navy. 

In  addition  to  directing  research  and 
development,  Mr.  Ranson  serves  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  his 
company.

Warren  Ashley  Raine/n, 
Dies  at  Long  Beach,  Cal.; 
Was  Outstanding  Engineer 

Warren  Ashley  Raine,  '11,  died  at 
Long  Beach,  Cal.,  August  31,  after  an 
illness  of  a  week,  his  age  being  52. 

A  native  of  Elizabethtown,  Kentucky, 
he  attended  Duke  University  in  1907-08, 
then  going  to  Washington  &  Lee  Uni- 
versity where  he  graduated  with  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Chemistry 
and  Mining  Engineering  in  1912.  Soon 
thereafter  he  began  work  as  chemist  and 
assistant  to  the  superintendent  of  a 
manganese  corporation  in  New  York,  and 
was  then  with  the  Virginia  Iron,  Coal 
and  Coke  Company  at  Roanoke,  Va., 
until  1915. 

In  1915  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Hercules  Powder  Company,  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  and  was  transferred  to  the 
Hercules  works  at  Hercules,  Cal.,  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  TNT  plants  during  the 
entire  period  from  their  construction  in 


1915  to  their  cessation  of  operations  in 
1919.  After  hostilities  incident  to  the 
First  World  War  ceased  and  the  manu- 
facture of  TNT  was  discontinued,  he 
assumed  duties  with  the  Union  Oil  Com- 
pany of  California  in  1919  at  Los  An- 
geles as  chief  chemist  and  manager  of 
the  research  and  development  depart- 
ment. From  1930  to  1932  he  was  a  con- 
sulting chemist  in  the  investigations  of 
chemical  processes  and  plant  valuation; 
from  1932  to  1938  he  was  with  the  Pure 
Oil  Company  in  Chicago  as  assistant 
chief  chemist  and  alternate  member  of 
the  Control  Board. 

He  retired  from  full  activities  in  193S, 
and  in  1941  was  called  to  Washington 
to  be  chief  of  the  TNT  Section,  Plant 
Unit,  of  the  War  Department's  munition 
plants  program.  He  later  became  chief 
of  the  entire  Plant  Unit.  When  this  pro- 
gram was  completed,  Mr.  Raine  became 
chief  of  the  Non-Metallic  Section  of  the 
Requirements  Division  of  the  Resources 
and  Production  Division  of  the  War  De- 
partment. He  voluntarily  left  the  gov- 
ernment service  in  1943  and  returned  to 
California.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  engaged  in  work  with  the  technical 
staff  of  Bechtel,  McCone  and  Parsons  in 
Los  Angeles. 

Besides  possessing  outstanding  skill  in 
his  chosen  profession,  he  was  a  man  of 
quiet  and  modest  personality  and  held 
in  the  highest  esteem  by  all  who  knew 
him. 


Condensation  of  Dr.  N.  I. 
Whites  "Shelley"  to  be 
Published  by  A.  Knopf 

A  condensation  of  Dr.  Newman  Ivey 
White's  two-volume  work  on  Shelley,  now 
being  published  by  Alfred  Knopf,  in 
New  York,  will  appear  next  spring,  mak- 
ing the  work  available  in  less  expensive 
form  and  giving  it  a  wider  circulation. 

Dr.  White,  chairman  of  the  English 
Department  of  Duke  University,  began 
his  intensive  study  of  Shelley  at  Harvard 
in  1917,  when  he  did  work  on  "Shelley's 
Dramatic  Poems"  for  his  doctor's  dis- 
sertation. Since  then  he  has  written  two 
books,  "The  Best  of  Shelley"  and  "The 
Unextinguished  Hearth,"  and  many  ar- 
ticles on  the  poet,  prior  to  his  latest  work. 

"Shelley,"  his  recent  two-volume  work, 
appeared  in  1940,  the  product  of  six 
years  of  intensive  work,  and  has  been 
widely  acclaimed  by  literary  critics  as 
one  of  the  finest  studies  of  the  poet  in 
history. 

The  New  York  Times  referred  to  it  as 


"the  best  documented,  the  most  accurate, 
and  probably  the  most  sympathetically 
sensible  life  yet  written."  And  the  Chris- 
thin  Science  Monitor  has  said,  "It  is  safe 
to  say  that  only  in  1940  have  we  at  last 
the  picture  of  Shelley  as  he  was." 

The  original  work  of  almost  1,500  pages 
has  been  condensed  to  a  book  of  slightly 
more  than  500  pages  by  Dr.  White.  The 
new  book  will  contain  all  essential  mate- 
rial, with  certain  notes  and  appendices 
and  one  or  two  chapters  of  a  purely  crit- 
ical nature  omitted.

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Duke  University's  second  wartime 
Homecoming  was  held  October  16  with 
the  program  almost  exclusively  centered 
in  the  football  game  with  Carolina,  which 
the  Blue  Devils  won,  14  to  7.  Homecom- 
ing features  of  past  years,  such  as  the 
big  downtown  civic  parade  and  the  tradi- 
tional barbecue  luncheon  in  the  grove  of 
Crowell  House,  had  to  be  dispensed  with 
due  to  wartime  restrictions  and  shortages. 

But  there  were  many  alumni,  most  of 
them  of  the  Durham  area,  who  were  able 
to  return  to  the  campus  and  there  was 
many  a  reunion  of  old  friends  and  class- 
mates during  the  day.  For  those  who 
did  come  back  for  Homecoming  their 
cup  of  happiness  was  tilled  to  overflow- 
ing as  one  of  the  best  Duke  teams  in  the 
University's  annals  held  mastery  over  a 
strong  Tar  Heel  team. 

Duke's  victory  over  Carolina  followed 
by  one  week  the  Blue  Devils'  defeat  14 
to  13  on  October  9  in  Baltimore  at  the 
hands  of  the  strongest  Naval  Academy 
team  in  many  years.  The  Carolina  game 
gave   the    Blue    Devils    a    record    of    170 


points  to  21  points  over  five  opponents 
this  season.

Now  in  the  midst  of  one  of  Duke's  best 
seasons  in  recent  years,  the  Blue  Devils 
have  a  long  list  of  stars  who  have  thrilled 
the  stands  in  five  games.  Many  of  these 
are  familiar  names  to  Duke  followers, 
such  as  Luper,  Gantt,  Tom  Davis,  Bob 
Nanni,  Gordon  Carver,  Cittadino  and 
other  stalwarts  from  last  year's  team. 
Several,  like  Hartley,  rose  from  the  1942 
Blue  Imp  team.     But   there  are  a  num-

ber  of  so-called  "lend-lease''  members  of 
the  squad  who  are  transfer  students  in 
the  V-12  Navy  Training  Unit,  including 
Pat  Preston,  tackle,  and  John  Perry, 
back,  from  Wake  Forest;  Spook  Mur- 
phy, Loyd  Blount,  and  Bill  Moates,  fine 
backfield  men  from  Mississippi  State;  Jim 
Myers,  of  Tennessee,  and  Bill  Milner,  of 
South  Carolina,  two  fine  guards;  and 
Red  Rainer,  another  great  back  who 
hails  from  Auburn.  These  and  others 
have  greatly  strengthened  Coach  Eddie 
Cameron's  1943  squad. 

Features  of  individual  play  of  the  sea- 
son has  been  Big  Bob  Gantt's  kicking 
of  20  out  of  23  extra-point  placements, 
a  79-yard  punt  hy  Tom  Davis  against 
the  Carolina  Pre-Flight,  the  Luper  to 
Blount  pass  good  for  59  yards  and  a 
touchdown  against  Richmond,  Buddy 
Mulligan's  65-yard  run  and  a  touchdown 
against  Richmond,  two  punts  blocked  by 
Pat  Preston,  and  the  interception  of  four 
passes  by  Hartley  for  a  return  total  of 
94  yards.  Buddy  Mulligan's  sensational 
23.8  yards  per  play  in  two  games  before 
he  went  to  the  Navy  Air  Corps  will  prob- 
ably remain  a  record  for  a  backfield  man 
for  some  time. 

In  five  games  Duke  has  gained  1,221 
yards  by  rushing  to  the  opposition's  294. 
The  N.  C.  Pre-Flight  with  130  yards 
gained  most  against  the  Blue  Devils  and 
the  Carolina  Tar  Heels  with  -21  yards 
gained  found  Duke's  line  most  impen- 
etrable. In  the  category  of  first  downs, 
Duke  has  made  65  to  all  opponents'  total 
of  42. 

At  this  mid-season  point  on  the  sched- 
ule, there  is  considerable  question  regard- 
ing the  future  of  many  of  the  Navy  ;u 
Marine  V-12  enrollees.  Some  appear 
tain    to    be    moved    to    other    plaeSs    <»f   | 
service.     In  this  case,  Coach  Cameron  un- 
doubtedly will  have  to  use  a  nunibe*  of 
players    from    the    "White    Squad,    which  ^ 
to  date  has  not  lost  a  game.

Duke  Professors  Develop 
Blood  Serum  Treatments 

Efforts  to  render  blood  of  animals 
suitable  for  human  transfusions  are  being 
made  by  Professors  Frank  W.  Putnam 
and  Hans  Neurath,  of  Duke  University. 

In  a  paper  read  to  the  American  Chem- 
ical Society  recently,  it  was  pointed  out 
that  protein  molecules  have  a  coiled  struc- 
ture which  can  be  loosened  or  tightened 
by  suitable  manipulation  with  certain  or- 
ganic substances  such  as  urea  to  modify 
their  chemical  nature  and  hence  their 
disease-curing  effects. 

It  has  been  discovered  by  Drs.  Neu- 
rath and  Putnam,  in  experiments  on  ani- 
mals, that  various  proteins,  including 
blood  serums,  lose  their  shock-causing 
properties  after  such  treatment. 

Investigation  has  shown  that  synthetic 
soaps  are  most  effective  in  modifying  the 
chemical  nature  of  these  proteins.  Experi- 
ments are  under  way  to  learn  whether 
they  may  serve  as  a  means  of  treating 
blood  proteins  to  avoid  the  serum-sick- 
ness that  is  always  a  risk  in  immunizing 
sensitive  persons  against  certain  diseases. 

These  experiments,  conducted  in  lab- 
oratories at  Duke,  are  part  of  the  more 
general  problem  of  investigating  factors 
which  cause  proteins  to  produce  anti- 
bodies when  injected  into  human  beings 
for  therapeutic  purposes.

Hoeltje  Volume  Recently 
Issued  by  Duke  Press 

An  intimate,  everyday  life  picture  of 
one  of  the  richest  friendships  in  Ameri- 
can literature  is  revealed  in  Hubert 
Hoeltje's  "Sheltering  Tree,"  an  easily- 
read  narrative  recently  released  by  the 
Duke  University  Press. 

From  Coleridge's  metaphor,  "Friend- 
ship is  a  sheltering  tree,"  Hoeltje  has 
found  a  figure  of  speech  applicable  to  the 
warm  and  invaluable  friendship  of  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson  and  Amos  Bronson  Al- 
cott. While  Emerson  is  admittedly  the 
greater  man,  the  book  gives  new  stimulus 
to  Alcott,  not  only  as  a  powerful  influ- 
ence on  America's  leading  literary  figure, 
but  also  as  an  engaging  personality. 

The  book,  based  almost  solely  on  the 
diaries  and  letters  of  Emerson  and  Al- 
cott, forsakes  the  critical  and  intellectu- 
ally aloof  style  of  the  literary  critic  for 
a  warm,  emotional  type  of  writing  which 
adds  to  an  understanding  of  the  reality 
of  the  relationship  between  the  two  men. 

Alcott's  diaries  have  only  recently  been 
made  available  to  scholars,  and  these  have 
been  carefully  examined  by  the  author,  j 
This  is  also  the  first  biographical  study 
of  Emerson  to  use  Professor  Rusk's  "Let- 
ters of  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson."  This 
careful  research  into  the  inmost  thoughts 
and  ideas  of  these  men  has  done  much 
in  enabling  the  author  to.  permit  the 
characters  to  speak  their  own  thoughts,, 
"as  colored  by  their  own  feelings." 

Hubert  Hoeltje,  the  author,  is  Asso-  1 
ciate  Professor  of  English  at  the  State 
University  of  Iowa.  He  has  written 
numerous  articles  dealing  with  Emerson, 
Thoreau,  and  Alcott  which  have  appeared 
in  leading  literary  journals  and  historical 
publications.

N  flight  I  seek  and  find  fair  Heaven's  prize, 
As  free  of  care  I  skim  the  earth  below, 
And  speeding,  darting,  playing  learn  to  know 
The  freedom  God  created  in  the  skies. 
Scenes  only  Heaven  yields  can  thrill  these  eyes 
Which  from  on  high  have  seen  the  sunset's  glow, 
The  birth  of  stars  and  planets  row  on  row, 
And  beauties  God  to  earth-bound  man  denies. 
For  I  have  lived  with  birds  and  clouds  and  stars, 
And  shared  the  secrets  known  to  air-born  things, 
Soared  far  beyond  the  hold  of  man-made  bars, 
And  felt  vast  power  surging  through  my  wings.

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Letters  from  Duke  Alumni  in  the  Service 

Lt.  Bill  Suocom,  '43,  former  Glee  Club  member,  writes  from 
the  South  Pacific  as  follows: 

"A  lot  has  happened  since  I  left  Duke  and  many  is  the  time  I 
have  been  thinking  of  all  the  wonderful  times  I  had  there  and  every 
once  in  a  while  I  run  across  a  former  Duke  man  and  we  enjoy  old 
times  together.  On  the  boat  coming  across  I  spent  considerable 
time  with  T.  S.  Ryan,  a  former  Phi  Delt  in  the  class  of  '42.  He 
is  a  captain  in  the  Air  Corps  and  a  member  of  the  staff  of  an  Air 
Service  Group.  Aboard  ship  they  showed  the  film,  'Tobacco  Land,' 
and  Tom  and  I  had  an  enjoyable  time  watching  all  the  familiar 
sights  and  seeing  familiar  faces.  At  times  we  could  not  remember 
the  names  and  would  sit  and  argue  over  who  they  were  and  by 
the  time  we  were  through  we  had  covered  that  person's  history  at 
Duke  from  beginning  to  end.  Also  on  the  ship  was  T/5  Bob 
Stewart,  '42,  a  former  member  of  the  Glee  Club.  Bob  and  I  used 
to  sing  in  the  octet  together.  He  told  me  all  about  the  trips  they 
took  after  I  had  left  Duke,  and  about  'Bishop.' 

"Now  I  am  on  a  South  Pacific  isle.  Due  to  instructions,  I  am 
unable  to  say  which  one,  but  if  you  have  been  reading  the  news 
lately  you  can  pretty  nearly  guess.  There  has  been  a  lot  of  action 
going  on  not  too  far  from  here.  Anyway,  this  place  is  really  beau- 
tiful. It  is  hot  in  the  daytime  and  cool  at  nights.  The  palm  trees 
are  everywhere  and  coconuts  are  a  dime  a  dozen.  Bananas  grow 
in  the  hills  above  us  and  the  birds  are  more  beautiful  than  any 
I  have  ever  seen.  Last  Sunday  we  caught  a  'Bird  of  Paradise.' 
It  is  almost  like  the  peacock,  but  not  quite  as  large.  I  have  never 
seen  anything  with  such  coloring  in  my  life.  Aside  from  all  these 
beautiful  things,  there  are  always  a  few  items  that  keep  life  from 
being  perfect,  such  as  snakes,  lizards,  ants,  rain  and  more  rain 
and  even  more  mud.  Often  it  rains  for  days  and  the  mud  is  more 
than  knee  deep. 

"Many  are  the  times  that  I  sit  here  in  the  jungles  and  think  of 
all  the  things  that  happened  back  at  'Dear  Ole  Duke'.  You  can 
hardly  imagine  just  how  fine  such  memories  are.  Most  of  our 
ideals  and  ideas  were  formed  there  and  those  things  are  not  easily 
forgotten.  They  become  part  of  our  lives  and  in  the  remote  parts 
of  the  world  those  ideals,  ideas,  and  memories  mean  a  great  deal." 


Excerpt  from  a  letter  from  Sgt.  Graeme  Fraser,  '42,  who  is 
stationed  at  an  air  field  in  this  country : 

"I  miss  the  campus  in  the  fall.  I  loved  Duke  in  the  autumn — 
those  gorgeous  sunsets,  the  riot  of  color  in  the  forest,  the  atmosphere 
of  the  pseudo-Gothic,  the  chapel  tower  against  the  vivid  blue  of 
autumnal  Carolina  skies.  Bnjov  a  little  of  it  for  me  this  year,  will 
you?." 


Dudley  Moylan,  '43,  who  graduated  from  the  U.  S.  Midship- 
man's School  at  Notre  Dame  in  September  and  received  his 
commission  as  Ensign,  writes  from  Miami,  Fla.,  where  he  is 
receiving  further  training :

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Serving  the  Present,  Preparing  for  the  Future 


Educational  institutions  along  with  other  agencies 
face  two  responsibilities  at  the  present  time. 

One  is  to  use  their  facilities  and  resources  unstintedly 
and  wholeheartedly  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war  to  the 
end  that  the  principles  of  freedom  and  democracy  may 
be  permanently  preserved. 

The  other  is  to  look  ahead  to  the  future  immediately 
following'  the  global  conflict  now  in  progress,  and  to  the 
long  years  ahead,  with  a  view  to  rendering  the  largest 
possible  service  in  the  rebuilding  of  the  world  after  the 
war. 


There  is  nothing  inconsistent  in  these  two  responsi- 
bilities ;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  are  complementary  and 
necessary. 

It  would  be  a  fatal  mistake  for  any  educational  insti- 
tution to  look  forward  to  the  future  at  the  expense  of 
greatly  needed  participation  in  the  problems  of  today. 

It  would  be  equally  fatal  to  lose  sight  now  of  the  fact 
that  grave  problems  are  to  be  faced  after  the  war  and 
that  everything  possible  should  be  clone  now  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  meeting  of  those  problems  promptly  and 
adequately  when  the  fighting  incident  to  the  world  con- 
flict has  ceased. 


The  discharging  of  this  double  task  of  serving  the 
present  and  preparing  for  the  future  involves  difficulties 
from  time  to  time;  it  means  a  "speeding  up''  of  various 
processes  and  at  the  same  time  the  holding  up  of  high 
standards,  academically  and  spiritually ;  it  involves  some 
deprivations,  such  as  the  shortening  or  giving  up  entirely 
of  needed  vacations  from  time  to  time. 

But  it  is  being  done  willingly  and  cheerfully,  without 
any  feeling  that  it  involves  any  real  hardship. 

The  Register  would  pay  a  deserved  tribute  at  this 
point  to  faculty  and  students,  governing  officials  and 
employees  all  along  the  line,  for  the  spirit  in  which  they 
are  responding  to  the  calls  for  even  more  serious  and 
devoted  service  than  they  have  been  called  upon  to  render 
in  the  past. 


It  is  realized  that  these  are  unusual  times  and  that 
they  call  for  attitudes  and  actions  in  keeping  therewith. 

And  this  applies  in  a  very  real  sense  to  Duke  alumni 
wherever  they  may  be,  whether  on  fighting  fronts  around 
the  world,  or  in  army  camps  and  naval  stations  at  home, 
or  in  the  pursuit  of  projects  aiding  in  the  war  effort  while 
serving  in  civilian  capacities. 

Without  being  boastful,  we  feel  that  Duke  men  and 
women  have  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the  way  in  which 


the  constituency  of  the  University  is  meeting,  and  will 
continue  to  meet,  the  demands  of  an  exacting  situation. 


A  good  deal  has  been  said  in  the  Register  and  other- 
wise about  the  things  that  are  being  clone  in  the  further- 
ance of  the  war  effort. 

It  is  the  purpose  here  to  speak  briefly  of  the  other 
aspect  of  the  situation,  that  of  preparation  for  the  future 
that  lies  ahead. 

What  is  Duke  doing,  if  anything,  along-  this  line  ? 


Naturally  an  important  phase  of  any  program  of 
preparation  for  the  future  is  the  maintenance  of  the  most 
worth-while  things  of  the  present  in  such  condition  that 
the  best  possible  foundation  may  be  laid  for  the  days 
ahead. 

That  means,  among  other  things,  the  constant  effort 
to  keep  educational  and  spiritual  standards  at  a  high 
point  in  these  days  when  the  tendency  to  lower  standards 
is  ever  present. 

It  involves  the  constant  endeavor  to  maintain  agencies 
and  institutions  in  such  workable  condition  that  complete 
reorganization,  "starting  from  the  ground  up,"  so  to 
speak,  may  not  be  necessary  when  the  fighting  is  con- 
eluded. 

It  means  the  learning  of  all  the  lessons  that  may  be 
learned  from  the  trying  experiences  of  the  present  and 
the  mistakes  of  the  past  so  that  those  mistakes  may  not 
be  made  again. 

Then,  too,  there  is  the  urgent  necessity  of  making  a 
study  of  the  existing  situation,  educationally,  economi- 
cally, politically  and  otherwise,  so  that  reasonable  plans 
for  the  future  may  be  formulated  without  needless  delay 
when  the  opportunity  comes. 


As  far  as  an  alumni  program  is  concerned,  it  means 
the  keeping  as  nearly  intact  as  may  be  the  various  proc- 
esses and  techniques  of  such  a  program  in  spite  of  the 
natural  tendency  to  "let  down"  along  certain  lines  during 
times  of  stress  when  there  are  so  many  important  things 
to  be  done. 


"Education  as  usual"  is  no  more  to  be  expected  now 
than  "business  as  usual"  or  anything  else  as  usual. 

But  it  is  essential  to  do  everything  that  can  he  done 
consistent  with  the  utmost  effort  to  bring  the  war  to  a 
successful  conclusion,  so  as  to  reduce  as  far  as  possible 
the  extent  of  the  reconstruction  that  will  be  needed  later. 

And  that,  as  indicated  at  the  beginning,  is  just  what 
Duke  is  endeavoring  to  do.

Viscount  Halifax,  British  ambassador 
to  the  United  States,  will  speak  at  Duke 
University  on  the  evening  of  December  2. 

Invitation  to  the  British  statesman 
and  diplomat  to  appear  here  was  ex- 
tended by  President  Robert  L.  Flowers 
of  Duke  and  the  university  lectures  com- 
mittee. Governor  J.  Melville  Broughton 
and  Senator  Josiah  W.  Bailey  joined  in 
urging  the  Ambassador  to  visit  North 
Carolina. 

In  connection  with  his  lecture  engage- 
ment at  Duke,  Viscount  Halifax  will  have 
luncheon  in  Raleigh  with  Governor 
Broughton  and  will  be  accompanied  to 
Durham  by  the  governor. 

The  subject  of  Viscount  Halifax's  ad- 
dress will  be  announced  later.  It  is  as- 
sumed, however,  that  the  address  will  per- 
tain to  the  problems  that  confront  the 
allied  nations  both  now  and  those  that 
relate  to  the  post-war  era. 

Ambassador  to  Have  Bust  Day 

The  address  at  Duke  by  Viscount  Hali- 
fax will  be  at  7  :45  o'clock,  it  is  announced 
by  Dr.  R.  S.  Rankin,  chairman  of  the 
public  lectures  committee. 

Lord  Halifax  will  take  occasion  while 
he  is  in  the  state  to  visit  several  places 
of  interest.  Arriving  first  at  Raleigh 
about  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  British 
statesman  will  give  a  press  conference, 
will  be  greeted  by  Governor  J.  Melville 
Broughton  and  will  be  accompanied  by 
the  governor  for  a  visit  to  Chapel  Hill  to 
see  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

Returning  to  Raleigh,  Lord  Halifax 
will  have  luncheon  at  the  governor's  man- 
sion at  1  o'clock. 

Going  to  Duke  University  in  the  after- 
noon, with  Governor  and  Mrs.  Broughton, 
the  ambassador  will  find  a  busy  program 
awaiting  him,  including  a  tour  of  places 
of  interest  on  the  two  university  cam- 
puses. After  dinner  he  will  speak  in 
Page  auditorium. 

Presiding  over  the  evening  program 
will  be  Dr.  R.  S.  Rankin,  chairman  of 
the  Duke  public  lectures  committee. 
Governor  Broughton  has  been  invited  to 
have  a  place  on  the  program  and  to  ex- 
tend a  formal  welcome  to  the  ambassador 
in  behalf  of  the  State.  Dr.  Harvie 
Branscomb,  of  the  Duke  faculty,  editor 
of  The  American  Oxonian,  publication  of 


the  Rhodes  Scholars  in  this 
country,  will  present  the 
Ambassador. 

Returning  to  Raleigh 
shortly  after  his  address, 
Lord  Halifax  will  be  the 
overnight  guest  of  Governor 
and  Mrs.  Broughton.  Next 
morning  he  will  go  to  Wil- 
mington for  several  hours  to 
visit  the  North  Carolina 
Shipbuilding  Company. 

Distinguished  Career 

Viscount  Halifax  (Ed- 
ward Frederick  Lindley 
Wood)  has  been  outstanding 
in  British  public  life  for 
more  than  a  quarter-century, 
having  held  high  office  in 
every  government  ministry 
during  this  period.  During 
1926-31  he  was  viceroy  and 
governor  general  of  India. 
He  was  secretary  of  state 
for  war  in  1935  and  Lord 
Privy  Seal  during  1935-37. 
He  was  leader  of  the  House 
of  Lords  during  1935-38  and  Viscount 
secretary  of  state  for  foreign 
affairs  in  1938-40.  He  began 
his  ambassadorial  duties  in  Washington 
in  1940. 

One  of  the  secrets  of  Viscount  Hali- 
fax's great  success  as  a  representative 
abroad  of  the  British  Government  has 
been  his  ability  to  deal  directly  and 
frankly  with  issues  and  problems  of  re- 
lationship between  his  and  other  peoples. 

"He  is  the  only  man  I  can  depend  upon 
to  tell  me  what  he  thinks,"  Gandhi  is  re- 
ported once  to  have  said  of  Viscount 
Halifax. 

Viscount  Halifax  as  a  speaker  has  gen- 
erally impressed  American  audiences  by 
his  democratic  outlook  and  forthrightness 
in  attacking  current  world  questions. 

Until  he  came  to  this  country  in  Janu- 
ary 1941,  a  newly  appointed  ambassador, 
Lord  Halifax  had  always  enjoyed  com- 
parative privacy  in  his  varied  service  to 
his  country.  But  for  nearly  three  years 
he  has  been  'a  conspicuous  figure  in  the

glaring  American  spotlight  of  news  events 
and  special  occasions.  His  very  arrival 
broke  tradition,  for  President  Roosevelt 
went  by  boat  off  Annapolis  to  meet  Lord 
Halifax  on  the  warship  that  brought  him 
to  this  country,  the  H.M.S.  King  George 
V.  Ever  since  he  has  been  attending  con- 
ferences, visiting  war  industrial  plants, 
making  addresses,  christening  planes, 
launching  warships,  and  making  head- 
lines. 

He  has  served  both  countries  well,  his 
own  by  keeping  the  needs  of  Britain  be- 
fore all  Americans,  and  the  United  States 
by  accurately  gauging  the  thinking  of 
our  people  and  making  it  known  to 
Britons.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  Lord 
Halifax  is  not  coming  to  Duke  and  to 
North  Carolina  solely  to  expound  his 
views  on  international  affairs,  which  he 
will  do  brilliantly;  he  also  will  want  to 
find  out  what  the  people  of  North  Caro- 
lina are  thinking.

Dr.  D.  C.  Agnew  Is  Acting 
President  of  Coker  College 
This  Year 

Donald  C.  Agnew,  A.M.  '32,  Ph.D.  '36, 
assumed  his  duties  as  acting  President 
of  Coker  College,  Hartsville,  S.  C,  on 
September  1.  At  the  age  of  37,  he  is  one 
of  the  youngest  college  executives  in  the 
country. 

Dr.  Agnew  was  elected  acting  president 
of  Coker  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  after 
granting  a  year's  leave  of  absence  to 
President  C.  Sylvester  Green,  who  is  com- 
pleting the  requirements  for  his  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  at  Duke  and 
serving  as  adviser  in  religious  activities. 

Dr.  Agnew  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Coker  faculty  since  1937.  In  1938  he 
became  head  of  the  department  of  educa- 
tion and  psychology,  and  registrar.

Dean  Charles  L.  Raper,  '92,  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Business  Administration  of  Syra- 
cuse University,  retired  from  that  post 
on  September  1  after  a  service  of  25 
years.

He  was 
a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Plan- 
ning Council  from  1934  to  1941.  He  has 
written  books  and  articles  on  economic 
and  business  subjects.  He  took  charge 
of  the  College  of  Business  Administration 
at  Syracuse  shortly  after  its  establish- 
ment. At  the  outbreak  of  the  present 
war,  it  was  the  second  largest  college  in 
the  university.

Lt.  Larry  Bagwell,  '35,  Is 
Commended  Highly  by 
Secretary  of  the  Navy 

Lt.  (j'g)  Larry  E.  Bagwell,  '35,  of 
Raleigh,  was  recently  commended  by 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  Frank  Knox  for 
services  performed  on  a  recent  trans-At- 
lantic trip  of  the  merchant  vessel  on  which 
Bagwell  was  stationed.  Tribute  was  paid 
to  his  "courage,  endurance  and  devotion 
to  duty"  in  connection  with  the  incident. 

Lieutenant  Bagwell  entered  the  Navy 
in  July,  1942.  He  was  assigned  to  Armed 
Guard  centers  after  the  completion  of 
his  training  and  has  made  a  number  of 
trips  into  the  war  theaters  in  charge  of 
Navy  gun  crews  on  merchant  ships.  The 
text  of  Secretary  Knox's  commendation 
follows: 

''The  Department  has  been  informed  of 
your  valor  while  officer-in-charge  of  the 
armed  guard  aboard  a  United  States 
merchant  vessel  on  a  recent  trans- Atlantic 
trip.  From  reports  received  by  the  De- 
partment, it  appears  that  your  vessel  was 
subjected  to  heavy  and  continued  enemy 
submarine  and  air  attacks,  that  you  led 
your  men  with  vigor  to  combat  the  enemy 
and  that  the  ship  was  returned  to  port 
without  substantial  damage  to  material 
or  personnel. 

"For  the  courage,  endurance  and  devo- 
tion to  duty  displayed  during  this  voyage, 
you  are  hereby  commended." 

In  connection  with  the  commendation 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Command- 
er William  J.  Coakley,  of  the  Armed 
Guard  Center  at  Brooklyn,  added  these 
personal  words :  "Your  conduct  not  only 
reflects  great  credit  to  yourself  but  to  the 
entire  Armed  Guard  personnel." 

Lieutenant  Bagwell  received  his  degree 
from  Duke  in  1935.  Before  entering  the 
Navy  he  was  connected  with  his  father 
in  business  in  the  Bagwell  and  Bagwell 
Insurance  Agency.  He  was  formerly 
president  of  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  Raleigh.  He  is  the  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Bagwell  of  that  city.  His 
wife  is  the  former  Miss  Haseltine  Ship- 
man  of  Hendersonville.

The  individual  whose  memory  ive  honor, 
the  great  broad  stream  of  influence  he 
started  down  across  the  decades,  and  the 
personnel  of  this  assembly,  combine  to  in- 
spire my  deepest  appreciation  of  the 
honor  I  feel  in  attempting  the  address  of 
today.  We  are  gathered  here  to  recog- 
nize one  of  the  most  significant  adven- 
tures which  this  generation  has  witnessed. 
We  are  here  to  remember  with  gratitude 
to  God  the  service  of  one  whom  many  of 
us  have  loved  long  since  and  lost  a  while 
— "He  being  dead,  yet  speaketh."  Further- 
more, we  are  here  to  express  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Foundation  our  sense  of 
appreciation,  encouragement,  and  obliga- 
tion as  they  carry  forward  with  such  wis- 
dom and  success  this  great  enterprise.  I 
would  that  it  were  given  to  me  to  sum 
up  the  gratitude  which  throbs  in  the 
hearts  of  many,  many  people  throughout 
jfche  Carolinas  'and  have  these  gentlemen 
to  know  how  genuine  and  abiding  is  our 
appreciation. 

Our  Benefactor 

It  has  been  an  interesting  experience  to 
me  in  preparation  for  this  occasion  to 
look  more  carefully  into  the  qualities 
which  were  manifest  in  the  life  of  Mr. 
J.  B.  Duke.  His  personality,  his  back- 
ground, his  motivations,  and  the  areas  of 
his  successes  make  an  exceedingly  inter- 
esting study.  He  came  from  an  humble 
origin,  but  it  was  that  origin  which  has 
made  America  great.  He  created  one  of 
the  greatest  fortunes  this  country  has 
'seen.  With  indefatigable  toil,  with  de- 
termination of  purpose,  and  with  keen- 
ness of  mind,  he  pressed  on  and  on  in 
the  building  of  a  tremendous  industrial 
structure.  That  accomplishment  in  itself 
manifested  many  qualities  of  sagacity  and 
strength. 

While  no  reasonable  person  could  dis- 
count that  accomplishment,  we  will  likely 
agree  that  our  benefactor  will  not  be 
remembered  chiefly  by  what  he  amassed. 
Other  persons  have  built  great  fortunes 
and  moved  off  the  scene  only  to  be  for- 
gotten after  a  few  decades.  The  years 
will  add  another  testimony  to  the  truth 
of  that  great  principle,  "It  is  more  blessed 
to  give  than  to  receive."  For  more  than 
three-quarters  of  a  century  the  name  by 
which   the  most   conspicuous  building  on 


the  Davidson  College  Campus  is  known 
has  borne  quiet  but  eloquent  testimony  to 
this  principle.  Maxwell  Chambers,  a 
great  merchant  of  Salisbury,  too,  had 
amassed  what  was  then  considered  a  great 
fortune.  His  name  was  known  far  and 
wide  through  our  section  of  the  Nation. 
He  decided  to  give  approximately  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  to  a  strug- 
gling institution  for  the  education  of 
young  men — an  institution  whose  life  was 
to  be  thrown  into  the  balance  within  less 
than  a  decade  by  the  Civil  War.  I  am 
told  that  now  you  will  look  in  vain  for 
any  remaining  trace  of  his  commercial 
structure,  and  that  only  in  what  he  has 
given  away  has  his  name  lived  to  be  called 
blessed. 

America  has  been  exceedingly  fortunate 
in  the  number  and  character  of  the  in- 
dividuals who  have  arisen  from  time  to 
time  to  lift  the  standards  for  varying 
groups,  and  to  support  the  work  of  great 
unselfish  institutions.  Dr.  John  Henry 
Jowett  once  said,  "It  is  fortunate  for 
society  that  every  age  has  possessed  a  few 
minds  which  are  perpetually  disturbed 
over  the  apparent  inequalities  of  man- 
kind." Jane  Addams  has  added  in  the 
same  vein,  "One's  faith  is  kept  alive  as 
one  occasionally  meets  a  realized  ideal  in 
better  human  relations."  The  design  and 
generosity  of  Mr.  Duke  is  one  of  the 
bright  chapters  in  the  American  record  of 
a  clear  vision  of  opportunity  and  duty 
and  of  a  wisely  planned  philanthropy. 

One  cannot  but  be  deeply  impressed 
with  the  painstaking  thoroughness  with 
which  Mr.  Duke  planned  his  benefactions. 
Mr.  William  R.  Perkins,  his  Attorney, 
has  said  that  for  ten  years — years  of  blood 
and  sweat  and  tears  during  World  War 
No.  1,  with  the  future  all  uncertain — he 
was  earnestly  considering  and  planning 
for  the  erection  of  his  great  Foundation. 
We  are  told  that  no  architect  could  have 
taken  more  time  or  pains,  thinking  of 
every  detail  of  a  noble  structure,  than  did 
our  great  benefactor  in  thinking  through 
and  planning  this  great  Foundation.  Tt  is 
perfectly  clear,  therefore,  that  The  Duke 
Foundation  was  no  deathbed  inspiration. 
This  great  adventure  was  not  decided  upon 
when  his  grasp  was  being  loosed  from  the 
things   of  this   earth  by  an   approaching 


end.  It  grew  out  of  a  sound  philosophy 
which  he  had  formulated  in  his  own  think- 
ing. Behind  this  plan  there  is  extraordi- 
nary wisdom  and  sense  of  fine  balance. 
There  appeared  a  most  illuminating  arti- 
cle in  one  of  our  leading  magazines  a  few 
years  ago  entitled  "Frozen  Funds  in  Dead 
Hands."  It  cited  in  appalling  particu- 
lars great  bequests  which  are  practically 
frozen  and  useless  because  of  the  limitless 
restrictions  which  were  set  up  by  the 
donors  in  an  effort  to  control  the  detailed 
use  of  their  gifts  beyond  their  ability  to 
understand.  While  living  in  Kentucky 
some  years  ago  my  attention  was  brought 
to  such  a  bequest  which  had  been  made 
air-tight  for  the  sole  purpose  of  buying 
feed  for  the  pastor's  horse.  The  day  had 
soon  dawned  when  the  pastor  had  no 
horse.  It  took  cautious  action  of  the  Court 
— with  considerable  hesitation  too — to  rule 
that  the  upkeep  of  a  pastor's  automobile 
would  be  a  reasonable  substitute.  Mr.  Duke 
evidently  believed  in  the  character  and  in- 
telligence of  those  who  would  administer 
his  bequests,  and  who  would  seek  in  rapid- 
ly changing  times  to  make  the  largest  use 
of  his  gifts.  A  further  study  will  show 
the  fine  balance  of  this  Foundation  in 
its  provision  for  the  body,  the  mind,  and 
the  spirit.  He  took  clearly  into  account 
the  physical,  the  mental,  and  the  spiritual 
needs  of  mankind. 

Consequently,  we  see  our  hospitals,  our 
schools  and  colleges,  and  our  churches,  as 
grateful  recipients  of  his  bounty.  In  the 
orphanages,  the  schools,  and  the  super- 
annuated ministers'  funds  we  see  the  reach 
of  his  interest  from  childhod  to  the  grave. 
Nor  was  he  narrowed  in  his  thinking  by  a 
single  creed.  The  institutions  of  various 
Christian  denominations  are  grateful  for 
his  confidence  and  breadth  of  vision ;  and, 
to  add  yet  a  further  citation — one  which 
should  be  noted  with  peculiar  interest  in 
these  troublous  days — he  did  not  confine 
himself  to  the  needs  of  one  race.  He 
recognized    in    the    Carolinas    two    races

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who  work  side  by  side  and  who  are  mu- 
tually dependent.  He  was  wise  enough 
and  good  enough  to  see  that  it  was  neither 
right  nor  practical  that  one  race  should 
develoia  while  the  other  lagged  miles  be- 
hind. Thus  we  can  clearly  see  as  the 
years  go  by,  and  this  great  beneficence 
bears  its  wholesome  fruit,  the  extraordi- 
nary wisdom  and  the  symmetrical  propor- 
tions which  went  into  the  building  of  this 
great  structure.  Here  was  a  great  ad- 
venture in  the  realm  of  social  service — an 
adventure  unique  in  the  whole  history  of 
philanthropy.  This  is  the  principle  which 
is  partly  contemplated  in  present-day  tax 
laws  by  which  individuals  are  taxed  for 
surplus  earnings.  It  is  quite  another 
matter,  however,  to  lay  it  down  as  a  prin- 
ciple of  industrial  responsibilty.  Mr. 
Duke  is  quoted  as  having  said:  "A  share 
of  the  profits  of  the  industries  of  a  State 
should  support  the  philanthropies  of  a 
State." 

And,  now,  a  reference  to  the  Trustees 
who  are  our  guests  today.  We  would 
gratefuly  recognize,  gentlemen,  that  there 
is  committed  to  your  hands  and  hearts  a 
truly  great  enterprise.  It  is  your  re- 
sponsibility to  work  at  the  sources  of  this 
great  beneficence  and  to  see  much  of  its 
blessing  to  humanity  applied  by  others. 
There  is  a  vicarious  element  in  your  ad- 
ministration. It  is  given  some  of  us  who 
labor  in  areas  which  have  been  so  greatly 
strengthened  by  this  Foundation  to  see 
first-hand  the  fruitage  of  it.  I  could  wish 
it  were  possible  for  you  more  often  and 
more  constantly  to  feel  the  impact,  the 
meaning,  and  the  true  worth  of  the  Foun- 
dation to  hundreds  and  thousands  of  peo- 
ple in  our  area  and  beyond. 

I  am  reminded  of  a  story  which  was 
told  me  by  Mary  Bethune,  one  of  the 
greatest  Negro  women  of  America.  She 
is  the  President  of  a  strong  College  at 
Daytona  Beach,  Florida.  She  said  in  the 
beginning  of  her  venture  she  had  nothing 
but  an  old  vacant  store  building  and  some 
goods  boxes  as  equipment.  She  saw  the 
opportunity  and  she  longed  for  the  day 
when  she  might  adequately  meet  it.  Her 
attention  was  called  to  the  kindly  pres- 
ence in  the  community  rf  Mr.  Gamble  of 
the  firm  of  Proctor  &  Gamble.  With  a 
great  deal  of  faith  and  an  equal  amount 
of  hesitation  she  made  an  engagement  to 
see  him  and  tell  him  about  her  aspirations. 
After  she  had  presented  her  case,  to  which 
he  had  listened  with  patience,  he  said  to 
her  quite  directly,  "Now  what  is  it  you 
want  me  to  do  ?"  She  was  moved  to  say, 
"I  want  you,  Mr.  Gamble,  to  be  a  trustee 
of  my  school."     "A  trustee,"  he  replied, 


"a  trustee  of  what!"  Her  answer  cap- 
tured his  imagination  and  his  assistance. 
"I  want  you  to  be  a  trustee  of  what  I  have 
in  mind  to  do  for  my  people."  It  seems  to 
me  that  that  word  is  expressive  of  what 
you  gentlemen  are  called  upon  to  do.  One 
whose  voice  is  now  stilled  has  committed 
to  you  a  great  and  far-reaching  respon- 
sibility to  be  a  trustee  of  what  he  had  in 
mind  to  do  for  his  people.  The  influence 
of  this  enterprise  on  the  life  of  the  South 
would  be  difficult  to  measure.  These 
causes  which  you  administer  are  not  end- 
ing in  themselves.  They  are  feeding  daily 
into  the  life  blood  of  the  communities,  the 
counties,  the  states,  and  the  nation.  The 
health  of  our  people,  the  intelligence,  the 
happiness  and  the  character,  the  religious 


forces — all  of  these  are  being  fed  by  the 
great  spring  which  you  control. 

In  conclusion,  and  for  your  encourage- 
ment, let  me  say  that  in  a  sense  we  are 
all  his  trustees.  Those  of  us  who  seek 
to  administer  the  institutions  and  those 
who  in  their  lives  are  the  beneficiaries  of 
this  Foundation,  must  stand  with  you  in 
a  sense  of  sacred  obligation.  We  must 
do  our  job  better  because  we  have  been 
trusted.  We  must  seek  to  see  to  it  that 
our  entire  generation  stands  worthy,  or 
else  most  certainly  loses  the  benefits.  I 
take  pride  and  have  conviction  in  assur- 
ing you  that  we  will  not  dare  to  accept 
these  benefits  of  the  Foundation  you  ad- 
minister as  a  substitute  for  diligence,  de- 
votion and  dedication.

Dr.  Francis  M.  Hasbrouck,  assistant 
professor  of  Romance  Languages  in  Duke 
University,  died  in  Montevideo,  Uruguay, 
on  Friday,  October  29,  after  a  brief  ill- 
ness. He  had  been  serving  there  for 
more  than  a  year  as  special  assistant  to 
the  American  Ambassador.  An  intestinal 
malady  resulted  in  his  death  at  the  age 
of  40." 

He  was  a  native  of  New  York  state. 
In  his  earlier  life  he  had  some  interesting 
experiences  as  a  world  traveler.  Later 
he  received  a  bachelor's  degree  in  lan- 
guages at  Johns  Hopkins  University.  He 
then  became  a  reporter  for  the  Baltimore 
Sun,  a  year  later  returning  to  Johns  Hop- 
kins, where  he  had  been  awarded  a  fel- 
lowship in  languages.  He  was  a  stu- 
dent and  instructor  at  Hopkins  from  1929 
to  1933,  receiving  the  doctorate  of  phi- 
losophy in  languages.  Previous  to  receiv- 
ing his  degree  he  was  given  a  year's  leave 
of  absence  to  attend  the  Sorbonne  in 
France.  There  he  met  Miss  Anne  Sher- 
lock McKewen,  member  of  an  old  Mary- 
land family,  and  they  were  married  in 
1931. 

Dr.  Hasbi'ouek  came  to  Duke  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  in  1933  and  had  served 
in  that  capacity  ever  since,  receiving  a 
leave  of  absence  about  a  year  ago  to 
undertake  work  for  the  government.  He 
was  the  author  of  articles  appearing  in 
language  publications  and  compiled,  with 
Professor  Reid,  of  the  Duke  faculty,  a 
Spanish  grammar.  He  also  devised  a 
new  system  of  language  teaching. 


Dr.  Hasbrouck  is  survived  by  Mrs. 
Hasbrouck  and  their  six-year-old  daugh- 
ter, Carroll,  who  were  with  him  when 
the  end  came,  and  by  five  sisters:  Mrs. 
John  Palen,  of  Stonebridge,  N.  T. ;  Miss 
Ann  Hasbrouck,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and 
Mrs.  Earl  Slocum,  Mrs.  Louis  Skillman 
and  Mrs.  Lillian  Westfall,  of  Elmira, 
N.  Y. 


Says  Japanese  Masses  Must 
Be  Free  to  Insure  Peace 

Freedom  for  popular  movements  of  the 
masses,  separation  of  Shintoism  from 
militarism,  and  suppression  of  the  mili- 
tary caste,  are  mentioned  among  the  pos- 
sible elements  which  might  make  for  a 
peaceable  post-war  Japan  by  Professor 
Alban  G.  Widgery  in  an  article  on  "In- 
fluences for  Peaceful  Organization  in 
Postwar  Japan"  in  the  October  issue  of 
the  South  Atlantic  Quarterly,  published 
by  the  Duke  University  Press. 

Dr.  Widgery,  professor  of  philosophy 
at  Duke,  has  been  a  student  of  oriental 
life  and  thought  for  25  years.  He  lived 
for  eight  years  in  India  and  carried  on 
research  in  Japanese  and  Chinese  sub- 
jects at  the  Oriental  Institute,  University 
of  Hawaii,  in  1940.

The  list  of  Duke  alumni  who  have  died 
in  the  service  of  the  nation  during  the 
Second  World  War  has  reached  a  total 
of  37.  Several  of  these  have  been  re- 
ported since  the  list  of  deceased  was  pub- 
lished in  The  Register. 


Pvt.  S.  Edwin  Mattox,  '33 
Pvt.  Samuel  E.  Mattox,  '33,  of  Durham, 
recently  died  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
where  he  was  held  as  a  prisoner  of  war 
by  the  Japanese.  A  message  announcing 
the  death  was  received  in  August  by  his 
brother,  W.  R.  Mattox,  also  a  Duke 
alumnus,  from  the  War  Department. 

Private  Mattox  volunteered  for  the 
Army  Air  Force  in  April,  1941.  He 
was  sent  to  the  Philippines  a  month  be- 
fore Pearl  Harbor  was  attacked.  The 
last  message  received  by  his  family  prior 
to  the  news  of  his  death  was  a  cable- 
gram December  24,  1941.  News  was  re- 
ceived in  May,  1942,  that  he  was  missing 
in  action.  In  April,  1943,  word  came  that 
he  was  being  held  a  prisoner  of  war  by 
the  Japanese. 


killed  August  17  in  the  air  raid  over 
Regenburg,  Germany,  according  to  a  War 
Department  message  recently  received  by 
the  family  in  Maplewood,  N.  J. 

Announcement  had  been  made  early  in 
October  by  the  War  Department  that 
Lieutenant  Sommers  was  "missing  in  ac- 
tion" in  the  European  area.  He  was  a 
bomber  pilot. 

A  letter  received  from  a  friend  of  Lieu- 
tenant Sommers  in  the  Air  Force  said 
that  he  had  been  missing  since  August 
and  that  he  saw  his  plane  shot  down 
in  a  raid.  He  added  that  he  would  not 
be  surprised  to  see  him  back  in  camp 
any   day. 

Lieutenant  Sommers,  who  was  27  years 
old,  went  overseas  in  May.  His  wings 
and  commission  were  received  at  Max- 
well Field,  Ala.  He  graduated  at  Co- 
lumbia High  School,  later  receiving  his 
degree  from  Duke  University.  His 
brother,  Otho,  recently  received  his  wings 
as  pilot  in  the  Army  Air  Forces.  Besides 
his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  B.  Som- 
mers, and  brother,  Otho,  two  sisters  sur- 
vive, Mrs.  Robert  J.  Zipse  (Suzanne 
Sommers* ''40),  of  Fort  Benning,  Ga., 
and   Mrs.   Robert   Green,   of   Maplewood.

Funeral  services  for  Ensign  Elizabeth 
Irene  Seay,  A.M.  '40,  who  was  killed 
October  22  in  an  airplane  crash  near 
Goltry,  Okla.,  were  held  at  her  home, 
Richmond,  Va. 

At  the  time  of  her  death  she  was  at- 
tached to  the  Norman,  Okla.,  Naval  Air 
Station.  She  enlisted  in  the  WAVES 
last  February,  receiving  her  officer  train- 
ing at  Mt.  Holyoke  College,  Mass.,  and 
being  first  stationed  at  Jacksonville,  Fla. 
At  Norman  she  served  as  assistant  ship 


Ensign  Seay  received  her  A.M.  degree 
from  Duke  in  September,  1940,  her  major 
study  being  history.

Ensign  George  East,  '42,  was  lost  on 
September  12  when  his  ship,  the  Navajo, 
was  sunk  in  the  South  Pacific. 

A  letter  received  recently  from  one 
of  his  shipmates  by  his  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  A.  East,  Raphine,  Va.,  stated 
that  the  torpedo  which  hit  the  ship  struck 
just  about  midnight  directly  beneath  the 
officers'  quarters.  The  explosion  was 
heavy  and  the  ship  sank  rapidly.  He 
added : 

"I  am  sure  George  never  knew  what 
happened.  We  were  to  have  reached  our 
destination  at  an  advanced  base  next 
day  and  George  went  to  bed  perfectly 
happy." 

The  Alumni  Office  received  a  letter 
from  Ensign  East  on  September  10,  the 
letter  being  dated  August  26.  In  closing 
his  letter  he  said :  "There  is  really  no 
other  news  to  write  because  nothing  ex- 
citing ever  happens.  This  place  is  just 
as  quiet  and  inactive  as  the  'Dope  Shop' 
between    classes." 

He  was  commissioned  as  Ensign  De- 
cember 2,  1942.  In  a  letter  received  in 
the  Alumni  Office,  dated  September  17, 
1942,  he  said: 

"I  can't  make  myself  believe  that  Duke 
has  started  another  year.  Also,  I  can't 
convince  myself  that  I  don't  belong  back 
there  with  everyone  else,  but  I  get  a  great 
deal  of  consolation  out  of  the  fact  that 
I   am  one  of   the  fortunate   ones  in   the 
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armed  services.  I  say  this  not  ironically, 
but  truthfully,  for  I  feel  it  an  honor  now 
to  be  affiliated  with  some  branch  of  the 
fighting-  forces  and  I  think  everyone  else 
should  feel  the  same !  The  work  here  is 
hard  and  strenuous,  but  so  is  the  war." 

While  at  Duke,  Ensign  East  was  a 
member  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity 
and  prominent  in  campus  activities.

Two  more  Duke  alumni  in  the  armed 
services  have  been  reported  "missing  in 
action." 

Capt.  Theron  Hart  (Ted)  Brown,  III, 
'39 

Captain  Theron  H.  (Ted)  Brown,  '39, 
whose  poem,  "In  Flight,"  appears  on 
the  cover  page  of  the  Register  this 
month,  has  been  reported  as  "missing  in 
action"  somewhere  in  the  Solomon  Islands 
region,  according  to  information  received 
from  the  Navy  Department  by  his  mother, 
Mrs.  T.  H.  Brown,  of  Jackson  Heights, 
Long  Island,  N.  Y.  He  was  listed  in 
July  as  having  shot  down  three  Japanese 
planes. 

Captain  Brown,  who  was  quite  active 
in  campus  affairs  at  Duke,  was  employed 
by  the  Home  Insurance  Company  in  New 
York  before  enlisting  in  the  Navy.  He 
was  honor  man  in  his  cadet  aviation  class. 

The  news  of  Captain  Brown's  note- 
worthy achievement  in  July  was  received 
just  24  hours  before  Lieutenant  General 
Holcomb  wired  his  mother  that  her  son 
was  missing.  As  a  Marine  aviator  he  had 
seen  action  in  many  engagements. 

Captain  Brown  enlisted  in  the  Naval 
Reserve  in  June,  1941.  In  December  he 
was  selected  as  honor  man  in  the  flight 
training  class  at  the  Naval  Reserve  Avia- 
tion Base  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  His  training 
was  continued  at  Pensacola,  Fla.

Duke  Pre 'Nursing 
Class  Begins  Work 

A  new  class  of  Duke  University's  pre- 
nursing  school  has  begun  its  activities 
with  85  prospective  nurses  registered  for 
the  11-week  course. 

The  course  has  been  designed  for  stu- 
dents who,  because  of  lacking  certain  re- 
quired courses  in  college  work,  are  not 
ready  for  the  Nursing  School.  The  en- 
tire class  should  be  ready  to  enter  Nurs- 
ing School  in  January,  at  which  time  stu- 
dents who  have  the  required  college  cred- 
its may  also  enroll. 

Forty-six  of  those  in  the  new  class  in- 
tend to  enter  Nursing  School  in  connec- 
tion with  the  United  States  Cadet  Nurses' 
Corps.  Those  in  this  corps  are  given  their 
nursing  training  by  the  government,  and, 
upon  graduation,  they  will  enter  military 
service.

(Following  is  the  final  message  by  Dean 
W.  H.  Wannamaker  to  graduates  of 
Duke  University  upon  whom  degrees 
were  conferred  at  the  Autumn  Com- 
mencement, Monday,  October  25.  Dean 
Wannamaker  presided  at  the  graduating 
exercises  in  the  absence  of  President  K. 
L.  Flowers,  who  was  attending  a  meeting 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Duke  Endowment 
in  New  York.) 

You  Have  the  unique  distinction  of  be- 
ing graduated  in  an  official  Commence- 
ment in  October — so  far  as  I  know  this  is 
the  first  time  such  a  thing  has  happened 
here.  But  Commencement,  whenever  it 
may  come,  will  always  have  its  deep 
meaning.  Today  we  all  feel  this  keenly, 
all  the  more  since  we  realize  what  it  sig- 
nifies for  most  of  you.  You  will  soon 
become,  even  more  directly  than  you  have 
been  here,  integral  members  of  the  huge 
force  marshalled  in  tremendous  ramifi- 
cations to  prosecute  the  great  struggle 
in  which  our  country  and  its  allies  are 
desperately  engaged  to  save  the  best  we 
have  had  and  to  advance  strong  outposts 
in  man's  age-old  pioneering  into  the  realm 
of  the  better  and  the  best. 

Horrible  and  terrible  as  wars  have 
always  been,  and  unspeakably  more 
dreadful  as  each  succeeding  one  becomes 
when  the  forces  of  right  gird  themselves 
to  halt  the  powers  of  evil,  we  must  have 
unshakable  faith  in  the  ultimate  triumph 
of  good, — stronger  resolve  than  ever  that 
this  world  of  human  beings  shall  become 
the  home  of  a  united  humanity,  held  to- 
gether by  devotion  to  the  best  it  knows 
and  continues  to  learn. 

You  beloved  youth,  as  those  of  other 
generations  similarly  shoved  into  catastro- 
phes not  of  your  making,  naturally  ask : 
Is  it  the  fate  of  youth  periodically  to  be 
cast  into  burning  furnaces  as  sacrifices 
to  the  god  of  war  in  his  sway  over  the 
mind  and  heart  of  man?  And  must  we 
be  deluded  each  time  with  a  vain  hope 
that  this  is  the  last,  the  final  great  strug- 
gle! Must  the  mothers  of  men  forever 
face  the  unspeakable  dread  that  their 
children,  simply  because  thev  are  human 
beings,  are  fated  to  die  on  land  and  sea 
merely  because  evil-minded  men  decree 
it?  If  that  is  the  fate  of  mankind,  then 
were  it  not  better  that  mankind  pass  out 
and  give  place  to  some  other  order? 

We  are  now  more  than  ever,  I  believe. 


intelligently  and  morally  determined  that 
this  shall  not  be.  If  we  can  carry  through 
our  determination,  if  we  can  marshal  and 
hold  the  will  of  a  united  humanity  for  a 
world  devoted  to  the  happiness  of  all 
men,  to  rights  and  privileges  inalienable 
to  all,  we  can  achieve  our  great  purpose. 

For  our  God  of  the  universe  assures 
us  in  unmistakable  evidence  that  there  is 
a  way  to  reach  our  goal — only  we  human 
beings  have  refused  to  recognize  or  to 
follow  the  light.  We  have  long  known 
that  in  the  great  physical  world  law  is 
supreme  and  inviolate;  we  have  discov- 
ered much  of  this  law,  and  are  using  even 
this  incomplete  knowledge  for  our  safety 
and  to  our  physical  benefit.  We  see  the 
great  heavenly  bodies  always  subject  to 
law,  held  in  place  for  countless  ages  by 
law.  We  can  predict  to  the  fraction  of 
a  second  their  positions  in  the  universe 
over  thousands  of  years  simply  because 
we  know  the  law  that  governs  them.  If 
by  any  unknown  force  they  should  fail  to 
follow  the  law  of  their  being,  there  would 
be  a  convulsion  beyond  our  comprehen- 
sion. And,  too,  the  tiniest  particle  of 
matter,  infinitely  smaller  than  scientists 
of  a  few  years  ago  dreamed  of  as  the 
fundamental  material  of  which  all  matter 
consists,  is  obedient  to  known  law  and 
cannot  be  otherwise.  And  there  is  also 
an  eternal  law  in  the  moral  world  that 
governs  human  relations;  only  we  human 
beings  are  given  the  choice  to  obey  or 
disobey,  with  the  inevitable  resulting  con- 
sequences. Simply  because  we  surely 
will  to  survive,  we  must  at  the  close  of 
this  war  obey  this  supreme  law  of  human 
relationships, — man  with  man,  nation 
with  nation,  race  with  race,  continent 
with  continent.  Poets  and  philosophers, 
seers  and  prophets,  good  men  everywhere 
in  dreams  and  visions  have  sensed  this 
law  and  for  ages  have  proclaimed  it  in 
word  and  deed.  It  is  as  evident  and  as 
eternal  as  are  the  laws  of  the  physical 
world ;  its  violation  brings  as  surely  dis- 
aster as  does  violation  of  any  other  law 
of  God.  Obedience  to  it  is  as  surely 
beneficent. 

Will  man  recognize  and  be  guided  by 
this  truth?  Only  his  free  will  is  the 
determining  factor  in  his  decision.  The 
choice  is  his.  He  has,  alas!  through 
chosen  leaders  in  all  ages  elected  fool- 
ishly,   blindly,    calamitously.      But    only 


when  man,  not  this  or  that  little  group 
of  men,  whether  they  be  evil  despots, 
selfish  groups,  or  misguided  nations — 
when  mankind  chooses  to  live  together  in 
accordance  to  law — not  man-made  law, 
but,  if  you  please,  divine  law — then  the 
hoped  for  warless  ages  will  come — they 
will  be  inevitable,  made  so  by  obedience 
to  the  higher  will.  Will  human  beings 
ever  learn? 

In  moments  like  these,  when  men  and 
women  are  leaving  college  to  engage  in 
high  adventure,  it  is,  I  feel,  not  out  of 
place  to  emphasize  the  highest  of  all  our 
yeanlings  and  our  needs — Glory  to  God 
in  the  highest,  good  will  to  all  mankind! 
May  each  of  you  stand  steadfast  in  the 
noblest  and  highest  faith  he  has  acquired 
in  home  and  here  at  our  Alma  Mater! 
We  believe  in  you,  we  bless  you,  we  go 
in  spirit  with  you,  we  will  suffer  with 
you,  and  we  will  rejoice  when  you  re- 
joice ! 


Monograph  Published  by- 
Duke  Press  Deals  with 
Teaching  of  Arithmetic 

A  monograph  dealing  with  the  teaching 
of  arithmetic  in  grades  three  to  five,  and 
embodying  the  results  of  research  and 
analysis  carried  on  during  the  past  year 
and  a  half  by  Professor  W.  A.  Brownell 
and  his  graduate  students  in  educational 
psychology,  was  released  recently  by  the 
Duke  University  Press. 

The  monograph  deals  primarily  with 
the  learning  and  teaching  of  multiplica- 
tion. It  was  discovered  that  multiplica- 
tion, far  from  being  a  simple  thing,  pre- 
sents many  different  problems  to  different 
children.  At  least  eleven  different  ways 
of  learning  the  multiplication  combina- 
tions were  found  being  used  by  school 
children. 

The  experiment  consisted  in  having 
certain  teachers  emphasize  a  meaningful 
approach  to  multiplication,  in  contrast  to 
a  mechanical  sort  of  drill.  The  results 
showed  that  the  children  learned  more 
rapidly  under  this  method,  that  they  made 
fewer  mistakes,  and  that  after  a  lapse 
of  time  they  had  abandoned  their  various 
other  methods  in  favor  of  this  one. 

An  intensive  study  was  made  in  two 
schools  in  Raleigh  and  two  in  Burlington. 
The  work  was  then  expanded  to  include 
nineteen  different  school  systems  in  eight 
states.  Tests  and  interviews  were  given 
to  more  than  four  thousand  pupils.  The 
data  were  analyzed  with  reference  to 
many  factors  in  addition  to  the  experi- 
mental one. 
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Edwin  C.  Gill,  '15,  now  State  Commis- 
sioner of  Revenue  and  formerly  Commis- 
sioner of  Paroles,  is  a  Duke  alumnus  who 
is  receiving  much  praise  for  the  work 
he  is  accomplishing  now  in  his  new  posi- 
tion as  well  as  for  what  he  did  before 
in  the  handling  of  the  vitally  important 
matter  of  paroles.  His  activities  in  both 
positions  have  attracted  widespread  at- 
tention. Incidentally,  it  may  be  said  that 
no  little  of  the  credit  for  a  state  parole 
system  which  has  met  with  nation-wide 
approbation  is  due  to  his  efforts  along 
that  line  while  Commissioner  of  Paroles. 

With  particular  reference  to  the  work 
done  by  him  in  his  former  position,  the 
following  editorial  extract  from  a  recent 
bulletin  of  the  American  Parole  Associa- 
tion is  sure  to  be  of  interest  to  readers 
of  the  Register.  The  editorial  appeared  in 
the  October,  1943,  issue  under  the  cap- 
tion, "Profile  of  a  Former  President" : 

"Edwin  Gill,  now  Commissioner  of  Rev- 
enue in  North  Carolina,  but  formerly 
Commissioner  of  Paroles,  is  that  happy 
combination,  a  first-class  administrator 
who  never  for  a  moment  forgets  the  hu- 
man equation.  These  two  qualities  of 
efficiency  plus  sympathetic  insight  are  the 
essentials  of  leadership  in  our  field,  for 
technique  can  be  sterile  and  sentiment 
futile  when  either  one  stands  alone.  The 
wagon  must  be  hitched  to  the  star. 

"Mr.  Gill's  skill  in  administration  is 
attested  by  his  rapid  rise  to  eminence  in 
his  state  government  and  by  the  faith 
which  led  Governor  J.  Melville  Broughton 
to  call  on  him  a  year  ago  to  restore  order 
and  prestige  to  the  Department  of  Rev- 
enue at  a  critical  moment  in  the  State's 
financial  history.  By  the  end  of  his  first 
year  in  office  the  department  had  col- 
lected the  largest  amount  of  revenue  in 
its  history,  tax  evasions  were  reduced  to 
a  minimum  and  loose  methods  of  rebate 
eliminated,  leading  the  Charlotte  Observer 
to  call  the  period  '.  .  .  the  most  fruitful 
and  phenomenal,  from  a  standpoint  of 
tax  ingathering,  in  the  history  of  the 
commonwealth.'  .  .  . 

"His  education  and  experience  con- 
tribute directly  to  his  administrative  skill. 
After  a  brief  spell  with  the  Student  Army 
Training     Corps    in    1918,    he    had    his 


legal  education  at  Trinity  College — now 
Duke  University — where  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Sigma  Nil  Phi  and  later  an  hon- 
orary member  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1924  and 
practiced  law  in  Laurinburg  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  of  Gibson  and  Gill.  ... 

"Governor  J.  C.  B.  Ehringhaus  ap- 
pointed him  in  1933  North  Carolina's 
first  Commissioner  of  Paroles.  The  initial 
appropriation  was  small,  but  in  1935  the 
legislature  showed  its  confidence  by  vot- 
ing a  more  generous  budget  and  he  was 
given  a  free  hand  to  lay  the  foundations 
for  the  present  system  which,  the  Greens- 
boro Daily  News  commented  when  he 
left  ' — brought  the  North  Carolina  pa- 
roles system  from  almost  nothing  to  the 
present  high  standard  it  enjoys  through- 
out the  nation.' 

"Though  focussing  his  attention  on  pa- 
role, Mr.  Gill  was  always  able  to  view  it 
objectively  in  its  relation  to  state  govern- 
ment as  a  whole. 

"While  his  efficiency  placed  the  North 
Carolina  parole  system  in  a  leading  posi- 
tion nationally,  it  is  for  his  humanitarian 
interest  in  the  offender  and  his  ability  to 


interpret  this  to  the  layman,  that  Mr. 
Gill  has  won  his  real  distinction  in  the 
parole  field.  Interpretation  is  an  impor- 
tant part  of  his  program,  the  theme  of 
many  of  his  talks  .  .  . 

"As  Commissioner  of  Paroles  he  made 
every  effort  to  increase  the  insight  of 
his  officers  and  in  this  he  enlisted  the 
services  of  educational  and  scientific  in- 
stitutions. Characteristic  was  the  three- 
day  Institute  of  Correction  which  he  or- 
ganized in  1942,  at  which  legal,  psychiat- 
ric, social  and  case  work  problems  were 
discussed  by  a  group  of  distinguished 
speakers.  Equally  characteristic  was  the 
theme  which  he  used,  Pope's  dictum,  'The 
proper  study  of  mankind  is  man.'  In  the 
Preface  to  the  program  he  stresses  the 
need  to  study  the  criminal  by  'a  grand 
inquisition  into  his  physical,  mental,  and 
spiritual  nature  as  he  seeks  to  work  out 
his  destiny  among  other  men.'  .  .  . 

"Ever  since  his  appointment  as  Com- 
missioner of  Paroles  ten  years  ago  Mr. 
Gill  has  made  his  influence  felt  nationally. 
He  was  President  of  the  Southeastern 
States  Probation  and  Parole  Association 
1939  to  1941;  a  Vice-President  of  the 
American  Prison  Association  1941  to 
1942 ;  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina 
Probation  Commission  1937  to  1943 ;  and 
President  of  the  American  Parole  Asso- 
ciation 1940  to  1941.  Although  we  have 
to  say  'former'  so  far  as  his  official  con- 
nection goes,  his  interest  in  parole  is  a 
very  present  one.  He  attends  our  meet- 
ings, usually  as  a  featured  speaker,  and 
he  is  a  contributing  member  and  en- 
thusiastic supporter  of  this  association."

Allen,  '24,  of  Durham,  and  Henry  E. 
Thomas,  III,  '33.  of  Charlotte. 

George  V.  Allen 

George  V.  Allen,  who  has  been  a  staff 
member  in  the  Near  East  Division  of  the 
State  Department  since  1940,  was  with 
Secretary  of  State  Cordell  Hull  at  the 
conference.  He  entered  foreign  service 
in  1930.  Since  1940  he  has  been  located 
in    Washington.      He   has   held    appoint- 


ments in   Greece,   Turkey,   Egypt,  Japan 
and  other  countries. 

He  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  E. 
Allen,  of  Durham. 

Henry  E.  Thomas,  III 
Henry  E.  Thomas,  III,  '33,  attended  the 
Moscow    Conference    as    an    aide    of    the 
State    Department.      He    attended    Duke 
from  1929  through  1931. 

Upon  leaving  Duke,  he  entered  the 
United  States  Secret  Service  and  in  that 
connection  was  a  member  of  the  personal 
guard  of  President  Roosevelt.  During  this 
period  he  lived  at  the  White  House.  In 
the  State  Department  he  has  worked 
closely  with  Secretary  Hull  ancl  last  win- 
ter accompanied  him  to  Florida.  He 
made  the  trip  to  Moscow  in  the  plane 
with  the  official  party. 
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Benjamin  L.  Smith,  B.S.  '43,  son  of 
B.  L.  Smith,  '16,  superintendent  of 
Greensboro  Public  Schools,  reported  to  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Reserve  Midshipmen's  School 
at  Notre  Dame  on  May  31,  1943.  On 
September  22  he  received  his  commission 
as  Ensign.  As  Sub-Commander,  he  was 
outranked  only  by  the  Regimental  Com- 
mander. Ensign  Smith  graduated  with 
honors,  and  was  given  a  $75  Swiss  watch 
by  his  officers  in  recognition  of  his  having 
made  the  highest  grades  in  navigation  in 
his  class.  It  was  announced  at  the  exer- 
cises that  his  grade  was  not  only  high  for 
his  class,  but  the  highest  that  had  been 
made  in  the  Midshipmen's  School  at  Notre 
Dame.  Ensign  Smith  was  assigned  as  an 
instructor  to  the  Notre  Dame  Midship- 
men's School. 

Herbert  N.  Cheek,  '37,  of  Durham 
entered  the  Army  on  October  30,  1942. 
After  induction  at  Fort  Jackson  and  serv- 
ice at  Shaw  Field,  he  was  sent  to  Army 
Air  Corps  Administration  Officer  Candi- 
date School  at  Miami  Beach.  He  received 
his  commission  as  a  second  lieutenant  on 
July  31  and  reported  to  Kearns  Air  Field 
in  Utah.  Word  has  just  been  received 
that  Lt.  Cheek  has  arrived  safely  some- 
where overseas. 

Captain  Ralph  G.  Taylor,  Jr.,  '41, 
of  Durham,  has  added  the  Distinguished 
Flying  Cross  to  his  long  list  of  decora- 
tions won  as  a  member  of  the  United 
States  P-40  Warhawk  fighter  group  of 
the  Northwest  African  Air  Force.  This 
medal,  which  was  presented  to  him  by 
Maj,  Gen.  Jimmy  Doolittle,  is  one  of  the 
highest  honors  an  Army  pilot  can  receive. 

Captain  Taylor  has  been  outstanding  in 
service  in  the  Mediterranean  theatre  of 
operations,  particularly  in  the  Battle  of 
Pantelleria,  where  he  distinguished  him- 
self by  knocking  out  two  Messerschmitt- 
109's  in  one  day  of  brilliant  dogfighting. 
He  qualified  as  an  Ace  some  time  ago  and 
now  has  seven  planes  to  his  credit.  Dur- 
ing August  the  P-40  Warhawk  fighter 
group,  of  which  he  is  a  member,  cele- 
brated its  100th  combat  mission  during 
which  five  victories  brought  its  total  of 
enemy  aircraft  destroyed  to  100. 

Before  leaving  the  States  for  foreign 
service,  Capt.  Taylor,  then  a  second  lieu- 


tenant, was  awarded  the  Soldier's  Medal 
for  his  assistance  in  saving  the  life  of  a 
flying  officer  who  was  trapped  in  a  burn- 
ing  plane. 

Linwood  (Pete)  Christian,  '29,  of 
Durham,  was  sworn  in  as  a  lieutenant, 
junior  grade,  in  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve 
on  September  23,  1943.  He  received  his 
training  at  Princeton  University  and  then 
reported  for  sea  duty. 

Haddon  ("Blackie")  Johnson,  Jr., 
-44,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  reported  for  duty 
with  the  Army  Air  Corps  at  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  on  February  4,  1943.  He  was 
transferred  to  the  Army  Air  Forces  Pre- 
Flight  School  (Pilots)  at  Maxwell  Field 
on  May  4.  On  May  25th  he  was  made 
Cadet  Corps  Commander  there  and  on 
June  30th  he  graduated  with  a  letter  of 
commendation  from  the  Post  Comman- 
dant. Haddon's  next  assignment  was  to 
the  AAF  Primary  Flying  Detachment  at 
Bennettsville,  S.  G,  where  he  was  ap- 
pointed Cadet  Major  and  designated 
Wing  Commander  on  July  28.  He  gradu- 
ated there  on  August  30  with  Military 
Trophy  and  Scholarship  Trophy.  Since 
then  "Blackie"  has  finished  training  at 
Georgia  Aero  Tech  in  Augusta  and  is  now 
stationed  at  Moody  Field,  Valdosta,  Ga., 
for  advanced  flight  training. 

J.  Mack  Holland,  Jr.,  LL.B.  '37,  has 
been  awarded  a  citation  for  outstanding 
performance  of  duty  as  a  member  of  ,a 
power  boat  crew  engaged  in  the  rescue 
of  men  from  a  floundering  ship  in  the 
Aleutian  waters.  The  citation,  which 
was  signed  by  Rear  Admiral  T.  C.  Kin- 
caid,   read : 

"The  Commander  North  Pacific  Force, 
United  States  Pacific  Fleet,  takes  pleas- 
ure in  commending 

"Lieutenant  (jg)  John  Mack  Holland, 
U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Reserve,  for  service 
as  set  forth  in  the  following 

"Citation  : 

"For  outstanding  performance  of  duty 
as  a  member  of  a  power  boat's  crew  en- 
gaged in  the  rescue  of  personnel  from  a 
floundering  ship  which  stranded  in 
Aleutian  waters  in  midwinter.  While  seas 
were  breaking  heavily  on  board  the  ship 
and  adjacent  rocks  all  boats  were  skill- 
fully maneuvered  into  extremely  danger- 


ous positions  continually,  and  many  times 
narrowly  escaped  being  dashed  to  certain 
destruction.  His  courageous  team  work 
with  others  engaged  in  the  rescue  contrib- 
uted materially  to  the  success  of  the  oper- 
ation which  resulted  in  the  saving  of  over 
two  hundred  lives.  His  conduct  through- 
out was  in  keeping  with  the  highest  tradi- 
tions of  the  naval  service." 

Lt.  Holland,  a  native  of  Gastonia,  re- 
ceived his  A.B.  at  Davidson  before  enter- 
ing the  Duke  Law  School.  He  enlisted 
in  the  Coast  Guard  nearly  two  years  ago, 
and  has  seen  much  active  duty  on  naval 
assignments. 

Randolph  R.  Few,  '43,  and  Kendrick 
Few,  '39,  are  sons  of  Mrs.  Mary  Thomas 
Few,  '06,  and  our  late  president,  Dr.  W. 
P.  Few.  "Ken"  entered  the  Army  on 
June  1,  1942.  He  was  stationed  at  Fort 
Bragg  in  the  classification  section  at  the 
Reception  Center  until  he  was  sent  to  Offi- 
cers Candidate  School  at  the  Adjutant 
General's  School  at  Fort  Washington, 
Md.,  where  he  received  his  commission  in 
February  of  this  year.  Lt.  Few  returned  to 
Fort  Bragg  and  has  remained  there  since 
that  time.  He  was  recently  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant.  Ran,  who 
was  president  of  the  Senior  Class  and 
business  manager  of  the  Archive,  received 
his  diploma  in  May.  As  Ensign,  USNR, 
he  reported  at  Fort  Schuyler,  N.  Y.  on 
July  28.  After  two  months  there,  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Naval  Training  Station 
at  Noroton  Heights  for  further  training. 

Alex  R,  Josephs,  LL.B.  '40,  of  Char- 
lotte, has  been  in  the  Army  since  Janu- 
ary, 1941.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Officers  Candidate  School  at  Carlisle 
Barracks,  Pa.,  in  December,  1941.  At- 
tached to  a  medical  battalion,  he  went  to 
Ireland  in  February,  1942,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  first  lieutenant  there.  He  went 
to  North  Africa  in  January,  1943,  when 
his  outfit  landed  near  Oran.  There  he 
met  up  with  the  hospital  evacuation  unit 
from  Charlotte  and  saw  many  hometown 
and  Duke  friends.  Captain  Josephs  has 
been  Judge  Advocate  for  his  division  for 
the  past  seven  months.  He  wrote  from 
Tunisia :  "My  job  as  adjutant  calls  for 
being  mother  to  all  the  boys  in  the  bat- 
talion   in    administrative    matters.      Then 
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I  have  all  the  office  work  reports,  mes- 
sages, etc.,  to  put  through  for  the  colonel. 
When  our  special  service  officer  was  taken 
to  the  rear,  I  had  to  see  that  the  boys  and 
patients  got  canteen  rations,  such  as  they 
were.  And  most  important  of  all  for  the 
first  two  or  three  weeks  of  the  campaign 
our  graves  registration  service  for  the 
division  didn't  work  so  well,  so  I  was  self- 
appointed  for  the  job.  We  were  rather 
short  of  chaplains  at  the  time  so  I  did 
everything  but  pray  'that  this  man  may 
not  have  died  in  vain'  and  so  forth.  I 
buried  quite  a  few  American,  British, 
and  Germans  and  the  same  rites  had  to 
serve  for  all.  All  in  all  I  have  seen  some 
horrible  sights  but  I  got  used  to  it;  some- 
body's gotta  do  that  sort  of  thing."  Cap- 
tain Josephs  stayed  in  North  Africa  until 
October  and  is  now  in  Italy. 

Joseph  F.  Leenaards,  -45,  a  native  of 
Belgium,  has  the  distinction  of  being  the 
only  Duke  alumnus  in  the  Belgium  Army. 
He  entered  the  service  on  January  15  of 
this  year  and  after  training  for  some 
months  in  Canada,  he  was  sent  overseas. 
He  is  now  stationed  in  London,  according 
to  a  recent  letter  from  his  father  who  is 
living  in  New  York  City. 

Thomas  F.  Huckebee,  -44,  of  Durham, 
took  the  C.A.A.  course  while  at  Duke. 
He  entered  the  Naval  Air  Corps  on  Janu- 
ary 6,  1943,  and  received  training  at  the 
Pre-Flight  School  at  Chapel  Hill,  the 
Naval  Air  Station  in  Olathe,  Kansas,  and 
in  Pensacola.  He  received  his  wings  and 
his  commission  as  an  Ensign  during 
October.  After  a  few  more  weeks  of  train- 
ing he  hopes  to  report  for  active  duty  on 
an  aircraft  carrier  as  a  fighter  pilot. 

Frederick  M.  J.  Walp,  M.D.  '39,  of 
Slatington,  Pa.,  entered  the  Naval  Re- 
serve Medical  Corps  on  April  20,  1942, 
as  a  lieutenant  (junior  grade).  He  was 
assigned  to  the  Marines  and  was  stationed 
at  Camp  Lejeune,  N.  O,  for  quite  a  while. 
Within  a  few  months  he  expects  to  leave 
for  the  Pacific  area  with  the  Fleet  Marine 
Force.  Now  a  full  lieutenant,  he  is  sta- 
tioned in  California  at  the  present  time. 

Charles  W.  Styron,  M.D.  '38,  of  Ra- 
leigh, entered  the  Naval  Reserve  Medical 
Corps  as  a  lieutenant  (jg)  on  July  1, 
1942.  He  was  also  assigned  to  the  Ma- 
rines and  stationed  at  Camp  Lejeune  in 
the  same  outfit  as  Lt.  Walp.  Dr.  Styron 
has  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  full 
lieutenant.

James  W.  Brown,  Jr.,  '37,  M.D.  '41, 
of  Gatesville,  N.  C,  has  been  in  the  Army 
since   July   10,   1942.

the  Medical  Corps,  he  is  battalion  sur- 
geon for  an  engineers'  battalion  and  has 
been  stationed  at  Camp  Rucker,  Ala., 
Fort  Pierce,  Fla.,  and  Camp  Pickett,  Va. 
Captain  Brown  has  gone  overseas  re- 
cently. 

William  F.  Bowman,  '36,  of  Aberdeen, 
entered  the  Army  in  December,  1941.  He 
received  his  commission  as  a  second  lieu- 
tenant on  March  6,  1943,  after  attending 
the  Signal  Corps  Officer  Candidate  School 
at  Fort  Monmouth,  N.  J.  He  is  now  sta- 
tioned at  the  Signal  Storage  Depot  in 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.

Margaret  E.  (Peggie)  Forsberg,  '42, 
of  Emsworth,  Pa.,  joined  the  WAVES 
and  reported  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Mid- 
shipmen's School  at  Mount  Holyoke  on 
December  22,  1942.  She  received  her 
commission  as  an  Ensign  on  March  9  and 
was  sent  to  Washington,  D.  C,  for  duty. 
Strange  as  it  may  seem,  she  works  with 
two  Duke  classmates,  Ensigns  Bill 
Schenkemeyer  and  Christine  Grunewald. 
Peggie's  brother,  "Dutch"  (Sgt.  R.  M. 
Forsberg),  is  overseas  with  a  bomb  group. 

Frank  Lee  Bell,  '42,  of  Durham,  who 
entered  the  Army  in  September,  1941,  has 
been  overseas  for  more  than  a  year  and 
a  half.  He  writes  that  a  great  deal  of  his 
time  has  been  spent  in  Australia,  a  place 
that  most  of  the  soldiers  think  is  the 
cream  of  the  crop  as  far  as  foreign  serv- 
ice goes.  Six  of  the  fellows  in  his  outfit 
have  married  Aussie  girls. 

A  recent  letter  from  Corporal  Bell  was 
headed  New  Guinea  and  described  life 
there  as  follows : 

"This  is  one  place  I  am  not  trying  to 
build  up.  However,  we  can  understand 
why  we're  fighting  over  the  place  so  it 
isn't  so  bad.  The  weather  doesn't  change 
very  much.  It's  always  hot.  What 
wouldn't  I  give  to  see  a  little  cool  weather 
or  some  snow. 

"The  food  here  is  about  as  good  as  we 
can  expect — mostly  canned  goods.  Green 
vegetables  are  non-existent.  Never  knew 
there  were  canned  potatoes  till  I  g-ot  here. 
But  as  long  as  we  can  eat  as  we  are, 
we  aren't  complaining. 

"The  natives  are  plentiful  in  this 
vicinity.  When  I  first  got  here  I  thought 
they   were   observing  a   clothes  rationing 


bill,  as  they  wear  no  hats,  no  shoes,  and 
only  a  rag  or  something  tied  around  their 
waists.  A  lot  of  them  work  for  us  and 
are  paid  by  the  government.  They  work 
for  six  pence  (about  10c)  a  day.  Some 
of  the  Amercian  soldiers  have  been  pay- 
ing them  fancy  prices  for  grass  skirts, 
beads  or  strings  of  small  shells,  miniature 
boats,  and  other  souvenirs.  In  a  lot  of 
the  native  villages  the  belles  have  gotten 
wise  and  charge  'two  bob'  (about  25c)  to 
have  their  pictures  taken.  This  has  caused 
a  bulletin  to  be  posted  asking  the  fellows 
in  a  nice  way  to  be  a  little  more  con- 
servative in  their  spending.  Certainly  I 
am  not  trying  to  run  down  the  'fuzzy 
wuzzy'  here.  He  has  helped  a  lot  toward 
driving  out  the  Japs  and  deserves  praise 
for  a  number  of  other  things. 

"For  amusement  there  isn't  much  to  do. 
We  have  an  outside  picture  twice  weekly 
most  weeks.  We  get  a  few  magazines  and 
have  been  promised  more.  Cigarettes, 
soap,  razor  blades,  etc.,  are  issued  once 
each  month,  free.  We've  been  getting 
three  cartons  of  cigarettes  per  month.  A 
fellow  can  get  by  for  months  here  without 
spending  a  shilling." 

Roland  D.  Allen,  -46,  of  New  London, 
Conn.,  entered  the  Army  on  February  12, 
1943.  He  has  been  stationed  at  the  Army 
Air  Force  Service  Center  in  Leesburg, 
Fla.,  for  several  months.  He  is  a  clerk 
in  the  supply  room  of  the  Quartermaster 
Corps  there. 

Jerry  H.  Damren,  -45,  of  Claremont, 
N.  H.,  went  into  the  Army  on  November 
27,  1942,  and  was  sent  from  Fort  Bragg 
to  Camp  Chaffee,  Ark.  Since  that  time 
he  has  been  at  Fort  Knox  for  several 
months  in  radio  school.  He  has  been  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  Sergeant,  and  is  now 
back  at  Chaffee,  where  he  is  teaching 
radio  procedure.  Jerry,  a  member  of  the 
freshman  baseball  squad  at  Duke,  has 
enjoyed  participation  in  various  sports 
since  entering  the  Armv. 


Orthopaedic  Fracture

Fourteen  hospitals  of  North  and  South 
Carolina,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia 
were  represented  at  the  Army  Air  Forces 
Regional  Orthopaedic-Fracture  Confer- 
ence held  at  Duke  Hospital  November  27.

It  was  held  in 
connection  with  a  similar  one  at  Greens- 
boro, November  26,  dealing  exclusively 
with  a  study  of  fractures.

Engineers  Win  Honors  at  Fall 
Commencement 

Stephen  Chester  Clark,  Jr.,  of  High 
Point  and  John  Weher  Carr,  III,  of  Dur- 
ham were  graduated  summa  cum  laude ; 
and  John  Reed  Stovall,  Jr.,  of  'Winston- 
Salem  was  graduated  magna  cum  laude 
at  the  recent  first  autumn  commencement 
of  Duke  University.  All  three  men  re- 
ceived their  degrees  in  electrical  engineer- 
ing, and  all  three  were  prominent  not 
only  scholastically  but  in  the  many  extra- 
curricular activities  of  the  College  of  En- 
gineering and  of  the  University. 

Comprising  nearly  50  per  cent  of  the 
group  of  68  graduates  to  be  conferred 
degrees  at  the  unprecedented  wartime 
commencement,  32  seniors  of  the  College 
of  Engineering  stepped  upon  the  plat- 
form to  receive  the  diplomas  signifying 
their  receipt  of  the  bachelor  of  science 
degree  in  civil,  electrical,  and  mechanical 
engineering. 

Many  of  the  engineering  graduates 
were  either  already  in  the  armed  services 
under  the  Navy  V-12  program,  or  were 
shortly  to  receive  commissions  following 
enlistment,  while  the  remainder  were 
slated  for  immediate  employment  in  war 
production  work. 

Engineering  Courses  Place  Women 
in  War  Work 

For  the  past  several  semesters  special 
technical  courses  for  students  of  the  Duke 
University  Woman's  College  have  been 
offered  through  the  College  of  Engineer- 
ing. Listed  in  the  bulletin  as  "G.E.  51-52" 
and  "G.E.  151-152,"  respectively,  these 
courses  in  technical  drawing  and  in  ele- 
ments of  cartography  have  been  helping 
to  equip  liberal  arts  students  to  partici- 
pate actively  in  the  Avar  effort. 

A  recent  statement  by  Miss  Louise 
Hall,  Assistant  Professor  of  Fine  Arts, 
who  has  been  conducting  these  courses, 
reveals  the  enthusiastic  reception  with 
which  "graduates"  of  the  courses  have 
been  received  in  industry.  Figures  re- 
veal that  83  women  from  22  states  either 
have  completed  or  are  now  enrolled  in 
one  or  more  of  the  four  courses.  Of 
this  group  a  number,  following  gradua- 
tion from  college,  are  now  employed  full- 
time  as  draftsmen  with  large  manufactur- 
ing and  engineering  concerns,  while  others 
are  started  on  their  way  toward  being  car- 


tographers with  such  U.  S.  Government 
agencies  as  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey,  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority, 
and  the  War  and  Xavy  Departments. 

Enthusiastic  letters  were  received  by 
Miss  Hall  from  a  number  of  girls  who, 
after  completing  G.E.  51  last  year  were 
employed  during  the  past  summer,  be- 
tween school  terms.  They  are  back  in 
school  now,  completing  their  work  for 
graduation,  but  plan  to  return  to  work 
at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Their  let- 
ters told  of  many  interesting  experiences 
relative  to  learning  the  methods  of  a 
given  employer,  and  spoke  well  of  the 
basic  preparation  which  they  had  re- 
ceived at  Duke. 

Typical  of  these  girls  are  Miss  Anne 
McDermott  of  Lansdowne,  Pa.,  now  in 
her  senior  year  at  Duke,  who  was  em- 
ployed during  the  summer  in  the  Diesel 
Engineering  Department  of  the  Baldwin 
Locomotive  Works;  Miss  Marguerite 
Dravo,  junior  from  Louisville,  Ky.,  who 
was  with  the  Field  Maintenance  Office, 
Indiana  Ordnance  Works,  E.  I.  DuPont 
de  Nemours  Corp.,  and  Miss  Virginia 
Moore,  junior  from  Baltimore,  Md.,  who 
worked  on  B-26  drawings  for  the  Glenn 
L.   Martin   Co. 

The  General  Engineering  courses  which 
the  women  are  taking  cover  the  follow- 
ing subjects:  G.E.  51 — Technical  Draw- 
ing (machine)  ;  G.E.  52 — Technical  Draw- 
ing (structural,  topographic)  ;  G.E.  151 — 
Elements  of  Cartography  (map  sources 
and  interpretation)  ;  G.E.  152 — Elements 
of  Cartography  (map  making  and  photo- 
grammetry).  Classes  are  held  in  the  draft- 
ing and  class  rooms  of  Asbury  and  Bivins 
Buildings  on  the  College  of  Engineering 
campus.

James  White  Marsh,  '41,  native  of 
Marshville,  N.  C,  and  former  student  of 
Wingate  Junior  College  and  Duke  Uni- 
versity, is  one  of  the  Goodyear  Tire  & 
Rubber  Company's  synthetic  rubber  re- 
search experts  who  have  moved  recently 
into  Goodyear's  big  new  research  build- 
ing in  Akron. 

Erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  a  million 
dollars,  the  Goodyear  research  building  is 
described  by  research  and  development 
engineers  as  probably  the  most  modern 
in  the  entire  country.  A  three-day  pro- 
gram of  seminars  and  lectures  by  leading 
authorities  on  synthetic  rubber,  plastics 
and  kindred  subjects  marked  the  open- 
ing. 

Goodyear's  new  research  building  con- 
tains complete  facilities  of  all  kinds  for 
studies  into  products  of  rubber  or  to 
which  rubber  can  be  adapted.  Although 
most  of  its  facilities  will  be  confined  to 
war  products  until  the  war  is  over,  it  is 
expected  to  be  the  scene  of  many  startling 
innovations  and  new  products  for  peace- 
time. 

After  graduation  from  the  Walter 
Bickett  High  School  in  Monroe,  N.  C, 
Marsh   was   a    student   at   Wingate  from 

1937  to  1938  and  at  Duke  University  from 

1938  to  1941,  obtaining  degrees  as  bache- 
lor of  arts  and  master  of  arts. 

He  started  with  Goodyear  in  Septem- 
ber of  1942  as  a  member  of  the  office 
scjuadron  and  was  transferred  to  the  re- 
search  department   several   months   later. 
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The  value  and  variety  of  the  George 
Washington  Flowers  Collection  in  the 
Duke  University  Library  were  emphasized 
by  Professor  Robert  H.  Woody  in  a  talk 
before  the  Trinity  College  Historical  So- 
ciety, on  Thursday,  November  18,  1943. 
The  Society  at  this  meeting  elected  Miss 
Alice  Baldwin,  Dean  of  the  Woman's 
College,  President  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Professor  Charles  S.  Sydnor  was  chosen 
vice-president,  Dr.  Nora  Chaffin,  secre- 
tary, and  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Bryan,  treas- 
urer. 

Professor  Woody  related  entertaining- 
ly some  of  his  varied  experiences  in 
searching  for  manuscripts.  In  denning 
the  George  Washington  Flowers  Memo- 
rial Collection  he  said  it  consisted  of 
books,  pamphlets,  newspapers  manu- 
scripts, broadsides,  maps,  and  music  re- 
lating to  the  civilization  of  the  South. 
While  the  origin  of  the  Collection  goes 
back  a  good  many  years  to  the  interest 
of  Colonel  Flowers  and  other  members  of 
his  family  including  the  present  Presi- 
dent of  the  University,  R.  L.  Flowers, 
and  Mrs.  Marshall  Spears,  the  daughter 
of  Colonel  Flowers,  the  great  expansion 
of  the  collection  came  after  1929  when 
Mr.  W.  W.  Flowers  increased  the  finan- 
cial contribution  which  he  had  been  mak- 
ing for  some  time.  The  work  of  expand- 
ing the  collection  was  naturally  entrusted 
to  the  late  W.  K.  Boyd  who  for  many 
years  had  been  indefatigable  in  teaching, 
promoting  research,  and  expanding  the 
Library,  and  especially  in  collecting 
literary  and  historical  materials  relating 
to  this  section. 

It  was  extremely  fortunate,  as  Profes- 
sor Woody  pointed  out,  that  just  at  the 
time  the  University  was  expanding  its 
graduate  school  and  enlarging  its  physical 
equipment  it  became  possible  to  acquire 
many  of  the  books,  manuscripts,  and 
other  research  materials  which  were  so 
necessary.  Mr.  W.  W.  Flowers  was  a 
modest  man  and  his  benefactions  were  not 
generally  known  outside  the  University 
community,  but  he  realized  that  the  heart 
of  any  university  must  be  its  library. 
He  likewise  knew  that  through  careless- 
ness and  fire  many  of  the  records  upon 
which  the  history  of  the  South  must  be 
based  were  in  danger  of  being  destroyed. 

Professor  Boyd  was  both  zealous  and 
wise  and  under  his  direction  large  quan- 


tities of  old  letters,  diaries,  account  books, 
newspapers  and  other  printed  sources 
were  acquired  until  today  the  Flowers 
Collection  has  well  over  525,000  manu- 
scripts, 130,000  newspapers,  48,000  books 
and  pamphlets,  and  several  thousand 
maps,  broadsides,  and  sheets  of  music. 
Professor  Woody  said  it  was  impossible 
to  describe  such  a  comprehensive  collec- 
tion covering  all  the  Southern  states  and 
touching  on  every  phase  of  the  religious, 
literary,  political,  and  economic  activity 
of  the  South,  but  he  did  exhibit  some  of 
the  recent  acquisitions  of  the  Collection. 
Among  these  were, some  manuscript  rec- 
ords of  proceedings  before  the  Baltimore 
Council  of  Safety,  dated  1776,  nine  un- 
published letters  of  James  Monroe,  and 
nine  letters  of  Abner  Nash,  Revolution- 
ary patriot  of  North  Carolina. 

In  one  of  these  letters,  written  from 
Newbern  and  dated  Nov.  18,  1777,  Abner 
Nash  refers  to  the  death  of  his  brother 
Colonel  Francis  Nash,  who  was  mortally 
wounded  at  the  battle  of  Gemiantown  in 
1777.  "I  had  heard,"  he  wrote  to  his 
correspondent,  "of  the  fall  of  my  Brother 


&  tho  I  have  the  consolation  of  hearing 
him  spoken  well  of  by  all  degrees  of 
people  &  tho  his  grateful  Country  has 
voted  a  marble  monument  in  honour  of 
his  memory,  yet  Sir  the  wound  remains 
deep  &  keen  to  me  who  had  the  most  ar- 
dent Love  &  Friendship  for  him — the  dis- 
tress of  his  poor  widow  who  wTas  at  my 
House  with  her  two  poor  little  ones  at 
the  time  we  got  the  acct.  served  to 
heighten  the  sean  of  distress.  .  .  ." 

Also  exhibited  were  some  Civil  War 
broadsides,  and  several  rare  newspapers 
recently  acquired,  including  the  only 
known  copy  of  "The  Washingtonian," 
published  by  James  A.  Bayard,  jr.,  at 
Washington,   Pa. 

The  speaker  called  attention  to  the 
guide  to  the  manuscripts  in  the  Duke 
University  Library.  This  guide  has  been 
prepared  by  Dr.  Nannie  M.  Tilley  and 
her  assistants  in  the  Manuscripts  Division 
of  the  Library,  and  when  published  it 
will  be  an  invaluable  aid  in  the  use  of  the 
manuscripts. 

Professor  Woody  has  been  collector  for 
the  Flowers  Collection  since  1938.  A 
member  of  the  Department  of  History  of 
Duke  University,  he  is  author  of  a  stand- 
ard work  on  the  Reconstruction  period. 
He  has  held  responsible  offices  in  the 
Southern  Historical  Association,  being  at 
present  a  member  of  the  board  of  editors 
of  the  Journal  of  Southern  Historv. 


Wide  Attention  Qwest 


Widely  distributed  news  magazines 
such  as  News-Week  as  well  as  purely 
scientific  journals  are  devoting  consider- 
able space  to  the  recently  conducted  re- 
search at  Duke  University  School  of 
Medicine  in  the  field  of  virus  research, 
particularly  of  the  purification,  photo- 
graphing and  description  for  the  first 
time  of  influenza  virus. 

Size  and  composition  of  Influenza 
Virus  B,  Lee  Strain,  have  been  observed 
and  described  for  the  first  time  through 
the  efforts  of  investigators  of  the  Duke 
University  School  of  Medicine  and  the 
Respiratory  Diseases  Commission  Labo- 
ratory of  Fort  Bragg,  N.  C. 

Use  of  two  highly  efficient  research  ma- 
chines, the  ultraeentrifuge  and  the  elec- 
tron microscope,  has  made  it  possible  to 


examine  this  virus  in  purified  form  for 
the  first  time. 

The  virus  particles  were  obtained 
through  infecting  chick  embryos.  Other 
researchers  have  previously  concentrated 
the  virus  in  fluids  taken  from  infected 
chick  embryos,  and  have  been  able  to 
grow  the  virus  in  this  concentrated  form, 
but  have  never  been  able  to  isolate  it 
completely. 

Collaborating-  in  the  investigations  were 
Dr.  A.  R.  Taylor,  Dr.  D.  G.  Sharp,  Dr. 
I.  W.  McLean,  Jr.,  Dorothy  Beard,  and 
Dr.  J.  W.  Beard,  from  the  Department  of 
Surgery,  Duke  University  School  of  Medi- 
cine ;  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Dingle  and  Dr.  A.  E. 
Feller  of  the  Respiratory  Diseases  Com- 
mission Laboratory,  Fort  Bragg,  N.  C. 
Dr.  Beard  is  also  a  member  of  the  Re- 
spiratory Disease  Commission.

It  has  been  a  long  time  since  Duke 
faced  Carolina  twice  in  one  season  on 
the  gridiron,  but  that  is  just  one  of  the 
effects  that  war  has  had  upon  the  foot- 
balling 1943  Blue  Devils.  Winning  their 
first  scrap  with  the  Tar  Heels,  14-7,  in 
mid-October,  the  Durham  Dukes  traveled 
to  Chapel  Hill  for  the  second  encounter 
and  came  out  on  the  long  end  of  a  27-6 
count  as  they  closed  the  books  on  one 
of  the  most  successful  seasons  in  recent 
years. 

As  much  an  oddity  as  it  was  a  suc- 
cess, however,  the  season  was  one  of 
the  strangest  ever  witnessed  by  Duke 
football  fans,  for  in  the  middle  of  the 
campaign  the  entire  complexion  of  the 
squad  was  changed.  Bolstered  by  the  ad- 
dition of  Naval  V-12  trainees,  Coach  Ed- 
die Cameron's  charges  piled  up  one  of 
the  best  collegiate  records  in  the  nation. 

Having  their  chances  for  perfect  un- 
defeated season  marred  early  when  they 
dropped  a  close,  14-13,  battle  to  the  Navy 
Middies  in  Baltimore's  floodlighted  Mu- 
nicipal Stadium,  the  Blue  Devils  closed 
their  campaign  ranking  among  the  high- 
est scoring  aggregations  of  the  year. 

High  Scores 

Opening  their  quest  for  football  prom- 
inence with  three  quick  shutout  victories 
in  the  home  stadium  over  the  Camp  Le- 
jeune Marines,  the  University  of  Rich- 
mond, and  the  Chapel  Hill  Pre-Flight 
School,  the  Devils  were  not  even  winded 
as  they  chalked  up  40-0,  61-0,  and  42-0 
wins. 

Duke-Navy  Contest 

But  making  their  first  road  trip  and 
their  only  northern  invasion  of  the  sea- 
son,   the    power-packed    Dukemen    were 


like  the  invincible  force  that  proverbially 
meets  the  immovable  object  when  they 
tangled  with  the  previously  undefeated 
Midshipmen.  Jumping  to  an  early  lead 
in  the  first  quarter  when  tackle  Pat  Pres- 
ton blocked  one  of  Hal  Hamberg's  punts 
in  the  shadow  of  the  Navy's  goal-posts, 
the  Blue  Dukes  fell  behind  in  the  second 
half  after  two  rapid-fire  Middie  air-borne 
touchdowns. 

Not  to  be  outdone  and  always  fighting, 
the  invading  Dukes  snapped  back  in  the 
final  eight  minutes  of  the  fourth  quar- 
ter with  a  touchdown  march  that  started 
on  the  Duke  37  as  sophomore  tailback 
Howard  Hartley  sparked  the  attack  that 
in  eleven  plays  gave  the  men  from  Dur- 
ham another  six  points  to  leave  them 
trailing  a  slim  14-13  margin. 

Duke  14;  Carolina  7 
Still  one  of  the  nation's  leaders,  the 
Devils  returned  to  Duke  Stadium  the  fol- 
lowing weekend  for  their  first  encounter 
with  North  Carolina.  Rolling  up  245 
yards  by  rushing  while  the  Chapel  Hill 
gridders  were  held  to  minus  21,  the  Dukes 
won  their  thirteenth  game  in  the  ancient 
series. 

Duke  14;  Georgia  Tech  7 
Then  the  gridmen  took  a  week  off  for 
examinations  and  the  air  was  tense  as 
the  Devil  seniors  waited  for  Navy  orders, 
transferring  them  to  more  advanced  train- 
ing stations.  Speculation  was  rife  as 
rumor  had  it  that  many  of  the  stalwarts 
would  be  moved  on  before  the  October 
31  battle  of  Atlanta  with  Eddie  Prokop 
and  company  from  Georgia  Tech. 

The  night  before  the  gridmen  entrained 
for  the  Yellow  Jacket  camp,  orders  were 
posted  for  23  of  the  Blue  Devils'  best 
to  move  on,  but  not  until  November  first. 
With  Tom  Davis,  Leo  Long,  Loyd  Blount, 
Pat  Preston,  Bob  Nanni,  Jim  Myers,  Bull- 
dog Williams,  Herman  Smith,  and  a  host 
of  others  playing  their  final  game,  the 
Blue  and  White  could  not  be  stopped  as 
it  thoroughly  outdistanced  the  Techmen, 
14-7,  in  a  battle  that  was  action  packed 
from  beginning  to  end. 

Duke  75;  N.  S.  State  0 

Coming  back  to  the  practice  field  the 
next  week,  Cameron  and  his  crew  of  as- 


sistants had  a  man-sized  job  ahead  of 
them  as  they  attempted  to  mould  together 
a  new  team  to  face  North  Carolina  State 
from  the  remnants  that  were  left  after 
the  wide-sweeping  Marine  orders.  Bring- 
ing handful  on  handful  of  replacements 
from  the  undefeated  junior  varsity,  the 
Duke  mentor  converted  centers  into  block- 
ing backs,  wingbacks  into  fullbacks,,  and 
ends  into  wingbacks  as  he  attempted  to 
find  a  smooth-working  combination. 

To  judge  by  the  results,  the  strategic. 
moves  were  not  only  successful  but  sen- 
sational as  well  for  in  the  first  start, 
the  new  Dukes  could  not  be  stopped  as 
they  raced  up  and  down  Raleigh's  Riddick 
Stadium  to  hand  the  Wolfpack  a  75-0 
drubbing.  Using  42  men  in  an  attempt 
to  hold  down  the  score,  Cameron  could 
not  stop  his  young  charges  from  scoring 
as  each  tried  to  win  a  berth  on  the  re- 
vamped varsity. 

Duke  49;  Virginia  0 
Returning  to  Durham,  the  young  Devils 
continued  on  their  high-powered  way  by 
stopping  Coach  Frank  Murray's  "T" 
minded  University  of  Virginia  Cavaliers, 
40-0,  in  their  final  home  appearance  of 
the  campaign  and  their  last  game  before 
the  second  engagement  with  the  rival  Tar 
Heels. 

A  Good  Season 
It  was  not  a  season  of  individual  stars, 
for  so  many  players  stood  out  that  it 
would  be  hard  to  tap  any  as  better  than 
the  rest,  although  guard  Bill  Milner,  end 
Bob  Gantt,  fullback  Tom  Davis,  and 
Preston  have  all  been  mentioned  as  can- 
didates for  various  Ail-American  nomi- 
nations. 

Gantt  Scores  Extra  Points 
Gantt,  who  won  acclaim  in  his  sopho- 
more year,  was  handicapped  all  fall  by 
injuries  and  did  not  see  any  game  time 
until  the  first  Carolina  game,  although  up 
to  that  point  he  had  missed  only  three 
conversion  attempts  after  touchdowns. 
Getting  in  two  plays  against  the  Tar 
Heels,  the  Durham  ace  was  injured  again 
and  did  not  see  any  more  actual  playing 
time  until  he  started  against  the  State- 
men,  although  he  continued  to  kick  extra 
points  while  the  clock  was  stopped  every 
time  the  Dukes  scored.

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Letters  from  Duke  Alumni  in  the  Service 

Ensign  Walter  E.  Shackelford,  '42,  of  Durham,  writes  from 
the  South  Pacific : 

"I  felt  like  it  was  'old-  home  week'  when  our  ship  tied  up  along- 
side the  ship  that  Wiley  Obenshein  is  on.  I  knew  he  was  aboard 
the  other  ship  so  I  went  over  and  extended  the  greetings.  Well, 
we  talked  a  couple  of  hours  about  what  he'd  been  doing  and  what 
I've  been  doing — of  course,  he's  an  old  salt  compared  to  myself — 
I  haven't  been  out  here  but  about  seven  weeks.  He  had  three 
recent  copies  of  the  Alumni  Register  (thru  August)  which  he 
kindly  let  me  read  so  I  caught  up  with  what  a  lot  of  my  friends 
are  doing. 

"I  read  with  great  interest  Ted  Tuke's  description  of  life  on  a 
cruiser.  Well,  you  can  believe  that  the  smaller  the  ship  the  fewer 
the  comforts — and  that's  us.  Still  there's  no  room  at  all  for 
complaint  because  we're  being  well  provided  for,  get  plenty  of 
good  food,  and  have  movies  when  we're  in  port — and  occasionally 
get  a  chance  to  go  over  to  the  officers'  club. 

"Four  of  us  from  Duke  operate  out  here  in  the  same  area  i.e., 
Word  Clark,  Joe  Vick,  Wiley,  and  myself.  I  bumped  into  Word 
accidentally  while  running  an  errand  to  a  ship  next  to  his.  It's 
a  small  world  after  all.  There  may  be  others  whom  we  just  haven't 
seen  but  there  are  four  Duke  men  fighting  the  war  out  in  the 
South  Pacific.  We  are  sorta  proud  of  our  recent  achievements 
in  this  area  and  hope  there'll  be  many  more  gains  following  in 
their  trail.  Ted's  ship  was  out  here  catching  it  before  she  went 
down." 


Ensign  Raymond  D.  Nasher,  '42,  who  is  at  the  Navy  Supply 
School  at  Wellesley  College  taking  advanced  specialized  train- 
ing in  supply,  writes : 

"Although  Wellesley  is  quite  a  wonderful  spot  and  everyone  here 
is  treating  us  wonderfully,  I  cannot  adequately  express  my  feel- 
ing's at  not  being  with  you  now  as  a  living  part  of  Duke.  My  four 
years  at  Duke  instilled  the  true  mean'ng  of  the  name  of  our  great 
university  into  my  life  blood.  Yes,  there  were  many  trifles  that 
we  all  haggled  about  long  and  loud  while  on  the  campus;  but  now 
those  trifles — our  pet  gripes — disintegrate  to  microscopic  dimen- 
sions. The  real  Duke  University  comes  to  the  surface  after  your 
departure  from  the  campus.  You  see  clearly  that  Duke  is  not  just 
a  group  of  magnificent  stone  edifices,  but  rather  a  great  teacher  and 
thinker  with  a  real  heart  and  soul.

For  the  past  several  years  the  REGISTER  has  been  publishing  a  series  of  photographs  of  children 
of  Duke  alumni  and  alumnae  of  the  age  of  six  years  and  under.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  additional 
photographs    will    be    welcomed    and   published   as   soon   after    their    receipt    as    possible. 
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Nineteen  Years  Ago— And  Now 


On  December  11,  1924,  the  late  James  B.  Duke  signed 
his  Indenture  of  Trust  providing  millions  of  dollars  for 
educational  and  philanthropic  causes. 

The  announcement  nineteen  years  ago  of  this  benefi- 
cence, the  largest  gift  that  had  been  made  at  one  time 
in  all  the  history  of  philanthropic  enterprises  for  a  pro- 
gram' embracing  aid  for  educational  institutions,  hospitals, 
orphanages  and  assistance  to  rural  churches,  was  given 
front-page  headlines  in  the  newspapers,  not  only  in  North 
and  South  Carolina,  the  area  most  immediately  affected, 
but  throughout  the  nation  as  well. 

The  size  of  the  benefaction,  the  definiteness  of  the  pur- 
pose of  the  donor  as  set  out  in  the  Indenture,  as  well  as 
the  devotion  to  an  ideal  of  useful  service  thus  expressed 
by  him,  made  of  this  announcement  vitally  important 
news. 

Men  of  wealth  had  given  largely  to  good  causes  before 
that  time,  to  be  sure,  but  the  provisions  of  the  benefac- 
tion, as  well  as  the  phraseology  of  the  statement  accom- 
panying it,  made  it  distinctive  and  unique. 


Nineteen  years  have  passed. 

During  this  time  the  educational  institutions  repre- 
sented in  the  gift  have  made  great  progress ;  thousands 
upon  thousands  of  afflicted  people  and  homeless  orphans 
[have  been  aided  immeasurably ;  better  rural  churches  have 
been  made  possible  by  the  money  thus  provided,  and 
superannuated  ministers  and  their  families  have  been 
greatly  aided  by  the  checks  received  for  their  benefit. 

The  good  accomplished  through  these  nineteen  years, 
steadily  and  gradually,  is  not  spectacular ;  it  does  not 
provide  material  for  front-page  stories  as  did  the  original 
announcement,  but  day  by  day  through  this  period  the 
beneficent  results  achieved  have  been  in  evidence,  a  con- 
stant blessing  to  the  recipients  of  the  benefaction  and 
affecting  countless  others  who  have  benefited  indirectly. 


It  is  the  purpose  here  to  speak  more  particularly  of  the 
career  during  this  period  of  the  principal  beneficiary  of 
the  educational  provisions  of  the  Indenture — Duke  Uni- 
versity. 

The  student  body  of  the  institution  has  grown  from 
900  to  nearly  4,000 ;  the  faculty  has  increased  in  similar 
proportion ;  new  fields  of  useful  work  have  been  entered ; 
the  largest  library  in  the  Southeast  has  been  developed ; 
research  work  of  vast  importance  for  the  benefit  of 
humanity  has  been  accomplished;  the  University  Press 
has  received  national  recognition  for  its  200  books  and  its 


nine  quarterly  periodicals  in  scholarly  fields;  many  of 
the  world's  great  preachers,  orators  and  musicians  have 
been  brought  here,  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  University  community  but  the  public  as  well ; 
distinct  contributions  to  scholarship  have  been  made  by 
members  of  the  faculty. 

Other  worth-while  achievements,  too  numerous  to 
enumerate  here,  have  been  accomplished. 

As  one  alumnus  of  the  institution  remarked  some  time 
ago,  "Duke  University  has  accomplished  as  much  in  less 
than  20  years  as  I  would  have  expected  in  a  half-century. 
I  can  hardly  realize  what  has  been  done." 


But  in  all  the  time  under  review,  no  year  has  been 
more  noteworthy  nor  crowded  with  more  worth-while 
achievements  than  the  one  just  drawing  to  a  close,  1943. 

During  this  time  the  facilities  of  the  institution  have 
been  geared  to  the  war  effort  in  a  way  that  has  brought 
much  satisfaction  to  alumni  and  other  friends. 

The  challenge  of  a  new  and  strange  situation  has  been 
met  with  a  minimum  of  confusion  and  a  maximum  of 
efficiency,   considering  the  difficulties  involved. 

A  new  academic  schedule  has  been  effected,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  inauguration  of  the  Navy  College  Training 
Program  on  July  1 ;  more  men  and  women  have  been 
accommodated  on  the  two  campuses  than  ever  before; 
almost  overnight  far-reaching  changes  in  institutional 
routine  have  been  made;  an  "all-out"  contribution  to 
the  war  effort  has  been  in  effect. 

But  with  it  all  those  in  charge  of  the  destinies  of  Duke 
University  have  kept  their  eyes  steadily  fixed  on  the 
future  ahead,  to  the  time  when  the  war  will  be  over  and 
when  the  institution  will  be  expected  to  contribute  to  the 
solution  of  post-war  problems  just  as  it  is  now  contribut- 
ing to  the  war  effort. 


As  Duke  faces  the  new  year,  it  does  so  not  in  a  spirit 
of  complacency  because  of  the  work  already  accomplished. 

Rather,  there  is  a  definite  realization  on  the  part  of  all 
connected  with  the  institution  of  the  fact  that  Duke, 
along  with  other  colleges  and  universities,  faces  real  prob- 
lems in  the  days  ahead. 

And,  instead  of  congratulating  themselves  upon  the 
good  achievements  of  the  past,  they  are  facing  the  chal- 
lenge of  the  uncertain  future  and  preparing  to  meet  it 
in  an  effective  way. 

The  20,000  alumni  of  Duke,  wherever  they  may  be 
located,  are  sure  to  render  valuable  service  in  the  vitally 
important  tasks  confronting  the  nation  after  the  war.

Viscount  Halifax,  British  Ambassador 
to  the  United  States,  was  the  guest  of 
Duke  University  Thursday  evening,  De- 
cember 2.  He  delivered  an  address  to  an 
audience  taxing  the  capacity  of  Page 
Auditorium  to  its  utmost  and  overflowing 
into  the  University  Chapel  where  the  ad- 
dress was  heard  over  the  University's  pub- 
lic address  system. 

The  invitation  to  the  distinguished  dip- 
lomat to  visit  the  State  at  this  time  was 
extended  by  President  R.  L.  Flowers  and 
Duke  University's  Public  Lectures  Com- 
mittee several  weeks  ago.  Acceptance  of 
the  invitation  was  urged  by  Senator 
Josiah  W.  Bailey  and  Governor  J.  M. 
Broughton. 

The  day's  program  included  early 
morning  arrival  in  Raleigh,  a  luncheon 
and  press  conference  at  the  Governor's 
Mansion  and  a  visit  to  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  where 
Lord  Halifax  was  greeted  by  President 
Graham  and  other  University  officials  and 
witnessed  a  review  of  the  Naval  units 
stationed  there.  After  the  evening  ad- 
dress and  a  reception  at  Duke  he  returned 
with  Governor  and  Mrs.  Broughton  to 
Raleigh  and  was  again  a  guest  at  the 
Mansion.  The  next  morning  he  went  to 
Wilmington  to  visit  the  Carolina  Ship- 
building Company. 

Lord  Halifax  was  accompanied  on  his 
visit  to  North  Carolina  by  Major  J.  G. 
Lockhart,  his  private  secretary,  and  Mr. 
Hugh  C.  McClelland,  British  Consul  at 
Baltimore. 

Arrival  at  Duke 

Coming  to  Duke  after  luncheon  at  the 
Executive  Mansion,  the  Ambassador  had 
a  busy  time.  First  he  witnessed  the  joint 
Retreat  by  Army  and  Navy  units  on  the 
campus,  going  then  to  the  University 
Chapel  where  he  went  up  in  the  tower 
to  secure  a  comprehensive  view  of  the 
University  buildings.  Following  this  ho 
was  accompanied  by  Governor  and  Mrs. 
Broughton,  President  Flowers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Public  Lecutres  Committee  on 
a  tour  of  the  two  campuses.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  party  were  guests  for  dinner 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  F.  M.  Hanes  at  their 
home  on  the  University  Campus. 

The  Address 
The   evening   occasion   in   Page   Audi- 
torium was  opened  with  the  singing  of 


the  American  and  British  national  an- 
thems. 

In  his  address  the  Ambassador  paid  a 
tribute  to  Duke  University,  to  the  vision 
and  generosity  of  those  who  had  endowed 
it,  and  to  the  grace  and  dignity  of  its 
buildings,  which,  he  said,  recalled  the 
University  of  Oxford,  which  he  knew  so 
well. 

The  importance  of  a  university  in  these 
days  could  hardly  be  exaggerated;  not 
only  because  of  the  part  which  universi- 
ties have  played  in  the  history  of  civiliza- 
tion and  human  development,  but  also  be- 
cause it  was  a  pre-eminent  function  of  a 
university  to  search  for  the  truth.  Dur- 
ing the  war,  he  said,  both  civilization  and 
truth  had  been  in  sore  jeopardy,  how 
sore,  we  have  not  always  realized. 

If  in  1940  the  British  Commonwealth 
had  succumbed,  lights  would  have  gone 
out  which  would  have  taken  centuries  to 
rekindle.  All  resistance  in  Europe  would 
have  ended.  The  whole  framework  of  our 
strategic  strength,  which  was  an  essential 
condition  of  recovery,  would  have  been 
disrupted,  if  not  destroyed.  Gibraltar, 
Suez,  Aden,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and 
all  the  other  jumping-off  grounds  of  our 
counter-offensive  would  have  been  lost  or 
seriously  threatened.  The  Japanese  would 
have  made  war  earlier  than  they  did,  and 
at  a  time  when  the  United  States  was  less 
prepared.  So  a  world  domination,  the 
Nazi  dream,  would  have  become  an  ugly 
reality. 

Lord  Halifax  said  that  today  we  are 
faced  with  a  much  more  favorable  situa- 
tion. In  Russia  the  Germans  had  been 
compelled  to  make  a  great  retreat.  Italy 
had  been  invaded  and  driven  from  her 
partnership  with  Germany  and  Japan. 
The  submarine  campaign,  from  which 
Hitler  had  hoped  so  much,  had  failed. 
The  great  industrial  centers  of  Germany 
were  being  bombed  without  remission.  In 
the  east  the  Japanese  had  lost  the  initi- 
ative. 

Lord  Halifax  reminded  his  audience 
that  at  the  same  time  the  enemy  was  still 
very  strong.  We  must  hope  for  no  short- 
cuts to  victory ;  nor  must  we  whittle  away 
our  demand  for  unconditional  surrender. 
Above  all,  the  United  Nations  must  allow 
nothing  to  divide  them.  The  whole  his- 
tory of  the  past  20  years  would  have  been 
very  different  if  at  the  conclusion  of  the 


last  war  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  had  remained  and  worked  to- 
gether. This  time  our  cooperation  must 
continue. 

Lord  Halifax  ended  by  quoting  from 
Pascal : 

"Justice  with  power  is  unavailing 
Power  without  justice  is  tyrannical. 
We  must  therefore  combine  Justice  and 

Power,  making  what  is  just  strong, 
And  what  is  strong,  just.". 
Justice  did  not  merely  need  her  scales, 
she  also  needed  her  sword. 

Answers  Questions 

Following  his  brief  formal  address, 
Lord  Halifax  expressed  his  willingness, 
even  an  eagerness  to  answer  questions  put 
by  members  of  the  audience,  and  for 
nearly  20  minutes  he  gave  quick,  perti- 
nent answers  to  queries  that  ranged  in 
subject  from  post-war  economic  condi- 
tions, the  proper  ways  to  take  care  of 
Hitler  and  other  war  criminals  to  what 
Great  Britain  intends  to  do  with  India. 

The  Ambassador  expressed  his  hope 
that  the  industrialists  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States  will  get  together 
after  the  war  and  avoid  "cut-throat"  tac- 
tics in  a  depleting  commercial  rivalry.  He 
declared  that  the  important  thing  for 
Europe  after  the  war  is  to  guarantee  se- 
curity for  all  peoples  and  for  the  great 
powers  never  to  let  justice  become  so 
weak  that  it  can't  prevent  another  war. 

In  answer  to  a  question,  he  declared 
that  he  could  not  see  in  the  near  future 
the  possibility  of  a  morale  crack-up  in 
Germany,  that  only  after  the  military 
cracks  will  the  civilian  population  follow. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  gestapo  has  too 
tight  a  control  of  civilians;  yet  once  the 
military  crumbles  the  civilians  will  give 
way  in  fast  order. 

Evening  Program 

Presiding  over  the  evening  program 
was  Dr.  Robert  S.  Rankin,  chairman  of 
the  Duke  lectures  committee,  who  pointed 
out  that  Page  Auditorium  is  named  for 
an  Ambassador,  Walter  Hines  Page, 
World  War  I  United  States  Ambassa- 
dor to  the  Court  of  St.  James,  and  a  Duke 
alumnus.  Prof.  Harvie  Branscomb  intro- 
duced the  speaker  and  in  doing  so  recalled 
(Continued  on  Page  323) 
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AttruuU  MeetuiXfi  Ate  Still  Beinq,  Jield 
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A  number  of  annual  meetings  of  Duke 
Alumni  have  been  held  since  the  Novem- 
ber issue  of  The  Register  went  to  press.

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Since  the  November  issue  of  the 
Alumni  Register  appeared,  the  Alumni 
Office  has  received  news  of  the  deaths  of 
two  more  Duke  men  in  the  armed  serv- 
ices. 


2nd  Lieut.  Charles  J.  de  Maria,  -43 

Second  Lieut,  Charles  J.  de  Maria,  -43, 
lost  his  life  on  November  2  when  a  four- 
engined  Army  bomber  from  the  Pueblo, 
Col.,  air  base  crashed  and  burned  early  in 
the  day,  killing  all  the  officers  and  en- 
listed men  aboard.  The  big  plane,  a 
B-24  Liberator,  was  on  a  routine  training- 
flight.  Most  of  the  airmen  were  from 
the  East  and  Midwest. 

According  to  the  statements  of  some 
residents  of  the  vicinity  who  saw  the 
accident  the  plane  apparently  pancaked 
and  then  exploded  in  a  blinding  sheet  of 
flame.  The  accounts  of  others  indicated, 
however,  the  bomber  did  not  explode  he- 
fore  it  hit  the  ground.  The  wings  were 
intact,  as  was  the  tail  assembly,  hut  the 
fuselage  was  a  mass  of  tangled  wreckage. 

Lieutenant  de  Maria's  home  was  at 
Westport,  Conn.,  where  a  military  funeral 
was  held.  The  Rev.  J.  O'Brien,  an  Army 
chaplain,  and  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Reardon  offi- 
ciated at  a  solemn  high  requiem  mass  in 
the  Church  of  the  Assumption.  Interment 
was   in   Willowbrook   Cemetery. 


The  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  de 
Maria,  survive.  A  brother,  William  A.  de 
Maria,  will  enter  the  Duke  School  of 
Medicine   in   the   September,   '44.  class. 


Cpl.  Nelson  Kindlund,  '42 

Cpl.  Nelson  Kindlund,  '42,  was  killed 
October  28  in  the  vicinity  of  Nation's 
East  Well,  El  Paso  County,  Texas,  as  the 
result  of  a  truck  accident  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties  in  the  service 
of  his  country.  He  was  attached  to  Head- 
quarters Company,  50th  A.A.A.  Groups, 
Fort   Bliss,   Texas.

He  was  first 
assigned  to  a  Finance  Division  at  Fort 
Benjamin  Harrison,  Indiana,  and  from 
there  went  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Topeka, 
Kans.,  and  Clovis,  N.  M.  He  asked  to  be 
transferred  to  a  combat  unit  and  in 
March,  1943,  was  sent  to  an  anti-aircraft 
unit  at  Camp  Davis,  N.  C.  He  spent  a 
week-end  at  Duke  early  in  July,  about 
the  time  he  was  being  transferred  to  Fort 
Bliss. 

Cpl.  Kindlund  was  the  only  son  of  Mrs. 
Eric  A.  Kindlund,  of  Jericho  Beach  Road, 
Scituate,  Mass.  His  sister,  Jean,  spent 
her  first  two  college  years  at  Duke,  1941 
and  1942.

'42,    enlisted    in    the    Infantry    in    June, 

1941,  a  few  days  after  he  returned  from 
Duke  at  the  end  of  his  junior  year.  He 
was  inducted  as  a  private  and  later  went 
to  O.C.S.  at  Fort  Benning,  Ga.,  where  he 
graduated   in  July,  1942.     In   December, 

1942,  he  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant 
and  was  sent  overseas  immediately.  He 
reached  Tunisia  in  time  to  see  part  of  the 
show,  then  landed  with  the  Commandos  or 
Rangers  in  Sicily,  was  returned  to  North 
Africa,  and  was  with  the  group  of  Texas 
Rangers  who  landed  in  Italy  in  Sep- 
tember. He  writes  that  in  spite  of  the 
tough  going  he  is  very  pleased  not  to 
have  missed  the  show. 

Harold  Lurie,  '43,  left  Duke  at  the 
end  of  his  freshman  year  and  transferred 
to  the  University  of  Southern  California 
on  account  of  his  health.  He  received 
his  degree  there  this  year.  He  enlisted 
in  the  Navy  and  is  now  stationed  at  the 
University  of  Missouri,  where  he  is  at- 
tending the  Medical  School  as  a  midship- 
man.

While  at  Notre  Dame 
he  ran  true  to  form  and  found  time  for 
extra  curricula  activities  announcing  for 
the  Notre  Dame  Glee  Club  on  radio  pro- 
grams, in  spite  of  the  crowded  work 
schedule.  He  received  his  commission  as 
an  Ensign  on  September  23  and  was  able 
to  visit  the  campus  before  reporting  to 
Norfolk  for  further  training. 

Raymond  D.  Nasher,  '43,  of  Brook- 
line,  Mass.,  Ensign,  U.S.N.R.,  reported  in 
Montreal  for  his  first  assignment  after 
leaving  Duke.  In  July  he  was  sent  to 
the  Supply  Department  in  the  Boston 
Navy  Yard  where  he  was  made  assistant 
to  the  head  of  the  Critical  Material  Plan- 
ning department.

Ensign  Augustus  T.  Allen,  Jr.,  '41, 
U.S.N.R.,  was  recently  awarded  the  Navy 
Cross  for  distinguished  service  in  the 
armed  forces.  The  citation  in  connection 
with  the  award  made  by  the  Commander 
of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Forces,  North  African 
Waters,  in  the  name  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  is  as  follows: 

"For  distinguishing  himself  by  extraor- 
dinary heroism  and  outstanding  per- 
formance    of     duty     as     Naval     Gunfire 


Liaison  Officer,  Amphibious  Force,  U.  S. 
Atlantic  Fleet. 

"Ensign  Allen,  while  in  command  of  a 
Shore  Fire  Control  Party  of  the  45th 
Infantry  Division,  U.  S.  Army,  in  the  at- 
tack on  the  Island  of  Sicily  from  July  10, 
1943,  to  July  13,  1943, '  skillfully  con- 
trolled naval  gunfire  from  supporting  de- 
stroyers. He  landed  with  the  initial  as- 
sault waves  and  fearlessly  maintained 
position  in  the  front  lines,  directing  sup- 
porting gunfire  upon  enemy  machine  guns, 
troop  concentrations,  and  tank  attacks 
despite  enemy  small  arms  and  artillery 
fire,  and,  by  so  doing,  materially  assisted 
in  overcoming  enemy  resistance  and  cap- 
turing the  town  of  Biscari  and  the 
Biseari  Airfield.  He  directed  gunfire  on 
an  enemy  tank  attack  which  threatened  to 
encircle  his  battalion,  scoring  four  direct 
hits  and  repulsing  the  tank  attack.  In 
order  to  obtain  observation  he  advanced 
beyond  friendly  front  lines  on  numerous 
occasions. 

"The  judgment,  initiative,  and  bravery 
displayed  by  Ensign  Allen  throughout 
the  entire  battle  are  in  keeping  with  the 
highest  traditions  and  reflect  great  credit 
upon  himself  and  the  Naval  Service. 

(Signed)   H.  K.  Hewitt." 

Ensign  Allen  is  the  son  of  Mr.  A.  T. 
Allen,  prominent  certified  public  account- 
ant of  Raleigh.  Their  home  is  at  2112 
Woodland  Avenue  in  that  citv.

Feeding  4,654  persons  daily  is  no  pic- 
nic, James  Thompson,  manager  of  the 
Duke  University  Campus  Union,  can 
readily  testify. 

Keeping  this  mass  of  civilian  students, 
faculty  members,  soldiers,  sailors,  and 
marines  well  fed  in  the  face  of  ration- 
ing, food  shortages,  and  labor  scarcity,  is 
no  simple  task,  but  it  is  being  done  on 
the  Duke  campus. 

Three  separate  eating  units  are  oper- 
ated by  the  university  this  year — the  Wo- 
men's Union  and  Southgate  Dining  Hall 
on  East  Campus  and  the  Men's  Union  on 
West  Campus.  In  the  Women's  Union 
are  located  two  student  dining  halls  and 
one  faculty  dining  hall,  where  approxi- 
mately 850  persons  eat.  Two  hundred 
four  service  men  dine  in  Southgate.  In 
the  Sandwich  Shop  of  the  Men's  Union 
700  to  800  persons  are  fed  daily,  and  in 


the  dining  halls  of  the  Men's  Union  2,800 
soldiers,  sailors,  marines,  and  civilians 
take  nourishment. 

To  meet  this  food  problem,  the  Union 
each  week  buys  2,600  pounds  of  beef,  70 
lambs,  30  to  40  veals,  1,500  to  1,800 
pounds  of  pork  loins,  1,500  to  2,000 
pounds  of  ham  and  an  equal  amount  of 
bacon,  and,  when  poultry  is  served,  1,400 
pounds  of  chicken  per  meal. 

Thus  far,  securing  food  has  not  been 
a  major  problem,  although  processed 
foods  have  been  used  in  only  limited 
quantities,  since  the  government  requires 
that  they  be  bought  in  small  quantities. 
Evidence  that  rationing  has  aided  in  sup- 
plying food  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
meat  is  easier  to  get  now  than  it  was  last 
spring.  Milk,  butter,  and  fresh  vegetables 
have  caused  no  problems  as  yet. 

Number  of  those  eating  on  West  Cam- 


pus is  approximately  double  what  it  was 
before  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  and  with 
this  increase  in  customers  has  come  a  de- 
crease in  labor.  This  labor  shortage  has 
been  partially  met  by  the  cooperation  of 
students.  For  instance,  in  the  service 
dining  halls,  boys  in  uniform  leave 
through  special  exits,  putting  their  empty 
milk  bottles  in  a  milk  tray,  their  napkins 
in  one  can,  left-over  food  in  another,  and 
finally  leaving  their  empty  trays  on  a 
cart  which  carries  them  to  the  kitchen. 

On  West  Campus  compartment  trays 
have  replaced  dishes  in  the  dining  halls. 
Food  is  served  from  the  cafeteria  coun- 
ter in  these  trays  containing  six  compart- 
ments, one  for  meat,  two  for  vegetables, 
one  for  salad,  one  for  dessert,  and  one 
for  bread  and  butter. 

Calories  are  an  important  item  to  be 
considered,  and  each  meal  must  have  its 
proper  amount  of  calories.  This  par- 
ticular worry  falls  to  Miss  Virginia  Mae 
Powell,  graduate  dietician,  who  is  re- 
sponsible for  seeing  that  the  boys  and 
girls  get  the  exact  amount  of  Vitamin 
B-l,  and  at  the  same  time  get  foods  that 
are  attractive  to  the  taste.  < 


Duke  Alumna  Aiding  in 
Recruiting  Nurses  for 
Wartime  Replacements 


Miss  Leona  V.  Bowman,  '35,  daughter 
of  Mrs.  Fioyd  M.  Bowman,  of  Timber- 
ville,  Va.,  Instructor  in  the  Dispensary 
Visiting  Nurse  Service,  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital,   was   recently   assigned   to   visit 


Mt.  Vernon  Seminary,  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  the  College  of  Notre  Dame,  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  as  a  representative  of  the  Na- 
tional Nursing  Council  for  War  Service 
and  the  United  States  Cadet  Nurse  Corps. 

Miss  Bowman  is  one  of  thirty-three 
nurses,  experienced  in  teaching,  adminis- 
trative or  executive  work,  who  are  being 
released  to  confer  with  deans  of  women, 
faculty  members  and  students  of  colleges 
and  junior  colleges  throughout  the  coun- 
try, in  an  effort  to  recruit  65,000  stu- 
dent nurses  needed  this  year  for  wartime 
replacements,  and  to  interest  college  wo- 
men in  preparation  for  post-war  careers. 

Recruits  in  the  Corps  receive  free  tui- 
tion, free  maintenance,  distinctive  street 
uniforms,  and  a  monthly  stipend  during 
their  entire  period  of  training  in  civilian 
hospitals.  In  return,  they  promise  to  re- 
main active  in  essential  military  or  civilian 
nursing  for  the  duration  of  the  Avar. 

The  expanding  opportunities  for  war- 
time and  post-war  nursing  open  to  wo- 
men with  a  college  background,  'which 
Miss  Bowman  will  present  to  her  hearers, 
will,  she  believes,  attract  college  graduates 
to  a  profession  which  they  have  recently 
been  entering  in  ever  greater  numbers. 

Miss  Bowman  is  a  native  Virginian  and 
a  graduate  of  the  Timberville  High 
School.  After  attending  Mary  Baldwin 
College   at    Staunton   for  two   years,   she 


transferred  to  Duke  University,  where 
she  received  her  A.B.  degree,  majoring  in 
English. 

She  obtained  her  professional  training 
at  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing,  and  later  studied  at  Richmond 
Professional  Institute,  College  of  William 
and  Mary,  Richmond,  Va.,  where  she  re- 
ceived her  certificate  in  Public  Health 
Nursing  in  1941. 

She  served  as  Public  Health  Nurse  for 
the  Virginia  State  Department  of  Health 
in  Richmond,  doing  rural  public  health 
work  in  several  sections  of  the  state,  be- 
fore receiving  her  present  appointment 
at  Johns  Hopkins. 

As  an  undergraduate,  Miss  Bowman 
was  interested  in  French  and  Music.  She 
was  a  member  of  the  French  Club  and 
the  Glee  Club  at  Mary  Baldwin  College, 
and  of  the  Choir  and  Glee  Club  at  Duke 
University.  She  served  as  president  of 
her  class,  both  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hos- 
pital School  of  Nursing  and  at  the  Rich- 
mond Professional  Institute. 

Miss  Bowman  holds  membership  in  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  Nurses'  Associa- 
tion and  the  Virginia  and  Maryland  State 
Nurses'  Association,  the  National  League 
of  Nursing  Education,  the  National  Or- 
ganization for  Public  Health  Nursing  arid 
the  American  Red  Cross  Nursing  Service. 
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Student  forums,  vespers,  general  as- 
semblies, and  community  sings  were 
among  the  features  of  Duke  University's 
Religious  Emphasis  Week  November  28 
through  December  3,  during  which  the 
Rev.  T.  B.  "Scotty"  Cowan  was  the  prin- 
cipal speaker. 

"Scotty"'  Cowan  is  minister  of  the  inter- 
denominational Religious  Fellowship  of 
Norris,  Tenn.,  a  unique  religious  group 
including   in   its   membership   representa- 


tives of  a  score  of  Jewish  and  Christian 
denominations.  Membership  of  the 
church  takes  in  about  1,200  of  the  1,300 
persons  living  in  Norris,  and  has  no  doc- 
trines or  tenets  as  such,  only  stressing  the 
great  identities  and  principles  of  life. 

"Religious  Emphasis  Week"  was 
opened  Sunday,  November  28,  at  the 
morning  service  of  worship  in  the  Uni- 
versity Chapel,  at  which  Mr.  Cowan 
spoke.    At  6 :45  that  evening  an  interde- 


nominational young  people's  meeting  was 
held  in  the  auditorium  of  East  Duke 
building. 

General  assemblies  were  held  Monday 
through  Friday  in  the  Woman's  College 
Auditorium  from  12:30  to  12:50  o'clock. 
Monday  evening  Vespers  were  observed  in 
the  Woman's  College  Auditorium  from 
7  :10  to  7 :45  o'clock,  and  Tuesday  through 
Thursday  that  service  was  held  in  the 
University  Chapel,  beginning  at  6  :30  P.M. 

A  series  of  forums  was  held,  at  which 
Mr.  Cowan  led  the  discussions.  Tuesday 
through  Thursday,  these  meetings  were 
held  in  the  Union  ballroom  at  8  P.M.,  and 
Friday  a  forum  was  held  in  the  Divinity 
School  social  room  at  2  :30  P.M.  to  close 
the  eleventh  annual  Religious  Emphasis 
Week. 


Lenoir  High  School  Band  a 
Feature  at  Second  Duke 
Carolina  Game,  November  20 

The  band  which  sat  on  the  Duke  side 
of  the  stadium  in  Chapel  Hill  during  the 
second  Duke-Carolina  game  November  20 
and  which  marched  during  half-time  was 
the  Lenoir  High  School  Band. 

This  colorful  organization  is  no  strang- 
er at  Duke  football  games  although  this 
is  the  first  time  it  has  played  for  one  in 
about  four  years.  While  this  was  its 
first  Duke-Carolina  game,  it  has  previ- 
ously played  and  marched  at  Duke  games 
with  Washington  and  Lee,  Davidson,  Col- 
gate, Tennessee  and  Wake  Forest.  It  has 
played  many  games  for  Carolina,  includ- 
ing eleven  Carolina-Virginia  Thanksgiv- 
ing games. 

The  Lenoir  High  School  Band  was  the 
third  to  be  organized  in  North  Carolina 
but,  since  the  two  older  ones  temporarily 
suspended  operations  during'  the  depres- 
sion, the  Lenoir  aggregation  is  the  oldest 
band  in  the  State  in  point  of  continuous 
service.  This  band  will  be  twenty  years 
old  next  March  and  it  has  played  all  the 
way  from  West  Palm  Beach,  Florida,  to 
the  New  York  World's  Fair.  In  State 
and  National  Music  congests  it  has  won 
an  amazing  number  of  first  ratings  and 
it  has  been  on  hand  to  help  inaugurate  the 
last  four  governors  of  North  Carolina. 

C.  Shaw  Warren,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  Lenoir,  is  a  Duke  graduate  in 
the  Class  of  1910  and  "Soup"  Porter, 
High  School  principal  on  leave  in  the 
Army,  was  graduated  in  the  Class  of 
1926.

Mrs.  Carl  Mayo  Capen, '34, 
in  New  York;  Mr.  Capen 
Has  Arrived  in  China 


Mrs.  Carl  Mayo  Capen,  formerly  Annie 
Louise  Newland,  '34,  who  is  now  in  New 
York,  has  written  a  friend  in  the  Alumni 
Office  a  most  interesting  letter  in  which 


she  gives  something  of  her  experience  in 
China  during  the  past  few  years  along 
with  other  interesting  information  about 
her  work  since  her  return  to  this  country 
because  of  war  conditions. 

Eight  years  ago  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Capen 
went  to  China  to  engage  in  missionary 
work  for  the  Baptist  Church.  Their  two 
children,  Keith,  5,  and  Constance,  3,  are 
shown  in  the  photograph  on  this  page. 

She  writes  that  she  and  her  husband 
went  to  Chanyang,  South  China,  eight 
years  ago,  but  spent  the  first  year  in 
Peking  learning  Mandarin.  For  the  next 
five  years  they  lived  in  South  China  work- 
ing among  the  Swatow-speaking  people. 
Four  of  these  were  war  years,  with  fre- 
quent attention  from  bombers  since  theirs 
was  a  coastal  city.  The  city  was  not  oc- 
cupied until  March,  1941.  In  July  of 
that  year  she  brought  the  children  home 
because  conditions  were  getting  tense,  and 
Mr.  Capen  followed  in  a  few  months. 
They  have  been  in  the  United  States 
much  of  the  time  since,  principally  in 
North  Carolina  and  Georgia. 

In  March  of  this  year,  however,  Mr. 
Capen  started  back  for  China  by  way  of 
South  America,  South  Africa,  India  and 
West  China.  He  recently  arrived  at  his 
destination  after  a  seven  months'  trip. 

During  the  past  fall  Mrs.  Capen  left 
the  two  children,  both  of  whom  were  born 
in  China,  with  her  parents  and  made  some 
addresses  for  the  American  Baptist  For- 
eign Mission  Society  in  Massachusetts, 
Indiana  and  Ohio.  Recently  she  returned 
to  New  York  and  is  hoping  to  do  some 
graduate  work  in  Chinese  at  Columbia 
University,  the  children  being  in  kinder- 
garten.

positions  in  Public  Assistance  and  Unem- 
ployment Compensation  Agencies  and  in 
the  U.  S.  Employment  Service.  Her  di- 
vision is  particularly  interested  in  the 
classification  of  positions,  the  examina- 
tion program  and  general  methods  of  pro- 
cedure for  maintaining  personnel  admin- 
istration on  a  merit  basis. 

Last  year  Miss  Walston  was  with  the 
U.  S.  Office  of  Education  as  Senior 
Specialist  in  Student  Personnel  Adminis- 
tration. One  of  her  duties  in  this  capacity 
was  that  of  visiting  many  colleges  in  con- 
nection with  the  Student  War  Loans  Pro- 
gram.

Dr.  John  D.  Freeman  Is 
Author  of  Recent  Book 
on  the  Country  Church 

Dr.  John  D.  Freeman,  '13,  of  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  is  the  author  of  a  book,  "Coun- 
try Church :  Its  Problems  and  Their  Solu- 
tion," recently  published  by  the  Home 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

The  book,  as  its  name  implies,  is  a 
study  of  the  country  church  and  its  prob- 
lems. Not  only  does  the  author  state  and 
discuss  these  problems,  but  he  presents 
plans  which  he  feels  will  aid  in  their 
solution.

Roger  J.  Skerron,  B.S.E.E.  '39,  and 
Don  W.  Mitchell,  B.S.M.E.  '35,  both 
Captains  in  the  Pan-American  "World 
Airways  System,  contribute  a  pair  of 
articles  under  the  general  title  "Clippers 
Away"  in  the  November  issue  of  the 
DukEngineer.

Dr.  William  I.  Wooten,,i5, 
Member  of  Duke  Alumni 
Council,  Dies,  December  12 

Dr.  William  I.  Wooten,  '15,  head  of 
the  Pitt  General  Hospital  and  member  of 
the  House  of  the  North  Carolina  General 
Assembly,  died  suddenly  as  the  result  of 
a  heart  attack  at  his  home  in  Greenville, 
N.  C,  Sunday,  December  12.  He  had 
been  attending  to  his  duties  at  the  hos- 
pital earlier  in  the  day. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Jarvis 
Memorial  Methodist  Church  Monday, 
December  13,  at  4:00  p.m.  Rev.  T.  M. 
Grant,  his  former  pastor,  and  the  Rev. 
Colgate  Daughtrey,  rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  Church,  conducted  the  service, 
which  was  followed  by  burial  in  Green- 
wood Cemetery. 

Dr.  Wooten  was  a  native  of  Greene 
County,  the  son  of  William  I.  and  Mary 
Speight  Wooten.  He  married  Miss 
Pattie  Wooten,  of  Greenville,  on  June  14, 
1923. 

He  was  prominent  in  medical  circles 
and  was  deeply  interested  in  state  and 
local  community  affairs.     His  record  as  a 


member  of  the  State  Legislature  was  out- 
standing. 

After  attending  the  Greene  County 
schools  and  Trinity  Park  School,  Dr. 
Wooten  entered  Trinity  College  and  re- 
ceived his  A.B.  degree  in  1915.  For  two 
years  he  attended  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  and  then  entered  the  Jefferson 
Medical  College  in  Philadelphia.  He  was 
awarded  his  M.D.  degree  there  in  1920. 
Before  going  to  Greenville  in  1921,  he 
was  interne  at  the  Wilson  Sanatorium  for 
a  year  and  practiced  his  profession  at 
Fair  Bluff.  Eater  he  did  post-graduate 
work  in  surgery  at  Harvard  and  at  New 
York  Post-Graduate  Hospital.  In  1930 
he  became  associated  with  the  Pitt  Gen- 
eral Hospital  as  superintendent  and  asso- 
ciate surgeon,  holding  this  position  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Stewards  of  Jarvis  Me- 
morial Methodist  Church  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  various  organizations  of  a  frater- 
nal, business  and  civic  nature.  He  was  in 
the  Student  Army  Training  Corps  in 
World  War  I  and  a  member  of  the  Pitt 
county  post  of  the  American  Legion.  He 
was  an  interested  alumnus  of  Duke  Uni- 
versity and  served  for  a  number  of  years 
as  a  member  of  the  Alumni  Council. 

Surviving  are  the  wife;  two  sons, 
Johnny  L.  Wooten,  of  Duke,  and  William 
L.  Wooten,  of  Greenville;  a  daughter, 
Lillian  Wooten,  of  Greenville;  and  a 
sister,  Mrs.  Mae  Holden,  of  Snow  Hill.

last  February  off  San  Cristobal,  just  south 
of  Guadalcanal.  For  an  hour  and  a  half 
the  convoy  of  which  we  were  a  part 
fought  off  their  attacks,  which  were  poor- 
ly planned  and  executed.  They  attacked 
just  after  nightfall  and  in  ones  and 
twos.  They  could  not  get  the  proper  per- 
spective for  diving  and  dropping  flares, 
and,  of  course,  the  flares  gave  their  posi^ 
tions  away.  Seven  of  the  planes  did  not 
return  to  their  base.  It  was  my  first 
and  only  experience  under  enemy  fire  and 
I  must  confess  not  a  pleasant  hour  and  a 
half.  The  short  time  of  its  duration  ex- 
hausted us  as  much  as  if  we  had  been  at 
twelve  hours  of  hard  labor.  The  letdown 
comes  after  the  fighting  has  finished  and 
one  can  have  time  to  think.  During  the 
fight  one  has  only  one  thought  (other  than 
the  thought  of  loved  ones  back  home), 
and  that  thought  is  this,  'The  yellow  rats 
are  trying  to  kill  us;  we've  got  to  get 
them  first.'  When  the  first  one  goes  down 
in  flames,  then  comes  the  thrill.  As  Com- 
munication Officer,  I  was  not  fortunate 
enough  to  have  a  very  active  part  in  it, 
but  the  captain  said  I  did  a  lot  toward 
saving  the  ship  when  I  handed  him  a  glass 
of  water  on  the  bridge.  His  throat  was 
raw  from  barking  orders  to  the  wheel 
and  gunnery  officer."

All-Americans  were  plentiful  at  Duke 
University  this  year.  The  Blue  Devils 
placed  three  boys  on  the  first  teams  of 
leading  All-America  selections,  with  sev- 
eral others  running  on  second  and  third 
teams. 

Big  Bob  Gantt  led  the  Duke  boys  by 
placing  on  ten  mythical  teams :  Bill 
Stern's  All-America  first  team,  the  Sport- 
ing News  "Three  Deep,"  All-America  first 
team,  AP  All-America  honorable  men- 
tion, the  second  teams  of  UP  and  INS 
All-Americas,  Central  Press  All-America 
third  team,  second  team  on  UP  All- 
Southern,  third  team  on  AP  All-Southern, 
received  Honorable  Mention  on  the  Sport- 
ing News  All-America,  and  was  rated  by 
the  Sporting  News  readers  as  the  most 
versatile  player  in  the  nation,  receiving 
votes  for  end,  tackle,  guard  and  back. 

Next  in  number  of  honors  received  was 
Bill  Milner,  Duke's  slashing  guard.  He 
placed  on  nine  teams:  Honorable  Men- 
tions on  UP  All-America,  AP  Ail-Ameri- 
can and  the  Sporting  News  All- America; 
first  teams  Central  Press  All-America, 
New   York   Sun   All-America,   and   Stars 


and  Stripes  (official  Army  newspaper) 
All- America ;  first  teams  UP  All-Southern, 
and  AP  All-Southern. 

Pat  Preston,  called  by  many  one  of  the 
hardest  hitting  tackles  of  all  time,  placed 
on  seven  teams :  the  only  man  from  the 
South  to  receive  a  coveted  AP  All- 
America  first  team  vote,  first  team  INS 
All-America,  third  team  on  Central  Press 
All-America,  Honorable  Mention  on  UP 
All-America,  first  team  AP  All-Southern, 
and  the  UP  All-Southern. 

Tom  Davis,  Buddy  Luper  and  Benny 
Cittadino  were  placed  on  all  All-Southern 
first  teams  and  received  Honorable  Men- 
tion on  AP  and  UP  All-America  teams. 
Also  in  the  upper  brackets  was  Bill 
Myers,  who  played  such  an  outstanding 
game  at  Georgia  Tech.  He  received  AP 
and  UP  All-America  Honorable  Mentions 
and  placed  on  all  All-Southern  and  All- 
State  teams. 

In  all  Duke  placed  21  men  on  one  or 
more  honor  teams.  Others  to  be  honored 
were  Leo  Long,  Bulldog  Williams,  Jim 
Copely,     Bob     Nanni,     "Bear"     Knoots, 


Fletcher  Wall,  Lloyd  Blount,  George  Bal- 
tisaris,  "Spook"  Murphey,  Bo  Sacrinty, 
Buddy  Palmer,  Herman  Smith  and 
"Chief"  McKain. 

This  has  been  the  most  profitable  sea- 
son ever  for  Duke  on  the  Honor  selec- 
tions, and  as  yet  all  the  teams  have  not 
been  announced. 

Ernie  Beamer  also  was  placed  in  some- 
what of  a  coveted  position  when  he  was 
chosen  to  participate  in  the  East-West 
game  in  San  Francisco  on  the  first  day  of 
the  New  Year. 

This  has  been  a  memorable  year  in 
football  history,  and  Duke  has  written 
several  pages  in  the  volume.  Duke  finished 
the  season,  by  most  authorities,  as  the 
third  strongest  team  in  the  nation.  The 
Devils  compiled  a  total  of  335  points, 
while  opponents  could  muster  only  34. 
The  Devils  had  one  of  the  highest  records 
of  yardage  from  scrimmage. 

In  the  past  eleven  years  Duke,  accord- 
ing to  a  nation-wide  survey,  has  had  an 
average  of  sixth  place  or  better.

The  Blue  Devil  basketball  team  is  still 
a  mystery.  Coach  Gerry  Gerard  has 
some  of  the  most  outstanding  basketball 
players  in  the  South  on  his  squad,  but  so 
far  they  have  failed  to  show  real  strength 
as  a  team. 

At  this  writing  the  boys  of  the  Big  Blue 
have  played  five  games,  winning  three. 
The  two  black  marks  were  handed  out  by 
Carolina  Pre-Flight  and  little  Milligan 
College,  which,  incidentally,  also  wal- 
loped the  Tar  Heels  and  is  at  this  time 
still  undefeated. 

The  Gerard  boys  can  boast  of  winning 
over  Camp  Butner,  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  and  the  Columbia  (S.  C.)  Army 
Air  Base.  The  scores :  Duke  62-Butner 
23;  Duke  39-Pre-Flight  58;  Duke  40- 
Milligan  46;  Duke  50-Hampden-Sidney 
25 ;  Duke  52-Columbia  Air  Base  33. 

It  would  seem  by  the  scores  that  some 
of  these  games  were  fast  and  exciting. 
However,  only  in  spots  have  the  Devils 
looked  anything  like  the  fast  outfit  of 
last  season.  They  looked  best  in  the 
Columbia  Air  Base  game  last  week,  show- 
ing quite  a  bit  of  improvement  in  shoot- 
ing fouls  and  handling  the  ball,  but  there

Marine  transfer  Bill  Wright  (Univer- 
sity of  Tennessee)  is  high  scorer  for  the 
team  with  64  points  for  five  games.

'em  set  or  jump,  long  or  short."  So  far 
Carver  hasn't  hit  his  stride  of  last  year, 
but  seems  to  be  settling  down. 

In  one  game,  Hampden-Sidney,  Wright 
scored  19  points.  He  was  held  scoreless 
in  the  Milligan  game,  playing  only  three 
or  four  minutes  because  of  a  night  physics 
test. 

The  University  of  Tennessee  contrib- 
uted five  of  its  first  stringers  to  our  V-12 
model  cagers.  In  this  group  are  Bill 
Bailey,  Tennessee  All-State  guard,  and 
George  Baltisaris,  who  made  news  on  the 
football  team  at  fullback. 

A  game  pending  with  Georgia  Tech,  it 
was  announced,  is  holding  up  the  comple- 
tion of  the  schedule.  It  is  understood  that 
the  season  will  close  February  15.  The 
only  important  game  in  the  near  future 
is  that  with  Long  Island  University,  one 
of  the  best  teams  in  the  nation,  scheduled 
to  be  played  January  1  in  New  York.
